il,c Iicting adjtiteiicy of iho pionwris by En«%n 
and WHS diroctisd %o protend to Ko^re witli 
acORipiuiy designed to incrcMc the sulifluiiary forco. 
Our march ul first led us through u country 
wretchedly cultivated, but possessing great imtiiml 
capnbiliiicu. The reads were the worst I ever 
UavcU«l, even in Indm; the villages were fiillmg 
into ruin, and the p<^ulat«m oianifestly deer^ms. 
It was painful W ace »icb evident prooft of former 
prosperity and present misery; but the system of 
raising hind*rertiiue pursuer! by Chand-u-Lul ren- 
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dcred tlie Nlrani’* tcmtorits al tltii perind uIidohI: 
a de«rt. Afcr pa»iiijf SultoanpooT, itc couniry 
mid the ™id* began to improve; thisw» owing to 
the gieator iwmbcr of jagUirei, or «latce held in 
fejf, in that district. A jngldrcdar^ or landlord, has 
mi interest in improving the condition of the ryoti, 
or tenan ls, but n *cmiDdi«‘, or collector of rent for 
tlie nlinm, wns “ person who fiinned the revenue 
from year to year, and whose only inicrcat was to 
aqueesc oU be could out of the iinfortunutc wretches 
Bubjecl to bis ccntrol Previous to the happy 
ebaege introduced by Sir C. Ah, a Minlndar under 
the irivam united the chafaclerB of llie middleman 
pud mnoiiger of au absentee’s estate lu Ireland, with 
Whnt-wevcr degree of authority over the peasantry 
he thought proper to usurp, kuowHng well that Lis 
government would never be at tlielrouhle of caUing 
him to any account, however great his tyiannyi or 
liowever atrodouft bis uppressionSp 

Meeker is a ruined town, about d* mile* fm™ 
Sullaunpoor, whose singular aiipcet is well calculated 
to escite attentioa. It is situated on the left bank 
of the Petr-Guiiga river, and nppeats to have once 
been a flourishing place of considemblc extent. iTie 
housM wore lofty and the streets narrow; hence the 
rains frequently form little mounds, or hillocks, 
hollow bcneatli, which afford shelter to reptiles and 
noxious vermin, 'rho greater part of it ww over¬ 
grown with rank weeds and jungles. 1 could not 
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get any to accompany me un nil ejsplortiig 
visit; the people In the neighbotitho4Hi dccl&rcd tlmt 
the houueS} deserted by hummi ioLuLbilants, were 
tenanted by pUhash^ or demoEis; and added^ tlmt 
their hnwlings formed bd infernal comHirt every 
night, which wan id datin t tJie tpLHta of the mo^ 
cgurogeoni. The niuJutude of jachaia which had 
found ftbelter in tlie ruiria, may probably uceouiit for 
this diabolical muEic; they ii^rtainly made a mo&t 
horrid tioiae the night iliat 1 spent in the ncigh<- 
boar hood} such as it would require little imagination 
to ascii be to Wings of nnother world- 

Our next jnoaL remarkable halt wwi at Karinjetli; 
it is a wnUed town, about four milos in dreum- 
fereoce, Hitimteii In a comnimiding position, on ait 
oinincnce tlmt rises gently from a small lake. The 
lake b aliallow, but tbe wntcr ia beaulifuliy clean 
It produces excellent fisin The country round is 
bare of ircefl^ hut it is generally well cultivnited- 
UuUke the other places we met, Karuijali wiis rather 
densely populated, and the trade of the place ii|*pa- 
rently flourishing. This aas owing to its favourable 
poaitioD on the rood between Uombay and the Berar 
country'. 

When we reached Boargaum, we received orders 
to halt, and i embraced the opportunity of haTting 
a day^s sport I shot a uilgby, after a pretty smart 
chase, and eeverat pea-fowl and florikJn, There 
seemed iq be a good proinioe of game for a secuod 
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^scumon, but before I could utuII ^ 

orportuuUy. I wu, ,ent «hb bulf PJ P»ny to the 
,lejH,tut Omroutty, to «cort nr. eigbtcen-pouuder 
desiKlied for ibe fliege of Cliaiidnb. 

Omfouttv WHS even more flourishing n 
rinml.- It h. situated in n Urge plain, bounded on 
the south by some low* bore hills, nnd tin the nortl. 
bv tlie Elliohepoore range of ghuutB, which a« 
about forty tnik-» from the town- Ouitoutiy i* about 
tliree miles in rircumfereii®; it « surrounded wi th 

a stone wall, newly built? tn«l of die ho»«« also 
flrerc of recent erection, and the street* appeurt » 
bo more reguW than i* usual in native towns. A 
.mull rivulet fuppUe* the town witli water, hut*. 

Uie rose nil over the world, the rivulet wa* expected 
to do moTt fo the way of w-attring, vnwlnng, und 
deiinsing, tJmn could be eHected by a stream of

’riiw place is the reBidenee of several very nch 
soucar*. or bunkers, who could raise Bom^omn of 
rupees at a very short notice. The bazoara we 
lurge, nnd well supplied with doOi of wery' kuid, 
snddlerv, and military eqaiptncnls. It « li'® chief 
m.rt of the Deccan, and the great ihoruughfore to 
the Berar country. The town still fiunrisJira, and 
has been, 1 am informed, very considetahly cn- 
- hiigcd since the period of Py Should the 

inteniaJ eotnmerce of India conuuuo to improve at 
its present rate, I have no doubt tliat Oagoutty will 
become a place of very considerable imporianoc. 
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Tlic tradi? of n banker^ or iDott&y-cbariger, La dif¬ 
ferent in India From vAmi tt ia in Europe, 'Ilie 
value of coins voric# in oimoat every districti for 
coin ift minted in every state that hos claims to la- 
dependeneei and tlie quantity of alloy used clepeudH 
OD tic caprice or the neceBaidefi nf the ruler. The 
nizani^s ^vcrniBefit notarioiis for Heboibig 
the cuireiicy, and many ofBcem were tricked by 
beiu^ paid in Hyderabjid rupees ut a rate for above 
tlieir exclsangeable vulne* The iouoara devote them- 
iielvei to the study of these vai^'ing rales, and there¬ 
fore luive it io tlicir power to proRt by the unwary* 
1 have^ lioweveTi fbond them generally satisfied 
witli imxlenite gaLu^ and ready to impart any in- 
forinutlon in their power* U'hnsaiJcnrs muo 
dia^ or bills of eichange, which are rarelyj if ever, 
did] lduouto^L T'hose who ha<l tlie lefui at OnLroiitty 
Loti very extorwivo corrospondcncft and connexiooSj 
for they gave hixmdiei not oidy on Madms and 
Bombayt but abo on Dcltn The soueara arc in- 
vanably ilindoos; theMohaiuineilaiia are wTctched 
calctihitorH; iiidcedi whenever it is necessar)'tJiat 
they should keep accounUH they Eire forced to hove 
rceoijfso to a Hindoo clerki or assisnuit* h'lost of 
tlie soueors at Omroutty were nodvea of Guzreratf 
as is tlie also lO most parts of westem and cen* 
tral India. 

At Omroutty we saw a college for ttie sect of 
Hindoos fSitlcd Siklia. They ore a fine atliietic 
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n/x of men; they use a rfngulaif weapon, sometbing 
like a qtioir, wlilcb they throw with »ucU predaSon 
lu to cut off the leg* of sheep nt a distonce of fifty 
or Bbcty varrfs> We were f[Tiit1fi«l by Jeveral eshi- 
hiiion* of thest drill while we remained in the 
(leighbouTliood. 

Although I have resolved (o confine myself prij>- 
dpally to my own peisonnl reroinwcences, the rise 
of the Sikhs at * sect, their chnnge from tlie pdtw 
cipics of quakfltt <o tJiosc of desprotc warrUnsi 
and their wtabliahment of their iuprematy in the 
Punj^K—where the kingdom of Lahore, fouuded 
by ih«f great leader, Runjeet Singh, bta acquired 
greater strength and consistency than noy of the 
native states in the vidnity of the EngUah posses- 
sioiis, is too Interesting and too estiaordinary to be 
omitted. Tho following account is compiled exclu¬ 
sively from native aiithorllies, and will, I believe, 
be found substun tMly cmrcct- 

Knncc QiasAi the founder of the sect, fiourished 
about tho close of the 'Emperor Baber's teign (A.D. 
145(1}- He was tho son of a Hiiidoo merchant of 
the Kntri tribe, and was educated during bis earlier 
years in all those scruples and projiidiccs « deeply 
rootnl in the Hindoo mind. In his yonth he was 
remarkable for the beauty of his person, the great¬ 
ness of his talents, and the purity of his laoial 
diuractCT, These qualities recommended him to 
the notice of a Mohammedan mereliBtit, V(ho having 
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no dbf]dr^u of liifl owiij ad-Dptcd Nancni find ifNiik 
* clifiT^ q[ hia oducatton^ Tlze young man wm ^U9 
broii^bt tljfi mnst nppr-oired i^lohominfiliLn 

wrjter 9 i and Le pardculfitly deliglilcd iJi the iMiliicikl 
trentiata find moral inajeimfiv boUi proiw and vcfio> 
of the Pmiun fiuUiont. But at die aume timn he 
did not Dfigtect thn roligioua tr^tkes of HiiidatiaiL, 
but paid equal atLeatioii to the cpEnmoauiiici on 
die Vedafi and tbe Koran. It wfia Jik eu^tojn to 
tranacribe oad litemlly tranakte the ixioffil aphorkmi 
^vbicb mo^i pleased Liint in tbe idiom of tko Foil- 
jufti wLLoli bia iifitire language. Wlisn hti 
colkction of mtmma bccami? largo, lio ooaneeied 
them into order and put them into vene* Thin 
oompilfidoii ia efilied Grtmtlit and m held at leoiC in 
oa high veiieiatiun by the %Sikhs os the Bible by 
Chriadmia, or the Koran by Mohnminedana. TTiey 
never touch or read k witliout agonmiog an ntdlode 
of rcvereatial ni^'e. 

Niujcc'a doetruieB sofifi mode a multitude of con- 
rertfl; be nl looked no dktioetion of iwto among bin 
disdpleij but received indifferently men of every 
tribej idfiffSk nice, iTiO faUawen of Nnttee 
cQDtiiiued In be fi peElI^e^uL community, profetaing 
fiu utter abhorreoec of u-ar, uiilil the reign of Au^ 
rengaib, who, about the {beginning of ibe latt ecu* 
tur)r began to peraeciitc liieui qa apoatotei rrmn tlie 
MohiuDmcdan faith. The Sikha in reialiatJoD took 
up suma and deVMtfilcd Uie Punjab: an imperial 
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amy sent ngshist tWro, and Tegk Bubiiduf, 
!l,cir tenth leader in succession from Nance, «n9 
put 10 death wiUi tlm tn<»t escrumtiiiff lonoents, 
und Bcvcml of liia most disUngfuiBbed followers 
shnred the aaine fete, 

TIiIb cruelty, so for daiinluig the Siktis, 
iajpired them with one uiiaiumoiis sciitimcnt of 
rtvenge. They laid aside their religions garb of 
peace, profided thccMelves with arms, and were 
orgufiwcd into regular hattalioni by Guru Goviinl, 
the son and successor of their slaughtered ehieftmo. 
These wmpaiiies were placed by Guru under tlie 
command of bb most confideiitlal dtsciplen, and as 
soon as be saw them neCDUtred and mounted, lie 
commenced plundering the counUy and miEiagooa- 
tnbulloms, Theueefoimard tliere utis iueeasant war 
between the Siths and the Mussulmans of the 
Delhi empire, in wlilel. llio latter genemlly had 
the worst. At the commencemoni of tlie present 
century the Sikhs began to form themselves into an 
orderly government under Runjeet Singh, ainl the 
hingdoin of Lnhore was fommlly recognised by the 
British government, A»D. 1009* 

After leaving OmrouUy, our line of march lay 
through a coimlry which was nearly n desolate 
wa^te; tlie villages were deserted; jutigles infestod 
by beasts of prey occupied the place of fields tliat 
had once been cultivatctl, fmd it was only by the 
adupdon of rigorora precautionary mcasiires that 
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Acddeiits were prevcntttl in ouf camp. After a 
toilsome' journey we efFccled a junction with tlie 
dctucliment of flengiil troops commanded by Col. A. 

OR tJie banks Oif Uic Witiilft liverj wltbin n few 
stages of Cluuidab, wliicli wna to be ibc scene of our 
opeiutions. ^1l^a place was gnrrUoned by ailbereiita 
of llic ej-rajab of Nagporcj and was supposed on ac¬ 
count of its fidelity to liave been selected as n deposit 
of a part of his (amily and his principal litjaBnrt-s. 

We mtno in front of CLandah on the 11 tU of May, ^ 
and found it to be a vnilled town nearly three miles 
in extent, with a tolerably strong dtadel »n the 
centre. It Htnnds on the confines of A dense and 
extensive JunplOj and is protected on twasidti by 
a lake; on tlic remidning adea it is covered by 
deep raviiics, Iwokeu ground, and the shallow sniuly 
bed of II river. 

The party sent out to reconnoilw, previous to 
investing the lowti, sustaioeii some oisuttlties, fa a 
smart fife was opened on the deiacbment front the 
wnlli, Amntig Uie suffcrci* wo* the doctor in aticnd- 
aiice. We also diicoverwl that all the wells bad 
bccsi poisoned by steeping nosioas sbmbsin tlicm, 
but we soon icmeilitd liie evil effects of this trench- 
eroua nrtifice by digging new wells iti Uw sandy 
bed of the liver nbove- mentioned, which lay clow 
to our first enaimpincnt. 1 say “our first enr^p- 
bt*aiu4U wy Lad Iw cdian^e our pcKiti&a, 

luiviiig fount! ilat we wtte exposed to the fire of a 
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large pl«e of nrtiUery, WtfuUy by the 

nnt»{^ " tbe hbg of the plalna," which we subse- 
tpienlly JiscoTered to be an old ohip gun. 

Tlie suburbs of the town were very citensive, 
nnd supplied us with abundnnee of niatertols n«?«s- 
wry for u siege. The dense groves afforded us n 
most iigteeable shelter from the rays of the sun} 
great numbers of pigs were found roaming about 
the deserted huts of the natives, end these supplied 
fotNl to our pionceiB end pidtets for several days. 

On the 11th we opened fire on the town from 
tw'O sijt-poundets and two 5|-iiich howitzers, which 
w'ere placed in position on n hill. The disbinee, 
however, was found to be too great for our ol«ot to 
do much execution, and preparatioiU! were there¬ 
fore made for establishing u sunh battery in front of 
the hill, on the plains between it and tlie wmlla. 
This task was completed on the nights of the I4tli 
and Uth; four gnns were placed upon it, nnd our 
(ire enfilading the enemy’s lines, silenced some of 
their guns, and hattercil down a portion of their 
defences. A similar battery constructed by the 
Bengal troops unfortunately took fire, and was de¬ 
stroyed. This accident was owing chiefly to the 
construetioit of the facincs employed; instead of 
binding these together with taw hides, the Beng»-> 
lees, whose religious scruples prevented them from 
ttsing anything appertaining (o a eow, employed 
osier hands, which were quite unfit for the ptirpose. 
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Inilccfl tltG Aupcrior ejiergy and ikUl of tin? Mfcl™ 
pioneers were rcry cnnipicuous doiiug^ all ili^ao 
operatloiii^ i tliey huA io iiinLruct the Eengalecfin 
a)£kkiiig ^kionii, etc* ( and they evinccMl a tact and 
judgment on sevenil occasions, whicii jiwtly chul- 
lenged ftilmirntian* 

One instance ilcserveo particalaily to be noticed- 
LieuL A* of die engineers was cinxioui to erect a 
battery on a partlcukr spot, bat he did not know 
how Itl^bject could be effected witUout a dispro¬ 
portionate lo«a, for tl\e pbcc quite exposed to 
tbe enciny‘fi fire, and it was necessary limt the poiuia 
of formation should be miixhed daring the day* Oie 
of my pioneers TolunUered hb semecs, averring 
that he could bo dtsguiae himself as to elude the ob¬ 
servation of the gfirrbon. Asaunung the dreaa of a? 
gross-cutter, and apparently intent oil nothing more 
tbaii coUecUng foragei he fearlesly went oiit^ tror 
versed the ground witli great circuin^ectioBi accu¬ 
rately marked the points to which he had been 
directed, and relumed to his coinmdea apporcnily 
without having awakened any suspieioii. 7'he work 
was completed that very night, and at tho dawn of 
morning, two guns were opened to keep down the 
fire of smiilborms, ndth whidt the garrbon impcdccl 
die progTCfiS of the breachiag battery^ 

On the night of die iiOtb, the hreodiiiig was eom- 
pleled, and on the following morning a lire was 
openedi from two eighteon-pounder% within two 
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hutidfe^d yards of the ejwmy"* Uiie** Before cveiiing 
a coiisidcmble breaeh was made m tlie curtajiij 
which was reported pnicU cable by M^jor G. of the 
Miidras army, who hail the priiidpiJ dircctioQ of 
the ardllery. Owing to the kteoesa of tlie hoar, 
CoL A, deefoed it more prudent to defer the uasault 
until the foUav^^ng moruing^ 

Tlte nuijer on bb return directed tliat the fire of 
the breaching Ijaltery should be kept up during the 
night, to prevent the enemy from throwing up an 
Inner line ef defence* He tlieu retireil to rest^ ex- 
Imui^tcd by the heot aiul fodguc of tlie dny* Oar 
gtiiis had been io incessantly uaed tlmt it was nocos- 
lary during tJie greaUir port of the dino to tlirow 
buckets of WTiter on them after every shot, In order 
Ujut they should bo Bufficlentty cooled for reloading* 
Shortly after he reached his tenw the major sud¬ 
denly expired 5 he had overtasked bia strength, and 
fell a victim to toll and ansiely* His loss was much 
regretted, for he was an ubk oScert and a truly 
amiable omn* 

From the arduous laboura In which the pioneers 
had been engaged since the I4tii, 1 had enjoyed 
little opportunities for rest; indeed during the siege 
we were kept busily employdi fur the whole of 
every Jiight* Notmtliatanding this fatigue, which 
1 was enabled to support from my natural strengdi 
of consUtutioii, aod from my temperate habits, I ^vas 
really to lake my post on the following luorning at 
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tilP of the party, having'under^ my 

e<»mnmiiil detoehmejita of plonccii from die troopfl 
of belli preaidnidesw 

No sooner \m\ the morning of the Slat of May 
dawned, tlian the eterming party, coiisisdrig of five 
hundred men tnkcn inilifereotly froin ttic Bengal 
and Madma troops, issued from die brenehing bat¬ 
ter)' in high apiriU, and full of eonfidonce. Tbofe 
houses whieli could not be forced were set on lire 
by die pbueers, who liad heon provided with port 
fire^ for tho purpose. Capt^i C- had a verv' narrow 
esca|>e from on infuriDted native, who was stiinii- 
lated to frenzy by opium; he rushed wclctessly on 
the enptaiii, und gnve him one or two very severe 
wounds before he could be seen red by the sepoys. 
This is by no means a solitary instaRCe of the des¬ 
peration which Asiatic soldiers exhihlt a'hen nnder 
the inluenec of iliis p^'rtiicicius drug, or the other 
intojicndrig mixtures common in the East; hut 
though til is nrtibcial courage renders them danger¬ 
ous to iiidividuabs it tends Ln do small degree 
to nnlrt them for contending with regular troops. 
Discipline will prevail even over des|>aif. 

Nothing could withstand the ardour and imperil* 
Dsity with which our troop triumphed over ever)' 
obslRclc, and bore dawn all opposition. The gar- 
riNOiii though at first seemingly resolved on a des- 
jK^rate rcai^umoc^ soon abandoned the hopeless 
struggle, and Uirew down their arms. 
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Tte followiDf; rfay we disoowrcd a place wliere 
treasure to tlic amount of about l7,00tW. waa con¬ 
cealed. 'iTiia wtt» dug ap by our so|(tiers und con¬ 
veyed to tbc camp, but ii tfu* aubsequenlly appro- 
priatecl by government, and a eompensaliou awarded 
to tbe troops, TLo ivomen belonging to tbe es- 
rajab, nnd nearly all the peaceable inludiiuinls, bad 
been removed before we invested the place, and 
during the siege and stormiog many of the gar¬ 
rison made their escape, and found sliclter in the 
jungles. 

Our loss was bat trifling, indeed the small num¬ 
ber of the casualties appeared very extraordinary 
to all who saw the obstacles we had to overcome, 
und were acqiiuioled with the despemiiim of Arabs 
after losing all hopes of quarter, Lieut F. of the 
Hengiil pioneers, who ascended the breach with me, 
received a wound which subsequontly rendered the 
amputadon of liia arm necessary. I had rather a 
narrow escape from a roche t which knoched off my 
cap. Col. A. issued an order of th* dny highly 
eomplimcnmry to all who had shared in this eIplo^t^ 
he expressed his entire sstisfactiou witJi the conduct 
of every individnal, and declared that the results of 
the uffmr had exceeded Lis tronnesl expeeintions, 
nnd that he felt it his duty to bring the admirable 
conduct of the troops engaged, under the notice of 
the higher nuUioritics. This promise was amply 
fulfilled, and the meed of praiM;, so dear to mltlicrs, 
was bestowed upon our exertions in government 
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orders. Pjarde!iilar mention was made of my name 
as senior officer of the pioneers, and that portion of 
the force reef#ed the credit for Its exortinns which 
was justly its due* 1 mention the droiimstance not 
from persQiiai pride, but from tlie pleasure of find¬ 
ing tlmt the services of the pioneeii while under 
my command^ received that attention wbreb the 
exertions of that portian of Ute Indian army have 
more fieqncntly earned chan obtained. 

Thus fell Chandahj on the 21st May—the iHlh 
day after we opened the trenches* A small j^arrlun 
was left in the place, and the remainder of the force 
marched for Nagpore on the 26tliH On oor route 
I shot two fine bustards, an anlelopc, and two hog*, 
and aku a large male nilghy. Having broken its 
hind leg hy my shot, and being some distance from 
the line of march, 1 was at a loasi how to get it into 
camp, IZow'everr witb die assistance of my orderlyi 
I continued to drag it to the road, w’here u cart wiia 
passing, on which we fortunately found room to 
place and so brought it to our station* 'Hic vil¬ 
lages at several stations exhibited melancholy proofs 
of the ravages of war i many of them were quite 
deserted; the rai-ages ofmamtidm had left large 
districts open to the tigers, and llie dread of these 
ferocious animals completed the desolation. A fta- 
CM occiirre^l at one of the luilting pEace% owing to 
some men of one of the Bengal regimeaci disturb* 

^ ing a amal] running rivulet which supplied the 
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camp. Timely iiitcrfcrpnce prevent®! any acnaua 
consequenwB. U may rcmorkc^li that tke 

prejudioGS of the Den^ troop* on many poliita are 
oficn (iiffiicult to overcome, partly in asnscquence 
of the great number of lirahmiM among them; wnl 
partly because they coiHhlcr ihentfclvea ooUeetively 
of a higher aiste than the Madras sepoy, whose 
prejadiew-in compaTison are ttivial, Tiie uppear- 
aiiee of Uic Benpl sepoy is in general more ia 
their lavoar tlian that of the Mutlraa soldier. The 
Bengalee has generally greater hciglkt, tliotigh. be 
does not ordinarily poaess muselo in propordon. 
The Madras Bcapoy from his mediocrity in height, 
has more stamina, anti liardincs* to eadare fatigue 
and privation, as 1 have often witnessed, especially 
nftcr the sun becomes powerful, but the too fre¬ 
quent use of water often knocks him up. On oar 
lost stage, the heat of the sun, (the ihcTmometer 
Iteirtg nt 105’) caused constilcrablo sickness, 'fhe 
last stage, also the cholera broke out ivitli great 
violence, killing numhecs. When the sick became 
too numerous to carry, they were left on the road 
dead and dying ! It continued with uiiabatttl vio¬ 
lence for three days after readitng Nogpore, up to 
lire night of the 3tl of June, when a heavy fall of 
laiu took place, oiid put a stop to the further revages 
of this dreadful calamity— the scourge of India 
sinci? iai7r

I arrjviMl at Nngporf? lu tlii? end of iklay 181% and 
rauiid llie niiada of iLc iiilt^ldianH m a very ua^ 
nettled Blate^ owio^ to Uio recent cliange in tbe 
gavernniefiL I'Jits city ii tlie capilal of Bt^rar. 
and the residence of a mjab who once held ^ very 
liigb rank amang the pHneea of Indian It ia of greal 
note and extent,, being rather niare limn five mile# 
111 drcutnrere£]c& The wjAh were intended to be 
very fitiong, but tliey hare been only pnitially 
completed near tbe principal ^tewayi. There are 
two pnbeesp the old and tbe iiew*| tlie farmer be- 
long# to the ghooad rajal^ family originalJy 

possesae^l the goverament: it la a v'aS't pile-of build¬ 
ing built in Bqiiarcaf one ^illiin aimtherr bo m to 
farm u perfect kliyrinthp very peiplejing to a 
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«tnuigcr. "niG rooiUFi flre itnall^ wid impGrfectly 
lighted hy narrow w'indowi> itiid tlie place, m addi¬ 
tion to its naiuTul gtaoelj bcari evident tnafks of 
poverty md decay. In fact, the represeototive of 
lIio glioond lajabs is allowed o sum sisitcoly sufE- 
dent for tlio bare lubfeiatetice of hin family, and 
cannot fipare anyiliing to the maintenance of nnceih 
Uol dignity. 

TJje new pnlaco m a smaller* but miidi more 
beautiful buildings the walls arc of stone* covered 
with stucco* and adorned with highly-carved balua^ 
titles. Like tlic old palace, it ht laid out in a sue- 
cession of squares, or couris* communicating ivitb 
eaeli other by haiuisomc gnteunys, 'rite rmifs nre 
Put* and laid out in lerraces. The principal en- 
irance is through ft long avenue of lofty cypresa 
trees t on eacli aiilo of the sveiioe is a garden con- 
tuitiiog a great nbundance of roses and flowering 
shruhsp Over the priacipai gateway there is un 
immense nobut, or drum*—a well-known ensign of 
royolty in Indio. Near it are tlie gurrys, nr large 
brass plaies, ou which the houra ore struck by ft 
sen try posted there for the purpose. The mode of 
ascertaining the hour is eurioiw. A hollow biosi 
cup is pluceil in o veraej of water, on which k floats; 
through a smalt hole in the bottom of die cup water 
rises, which in on hour Hih It, the cup then sinks 
to die bottom of the vessel* and the sentry perceiv¬ 
ing that Ihe hour has elapsed, strikes tlie guiry^ 
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«iiiptic$ tho Clip* and acts it ngain to Boat. A| 
NogporCj tHe inventicKn of this simple cTcpcdiont la 
utlribuCed to some of tlie BltoondUi fnmilvj wlucb 
at present pdssesseB the throne^ bill e^ery rendep 
of hifaiory In avinre that it \n precisely tlie same aa 
tlie elepsydn^ or wmleiMrlock, so frequently men¬ 
tioned by elassicfil writert. 

There are BoveraL lofty hoas^ in other parti of 
the towii} roofed either with red or blaek tiles, and 
hniTibomely omameoted with Btiicpo. Dut the 
greater part of the bailriinga are misemble mud 
LdvcIb;, thratJgh whidi wind imrow patlis rather 
than streei^p utterly unacquaiiUed with the Injuries 
of povingi lighting;^ and eleansing. There aro seine 
incoDiidenible manufactuieB of silk and eOttott 
goods, and alBo of native military onui and accon^ 
trementa. IMgal of the eldths for the iupply of 
Berar are brought to Nngpore from Mosulpacnii] 
and the manufacturing towns on ibe northern 
In cfonsequcnce of this transit trade several soticarB 
or bankers have esEabUsked themselves at Nogporc^ 
and also many shroffs^ or mopey-changerSt who 
appear to Imve a very profitable business. 

While I wns In compony w'iti the officer on 
guard at tHe new pslacoi I biwl nti opportunity of 
seeing the boy to whom the government was as- 
tigiied wdicn Appa Sahib u’wi deposed. He w'as 
then about nifie years of ag^T his MTnplpimn wai 
fair* and bis form tatber delicate; be amused him* 
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lelf by bb horees^ two of w^liicb he 

nmDQ^I very well. During bis minority, tbe 
EtiglUU govern roont treatctl botli biin and Lb 
kingdom ^ilb great jui^tiee and kindness, llisi 
edueatiun wus superinteiMled by one of liia own 
Tobtiona^ assisted by tbe medieal gentlctnaii atp 
tacked to tbe residency. He b, however, now 
very jetilons of Europeans, and the situadon of 
resideht at hm court is far from being a desimble 
office. 

eonji Irj' rouad Nagpore is fertile i the soil 
ij a ibick bbek loom, such bs m India m commonly 
called eotton ground ; it is congenial to the growth 
of most European vegetable*, a vTuiety of wddeh 
ha <4 Seen iuLroduced at varioti* times by the Bridsbi 
ProfD the beginning of September to die end of 
January, die average xange of tlie thertnometer b 
between a tnaximuni of 73*^ nnd a minim nm of 53^ 
Fahreabelt. During ihb period cabbage*, eaulU 
floivei*, and potatoes are produced, as good and 
as abundant as in Engbnd. The gardens near the 
dty are rich in beautiful flowers; they are for tbe 
most part bid out along the shores of a large lake 
called Jamma Tittlow, which protect* the north side 
of the wulbd From tbm lake the people of Nog- 
pore piincijmlly derive their supply of water; there 
ifl a sinaJI stream close to tlie walls, bat it k dried 
up eight moDtIis of the year. The greatest oma- 
metit of the gardem is a description of oraage-lreei 
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callcii dulra, ftr cfloltuig. lu fruit is very juicy, 
uiid of exquisite fiaTOuf. Tltougfi tliis urangia 
app^ni indigenous in tlje gardens round Xngpoie, 
there is a kind of floating notion llml it was inlro- 
duced by tte I*(jrtngoeBe in forraei dmes, when 
their power \nts fit its sEonith in iho East. SootO)^ 
Lowevor, believe ttmt the great superiority of the 
coolitng orange is owing to grafting and budding, 
a syeteiD in wliich llie native gardeners nt Kagpore 
arc prc-cniineiitly skilful. Grapes arc proilneed, 
hut not of such u good quality as those around 
Aruiiguhail. Mangoes anil jaAnggranate arc abu nd- 
ant tiiid excel]eitt, but the are few, uiid 

of litUc value. s 

Thegardenfi of the rajah and the principal nSbIes 
are sniUorcd at a dislniiee of from tliree to five 
milcB from the city. Some of them display consb 
dcrable taste) they are intewectMl with ahudy walks, 
and studdt'd with light airy bungalows) m^t of 
lliem have fountains, which play into basin* of 
marble or siuceo, affowlirg the grealcst^f Eastem 
pliasures in the hot season. In fine weather w hole 
fiimilics make excureion* to these gardens, and re¬ 
main to enjoy tlie coolness and, shade dtiring the 
oppressive heat of tlic day. Some wiU even remain 
a week at a time to etiijoy the coolness and soUtuile, 
which are so powerfully contrasted with llic lieat, 
bustle, and noise of a confined and crowded city. 

TLougli Nugpore affords the enjoyment of a 
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pleasant clbfiatc tLiring nine monih^ in tUe year^ 
yei the tioE winiU from Febrniiry to June are very 
hjinmiiifr i 111 faci^ they render the pJaec InUiler* 
aUks e^ceept behind a wet tatty, or mat, wboee 
evapomlioR gives a UtUe eoolness. New-eomfirs 
are apt to get fevers or agues for n year or two, 
but tiiosc who have become aecJimatad enjoy good 
health. 

The oporpTons whicli abound round Nogpore ore 
die greatest dniwboek on i|s pleasure# axid convex 
nicDces. They lurk benentli the atones that ore 
icattereil over the Buifunei and when incaudDiisly. 
disturbed^ mBict a very severe sting.'^ One ulgbl, 
while w^alting for a guide, 1 by doum on the ground 
to r^t myself after a fatiguing moreh^ mieDnflciouily 
1 disturbed lyicoipioiti which crept up tho'filet^e of 
my .co4lI, and stung me. The was so ejy^u- 
elating osi ta produce a fever, which bated twenty- 
four hours. 

The £^elaluldie billi beyond the bke have teen 
described in the preceding valmnei 'llie residency 
and fori ore now garrisoned only by a Bmoll detach- 
ment of infantry^ rcUoved at stated periods from the 
cantonfuent at Kamptec^ which is ahout nine mil^ 
distant. Katnptee has been seJected in preference 
to tbe origtmil s tation near Nagpere, on account of 
its superior adh^ontagesw The prindpal of these is 
the hue river Cduana, which affords at all times an 
abundant supply of good water, so valuable in hot 
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countriee^ nnd etp^eially hcrc^^ wb^rc tli« fall of raia 
ii con filled to two months in tbe year, llicdiaiiga^ 
wliicli has proved equally vali;iable to tlie healUi 
and morals of tbe soldicrsi is one of the many bene- 
fits wliicL Mfij nofr Sir Riciiftrdi Jenkins, conferred 
on Nagpore^ during Lis residency. 

Hie cniitonment It bounded by tLe Heer i tite 
tsuracLs for tlie troops, and Lbe private Louses for 
tbe odicors^ are comfortable an d well fa nil u Tbe 
force stationed there UiuBlIy consists of about siJE 
tfaousand men t it is compoised of one regiment of 
European infantrVi a proportion of horse and foot 
aniltery, gappers^ minersi etc., one corps of imthe 
cavalryj an d four regiments of native infantri’, lliSs 
U coiiseijuently, after Bangalore and Hyileraliod^ tlie 

Sneb a force oppHenrs very disproponjonate to the 
esetent^ resources, and population of Berar^ bot the 
atolion is eonvcnicntly eituated for eommunicattod 
with tho nizam’i countIreitig udthin a few' 
days^ forced marches of Elkfaepore, Hingdolyj and 
Onnoutly. 

While tho troops were quartered at the old station 
they were exposed not only to the contamination of 
all the rices common in a crowded city, but oIm to 
the intTigiies of the pEtrtisans of Appa Safaib* Hb 
friends were long dniaffocted to the Engtisfa govern- 
mentf and frequently eofispirod to clfcct bis JKStora- 
lion I but their intrigtiea were disconcerted by Ibe 


largest military station under tlie Madras Presidency, 
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talent and firmn™ Mr. Jenkin^^ whose aieriied 
infiuf^ncc over the umives cn^CTned to him peouKiii^ 
sourei^s of inteUigeiice w^hicb ©re njrely avaihktile to 
to a Britiflli resideot- The present lajali of Nog- 
pore lifts received \m couniry in a mnaC ifoorUilhlng 
CQoditiao^ and the revenue ha^ been stc^a4lily oa 
tbe increase^ cspechrlly since the cJEsboucliVjng of 
tlie fnilldaanei the nselesa bodies of iiregiilar borsei 
whoso pumbers were very coiibiderabhv tJieir 
serviees not at all pro|;>ort]oiied to the heavy expense 
they entjiiled on the conutry. 

When 1 arrived at Nogpore, ibe conn try in 

a very uiisatUroctory fttate; many of the partisans of 
Appa Sdbib refused to submit to the new ornuige-^ 
ments^ and closed tlie gales of tbeLr forLS agqinst uel, 
Major Wilson and Captain Gordon wore placed at 
the head of two dctaclapents employed In reducing 
these refnictory chieftains, nnd few officers ever exe¬ 
cuted a diffioult service with such proioptitndc^ ;!eaJ,i 
and ability, CapEaln Gordan^ at the head of about 
eight hundrcil irn^hir horse» and six buikdred of 
die Madras infantry, siormed Compta, whidi was 
strongly fartilied and gani^neti by two tliousand 
tnefL Amhighur, a hill fort defended by stcino wmlls 
and Stockades^ was ix^rried by Major Wilson, witljout 
the Joss of a manhe subsequently marched ogainxl 
Powney^ a large town situated on tiie W^ycrgning 
Hverj and reduced it, with a trilUiig hiss* d'wo 
munthj of iiices^jintexertioEi w'crc spent in restoring 
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trrinquniity la Berar, and tlie cmly enterprise 
faHed was an altaek made on Anhodry i»y Lient, 
\\. of the irregular cavalry, whose men refuMd 
to follow him. This baektvardnesa was owing to 
the ^nolent temper and harsh conduct of the officer, 
which had rendered him very unpopular. 

I wilt here give an account of a hog hunt, it being 
one of the most successful and esdting I ever nii- 
ncssofl, A party, consisting of five officers, pro¬ 
ceeded to Kilmasrr, distont about siatcen mites 
from Nagpore. Lieut, D. and mjwlf took one side 
of the vTilley wliidi ims lobe beaten, tijrough which 
an inconsiderable n'viilct ran, covered with thickets 
and high gross. We were well mounted, each 
having a sjiear about thirteen feet in length; the 
other officers, who were on the opjMsitc side, used 
spears about eight or nine fwt in length, and, I may 
add, were equally well mounted; notwithstanding 
the dispanty of numbeiw, we hilled eleven out of 
fifteen hogs that broke cover on our side; they kill¬ 
ing only two out of thirteen. Tlds puts beyond a 
doubt the superiority of the long spear over die 
short or ibronnng one, amt its greater certainty, 

'Fhc short spear is delivered at full gallop, and 
often misses or ghuiccs off its object. About one 
huRtir^ natives, with dogs, tomtonu, eto, beat the 
vnJley in question; on each side of wbidi the corn 
was liigh, and consequently it was difficult to keep 
sight of die hog. Tlie rate of going of wild bogs 
VOL.

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iA suclh iJuil it requires a ^eedy Iiotm to overtake 
ihcni, and if tbey chance U> wine ae™*s any water

Lieot. D. and myself, in three hoorah work, liad 
tired two horsey and broke eleven Hpears. c were 

aidod'ton one occMioa in overtaking a woonded hog. 

by the assistance of some shepherds' dogs, who 
pkrtly pulled him down and worried him, till the 
arriTal of our horsekeepera. We ioaded two cnris 
with our spoil, with which we returned that night 
to Nagpore. 

The resident of Nagpore, Mr. J., about this time 
received intimation timt tlie cx-rajah, who latnly 
escaped, had gathered sonic followera and Arabs, 
with whoso assistance he levied coiilribuiions and 

fomented dbtiirbanccfla llie j^eater projKJttion of 
die Nogpofc force directcil to move on MftUye, 
about 150 miles distnnt. Col. M. nnet Major B,, 
who were in thai directionj hod succeeded iu sejaiing 
»cveml of the rebek, wha bad been exeeu^d 05 
an examples The latter mode a aaccessfwl attach 
on a body of Anibjij whom he routed with consider^ 
able loss, and sc vend of tliecn were drowned in the 
pursuit, croaking a river* While the force wa* 
ascending the PandoitMi gliaut, a dreadful explosjou 
took place of tome tumbrils belonging lo the horse 
artiUcr)'', by the ignicjoii of the ihulis. Tbit tins 
cauicd by ibe great friction ojid velocity m\h wliich 
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the c?iiTmgea U’lerc prQ|icI|«d dowd ihc Btee-p part of 
tbe pofit, A fieiar mtn imri hon$c« TVi?r(* kilkd imd 
woutiderb sind con&tdi^iiibtc Eilarfn o.tc]ted» eipcciiilly 
at th^ head af the column near whick the explosion 
loalc place: aa the foremost guns end tnmbriLf were 
directed to push on nt speed to pre™it necideut hy‘ 
sparks cnmmmij eating to fhem, * 

The eliinate and couotn' above tliii ghaut are 
much coaler md more open than that situated beloiv 
-^loFty uioiintcuns are seen in tlie dlstaneci wlileli 
have an abropt and steep api>eaniiice—tlie niininltt 
cf many were eonatuntly enveloped by clouds^ and 
the whole range uppeared as if they were iiitendecl 
by nature m btimens beyond the nrdiiiury power of 
mnn to surtnouiit. Among them we were informed 
the ex-raj oh and his followers bod taken shelter^ 
They proved ton formidable and iofally inaccessible 
to the troops. However^ be (the ei-nijoh) being 
compieteJy hemmed io» and straitened for ^^-ant of 
provisjonst 1405 dltimutely obliged to abandon this 
pDsidon. He ded to the Jeypore mjalk^s stales^ 
where he was detected nt a subsequent period, ns I 
have already mentioned. 

Capfain S+t of the Bengal army* hus attacked on 
hi# march by a body of Arulr# nnd the rujah's par- 
tiuFtns, rn the neighbonthofid of Beitool; nnd nfter 
bravely defending himself and repelling the attnehs 
of Superior numbers, he wtis fiiinlly aveipowereili 
—(Imi 7 ng expended the whole of bSsammuiiiiiati) he 
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B^d bU party were nearly all destroyed; only a few' 
sppoys escaped to tell ibe sad talei tbc niebiaclioly 
TesultA of wliicti were in Bome mcaftnre uwiog to too 
iBvbb HU cxpendltiife of ammaniiioii^ 

'Viw reHiltiction of Mulligaara ai^d itfl fort, which 
is well built and strong, by its Bititation on the banks 
of Ibo^irnii river in Caiirfeish, gave our iroopa some 
trouble. The Arab garrbrm \\ti& i^unieroiis, and many 
of tliem despt-Mlo, from the circumBdince of thcii 
being forced (on tlie auTTciidler and fall of other for- 
tresSL**) to take refuge in iliio last Btronghold. 1 hrt 
may in some meagnre aemunt for the long and ob* 
stinate resistance made at this place-i as the enemy 
repelled wltli loss tlie teveral assaults of oar troops, 
and tJieir altcmpts to enter at tliosc parEs of the fort 
deemed pmclicoble, but wbidi to out cost were too 
hte found otherwise. Thesnrdes made by tlie gar- 
rifvaii to ihlorrupt the operation of the siege, were 
daritig and bold, tis they frequently attacked our 
troops aword in liand j but the se^mys being ala^ys 
prepared, invariably repulsed tbiun at the point of 
tlie biiyonet, iliougU with severe lose^ 

CoL adio commanded, at one period wta 
obligeil to soBpend ibo operntionB of the siege 
ihruiigli want of adequate menus to effect a prac¬ 
ticable breneb: at kst the place was rendered an- 
tenable, by the success attending the e^cplosion 
of a miue, wbkb induced tlic garrison to an im¬ 
mediate sunender^ experienced a eonsidemblc 
lo.^ of valiiablo men and oSccra tluriug the siege. 


There ii no elaia of tlie nativcfl of India who 
evinoe such boltl and darinjf bardihofti die Atuh 
wldicTp especially in the defence of fort^* wlicrc 
they hold mil to the lasL These people omi- 
gratelrDiii their own eountry co seek their fortoite, 
often with nothing else bat their matelilcH^t sword, 
and shield, iTiey toko employ men i wit* native 
dbieftnins of India, who ghwHy entcrtntn them io 
garrison their stfongboldi, which they coiwiiler in 
their guardianship iecure fiom nil attacks such is 
the cfidmation in which die services of these Arab 
mercetianes are held in India, where n^ny remain 
till they have amassctl n sufficjent sueu to enable 
diem to return to Uieir bora^^g with comfort* 

Some have been kiiowir to form connexions and 
take up their fJ>ode for good In ibc country, at the 
fioinc time retsdning those manners and habits pecu¬ 
liar to their fipct, os followers of tbeir prophet 
hlaliomot They do not answer 00 well in tJicir 
military copfldty for combined and open operations 
io the pUiins- 

Duritig die period of our encanipment in Jai3uary 
at Maltye^ we expeneaced die great difrereuce of 
the temperature w^hich prevails over the elevated 
parts of tb« country, contested with that of the 
lower. 

A wnoll tank close to onr encampinent vras fpaen 
over j ilie ice being nearly one-eighth of an inch 
thick, a pheijoaieuon wholly unknown io the lower 
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parts tif ihQ country. Nutting cotild depict the 
surprise of tte sepoys at such an uii usual occur- 
rwee I During: this cold weather uH fioid sports 
\?cTe enjoyed with a greater degree of icst frpiu the 
exhilarating atid bracing eflFects of tlie uir^ which 
also cnabliKl the sportsman to support a greater de¬ 
gree of&dgue than at any other period. Oue day 
in my excursionSt a grssB-cutter belonging to the 
rampf informed me that a bear had taken cover in 
au adjaining thicket^ and tlmt be himfiolf hod a nar¬ 
row escapeipi^imng incautiously approached too 
near Bruin. With the asjdfitunce of soma of lie 
grass-cutters he was fumed ou^ when he made to¬ 
wards diem* but they laid themselves flat on the 
ground dll be reLrcated luto a mvine^ where T fol¬ 
lowed, and shot him dead, m he was approactilng 
mo on his hind legs. On our return to Nagpore, 
we had some excellent sport, after hares, pointed 
partridges, quailp husiajtd, and florikki* Gsme how- 
over WBJ only ahundant in those parts which were 
well watered^ The troops suffered severely from 
the cholera on our return to Nagpore. Th^ ..liege 
of that strong kill fortress of Asacerghur, :jri3ich 
uatmre and art combined to render olmo^t ioi preg¬ 
nable, was undertaken by a portion of the united 
forces of the Bengal, Madras, and Bombay troopSp 
with a eompeteitt park and train of mrtiUery. They 
effected the capture of the pettah and lower fort: 
this soon led to the sunender of the upper fort; as 
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we wore able lo bnn^ eiir guiu to pby on It wiib 
better effect- 

TLb nffbir concluded the campaign of the De^ 
can, w|iich teraiiaateii m Buccessjfully j tmA ill fto 
Bbort a period, coiiBideiing the nature and extent of 
it« wious operaiioni. 

The results of this cnnifiai^ni were equally bene¬ 
ficial to the people at lar^c, m well as being of the 
lugbeat importance to ibe E. LC^ who gained 
thereby an immcnHc accession of country and re- 
veutic^ It ako gure a gteater degre^paf itubility . 
to the rc&t of tbeir posaet-^iona, now extending ui 
an uninterrupted line froni Cape Comorin to Bom¬ 
bay, witimut any iutermediate power. To Lord 
H/s prompt, energetic, and dectsive jneasare*, with 
the ca-operation of as braiTB an onuy ai over took 
tlie field, 13 due tbc meed of praiae for the biippy 
coneliiAiou of this war. 

An ilbconcMtcd plot ttita diBoovorod in the cky 
of Nagpore* among a few of the ronminiiig iidhcr- 
enta of tbe ex-rajah, to induce our Bcpoys to break 
dieir allegiance to goveminont, proved unsucccas- 
fuL""^ Our feithful soldier* not only refused to join 
in this conspiracy, but gave immediato inforraatiois, 
which led to the detcctioii of the purtie* concerned* 
It is only jii*t to reeoind the incorruptible fideiiqr of 
tlie Madras native soldiery on this and several other 
Btmilar occuaions. Their devotion to the Bwicc, 
and also to their offieen, is worthy of implicit eon- 
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Jadcncc^ Mpeciully when ibeir goocUwill lias 
conciLintcd by »i mildi find, £iiid conaiileiit lind df 
•Diiiiiict. CoileKtivoly and individually dtey posiie^i 
a pride id tJie well-being of tbeir respective corp^ 
and the service at larg^c* which id not unJfTeqncdtly 
displayed by exertions greater thaa are made by 
Europeans. Tlicir afiTectiem lowanbi individual 
affieers of iJielr legimodta lu fomicr daj-i^ under 
cases of great trialj bas been fully es^mbbabiKl i tbi? 
sort of feeling baa inticb abated and weabenod of 
lute years,'partly owing to orders tending to low'cr 
tlie European oflicer in Qieir e-SUraation* often nn- 
advisedly issncil, witbout reference to the native 
feelingly Iniie\'Etioii and a system of ilUjuiiged 
economy have also enfeebled the tic that existed 
between die Enropeans and natives, as well as tbeir 
allegiajice to the state. And ttiis is done witbout 
in any w^ay making die sepuys belter soldi en; on 
the cantrary they iiave of Jalc years evinced a spirit 
of reckless revenge and insane ImrdiLoad in Eeveral 
instaucesT by the murder of tbeir offieers both 
European un<l Qadve+ 

On a shooting excursion from Nagpore^ tilth 
Lieut. A-, wc had cxcelleiitsporl* One uigTiti n very 
fine sheep was tnken from die tent by u dieetali; and 
at the same titnc a vali^ble terrier which bud gone 
to attack i L We traced die cheetah to some d istaiicc^ 
bnt did not succeed id finding ir^, owing to the 
thickness of the jungle. During the threo days 
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this parly lasted) we sliot fi I teen bni£fi of Larc^ ond 
forty couple of portrtdgoij besides atlicr gsme. 

One (by I saw a bunb In wbieb it seemed likely 
that a Imre liad made her form. I appreaclied It care¬ 
lessly enough, wLcn to my Ifteat ostonisliment a 
large hyeiui Jumped out, and tliFcateiicd to prove 
what is eontmonty called ** an ugly customer. 

1 at once fired, and though my gun was only loaded 
with small shot, I so fer disabled him llml he fell 
an easy viedm to my spear. ITic hyena is lather 
common about Nagpotc ; it i* a very cowardly 
beast, and lives prineiiMlly upon ofliil Imd the car¬ 
casses of animals that bnve dropped dead from 
fatigue or any other cause. They buvo u slinrp 
sWJiit, and when a bullock drops on tlie rotwl are 
almost ns keen as the vultures in discovering their 
prey. While prowling about the village^ they 
often snap up calves, sbeep, and goats, but they 
rarely attaek dogs unless they are small and weak. 
1 hate been told that in some cobcb they have been 
hnowD to take away children. Tlioir howl is one 
of the moat dlsngrceablc and melanclioly nolsa 
that ever grated on liuman ear. Unless very closely 
pressed they will not venture to turn on the hnu tcr) 
hut when at bay, they bite like furies. 

Tlds incident, though not exactly .iangerous, is 
one of the many which shews that an Indian sports- 
man must endeavour to aciiuire presence of mind, 
cspcckdly when beating a jungle. He is perpetually 
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liable to atirpn*e; cheetab*, and hyenai, 

will often be fontid in tlie inwt uiumpected places 
and under cixcunatanccs where lie least licsitation 
would be fetal. Wokes are amongst the roost 
noxious tenants of tie jimglci round Nagporiv and 
they annually destroy scYetal children; but they do 
not eommU such ravagee ns in northern IniUo, 
where their ra?agcfl have been so great as td 
Rttmet the notiee of government- 
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TiiE fe«ti™l of the Dussera amonff the ^lahiatldu 
19 celubrnted at the end of the monwoe, and besides 
its general import, b intcaded to oemoicmorate llie 
custom of their marauding fore&tbera io annually 
setting tap their banner* before proceeding to levy 
conuibutioBs- This droanistance gave the festival 
an air of novelty, and 1 looked fomwi with some 
engeroew to Its celebration. The Mahrattahs regret 
throeanniml forays; when, to use their own phmse, 
«thcy had their hands In every man’s dish; when 
those wbo pefused to pay cAou/, or a oompensalioii 
for sectiri^,-similar to the hlack-nmil nneienUy 
levied hy the Seoldih highlander,—were sure W 
have their lands ravaged, and their houses laid 
drooblc. Even now they take pleasure m reviving 
the memory of tl.roe happy days, and there was 
not an inhabitanl of Nagpore who did not esert 
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Idinself in making prc|Hiradon!i for eclebmtuig tlifi 
feast p During tLe morning there were uiatiy pTO- 
cessfoTts in the fnt)% all of a □lilicaiy appearance; 
hut in these none of the sepop joinefit becaaso 
they tlioughi thot die Muhruttnli adrlidnns tended 
to deviate tlie rejigieni ehameter of die fcstiAiiL 
Tliey mode no objection; however, to aniting iti 
the rejolciaga cf the evening, espedidly m the 
Briltsb authorities, in order to eonetbaite the 
mttahs conseriited to have a review in honour nf 
the day. HiU coneesaluti wm the more iieoessarys 
as Appa Sahib's strong hold on die aSeettoni of hia 
Buhjeets was mainly owing to die mognificciice with 
which he was abciistOJne<1 to celebrate this national 
feast, which at cocc gratified hereditary pride ond 
religious prejudice- 

On the afkeruooii of tJ>e day alluded to, die wdiole 
of the troops composing the Nagpore subsiiliaty 
force paraded on an extendplain, near die walls 
of die city* They were drawn up in line, u-itli the 
guns at each extremity, awnltiiig the mjuh, whose 
approaeti \ntg aunouneed by a royal salute. The 
young mjab of Nogpnre W'af seated on a state 
elephant, splendidly eajiarlsoiied, w’ith rich erijnson 
cmbroiflercd housings, and a bniidsonie tiowdoh (a 
seat). He was accorapauied by the principaJ ofEoers 
of Ilia court, and Mr. J., the tcsUlentf wddi his sntte 
—forming altogether a gay cavalende, being all 
mounted on elephants. They rode fiiong the from 
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of Uic line : ^tcr looking at it, they took up a posi- 
lion m ffoiit of the eeiitre, wJaere they diiiiTioiintoif^ 
aoii soma cerotaotiics took place; wliefi the rajak let 
loose a jay, a £peciefl of bird with ritber a hand- 
some pltifiiagc of g-reejip ydbw* and bjoe, on W'liicb 
the troops fifed n feu-ile^oie, ttnd a ^eueral sdvo 
frooi the gans^ amidst the ino^t noisy ihouls of 
aeclamatton, Eind din of drums and other masic in 
hoaeuT of the erent. On tlie return home of tlie 
rajah and hb altenJaiitB, I remarked the latter 
cutting and ilasbing at the groin with their sabret 
as they went nloog. It got dusk before we reached 
the dty^ when a grand dii^lay of Are works of orory 
desrri|itioo took plnee, the whole 1b wn being illa- 
mlitiited with blue, ted, afitt a variety of other lights. 

A dreadful fijuniae took place this year, owing to 
drought and atJier causes^ Thousands of a starving 
population docked in to Xagpom I'hey rn the first 
iostauce were iuppaned by jndividua] charity and 
private <|onalions^ but they latterly became too nii- 
znerous to be Ibl by tliese means; in coiiiequcnce, 
tlic resident wtis iodueed to adbid Uiem aid, and 
many w^ere saved by lib bndable cicrtioiw. I was 
Gonsnlted m the occusiont if 1 eonld employ these 
people ndvantogcously to the aiate* l\e mode 
proposed being approved, between five and ten 
thousand, at ditferent rimes during the s^iooe uf four 
moiidu, were placed ut my disposal; ai^d 1 diride^l 
tliein into se{i^mte pnrdcsi each under the saperui^ 
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iifriidcpcis ol a fow pidnfi^r^ wrho ki^pl tbfiift flt workj 
making new roads and repairing the old oncs^ 
Notwitba ton ding those telievtd in this way^ much 
distress nod many deaths oceurred from feminej 
and die siglita were truly descmog of comniisera* 
tiou, m pariah dogs, VTiitnres were mn* 

stnndy observed devonring the bodies of those who 
died on the road frnai disease produced by the 
searcLty^ A rertile sejison ensueth ^he survivors 
returned to their native homefti the traces of the 
Calamity were however not effaced fprscverid years* 
I tried fly-ishing with some suo^kss in the tank 
outside the city of Nagporc, especially townrdst 
dusk* Late one eveciing, bebig thus employed, I 
observed a person ivaviug o bandkerchief on the 
Heps near the edge of the water* On approftehing, 
I perceived it was a female, who motioned to her 
acteudant to wait! she coming close up to me, in 
an under tone of voice made Bome remark as to my 
purience and perseverance in fishing, adding also 
that she had often seen me ihcre« Slio tlicii osketl 
me if I would beftioiid her, a$ she was in great 
distress, by returning to the same place the folloW’* 
iJig eveningp when she woidd explain all her wishes, 
apologizing to rae for her intermpimn. Being 
tond of adventure, and not bestowing a thought on 
the consequences, I consented. 

As 1 did not speak the Mafarattah language over 
duentlyt I took the precaution of making my gar- 
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dcnor licodKipany When I proceeded to thfi 
placo of our appoiDtineut, I found lier vdth ber 
femaJo attendant^ Ixpecdag my arrival. WTicn 
1 came up* she told mo ber Hfe was in dixiger from 
ibc ^doleuco of ber busband^o temper. He liad 
treated ber very E4 “bo laid, gjoce ibey luid been 
married* wbieb watt about two yean bads- Tbe 
loss, of wealthi and otber properly* of wbicb be 
bad been plundered by tbe Arabsi bad made bim 
ravage* and be vented hm spleen on ber. She 
therefore requested me lo a6brd her protectioii! " 
and asai'tt ber until sbo could join ber friends. Het 
enireaties were so urgent* that 1 could not refuse; 
in fact* ihe adventure liad been cirried too far to 
recede* 1 found jneans of dbpodiDg of ber for the 
present s but before I could warn ber frieiifds of ber 
situation, ber asyluin was discovered by the bus- 
band. Tbttt led to bet restoration* for tlie demand 
could not be irsistcd, as it was sanctioned by the 
bighcttt authority. 

This brief recitaj is to shew tbal even an Indian 
female* thoiigit known to be of llie most retiringf 
timid, and diflident nature* especially in this part of 
the country* where there is little or no intercourse 
witb liufopcaiis, will* under Mrtain circunsitances, 
pbee confidence in them* by throwing tbcmselv 
on their protection. I could dte other instancea 
wmilar conducU There are no people who can so 
quickly dbeem charaeler as a native, or that possess

Buch judgment ill seizing bold of n person's weak 
paiatii mid who are so ipdefatigable and persever¬ 
ing id obtaining their object^ Tor wbicli no irouble 
is thought too great by thetn. 

One night at Nogporei about ten o'clock, I re¬ 
ceived a note from Captain A+ G,, iiiATtJiig me and 
any other frtetnls to a tiger hunt, on ihe folb^nag 
momiiigi as ho would provide ub wUb clepliantA. 
LleutcEiant C, and myseif started about midnight, 
On horBeback; we reached Tahelgluiat, his (Capt- 
G/s) epcatapmciit, towards momingi after a ride 
of twenty-one miles* LieuL C, anil myself were 
opounted on a fiiioyoang female elephant, CaptmOB 
G. and P. being on two large male ones. At a 
abort diBtance from tho ten ts, about five a.m-, wc met 
a Had Ye sliikare,* who saii:l he had made bundibni 
(sure) “ that we should sec the dgcT.** After pro¬ 
ceeding about two foiie-s vre entered frome low 
ju^tej w'herc we perceived the carca§$ of a buffalo, 
which hflEl been killed durmg the night, and a con- 
Rklemble part of it devouredj it having been pick¬ 
eted bero for the purpose of attracting a tiger^ 
wdiich imii committeii great havoc among tlse vil¬ 
lagers and tlivir cattle, hni latterly had cliicSjr ooii^ 
fined himself to human food, whidi these animats 
invariably do when tJiey Jiave tasted the bluod of 
mao* A ibon diatauco from tlic body of the buffalo, 
a noble royal tiger ivas Been skulking along n 
* A ^poEtiman, 
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ravine, from whict lie was drivcB by ionic hone- 
incn. He then dnahqfl Acroes a small plain in onr 
fiortt, jmwucd by a terrier belonging to one of tbe 
party. A volley %faa fired u( bim witli lUile cITeet; 
when liie two large ck'pliantn, limcllliig lUc tiger, 
became so anmuniigeable os to bear tlicir riflcri off 
the field. Our elephant fortmuitely proved more 
tniclablc, Altd enabled 01 to pursue tbe tiger into 
some ground purlially covered with jungle, and we 
actually passed so close to him win Jo crouchtng 
under a bush, «s to endanger the life of die attend¬ 
ant, Lad not be partly bid himself by dinging to the 
tail, and hanging between tiie two hind li^ of die 
elephant. While tlie tiger was nsocnditig die op- 
jxwitc side of a ravitie {to which he liad retreated), 

I disabled him by a two-oimce ball from my rifle. 
On our descending into tlio ravine, he rose up and 
attempt^ to spring at die elephant, but was unnhle 
TO effect his objecL Lieut. C. then diitliaiged his 
gun, and killed the anloml outrigbL 

The mabout liavlng dismoauled, soliciied a little 

gunpow der, which he sprinkled among the wbislera 
of the tiger, and setting fire to it, singed them fairly 
off. Tliis precaution if considered neceBaBry,_ ns 
the natives have a foolish idea that they would 
utiicrwise be haunted by the tiger. All classca of 
die natives of India hold this animal in great fear 
and respect j the effect protluccd by the sight of it 
is ofU'n of a serious nature, niid has been known to 
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akmQ the loss of inteiLecI, sickdois* and even clenlli: 
tills anima) measured dearly fgurteeii feet in leiigtli, 
and was auppoied to have attained its full size» as 
denoted by the number of additional lobe^ attached 
to the liver, one of wliich takes place all dual ly» 
After skinning the tigeci the whole of the flesh 
was curried a™y by the nativeSj which they use 
for vartctis medicinal pur^Kises^ 

This tiger would have given macb better sport, 
bad It not gorged itself iit some measure by the 
large portion it bad eaten of the bulTbla. The fol¬ 
lowing morning vve prepared for a simijar e^our- 
slniii after a tigress, which wTia reported to be iit 
die neighbourhood* The shiknr^^^ ns before, met 
us;, but rather with an air of diBappoiiitmcnt. saying 
that he could not make os die bufTalo and 

donky which had been picketed for the purpose of 
enticing die tiger liud remaiued unharmed, the^^ 
was, Uicrcfore, no cei^inty of Bnding the tigress; 
however^ after some sear eh, die remains of n porcu¬ 
pine evinced its vicinity, os dm sbikarc observcfl 
tho£ no other aiiiinal w'ould molest it bnt a tiger, 
who seldom or ever, after killing hb prey, moves to 
any distance from the spot; which proved correct, 
os ihortiy after, the dgres was started and gave 
much better cliase than the former, finally tjtking 
cover on a hill covered with loose rocks, jungle, 
and long grass, where Lieut* C. and mj^elf pur¬ 
sued and hilled her, nftcT a most spleniltd hunt 
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The ckpLsiita of Lbe olher bclmved in tie 
stitne ronniier as on iho preceding thyp find one of 
tbe gentlemen was ttcarly prcdpinitecl joto a deep 
ravLuej but escaped with fiome bt'uijcs and a Gpf&i ned 
Tool 

Some elepbanU evince a greater degree of terror 
at the sight of a tiger tkiP othert ; tlicrcfore tiger 
hunting should be on WTlI-tndiied depluitiU, when 
the sport IS perfectly' safej aiid h the only meihihl 
by wiiicli tim most powerful auinial can be pufsued 
with succesSi and without dongetj beiug nt tliesame 
time tbe moat oxdtiiig of all field aporta* This has 
been fully proved by the uiiinberi of tigers killed 
In this way with bo few accidents^ especially by 
Mr, B. J., one of the most juecesaful sportameji in 
this quarter, who had kiJlcd nearly one hundred in 
the kst five years^ 

A few days subsequent, the abovc-jiamed gen- 
deman made beta to a cop^detable amount that ho 
would, with his fowllng-^plecep perforate a hoard an 
inch thick tlirough and through, with ane or more 
pellets of Ko.3 shot, both at siiiy mrd oiie hundred 
and ten yards distance; which he w'oni as it tvas 
aceomplished by tying a charge of shot in waxed 
cloth—hO person having thought of its being matle 
up as n cartridge. 

I took a trip, in company w'itli LienL W,, to 
llamteck, whert wc had some excellent fishing 
in tlio tanks on the IdlL This U a pluce of great 
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sitictity among the Hindoos, who have ntiits^oii^ 
Etfznph^ bIL over it. 

TLc cbase of the tui teller the miftest of all 
animaliit with tbc Lanilng- teppanl, is worthy nf 
nouco^ 'l"he symmetry of thw animal^ (the pord) 
ia most perfect, and thff ease and velocity witJj 
wbidi theysppng is wonderful—far Ueyend eon- 
eeptioii,^—and enable* them soon to overtake the 
antelopej whidi they generally do wiUna a mit of 
half a miie, as they will seldom follow farther.

The hujiiing" of Uic pnt^lopc by leopards trained 
for tbe cliaHc^ iii one of the mofit ancient fieid-apofts 
in [ndia; packs of elicctiih^ or hiintin^leopards* 
WCT^ kept by Hindoo mjahs and Molianmudnn 
nabobs, ami tie European tracellers of the M^leentJt 
SHid fievcnleenth crntnriei repreaent iLo hunling 
|iartiea in which theae animaia arc used m tlic moat 
wondrooa Mbibitions of oriental ma^ificence. My 
ctiriottty was exdted by reading these quaint nar- 
niticcSf and I onsioasly waited for an opportunity 
of Oi>eingo form of tho chase so now to Europeans. 
Such an occasion fortunately presented itsoifj and I 
sluJI endeavour to describo the animating scene to 
my readers. 

At Uie lime, tliere were tliroe leopards in the 
field, eacJi carried on a sjnab plfitfomMUJit drawn 
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by twi> bullocks, hoodwii^kcd aii<l acciirtd wjtli 
slip cbllRFfp They remained io, til] we ajiprmichcd 
El hcril of antelope j tbe carU bpin^ in n line about 
two Lundred yards nparn When vriihin a certaiu 
lance of tlie gnme, tbe wdnkers were taken ofi^ 
ilie pard that 'oiis noEuest; dr wbieb be iilood up 
and anxinufily grized in oil direetiouB^ in order to 
obtain a glimpse of the antelope; be soon caught a 
sight of hh preyi though nt a considerable distance 
on die plain (where alone leopnrda are used Tor diis 
vporc)i he then crottche<l dow’n on the cartel keep* 
ing bis eyes intently fixed on die antelope^ in fciet, 
in the attitude of n cat WTitching a mouse. 

As we moved in the direction of the herd, a 
gojitleman, who nceomjmuied m on horsel>atk| kept 
close behind tlie carts, when one oF the kopards 
was slipped from off die cart nearest llic herd: the 
beast jinnped on the ground, and stealtliily, though 
rapidly, moved towards the Rjitckpc, ondeavourfr^ 
to hide his tnodons by taking adrantuge of every 
hush and inequuJity die place afforded, eiiden dy 
with the view" not to excite a too itidden riiurfo dlL 
within a short distance. When he saw the deer 
bounding away, the leopard put forth hk wonderful 
]>owerSf and wiis up with tliem like llghttiiiig, or tta 
an arrow shot from its how, and by a blow frnm ita 
fore-paw, laid his viedra on the field. He then 
seized it by the ihroab where he remained sucking 
die blood, and did not quit his hold until part of 
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tlie antctDpc** leg wnfi cut off mmI tlirusi into tis 
tnoiilli. I'Le Icopatil tlicn ftllowcd liimgelf to b« 
boodtfiiilicil pnii Icil to Ilia cart, wbieh b# regained 
by a light bound. Should the leopard roiw h« blow 
(whidi 1 only ww in one instnnce) he sulk*, midife 
with difficulty secured by hU keeper. 

Being iippoiiiled ndjatunt of ibo BoCDi>d bot talion 
of pionccra the Intter end of tliii year, 1 commeDml 
my journey in October, for the Kiungbaut, in the 
WMtem MabrattaU country, near Iklgnum, up- 
uTirda of five huiidred miles dulnnce from Kagpore. 
As I wished to proceed os direct us possible, 1 drew 
u line on tlio mop, intending to pass only through 
thou pinces which it intersceted. Kcir and SLola^ 
pore were two of the principal towns; the latiM ft 
inilitory post of the Bombay army; my buggi^e 
was chiefly carried on catnehs, for tho sake of expe¬ 
dition. My rood led me throtigh Poorgauro, n Imge 
village on the banks of a smutll rivuleL It belooged 
to a gosseio celebrated for Id* sanctity. He received 
me with wtraoidinary civility, ond to prevent time 
from bunging too heovy on my haiuis, sent one of 
his train, who was a proJeosloiiul atory'-teller, to 
amaie me by tin- recital of legendary tale#. One 
of the legends intef^tod me so mueh lliat i took 
notes of it before 1 retired to rest; and I slmll, 1 
trust, gratify my readers, by giving m ronch »» 1 
can recollect, of the Gossoin's redto!.

carhuiicle set in a ring. Into wbieii wboewr looted 
would »e M in a mirror the plui** where treasure 
vfm concculcd. Mfllali thus oblaiued a descriplion 
of the gem wliich licr busbatid required ; lier neat 
(sure was to obtain an opportunity of scuruliing fat 
it, and forlhi* purpose shn pretended to sink oil tie 
eiuth from »bcer exiiaustion, Ihe berroit believing 
that she wiw nimble to move, left her io the tell 
while be W'cni to perform sacrifices in a neighbour- 
ing pagoda i Mulati arailed Ueiself of Ids abseiiee 
to seareb the cell: she foatid the gen^ and secreted 

a 

it on her person, 

"Wlieii tlie berioit relumed, Maliid in for mod 
him that she had quite recovered, and that she lind 
resolved to act on hit suggestion of uppealtng to her 
bustwnd, and inducing him W hanislf tlic wicked 
gum from hii conneiU, Slie then took her leave 
and departed. Hie l.ermit soon discovered bis loss, 
but instead of taking immediate revenge, be reiolv«l 
to wail until the pHnee's tapariiy, wliicb the lalu- 
mau was sum to rtimubie, Jmd provoked bis subjecn. 
to irtstirrcttiaus 

“ No sooner iuuJ conveyed the tolwuaiJ la 

die pohee, Ilian the prince and Lis guru began to 
moke trial of il». powers f they discovered the place* 
I where all the rich itfo tn the kingdom had 

their wealth, and uti5u*fi«oiisly plandercd them al I. 
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At I*ngt1i « powerful noble, whose property nta 
tlireaten«l, misea the standard of revolt, aii^ buffing 
ioired by erotic* of the discontented, defeated llie 
king ill two succcBsivc engsgemcnia, and allot Inm tip 
in big capital- In bis Bigbt frt'nt 
the king was joined by a yooth of eitjobite beauty, 
,vbo saved him when overtaken by hi* ptiraueta,^ 
by wondtoos eaertioni aecuretl his escape. 
kinsr (rfatefuny invited this yoong man, who coU^ 
liimsolf Madbava, to tbe pnliice,and introduced him 
to Malali and the gtiTii, as bis saviour and defender. 
The ptru soon beeame Jealous of tJie new favourite, 
who in a short Ume acquired complete ascenden^- 
aver the sovereign's mind. He laid many plots for 
the dwiruction of ^!odhava, but they were all dw 
concerted by the young nmti's estraordiniiry fore- 
sigbt luid prudence. One day the king told his 
nevr friend 'the secret of the talbman; Mfl^Uiava 
affected ineredulity, and tbe prince, in order to eoii^ 
viace him prtKlu«rl the ring. Madbava, as if from 
™cio curiosity, ®kcd to see tbe treasures belonging 
to the garu, and suddenly there appeared an im¬ 
mense acmmnilatton of wealtli which the wicked 
minister had geenred for himself. A guard was 
immediately seat to seize the treasures; the guru 
hcaringof tbe uiiMpected order, hastened to remon¬ 
strate t tli« king, eninged at bis reproaches, ordered 
that his clotlies should be torn from his back, and 
that all the royol ofEcem should bent Inm with bam- 
Imos until tliey were weary.

« Tlie rajah's family coniislcd of three sons tuid 
five daughtciB; hW eldest boy mm ahoui sixteen 
yeuis of age, but as he grew up his fallicr suspected 
that be might gain the affection* of the people, and 
head n revolt. He told his feaia to Mndhava, who 
suggested that poisoa would be the roost efEcaewus 
means of averting danger. ITie king Intencd W 
the pernidaus eouiw^li prepared die falal po¬ 
tion; through an error of the messenger, it witf 
given to the second it^tead of the eldest «n, and 
thus the crime was committed, and due danger not 
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aveilfiO. An aasosiin wus liirffd to stub tlie prince 
ill the garden* of ikc but liia sister, who 

near btm, *aw tlie da^r lifted in *« 
avert the livtol blow: slie saved her brother, bat alic 
received Uio weapon in ber ®wn boeoin. In this 
maiKier every plot foT»cd agaiiist the prince proved 
filial to one of his brolbcm or sistcra, ualil Lc wob 
ihe only larviving child. At length the rjijoii 
murdered iho prince with Ws own haisd, and waa 
thus left cbildlesi- 

Tlio la*9 of btit uliiyren alicnaled Mabti'a 
mind from her hushand; she cast her eye* on the 
beautiful Madhava, and very nncqnivocally testi- 
fied tlial she would not be diffienlt lo be wuti. 
Madbava alfected to show equal love; un ialtigue 
commenced, but it was raaBUged with sach little 
cauttun that the king surprised the loyeta together, 
and was a witness to his own dishonour. His 
shouts brought the guard* of the palace together; 
Mtulbai'a escaped, but Malati was seized by her 
enraged hiishond, and subjected to every cacrti- 
eiatiiig torture wliidi perverted ingenuity could 
devise: just as she was expiring under these tor¬ 
ments, Mudhava appeared, invisible to all eye* but 
bera, iu bis true form, * Behold I' he wiid, ‘ in me 
the hermit of the glen: such i* my vengeance for 
ilie theft ef my carbuncle.' 

«'Die enemies of the rajah w'erc now so nu¬ 
merous and strong tlmt they ventured to lay aieg*

iJietDt und aTider hu direction the battering: engittes 
were placed ftgain^ the woukwt part of the wdli; 
every expedient which the rajah eorttrived for de¬ 
fence wai rendered nnavnilld^ by the Auperior ikLII 
of Madhiivn, and ere long ti practicable breach wiws 
effected* In the hist hour of hi^ life and kingdom, 
the mjah fought with a desperate valour worthy 
of hb anctenl Unenge; at length he fell^ with 
ghastly weiintbr and wns nllawed to bleed to death 
unlieeded. Madliam stooped over the dying 
prince, and whbpered in hb enr| * Behold in me 
the hermit of the I—the destroyer of^hy minlsK 

ter, tliy children, thy wife^ tliy kingdom^ and thy- 
is tny vengeance for the tlicfl of mj 

carbuncle-* ” 

This tale li greatly fihridged in my siiramnry, 
and 1 nm conscinija that I have omitted many de¬ 
tails fatly Qi interesting as those T have given. It 
rtruck mo at the tiaie hb very remaikable, that tbe 
ageot of wickc^lnew in the story should t^e a 
Brahmin guru, or spiritual adviser, ainl the punisher 
of crime a gosscin ascetic,—for llic contrsrj' is the 
case in the moat common Hindoo popular tales* 
Tbb, perhaps toAy be explained by the fact, that 
the story-teller wai himself in the omploymeiil of a 
gowifiH Among the Hindoos, ob wcU ns among 
tlio Homan Catholic*, there ia great jealousy be¬ 
tween the priests and the ascetic bill generallyt 
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ihdy arc anxiouB to liide tlicsc liisacRsioiift from 
EuTOpoioia, I gave the Btorj-tcller a present far 
Lift pains; tlie rett-ard seemed to be be) end Uie 
usual rate of romunemtion, for he declared lhat be 
^ould gliidly tell ine u story every Aiy and every 
nij^lit. He also spread my fame abroad an a ptron 
of Btoriesr and I found at tlie next stage that my 
cliaracler bad preceded me ou the road^ 

From PoOT^aum I tiavelled tbirteen miles to 
Datotlin, a large village on tbe baiibs of tbe Aida 
river. Hie country tbat ! traverewl wn» poor, and 
iKidly cultivated I except iti tbe Jmmediate vicinity 
of liarotba, where 1 found an imunual degree of 
carof cleanliness, and comfort This appeared to be 
awing to the good conduct of tlie local governor, 
lie vi-as an Amh by birth^ and was entrusted ivitli 
the supenutendcnce of lhai and fifEeeji other vib 
kges- Several of his countrymen w^erc cmploy«1 
under him; and though they had all on vnnous 
oewHons fought agaiust tbe English* tliey treated 
me with the grealest civility and bindness. In the 
evefiingi 1 was invited to join a kind of mnemar' 
ziom, got up, J understood* specially to gratify my 
love of stories? and tliougk rather fattgued* 1 deemed 
it my daty to receive tbe attention of my liospitablo 
hosts as kindly ns h was offered^ 

Iktnds of Tousici Rtory-tellers; and hallad-singcrst 
am to be found in every Hindoo village of any 
note. The wind instrameiits of tbe Hindoo^i are 
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gCTii>nilly made of brass, such as collaiy honis? 
trunii|>cU, utc,^ tJicy Luive abio clarionets mid Eage- 
olotft, but of t!iO rudest coustrucLioU| Iktie or jio 
utteotltid hvmg p^dd to tlie proportion of ilio keys 
* uiid nperturra. "Tbe variety of note or lotonaticui 
h jirofiiieed by the lip, ratber tliuti llie fiageri, and 
hence tbe setin^ls are sLort, sbiirpi tiarsh, and dis- 
atgreeuble* Europeans, at first bearing diem, ore 
fit a loss to discover wkit m meant by die discord¬ 
ant braying of tliese rude iniitruinents^ and arc Ui- 
cliactl to BUS pee t tliat some trick is atiempted when 
told that this is a musicat concert- For my own 
pftTip 1 con conceive no greater torture to a inusiisl 
ear than being compelled to endure tlic infiictioii 
of one of these concerts at a laitve cnieiEjiiriaienL 
'rhe tambouriltB* drnms, ami lofn-toiuB of the 
liilidooa ari; of tiifierenl iiaes and forms, but many 
of tlicm bear it most striking resemblance to tlic re¬ 
presentations of tlic Egyptian drnniH discovered by 
lEoselliiiip CharapolltoB, afid VViltinson, in the 
vTilkyof the Nile. They we beMen eilber wkb 
Hticks or the liaiid, and llie performers generally 
contrive to keep tolerably goad lime with the other 
lousieionsf "I’bcy ab^ use unuiU cymbals of braj^js, 
and triangles, in the managemcot of whieh Hindoo 
children ure very tkUfnb In some parts of tlie 
eo unify I instruments me used siinilar to our fiddles 
and guiiws, but rude and simpk in tlieir construc¬ 
tion j they are played both with the fingert and the 
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bow; liollow gourda aw generally [Hiaclied to tliem, 
Mtid aerve instead of soonding boards. Pandean 
pipe* arc very common, ami ure frequently t««l 
n-iili great iocfww, esperially at Tncbioopoly, 
wliere a conoulerable band of tliem may be hired 
to play both native and Knglisb aits, wliich th^'y 
learn from the band* of the regime nti at dm *tap 
* tten. The amateur band at Trichlnopoly i* com- 
pooed of that caste which follows esclusiTely the 
profcssioTi of nhaving and hair-dressing, and hence 
they were colled hv our officers the fiarAer-eitiband. 

Fiddles ami guitars are generally found amorig 
the Mohammedans, whose mnsiesil taste is more m 
uceordance wiiii European jindous Uion thnt of (he 
Hindoos. ITie vocal pcfftimiancca are detestable j 
men and women sing, or rather oqimll, in a laono’ 
tonouv drawling tone, tritJi a variety of the most 
horrible gultuial and nasal notes, and their only 
anxiety seems to be who shall screain the loddeat. 

Hi* highness tlie rajah of Mysore, and other 
native princes wlituo 1 have seen at the celebration 
of their aannail festivals, frequently have linU-n- 
doxen of these native bands, each consisting of 
twelve or fifteen performeta, Bome of whom are 
instructeil in the use of Eiiropean instiuments. But 
these musicions are rarely taught to plily in concert ; 
whenever 1 heard them it seemed a* if each played 
hb own tone, aud thut the only object of the per- 
formntice wns to muhe idl the din and discord possible. 
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St^ry-telling h n regular ^^rcfc^on; itrolJiiig 
reciters travel from vlllr^ to viSIage and hire tbeni'- 
selves for the eveiiingi receiving a remuocr^tion 
propartii>iiste to the cjitcrtBliimetii they iLOord ihcrr 
aurUenco. The mec6ay;s for these rccitatiDDs an' 
gT-ncmlly lield la te si nigljtt iiad they are sometime^ 
protracted to the foilaHong moTniog^ The com¬ 
pany sit on the groand on carpets or mats, bat the 
taore wealthy natives provide ottomanSf eoutlies^ 
and embroidered cushions for their gucsta* Paun^* 
separeef and spices are Landed round* which when 
nmsUesied produce an cjthilaiating influence on ilic 
spirits^ and impiirt an indescribable fi^'ling of Janguoy 
and snttefhctiop* thus preparing tlie mind to sytnpa- 
ihbc in the talea about to be recited. Th^ utmost 
silence is presented by all Uie Burlicnce except one, 
who acts the part of tui interlocutor, to nsk ospta- 
naiioEra of such parls of the story as appenr vague 
or inconsistent* but hoiitwer aotiees improbiibflides, 
liowevcr gross or siartlirtg. This person idso givi > 
assent at the end of every senlcpop, when n pau^e 
in made, by a grunt of sotisfnclion or m approving

saw a man lashing a Caffre or negro slave with a 
heavy chabue or whip, and tearinl; away the Bcnb at 
everyifclow^ The cruel Euaster at the same time 
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reproaclied the negre for ttencbcry and ingratitude 
to the peison in whoso touie he wia horn, and wli« 
iiad brought Uim up o* one of liia own children, 
Hamd’Allali entreated the master to forbear, [lur- 
chnsed the alave, brought him hornet »nd tended 
liim with Ihc grealeot care, un^l hia woundi were

the motmtimc t3adit-Shah odvanoed to heaicgo 
Bagdad; his immense army encircled the city, but 
Hamd^AllaU by bis magical aJtill rendered the walla 
imprcgiiatle, and every assault of the Persians was 
repulsed with loss- Nadir was greatly eiiragci^ 
and vowed that if cvet he had Harnd-Allah in bia 
power he would hang Jmn Jiigbcr tlian HaiOiin.

tbe elave to be introdiiced, and bii Jifs plieed nt 
phyaieioD's disposal. Nothing eonld C3Coed the 
efuistenLadon of tlie nngmtoful negro wUon brought 
into die preaenee of liis injured moaterj eieept bia 
surprise when Iltimd^AllEib^ instead of corwigning 
him Up the executioner^ pronounced his pardon^ and 
even gave him a small present. Yet it wns this 
ungrateful wretch who tqld Seyf how to gain pos^ 
session of Safyeh; he Informed the stillaiii that 
Hamd-Allah was accustomed to go every dayi nt a 
stated hour to the mosqucp^ and that it would be 
easy for him to visit Spfyeh on these occasioiif^ 

** The love of a youngs brave^ and handsome pnnee 
is luiely rejected by a woman; Safyeh listened to 
the love^iale of the sullan^ and proved falso to the 
preserver of her life. Hamd-Atlah Moa discovered 
the intrigue; but feigning igiiomncej bo infomied 
Safyeh that he wisA about to quit Muscat* She 
sent immediately to Seyf^ and he inviieit her to seek 
shelter in his harems sending at tbe same time a 
suffident guard for her protcctloTi^ 

“ Hamd-AUah^s iadignationi w-hen ho found that 
Safyeh had fled, hurried him beyond the bonnds of 
dtaeredoa^ He proceeded direct to the piJaco to 
demand the restomtlon of his wrfe, although he was 
aware that Seyf's temper had been iiiformtcd by a 
menacing letter from Nadir-'Sliali, in wdnrh thi^t 
conquerur threatened him with ijistant destruclion. 
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llanul-Allah entered die roya] baJlf liefoaud 
Uic sultan revolling in die intoxicadn^ juice of llie 
l^rnpct for lie hail long spumed die holy hw of our 
pixipbet— 

* On whom be tlie pmbe and blewLug of God/ 
exclaimed nil the audience- 

“ Heated widi wioe, fluUied with anger at Nadiras 
insulting threats, Seyf driven to fury by Hamd- 
Allah's just reproaches In a transport of rage he 
called to liis guards ^tid ordered ttieni to sirihe off 
the bead of a oian who had dared lo provoke a sove¬ 
reign. Each of tlicm remained unmoved^ being 
naturally reluctant to by Imnds on aniiiiiocent: man 
and one to whom the sidtnii was under such great 
obligations At length tlie very negro whom Hamd- 
Allah liud panloiied, sprung forward and volunteered 
to perform the Mvage task. Hamd-Allali bcot 
himself to the cartli, apporendy resigned to bis late. 
I'he negro drew bis scimitar, noted with a careful

A lupematitnd durknef^ sud¬ 
denly enveloped die wbob assembly, but tlie sul- 
lan'H orders were still obeyed^ When the morning 
Sim rose Ob Muscat^ it revealed to the citizen^ im¬ 
paled before tbe palsc^i a body witli tbe title of 
Snltmi Seyf eba Sultau, sovereign king of Oman, 
Adcn^ mid Muaeat 

“On tbe same day Nadir appeared before tbe 
walls I be pardoned the citizens, but. he took pco- 
session of the tr^urea and harem of tbe deceased 
inonua^h, ia which be Ibund and Tccogaized the

I have always found llmt taxation operated the 
other way: and in faet, I have beard that Uie aboli¬ 
tion of the tax is regarded by the Hindoos as a 
(^Dee&sion lo their prejudiced rather than o trSumph 
over them. The Molianiniedaiis> whose intolerance 
of idolatry far cxeeeds tbut oEaiiy class of ChristionSi 
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neref bi^lievcd sthat their fing^n wodd be polluted, 
by toucbing money raised by a pilgHio hWE, and 
they found tbuJt levying sueh a lax would be the 
besL nieauB of dimiuisbfng the jiumber of the de¬ 
votees 

Tlie deserted ilreets of Maboor, and the fort 
ilselff are overgrown witli weeds^ high grass, and 
jungle. Pea*foivl and monkeys are its priucipal 
tonantSf hut tigers and otlicr beasts ef prey are very 
abundant I'hey are attraeied by the niimeretts 
tanks and reservoirs of vTiter wJileh are acattered 
around die town. Thoiigli there are traces of eon^ 
siderDbte housea atjd public buildings, and of y^ty 
ejetensive gardens^ 1 eoyld not discover any vestige 
of a road acccfisible for wheeL-corriageSj and even 
l»etweea iiio toiru and the fort there is no tolerable 
patL [□ the fort ttaelf, tigers are so abundauti 
that a fevr mntelilock men who ore kept here to 
guard the teinple;» are afraid to go occaslotinlly to 
the arsenal to bring dow^i the ainmunidon which is 
stored tliere. 

My furlher udvafioe in this dlreetion u-aseliecked 
hy die insuperable liifbcultles of the Maboor hills; 
tiiey were rough and craggy, covered with forests 
and juuglcvj and destitute of roads. After many 
eJforia to dueover a path, 1 cleared tl^'hillsby a 
circuitous road, and having made my way to the

by the envoy, who rculdea nt his court. 1 he city 
i« of great eslent, and is very densely populates 
the iiilmbitatils are Mufisolmnns, Phtens, and Hin¬ 
doos, but the followers of the Prophet greatly 
predomiirnte. Tim Mohmnmodiins of ilydorabad 
are the mtst dumnlerly, turbulent, and ferodous set 
of rnlfinns within the limits of India. Riots, insur¬ 
rection* and tumults itre almost of rinily occurreute, 
and aro rarely checked without the interference of 
the militery. They nre dcsceiwled from tlio J«q|atny 
'lurks, absurdly called Moguls, who conquered 
northertt india under Rnher, mid established llie 
empire of Delhi; and they are not one whit less 
haughty, bigoted, and ferncious than their anccston 
were in the day^ of Timur. It has never been 
forgotten hy them that they were once the lords of 
India, and therefore they regard us m the usiipcr* 
of their heritage with a Jmtrcd not the less tiilensc 
liecauNC they are compelled to keep tt eoncealed. 
No Uuropcaii con venture to pass ihraugh the city 
unprovided with a sullabl* escort; w'cre he to make 
the attempt he would not escape insult, nhd pt^htips 
pei^iial injury. No spetatnew of their abusive 
sml insolent language to Britbh travellers can be 
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given without grossly decency* The 

Btatc cf oioruh in Hydersiba<l h exccmble; uimn- 
tLirnl c^me U no common tl^at U romm n topic of 
ordinary conver&adiPni and is never attempted to be 
{leoieii or conceuleii. An officer wbc resided a 
abort time in tJie city declared that» ^compared 
with Hyderabad, Sodom would be found tnnooeut^ 
and Gomormli the perfection of pnrity/* The lives 
and properties of tlie nobles^ the mercLants, and 
the hankers, would not be ftufe for a single day if 
the Bridsli force were withdrawn* The crowds of 
half-starved bu Elios that infest its street# would 
plunder tlie place but for the awe hi wbich they 
arc kept by the garrison p 

There are few manufactures of iniportuiice at 
Hyderabad i the principal are siiks with gold eoi- 
broidery Interwoven in the weft, which are cnllerl 
kinkoabs] tnrbands, and small uTnanicnUk Thu 
woollens and cottons used by the greuter port of 
the iiBtives are bronghi from Europe and the weav¬ 
ing towns of Masulipntum, MadipaLtadij. Ingeree, 
etc- The few bnmehea of iiidnatry that exist are 
cbieBy in the hands of Hindoos- 

The iiixam has a wmpany of Amaxons in hie 
sen'ioc j these female warriors are regukriy ^Incd, 
drilled, and dothed somewhat like onr sepoys- 
'lliey are employed to moyot guard in the interior 
of the paJacCt and especially to ivntcb the harem or 
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aportnicDtA of the wives EUid eoiicubine* of hh 
TTtgbtiwSj, who 4re very numeroiiSi 

Tl’Ilc aovereigu is only femaTkable for 

tb lisdeSA upalhy to &1I flGhir& of stnt^; ho tflkw 
little or no sharo in the g^ovemcnent of the coiintiyt 
hut entmala the entire adminislradon to Cband-u- 
Lai and !iia snbordiiiate agent*. FoTtuMiely for 
tlie inhahitantfit tlie Brirish resident u able Co eser- 
cUe some control over these mpadou* minSiters, 
who would odierwise desolate the country. The 
nizam is devoted to sensual gratifications of the 
worst kind* anil his sons are generally considered 
die greatest profiigutes in the most profiigate of 
ciuee* 

The British troops and die uimm^s contingent 
ore Btalioned at some dislanoe outside the city, in 
the cantonments of Secuneltrabad and BoJarum. 
They consist of about twelve thousand men, oise^ 
tenth of wham are Eyro|>eans2: the whole i* kept 
in a high state of djsdpline and efEeicncy, and is 
alivays ready to airt upon any emergency^ Such 
precautions nre indispensable in the proximity of 
ihe reckless and despeiate popnlntion of Hyder- 
abfid. In fact, the rocrchanls and bnnkers rely 
only on the BriUsb authority for pralcetion against 
the ilaring and distressed hordes of wretches by 
whom they are unfortunately surrounded- 

The ioucur^ or binkersj at Hydorahad, are not 
^uite so respecCable a class at in other paria of 
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IndizLk LcKUit Are obtained from tbem hy niort- 
^png property! or givinjj a depMtt of jeweli or 
otlier valimblee^ It isii fencmt rulet tkat the ^'aloe 
of the deposit aboutd exceed tlaat of the loa« by at 
least one half* In these Iransartionn the aoueara^ 
hy the exorbitant interest they eharge^ nnd the 
fmuds they use in depreciating the vnluc of the de-* 
posits, far tmnseend the wof%l class of pawnbrokers 
In England* 

The country round Hyderabad^ especially in the 
vicinity of the large lake that adjoins t!ie city, is 
beautiful and highly rllversified. Several tlrives nre 
opened between the dty nnd the enntonmeets of 
the troops. The gordena of his tllgbnesa the uisanrp 
of the resident, and of the Britwh officers m cofn- 
mand of the subsidiary force, are very hirgej and 
kept in good order. TbesOi and the haiidaome 
bungalows or gurden^hauscs erected In tliem^ render 
the aecne very pleasing, eapecinlly in the rainy sea¬ 
son, when verdure and vegetaTion flourish- At such 
a time Elydembad merllstlie cljaracter which an old 
traveller gave of Italy, is a paradise ialiabked 
by devils r- 

A more distant cxenrslon to ArungnEiad enabled 
me to examine that exqutsile epeeimen of Moham- 
taedan archilecture, the tomb of Aning^cbe, more 
attentively thnii when 1 formerly visited t^e dty* 
It EB buik-cf highly polished marhle, in a Ught airj' 
style of architecture; the dome and minaTeEs ^e 
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sudnsirably' prisportinned io tbe g^neml Btnidttirc of 
tJie edifice, and finkhed in all iheir parts wiili estm- 
ordinary minuleness. The extent of the buUdingt 
though eoQiiderable, h not equal to tlml of the Taj,^ 
at Agm; hut those architecta who baYeseeii both 
declare that the general effect of Amngiebe’a tomb 
IS the toore pleasing of the two to the eye of an 
artistic spectator* I have no professional knowr- 
Icdge of ajchitectorc^ but I most say tliat few 
cdifii;xs gave me u more gimtifyiiig impression ihan 
Arungzebe^H tomb. 

jVU round Aningohad are strewed relics of and- 
eat g^tness, attesting die gnLodeor of that might}’ 
dvnastyt founded in India by the de&cendanti of 
"rimufj whom by perverse and perpetuaced error 
we hi VO nicknamed the great Moguls. Aqueducts, 
reservoirs and fountains^ the broken columns and 
mouldering walla of palaces, attest Lhn wealth and 
power of the founder of AruDgabad, and Ihe ancient 
prosperity of the city* Considerable ingenuity is 
sdlL evinced here in the manufaetnre of gold and 
mlver lace, embroidery* trinkets, ete.; and it b re¬ 
markable that most of the artimns engaged in the 
prepamtiDn of these febries are Mohammedans* 

l.lie strong forUcRs of Dowlatabad, and the won¬ 
drous cave-temples of Ellora, are within a few miles 
of Arnngabad, and are amang the most wondrous 
works of art in the ivorld, Dowlntabad is a hill- 
fort portly formett by nature; the sides of the hi El

similar to ihat worked through die heighuof Dover-

the pyramids ef Jigypts is a monmnent of art aiiiJ 
liidustry^ suck as no modern works iMuld rivid^nd 
like them its origin is lost in the nigkt of rfmote 
antiquity. 

Altkoogh I had previouaiy seen the cave-temples 
of Adjunta, I was not piepared for die wonders at 
archileeture and sculptuLre wliiob EUora presented. 
These eitraordinaty caverns have been often de- 
scril>eil; I need therefore only my that they are 
mostly loa^, having a flat roof, sopported by niamive 
pillars, with cushioned capitals ami shafts? covered 
with ornamental carving ami fret-work* Ilwrc is 
a great profusion of cntnille and sculpture, raped- 
ally in the cave denonunutod tlie Hall of Kcylaa* 
The Adjunta caves are far less rich io tsculpture 
dion those of Ellom? but iti place it tupptitd by 
paintings in fresco. In the Curpenter^i cave nt 
EUora? a viMitor may for a inoment iniugine hiin- 
self in an old gothic cathedral; the roof beans a 
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dose resemblance to tbe higb-poiiited goiliic arcli i 
Amt ta aupponed by stone ribs, remarkable for (lie 
minute £njah of tbeir deEailH* 

Many of tlie mythologiiml representation^ on 
tbeso cares belong to a roligion wlikb no longer 
estiU ill tbe |>eiiiinsula of Indk; they intJoduce 
Bbuddifitm forma^ end it Is gencraJty kiiowo ibat 
BbudiLum \nis flriven from India by the Brabmins 
more tJjsin twelve kiiiidred years ago. One of the

It inattei^ not 
one pin tA the \^\u.e and force of tiie argunacot* 
that we ennuor toll at wlial lime tlic Hindooa were 
made acquainted with tlio principle of ihe areli; for 
it is fufficicnily obvious that the flat roof wa5 the 
more ancient. 

My ciscuraieiis from tlie roini §ecin to have 
tempted me into digTesaoiis from my iubjeetj and 
1 shah itew return to my proper line of march and 
regular namitive. 

During this march I lemarked an extraortUnary 
CQufomiaticit m a large cock ■ bustaol that I hwl 
shot; it bad a patich under the neck capable of 
bolding 8 gallon of supposed to be far the 

purpose of supplying drink to the femaie, while in 
the act of incubation, ^ At the time that 1 shot it, it 
xvBS feoding on a plwn near some bushes, into one 
of which it thrust it# head, supposing Itwlf safe.

Tbis ought to be taken into account, os also 
the weariness nf life among the officers who haiL 
been accustomed to mbr much in the w'orld^ and 
enjoy all the varied modes of nmusemerLt which 
Europe so amply uiTorda^ bat who kive not Uic 
qaalitles within tlxeaiselved to siibsUtnte for their 
abficnce, therefore suffer enn ui and its nonscqucjiccs. 

'rhe monotoDoud course of garrisain duty|. ad also 
die wiuit of other cnjoyniciils^ arc ill suiEect to keep 
the mind in a healthy tone that sighd after former 
pleasun?d| to forget which> and to seek for teaifuj- 
rary relief from tliese rccollecttona, recourse is had 
to artibcBl aieaiid—particularly that bane to many a 
fine young man* the bottle !" 

All ollieer, while in the active duties of his pro- 
fcssion ill the field, though often sufleriiig from 
privation, k the hap|nWt man where there is nU 
always ftDniotliLng lo do, or to look foni^rd to* 
change of seene, and exercise, all tend to raise the 
spirits ajid invigorate the frame. It h well knaw^n 
thut exdtomcnt Is as necessary to some coiiistltatJoiis 
m their daily food. The above remarks ought not 
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m be foTgfltten by those who tfllie aRriew of tltc 
IjJlla of mortality in India, in erdet to form a cor¬ 
rect coocluaion a? to its catis^- 

^tarriagcs ha%^e taken place In the army of fate 
yearfl to a considerabie extcnl, and ennset^uently 
society has become more ciiEargcdi ihta nidi much 
tou'srds diminUliinjr Lard drioking'. That most 
Ulieral and charitable itistitutioOp the Mililary Funil, 
In Home Tneasure liolds out an indticement to mar¬ 
riage, wliicb perlkaps has liierca^d in a greater 
ratio tliau should be wished for the efEcieaey of the 
army, especially of its junior memhers. 

Hoping this digression may not he deemed irre- 
Ie%'ant to my narniiLve, iis tlie motives for intro* 
dneiog it axe a sincere aiis:iety for the effideney of 
the serriccp and the happiness of its officers, I wi!J 
now refiaroc my former sahjeet- 

The remajiider of my journey from Sholapaor to 
Belgium lind but little of interest* from the bad 
state of Diy health, as well as the inconvenience 
sustained from the loss of part of my baggage, 
oMi'ing to the illness of nearly the whole of my ser- 
Y'ants, whose place 1 waa often obliged to supply in 
my owTi person, till I vw no longer able to hold 
out On being sebed with a violent fever ahont 
forty miles from Sholapoort it oomptetcly {Lisqaali- 
fied me from pursuing field sports, or continuing 
my tnareb, liad not Col. C., who commanded ibis 
itaiiun, most kindly afforded me the assistance re-

Tlie piotiecrf were employed to make thh pass 
practicable for wheel carriages} os alJ of the supplies 
and military stores for the use of the force at Bel- 
guiiiD} Dorwar, and Kulladgkec, were received hy 
this route from hfadraa.

SHOhTLY ofter as^iiining charge of my appointment 
Wt adjutantj another attack uf fever eampctlcil me 
to ptoeeed for change of air to Mdvt^an anil Gon* 
In pacing betivcen tlieflc two pbm, another officer 
and 1 were exposed in an open boat a whole {!ay» 
in consequettec of the prevalence of coiittary wiq.ds« 
We landed Jatc in the evening on a sandy point 
jutdng into ilsf! eea, where the bmitmen imobccd ns 
some small fish, hut the wind so covered them with 
iiOpd that they were not eatable^ 

The sea afri and that valuable medicine **qai- 
nine,*' soon reinstulc^l my health. The general 
aspect of this coast ia bold; it Is studded widi a 
good many rocks, botii aimvc and below the water. 
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iFlildi projort many milw jnt<> the seoj r^ndcriftg^ 
the pavi^tion dangcroua along th^ shore. 

VVe pii^ed ilie foria of Iliuee ami Vipgorla, now 
under tiie Bombay preside pcy^ well m MuIwbd^ 
where we eiiciiinpcdj oulslde ihe fort uf l^^alicote, 
TJiu judiciEiiand roveotiedepajiiDentA of the district 
arc e&tahibbed at liiu plucc^ The trade cocksUts 
only of $alt-fiab} cocoa-nutSi^ mid rice- 
TlkC fon of Sundidroog, situated on a roclty tsifuid 
half a mile frotn the moiii laiidi U iiirroLindciI 
with u strong and high vM; il ia the humUpWe 
of Se^ujee^ the founder of the Muhrattah ciapire^ 
Tikis fort is fumed as the principal atronghokh in 
furmet duys^ of Aiigria, die noted Pirate, It wtlh 
l^reacLed by Admiral Wat^n, in 1782, but he wm 
not able to eapture Angria, who Bed to Bome of 
hia other fortressei, wltli the pri nd|Mil part of his 
treMnrc. The forts of Gheria, Rhntnagerry, und 
Msinpoor, are the other strong posts where those 
pirateSp who mfes^ this coMti used to Teudeavotis, 
but they have been long sirkce exdnct- 

Brahinins and odicr attendants are retitined by 
the state, for the purpose of perrorining ccretnoines 
at the shrine of ScTajee's tomb^ where hii Word of 
state and other insignia are fthewu to the traveller. 
The chivalrous achievements and renown that so 
eminciktly distinguished this piinee, and that led to 
his elcvadon from comparative obscarity, have b^n 
already recorded by abler pens than mine; his 
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EUf mory is still di^rished ojid revored by all classes 
of the Malirattali HiodDOs. 

Tho luoTiftsiericfl and oLiircb^s of Goa arc spa- 
dons, and well built; ibey posac^ some tol emble 
pain dugs and statuury, ami nmny of ibem contain 
large organa of ojiccllent worl«infliifihip* Ttc altar 
pieccB ond robes mo ricbly decoiafod, but porliaps 
too gaudy j iboy present a very imposing appear* 
fiiico^ from ibcir number and variety^ wJieii the 
priests imd monka oSeinte during peeiiliar festivals^ 
The roligiaus orders at Goa outnumber the inliabi- 
lants of tlio piacct whom they hold in a senile slate 
of thraldom. They levy oonsidcmble contributions 
on ail eksaes of laymen, Portuguese and nntive, 
to enable d^cmseLveii to live in injurious ease j in 
cofisequcnee* tbeir affluence surpasses dint of the 
lay part of the commuiii ty^ 

It is commonly^ but erroncoualy auppoied, that 
Goa woa occupied by the Portuguese, when India 
first discovered by Vasco de Gamn^A.H. J506^ 
It to Coltcul that the daring navigator came» 
and the first Portuguese seittenieut uits a fortified 
factory in the vicinity of tliat city. Goa W'M chosen 
as the seat of Portugueie government in In<lla by 
tlio groat jVlphofiMi Albuquerque, who foit it to be 
m objeet of the higlieat Inaportance to posaeas a 
fortified ^pitnli and also to breab down t]ie power 
of Calicat, as its ruler, tlic Zamorir 4 wm a deadly 
enemy of the Clirktisns. In bis new capital Albu-

i|uerquc coined moncyf ioBlJluted acouocsiL-cbaiiiber 
for Uie government of the dty, erected new coiirtn 
of justice, nod gave iEiiproved reguladons to ouch 
as hxA lH?eD previously eatublishcd. He eucourngod 
nunrrifigeiSi hetivooD lite Portuguese tmd tlic r^tivei f 
lie gave ike fenAeln cftpdve^. tftken in hiii numerauo 
wuna to Ills soldiers, and assigned them gottlcoieutap 
in Ike kslfuid of Goa. Such uns ike rapid finccesn 
of hla policy, tJiat, In lew tliaii tliirty years^ tlio 
island of Ctoo itsdf^^uble to build Beets mid levy 
oitaics; and it an armamcEit trom ikLs colony 
that saved tke ioiportajit fort aud city of Dm, when 
Hyder Kkan menneod tke Portuguese empire in 
India witk total dcntructFon. 

Albuqnoixiue died of grief on kcariiig that the 
persons whom be bad sent to t-iBbon cliarged him 
with atrodous crlmesw A tkort time before he es- 
piredi lie wrote ikc foUnwing manly letter to die 
king of Portugal. Under tko pangs of deatli, in 
Uie difficult brealkin^ of the last hour, I write thia 
roy last letter to yotir blgknewj the last of mAny 1 
liave written to you full of life, for I was tken 
employed in youf serviee* I have a son, Bias de 
Aibiiqncrque I [ entnait your Lighness to make kim 
us great as my servioca deserve, 1 ke affairs ot 
lodia will unsiiVer for thenael ves and for tne. He 
WAS burietl at Goa, and it became eustoimiry for the 
Mohammedmi and Hindoo iuLabitaoti of thatrit)', 
when injured by the Portuguese, to oome and weep 
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at hia toicb^ titter tteir compbiirtta to liii toaneSj and 
call upon Im god to avenge tlieir wrongs. Long 
after lui deatli bia bones wore Tcmoved to Fortugab 
but U wm Hitli groiit difficulty nnd after long dobp 
tbat tbe citKcna of Goa were mduecd to part witir 
hiA rcmaiofl. 

Tbc successors of Albuquerque abandoned bk 
wise policy; every new governor wtis worse than 
the preccdingj until the uiiion of Portugnl wiib 
Spain consummated the ruin of the Portuguese 
colonies, lu the begindtog of the sevcnteentli cen¬ 
tury Fliilip III. issued an edict that every office 
under government should be sold by public anclioR 

__an edict which virtually dcclarod timt ment should 

bo ay stemnti colly ii (fleetedj and that only the most 
worthless and ropacioua ibuiild be entrusted with 
the alTaini of atato 1 Since that time the Portu¬ 
guese settlers have sadly dcgenemtcd In [ndio^ iheir 
name has become a moekery and n by-word^ and 
a biasing mid a curse ^ iR most paru of [ndiu no 
repronelt U more cnttiiig tlinn to be colled a Poriu- 
gueae> for the iiame is supposed to combine nli that 
is most depraved in wickedness with all that is most 
despS^^le in weakoesa. 

This may be partly aicribctl to the bigotry of the 
uoedueatedt that is^ oinc-tonthg of tlie popubtiuiit 
and the undue exercise of priestly iuHuence over 
their mindi, and perhaps also to their having mixed 
and iatermarried with the native liidkms]i wlic^ 
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faults and rlcpi arc generally inherited by ibe off- 
^priag^ cf such connexi^nsi often without any of 
their redeeming qualities. Goo baa little or nn 
oummiLTiicatioEi or trade nith the rootber ocmntry'j 
and it h htdd more aa an appanage of the crown of 
Portugalj Uian on account uf die advantagea^ which 
ita commerce witli Enrope miigbt afford. 

I'lic building once devoted to that borrible tri¬ 
bunal ** the Inquisition," 19 fast going to decayi' 
V^isitora arc obliged lo procure the keya from tlio 
archbl^hopp in order to inspect its interior* The 
entrujice is by a large and lofty orcbed gutew’ay^ 
over whicU is represented die figare of o woman * 
with a dagger transfixed tbrongb bur heart, and 
anodicr tlirpugh ber head, widi a scroll nndementhj 
denoting as follows ;— 

“ Hflpf, wtkh corns to nevcT Bfitofi bera/' 

Tlie Imll of tbo Inquisition is of considerable ex¬ 
tent, die walls are hung with the tattered remains 
of dark clqtb, and daubs of the portraila of moftt of 
the kings of Portugal la tbe centre of the hall h 
a long table, with feats and benches for the Inqui¬ 
sitors. Owing to the diEupidated state of the floors 
of several chambers in the upper alory. only part of 
die buildings could be mlnulely Inspected ; however, 
the remains of skeletons that had become esposed 
to view in some of the conridora, where the mssonfs 
luid given W'ftVp. snlEced to leave unlkvourable im- 
presfions as to what their fate may have been- 
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The Bitflation frCfinery of Goa^ wUL it# irioblc 
riverij capet and promontories* are very striking* 

The hills rising abruptly from the imtcri cloibed 
to tliebr sumoiits with lively verdure^ and seattefod 
over with numerous convents, iiioua^terie#i aiid 
other build mgs, have a mmi pkufli ng efiect* The 
mode of conveyatice U by boau* there being uo 
wheol-earriage# belonging to the place, j 

The anchonige in the open roudfitefiil is goodj but , 

vcfsols of nnv tonnage are not able to cooie within: j 

the bkr of the river* The native inliabi^nia,, with 
few ejsceptions, are all converted to t}ie Homiah * 
fiiithr they* as well os the Portuguese, regret its 
having been restored to the crown of Portngal; 
the Bridsli having held U in trust during tlio con¬ 
tinental war% In consequence of the greEiter pay 
and influi of capital which circulated through the 
medium of the Britiah troops who occupied it, the 
citizens w^ould gladly hdl their return, as the an¬ 
nual pay of the govemor, and otlier authorities, did 
not amouiu to one month^s Sfilary of our forces, 

A vessel used to come annually from the BrozilSj 
touching at the Airiesn coast for slaves. This 
execrable tralBc was seerclly carried on so late as 
t62*2r ns I iiuve shewn in my evidence on the sub¬ 
ject of slavery at a subsequent period. 

During my visit to the Portuguese BetUements, 

I made several excursions up the rivers; two of 
them are imvigable with the tide, between twenty 
und thirty miles. 
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Some of the party who necoin)mRicd to 
were uiiwilliog to join in oor excumlofis ou the 
&pkiidld rivers in die ndgbhourhiXKh nltbotig^b tiicy 
afTorde^l a gratifying change to the cetittarit round 
of entertaiomeota and festivities usuat at ChHstmai. 
In Hict^more tlian one of tli€#e gentlemeji had l>oeii 
touched by tlie pharms of the braoE tte dotinos, who 
were noticing loath to Jiavc a Little fluiation with 
English officerH. One lively yoiiiig bdyj, oa arrant 
a coquette as ever Uvedp won tlie hearts of sev^«lj 
^id as slic alternately paid attendanB to cadi oPher 
lovti^ some of our party named her ** the lawny 
^bee, fluttering fron) Bower to flower*” A young 
ScoLehman paid her marhed nodeej nod received Uac 
following warning from an anonymous frieutL

Tlie l«vcr took tlie kUit, and marfe n fi|>eftly 
retreat ; acting like a prudent gtiietal, who w-jiIJ' 
draws hia forpea before womillting liiniBelf to an 
where lie is «ire to be dcfnciited. 1 do 
not koow whether “ the lawTiy bee " discovered 
the cause of this precipitate defection; it afterwards 
afforded much aiaoscmeat to his brotlicr officers* 
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who congratulated IiIeu oil liaving {lifiplayocl tlie 
choTBcterutic prudenco of his country^ 

British officers nx Goa |KHae«s in the opinioii of 
the inhabitants oil reijiiisitca dosimhje to render 
tJicm oUgihle matches fur sisters and daughtert^ 
They know that the pay of an ensign in the Bridsli 
fcrvice is iuperidr to the paltry pittance allowed to 
their colonels, and these pecuniary advantages more 
than compensate for any diSerence of rcligtoti. 1 
find among my pape^rs a copy of an epigram circru^ 
kited at Goo^ by some British officer who hod becil 
tempted by the offer of—I an not say a lair—but 
“ a nut-hfown maiden’s'' iLond^ he appears not to 
have been prepared for die facility witli which it 
was proposed to obviate all objeerions on the score 
of religion —

The young ladies tlicmselvcs were not unwilUag 
to second these parental projects ; the superiority of 
the British officers to die young inen at Goa, in 
personal appeamnee, manly bearing, and all the 
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qiiRliiicatioiiA Hioat Hkely to please the sef-Eer aes* 
very stHking^^ [adeed^ nothing on earth is 
more eomieal titm a Portuguese beau; at die bejt 
of times be resembJe^ the picture in Guy's Ffthlea 
of the monkey who hm seen the worlds but in 
geiieml he does not come up to tlio standard of that 
respectable aniittak for he is not cleanly in hit 
habits, or alert in his movements, h^ovelty rmd 
vanity may probably liave had some share in pro¬ 
ducing the eviiienti nnxiety to captivate their 
viiitors displayed by the bmnettes of Goa- 

Their efforts were not without some cfleet Few 
could resist the iJiHuenees spread around them by 
the cotabiuodons of nature and art Most of the 
Portuguese have an e^iquisite taste for music: 1 
have rarely been more delighted than while listen* 
iiig to one of them siiigiug tim plaintive ditties of 
their national poets, and accompanying heraelf ou 
die guitar^ The characier of these Portoguese love- 
tunes IS remarkobly soft and soothing; It lulls the 
mind into a species of contemplative re|Mse, wbieJi 
is one of die most lu^urloiis feelings that be 
imagined. The time* the plaee^ and the climate net 
a little contribute to the aeduedve power of melody» 
Nothing can be more lovely than a moonlight night 
in a tropical climate; the inhabitants of tempemte 
climates can have no notion of the intense cleamesa 
of the dark blue sky^ the briHLancy of the starsi— 
softened, but not sulKlued,, in the mild radiance of 
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dur sutellite. At such a time, tHe PorEug:ue^ hdy 
aeata ber^elf in lier Imlcdny, oTcrhaDging^ llid raa- 
jeitic ri^ef which flows by Go«, in whose dear and 
tmnquil iiratcrs oil the globes of the heavens are 
reflected as in n miirOF^ The gentle breezes 
refresli the frame, exhausted by the oppressive heat 
of the day, and when at sudi a mometit the gentle 
^vCrhlings of a rich otid cultivated voice steal tipon 
the nJri accompanied, by the notes of the guitar, 
whieh has been appropfinldy called “ Love's own 
instrument," the effect is nlmosl irresistible. 

One My at Goa, who had neither porents nor 
guardians to cotiEral her inelinaiions^ possessed a 
largo fortuncj consisting chiefly of some bundred 
thousand cocoa-nut trees, which were worth about 
fifteen thotiSBiid pounds^ a large sum for Goa. Her 
hand was sought by dm sons of the most wcnltliy 
anil influential inhabiiants of the place? but she 
rejected all their offers openly avowing her deter¬ 
mination to marry a British. oflScer, Thisi^iis done 
so publicly, ihnt llic lady could not have given her 
Inelination greater notoriety if she had advertiaod 
for a husband. ' llic news soon reachctl Beigwum, 
our nearest military station, and a caTididato for the 
lady's Iiand soon appeared in the person of a stalF- 
offleer, who, in the opinion of every body hut him¬ 
self, was the last person in the service qualified to 
eoflct the part of an Adonis* Like DonQuLxote, 
lie was usually called the knight of tho meful conn* 
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Lis mAnneirs were haisii and forbiddiiigf 
and Lis zix^^inpIkLitients of iLe moet liraltiMl dL>- 
seriptian; iti hci the only qunllfiaitloiii lor success 
wLicL ho could boASt^ T^cre a bold fbee and an em¬ 
broidered jacket- The lady receiveii her new suitor 
with a itart of surprise wlii-ch augured badly for Lb 
success I she Ustened to his ufTers and^ boasts with 
great lUTntAo&i^^j uud fiiudly rejected bim, witb% 
cool Brmuess which admitted of no remonstmnee. 

I learned tLat she subsequentLy bestowed herself 
and ber cocoa-uut trees on a dnsLing young ensign, 
dtetflring that the sEaff-oScer could out have been u 
itlriton, but must ha^e Lelcngcd to same unknown 
nation^ 

W'hile I remained at Goo, several escuraioiis 
were projected^ and, afier many disappoiiilinents, 
one ivas urmnged which gave goiKl promise of sport. 
Tents were prcMrurcd, and provisioijs sufficient for a 
a w'eek^s consumption stored in a large boat- A 
small eight-oarcd Ijwitwiis provided for the sports^ 
men, who started from Goa a little before daybreak- 
The balmy fhjshiicsa of tlio moming air, the rich 
and varied scenery aiong tlie hanks of tlio river, 
the succession of ikQw and diongiag prospects ^ 
we approached the bar, and the anticipatioiis of 
tticccss, cxhiIaniLcd the prospects und heightened 
the enjoymerilU 

WTcn wc eotored the boal^ our crewj, before 
taking the oars, crossed tlicmselveif with great devo- 
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tian, for most of the native io fliul nround Goa are 
Roman Catholics. Tht^y were cooTerted by tin? 
loal of the monks and frlarai who have been altA'ays 
eager in the propagation of theif creed- It must 
however be rEMnembercd* that ibo pomp and pa¬ 
geantry of the Romish church, its Hplendid cere- 
monial^ iis frequent mid gorgcoos procesdons, nr» 
frfDre in «£cGriiianee*wHth the Hindoo character than 
the simple and ^slmost loo naked ritual of tho Pro^ 
tfstont (aith. The monks also were less strict in 
their proscription of isative usages and ciistoios than 
the Protestant mtsaionfiTles; they were ready at all 
times to accammodiite themselves to tho prejudice 
of the people, PerJmpH in some cases thifepriDciple 
of accofnmodntion was carried toa farp and tliat rites 
actually idolatrous were permitted; but this is,i after 
nil, the safer estremet I Antr that the rigidity of 
our Protestant mHsionaries must long continue to 
render their benevolent e Forts fruitless. 

When w^e w^cre fairly embarked, the steersman 
cooimciiced a pleasing song, to which tho bualmen 
kept time with their oars, I wils not able to collect 
the wonb of the melody, which was ebanted in a 
lovT recitotivci but I have been informed that por* 
tions of Carooen's Lusmd are often repeated by tho 
Portuguese boatmcii, as tlie stanr:ai of Tasso were 
formerly recited by the gondoliers of Venice* 

After passing the bar wo struck right across the 
liay, passing under the bold hradland of Cabo- 
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Near tlita lanrloilp cldse to ti rocky dtff oovcrcd 
ftver will* jiiiigLc, buslies* iiiid h\^h grtm. Oiir 
heaters enteral the cov'cr, from which iJipy dJs- 
lofl^L^d fiercrol parfcridgca,, ijiifins,. and liorra. We 
soon filled our gpunc-hag wieh n lolcRihlo supply; 
anii I obutined besklcsj. sev'eral apedmens of rare 
birds to nitil to my orfiiiljolagicai collection^ psLrd- 
etiliirly Ik sea-eoglOji and some benudfol ^TirieticWf 
thv kingfisher and woodpeeker* A sloth-beari H-ind 
its young clinging to Ji, wm Irtken nJivc, mA fibo n 
Very fine cameleoni The btter^ when fit^t taken eff 
^ ^ the shrub on which it had been dificovered, was 
I iff lit green^ but wlten tmiched^ or in any way 
exciteH^ieilje colour changed to yelloWp blue, and a 
mritty of the most heairtifal hues* Notwithstand¬ 
ing the extreme irritability of its skin, ttie cftmeleon 
appears a very sluggish ond stupiil crcftturej its 
fiivcnirite food is files, which it culcIlcs with its 
tongue, and for tJiis pur|Ktse nature secreiefl a very 
glutinous saliva, not unlike moist birdlime, tiith 
which the tongue is covered. 

Having enjoyed sufUdent sport, we resolvij t^ 
proceed taM>ur halting-place, the harmcks of Cabo, 
situated about two miles from the spot where wc 
landed, '^rheoe barnicks had been erected for the 
use of the British troopSi when during the cofitk 
nental war we o^apied Goa in trut^t for our ally, 
Ddu John of PortagaL Our road to them lay 
over a succession of rocky lieights, ru^ed dedivb 
vol« Jl» T 
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tiMt and iTCBcbijrDijs rai'iin» covered with a \ow 
junglei whick in bowc places ^^as quite imperious*

agreeable, fired at liito with a charge of srnaJI lihot, 
Thh aiaroied, but did not disable the beast ■ be 
n?lide a precipitate retreat, and baffled all putsuiL 
Tciifidng to ray dog, I comlimed on Uie tack tintit 
I bad left all niy compiuiions &r bebindn 1 had gone 
about two rnitei over hills and ™liopi twice gcttuif 
a glimpse of the chase* until I was almost exbau^wl 
by the intense beat of the day, tbo violence of my 
exertion^ and the vexation at not feeing able to get 
u shot. At length my drooping flpiriiii were^raised 
hy beming the welcome barking of my dog at bay. 
Tboiigk aimoet fainting with fttigues and perspir¬ 
ing at every pore* the immediate prospect of suc¬ 
cess invigorfiled 100 , fitid enabled nic to gain tbe 
brow of E hill covered with itunted busbes* Just as 
1 appearei;l* a wild boar broke from hia cover and 
rusbenl Et the dag; I at once fired and broke his 
* fore leg with tkn plug of my right barrelj the beast 
notwithslaiiding made lib way back to hh loir, 
whcK' I 'q;aflily dispatched bim by a second sbot 
Aided by some natives, 1 brought my booty back 
to my eompanionii who were agreeably surprised 
at this unexpected adclition to our stock of game.

VVe fi>utid the harrucka at Cabo cleans 
very eommedious ; ledoetl I do not think that more 
jdeasBbt qaarleta eciyld be procuiFed in Indian Our 
party feaEted luxuriously on the p^o<lll 1 ;^e of our 
ilay^B sporb and at the close we eanie to the uimni- 
moas resolution of reaialoin^ another day, Om 
great intiuceanont the hop# of forming a nearer 
aequaliitiuice with our friend ibe cheetali; but to 
tlib WHE added a very pressing nnd hospitable in¬ 
vitation from the aapenor of o convent and monas¬ 
tery in the neighbourhood. Two of«our party 
strolled over to bw the pjctiire^;: on tlieir return 
tJiey informed us that they bad been so fortunate ds 
to get^u peep at some of the nunSp wliona they de¬ 
scribed M indst. lasdnating in tbeir appeanmee^ 
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ilcdurittg tliat they had never been *a tanUiliwd in 
their lives as they hud been by the sight of sneli 
lovciv cteatuteSj willi whoin ft wns impossible to 
liBVO a wotd of intercouTse. “ Indeed,*’ Mclaimed 
one, ” I shall for the foture describe all beauty ns 
n«»'«trA," Upon this one of oof party produced 
the following epigram!—

Fatigue kept me at knme during tbe remoinder af 
Ihc day to srecnik my strength* and prepare for tko 
field at ait early hour tlie neit morning* as our pre- 
sente to dine was required at Uw early hour of 
iwa o^elock^ 

Having taken a hefty but hearty breakfest^ we 
started at day-brcAk in teareb of the cheetah* or 
ajiv other game we might chance to meet. AH our 
pains to meet the cheetah were ul]a\*iiiling; but of 
ulber game we hn6 a pretty abundant and-varied 
supply, including III addition to the varieties of the 
preceding day* six couple of jungle fowl and twenty 
braci> of snipe^ We also ehot an alligator. Before 
nooPs our b«ig tstls lo heavy that w^e agreed to leave 
off* and enjoy the luxury of bathing ill tlie river* 
After tfie butli, we took a short eicst% which pre¬ 
pared m for doing ample justice lo the fere Btipplied 
by the boly fetherm. 

We found the refectory of tlie manaatcry hung 
round ^ith picture^» some good, some indifferent* 
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and some pomtirely bod. SL Fjfancis Xavier, the 
apostle to the Indies o.^ he is coaimoTil^r called by 
the Ronion CathotIcSt UTis the hero of a greuE rtom- 
ber of tnimcle-pieceif one of thcfii represented ;i 
erab, which brought to the feet of the tnis^ionary 
on hU laOfling in Inclio^ n cnictfix which lie Jiad 
oecidontolly dropped into the eceim before he hmi 
rounded the Cape of Goml Hope. The only reni 
miracle in Xovier's life was hi« haring gone to con¬ 
vert the Japanese without uiiden^toiiding a syllabi l? 
of dieir luTiguage and escaping n lunatic aiyluin. 

About 5fty covers were laid on the table of the 
refectory: our pMty occupied one end, close to tltc 
Superior; the mothers filled the rest of the tabio^ 
TJie wines were escetleiit and abundant, the bottle 
was circulated nith great rapidity^ the yiandi were 
better dressed than is usual among the PortuguesCi 
and every intervaL between the dishes was filled by 
trays of sweetmeats, fruit, and iiatSi After the 
repast, delicious liqueurs and excellent coiTcc were 
handed round by the junior ndvrtiutes. So agree* 
ably did time pass, tlmt the lateness of iho liour Hid 
not perceived until the sound of the bell, summon¬ 
ing the fraternity to ves(>ers, warned us that it hus 
time to retire- 

As we were about to depart^ the superior said 
that he w^ould do himself the Lonotir of calling upon 
us the next day« I requested that he and four of 
the princlpul brothers, dispensing with die fonnality 
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of 11 vi*it, wcutil come eiul tako hiinwri' faie witti 
M, camp-fubion. Tbc iuojiation vms corrlutlly 

Oti llie foUawin^ day thv worthy Aa^ufltinian* 
tamo met to as, aad professed theinftekoi peatly 
pkaned wHh the liomcly fare we hud provided- 
1'hcy werepatticijlwly pleiwed with Hodgioo's pale 
ale, of wliich we had a fait supply j thie wm a rarity 
with the feihers, and they appreciated it very htjglilyo 
Notwithslaiiding oar differeneei of creedj eonatry:. 
and profi-ssion, there never was greater cordiality 
between miy hosts and gaeats^ than between these 
Portug'uese monks and no Biitudi ofEcers. 
parted with matuol aganmnoefl of aatisfaction and 
good-wilJf the superior giring mo hia benediction 
with as macb fervour and aineerity us if 1 Jiad beeiii 
tlie moat foilhful of his congregutloit. 

There nre a great numiner of Roman Catholics 
dkpersed over every part of Indbit tliey form 
the vast majority of native CliristinnSt and fully 
threc-fpurtlis of the half-caste, or AngliT^lndbus- 
ITiey live, however, in peace and liarmony with 
their Protestant neighbours, for government has 
made no invidioof distinetions of creed, 'riie Pro- 
teatanta tJbemaclves ore unfortunately divided tiiU^ 
sevend denominations^ between which a very secta¬ 
rian spirit exbta, and such dlssciisioirs tend greatly 
to strciigtheji ttm liaman Catholic clittrcL But 
notJiing that J had seen in India, nothing even of 
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ipy old remiiii^ncc« before I went out^ prepared 
me for Lhe miiBour and biUerneos nducb I fmixii\ 
between Protestmit imd CatlioUc on my retain to 
tlm eountry^ rtmI more e&peciidiy wben I viiited 
Ireland. The fiiry of Bome people to me 
utterly irtoompfcheiiBible; it siigxisaed the fknuti- 
ciiiii of the Mussuluuins at KyderobaEb and die 
violence of the Brahmins at PoonuL 

ILariy on the morning faUownni^ our farewell 
diiiaer to the Angu^tiiiians, Vb'c rccommencei! our 
voyage up u meat noble river^ leaving te our 
right tbe bohlf bluff hemlland of Marmagotig^ The 
banks were' bounded by Low IiIIIh covered wiUi ver¬ 
dure atid studded with trees of the richest and mitst 
varioil foliage. After having advanced about four 
miles we feU in with aevcral ftshing-boata* \\"i' 
liHited them, designing lo purclLOse a portion of 
ibeir fish, but were surprised to sec lUem make off 
as if we had been a horde of pirates^ We gave 
chase, and after a hard pull* overlook one of thci»t 
but the crew denied having n single dsh on hcarii 
Our boatmen bindng some doubts of their veradty, 
we boarded them, and found that they hod several 
fine fiah towed by a line attacherl to the side of the 
bout, but concealed froni view by being fastened to 
a heavy weight, and tlidB kept under the Huter^ 
We leleclcd siich lish as we required, and paid the 
ownen$ tlie price they deTnandedp which was re^ 
nuirkably nuxlerote. Surprised at tlic entire scene. 
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inquired the of their prerioM cv^ioii? 

they Etild lis tliat tlie Pori u^u esc ustd to help dieni- 
mhc^ to their whether they pleased or not* at 
«ucli prices as an olaedc Porliig'ueiie conscience 
pleased to fix- Someiiniefi a!sO| they psiured u& 
that the Portuguese g^nity plundered them without 
ceremony^ pod paid them in what is callcrl by In- 
dionSr monkeyiillowancCi blow’s instead of piee/' 
or it b Englished, ** more kicks than lialfpence^^’ 
'fherc is a marked difference bA^eeii the Portu* 
guesc bom in India and those who come out from 
the mother country. The former unite in their 
charncter all the vices of the European ami the 
Indiun* the pride of the onCj and the diiplicity of 
the other; but, on the eenSTary, many of iliosc who 
come from Portugiil are gojidemcn in llic fid lest 
sense of tlie W'Ofd, 'rhb difference h particularly 
perceptible ill the religious ortlers^. both regular and 
secular [ those who come out from Europe exhibit 
the most striking superfonty over ti^o^ wdio aie 
oouzitry-bonii in educadoDi mauuerSi and nil the 
refijStmciits of life. I'he prlnelpakp or superiors^ ^at 
ull the religious establishments which 1 visited were 
men of eidightened minds and liberal sc|aliments. 
They I^ad been for the most part educated in 
Fmncc? tlicy hud iraveUcd into various countriest 
and observed incu and manners viidi ns much skill 
and jiidgixiciit as if they had been instructed in alJ 
the aphorisms of Idorrict Mnjtiiieau. Far frum 
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boing^ bigotiNi of imbued witli tbe prejiirElcea vul¬ 
garly utLri butted to uU the priesthood of tlic Etoiiiish 
church, 1 found them mmicmte in tbcir opiuioin.it, 
tolerant of diSerenees, mA &o totally free from con¬ 
troversial bktcruoflR, tlint 1 tlLiiik many Protestunt 
dinncs would suffer id tbe comparison^ 

In a creek of the river we luid good sport, liEint- 
iiig n nunil>er of oltem. Wc tbrew o strong net 
across tlio stream, nmi put the Imatmen and dc^ 
ashore to diiloi^ tlie otters From the bank- It utis 
a tuost uninmtfng spectacle to see these beasts 
plunging into the waterj^ where they were either 
shot or speared as they got cntungled in the net. 
The smart Ere kept up from six doublc-lMurcls, 
wns more like street-firing thoin sporting. One of 
the bonlraen, and two of the dogs, were severely 
bitten, but they were amply avenged by tlie havne 
we made among the otters^ 

There were several alligators sunning themselves 
on the bunks; basking appoienlly in the greatest 
po.'isible stute of enjoyment. W i* fired ut several, 
but could only secure one; tJie rest effected^ ilieir 
retreat to the river, iLougli many of them were 
grievously wounded by our balls. I’he natives Sold 
us that the aUigators in this place were remarkably 
fierce and duugeroLis, hueI had killed scvenil meti 
and boyi!, especially iliosd* engaged id herding buf¬ 
faloes. nie buffaloes in India are almost umphibi- 
ous; the boys who herd theui frequenUy drive tlicm 
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a river hy licppSy turning riiis beatk iLe 
ujilinala to the str-eami* On sueli accasiens ilio 
boys lay bold of the buRklo^^ tail to bolp tliem in 
sU'itsoriDg, and when tiuw expOiivd many of tlicm 
tall vicricaa to the alligators* 

The right of our tenU, on rounding a bejs<l of 
tlie river, thcered us with the prospect of refit and 
rcfresbineiit, wiiicb were much needed by all tlic 
jiariy. We found tliat they bad been piidicd in a 
tope of cncaa-nut and mango tieeB^ wbidi aiforded 
a delightful shade* We landed al iioon^ and 
greatly enjoyed the luxury of a subfttantiid tifiinj or 
luncheon* 

We liad scarcely rocavered from our fatiguct 
when a villager appeared and offered to lead us to 
a spot wJiere alL sorts of gome could be had in 
ab uudance. rre|Hiratioru fo r a fresb fitart were sSoi i 
made^ and wc set out a little after two in tlic after- 
uoGu* A dastardly liycna^ inistiiken for a riger^ at 
first caused some coinnnotloa in the party. After 
some trouble he W'as al length made to boll from the 
thicket, nnd as he was only slightly wounded by n 
Lkidb he eontrivedj notwitbataudJng^ to eiLscoitce him¬ 
self in the fissure of a rock* out of which he a-aa with 
Home dilEcuky dislodged by fire and smoke. He 
made but little reabtaticc, and was easily dispaiched. 
ik>me i^-fowh aJid a fine spotted deer wltli a full 
hend uf uiitiers, uere killed near the same ^pot* 
^Several oilier deer were roused frona their fairs^ but 
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they passed so mpidly, and ite juiigle was so dense, 
llmt only eluutioe shots nt ihom Kjyld be obtained^ 
none of *-hicEi were fortunate. I folioweel a juogle- 
slieep that had been woundedt and Roenred the 
annnal with tho aid nf tuiy dog. Passing through 
some high roods on my reltirn^ 1 enoouniered ii 
fine leopaitl engaged in devouring gome unfortunate 
animal; I avoidcii distilrbiug him, hut liaslcnM to 
inform the rest of the party, in order that w'e mighi; 
attack him to advantage. Arrangements were 
made for the onsinughtp but when we come to the 
spot W'c found that our friend had disii|)|>eaE>^dp 
leaving behind him die carcaEs of a fine faivn+ tn 
a few^ minutes the xay of Ma^ (the tiger), 

was bennl from our oooiies, and we saw the (eopard 
st^tbily skulking away. Severol Rhots w ero fired, 
the first of which sensibly retanled hb progress; 
but nevertheless, lie succeeded in getting into a 
deep and bushy ravine. Bill-hooks and a hatchet 
wcfo procured, with wl^eh, direcLiKl by the barking 
rtf tlie dogs, we cut an opening to the spot wdjere 
he lay. Suddenly, at a nionient when it u as lea^jt 
e:q>ected, the leopard made a sprinj^ ai one of the 
dogs, and in hh n-ay severely scratched two of the 
coolies, and upset ati officer,^ who was too neilr- 
sightcfl to observe liis approach in time to get out 
of tJic way. A ball from one of the parly wotitided 
the beast, and ^ frightened him tliat ho could nut 
be got to stir ffom the thicket, whenfe he again 
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lihdtpr. Afnzompaijied by another officer, [ 
faibvi'ed him into tho juo|^k, wlicre we linblifcl liim 
wklioiit my oh diffiailty. 1 Imve rsirely seen a finer 
animsili be tneaatircd mych feet from the end af tlie 
tail to the lip of the nose : hi* skin was beiiiitl^ 
fylly moidedt mid his claw^ the fitroagesi of aisy I 
Jmd before met. Fortupfltely, the nemteites he in- 
fiicted were not of a very aerioiis imtnrei prohnbly 
because lie bail been iveakf ned l>y hia first wDiiad^_ 
A fine buckf a jungle-sheeps a lutre^ Xwo couptc of 
pea-few h and fniir of J angle-fowip coropU-tctl our 
day^s sporti and w^c returned tn onr tents wclE satis¬ 
fied wdtit otif acbievcincnxsw 

At nine o'clock nf a fine moonlight nlgJit^ we 
Warlcit for the welL-kjiown village of Sams^ar where 
there if a sctllemenL of Nnritcli^irlf and conrtcsanf^ 
^ypeKor to any of the same rank in India, A very ° 
brief visit waa snffidejit to disgust me witli tlie 
seeiies of profligacy and dlffipation at ^roib, and 
J fcsolved to retnni to Goa- I'lie courtesans at Sn- 
. rodn are Hinrioo^t of tlio Konkony caste t diey arc 
renmrkably with large eycf of a dark biue 
shade, py^irdcuhA'Iyiicatiii their dres% nad possessing 
a pleading address and niDiiners. It is impossible 
to* See thero with on t execrating the iuporstition 
whidi Imf consigned them to lo infiimonf a vocation^ 
Oh onr voyage back to Goa the boatmen difco- 
veroti a wild hog on the banka, we pnilcd lo shore 
and disembarked, posting oumclves at intcniila out- 
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siiktlio t&sh 111 wliict h liad nought shelter on per* 
coivmg our approach. It proved to be an old mw 
with its litter^ for whose fiafoty she appeared most 
ons:iouj. Slie modo a very fisree redisbanceK boMly 
chiirg;ing the hoatcueu whenever tliey approached 
any of tJte youngs and compclliiig them to muJcG u 
more speedy retreat than vnis eonslstent uith com¬ 
fort. At Jost, in a desperate riinh she made after 
a coolyv she received a mortal wound, but had 
all II suiBcient strength to erawl back to her young* 
in whose defence ehc con tinned to make an un¬ 
daunted struggle so long as die lust panicle of life 
remained. Several of the young wore hilled rounfl 
dicir afiectioiiato dum ; Jier deab proved ntterly 
worthless* being old and lean; we therefore left k 
for the j^chaU and vultures. The young pigs, whi ch 
were delioiotift food* formed a gmtefuL addition to 
our game bag. 

On our return to carnp we had some excellent 
snipe, plover^ and curlew shooting over the salt 
marshes in the ni!jghbnurhoo<!. We also shot two 
bitterns, and found the body of nnolhcr in the kigU 
reeds, partly eaten by u mungoose^ or ichneumon, 
llicsc aninials are verj' destructive to gnmei poultry* 
etc^^ but they ure ncvenheless often kept as pets* 
on oceouiitof their services in destroying rats, mice, 
anti Dtlier vermin, especially snakes. 

The flocks of grey plover and Kitid-inrks on tbesc 
muTshes- were beyond all computation; they formal 
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perfect clouda rotlier than flocks Same notion moy 
bo fiKmed of their ntimber from the fact that orieot 
our parly ibot thirty-flL£ ploferi adiI wity-Jive larks 
by two dboharge^ Although there are many 
ties of plover in Indio, there ore none of the mmv 
lie^ripiifiD m tlie green plover of Europe ; the gr<*y 
and the golden plover are however very abuoitant, 
and are highly prizcil by opicares. Ciirtews, espe- 
dally thofle of tlio aniall grey kindi are jtiot lu deli¬ 
cate and of 03 high a game flavour as the be^t 
description of plover.

On completing the rofttl through tlic ttic 

pioneont continued its formattop through a dense 
bamboo jungle. The best mode of deariug it, unis 
we rouudi by firing the elumps ; whicb> on cntchiiig 
< fire, made reports Like musketryi os the eoufiTiefl air 
in tilt Li olio vs between the joiiiEs beenme liented 
and exploded aA it escaped. Our eiieanipment 
fixed iluHiig the rains at Neemla, fifteen mijea from 
the buse of the ghaut, iu the sdutheni CdUcuti eoun- 
tr}', uiid iilmut six miles from the cooist of Vingorfa. 
Here 1 batl excellent shooting, c#pccmlly florikiq— 
nr hid L aljoiinded at a particular bill of no great ex¬ 
tent tin this hiU I shot tidrty-tw* couple during 
May and JiinCi though 1 ncirer coutd find above 

s 
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iwo or tlircc of tBesc birds at tlio same tinio* It is 
mtUcr exlroordin4iry to sjay* tliat a day or two after 
sbootifig at die bilb ^be mml number of birds might 
be }Lad at the same spot, Ilnrcaj portrldgej and 
quailp w^re in lokrablc abundiinco in Lboo|ivn porta, 
hul jungle, poa-fowl], spotted deor, hog^ cl€- kept in 
tlic depUis of the jungle, uud on tliot aecuunt were 
more diffienlt to bo mot wiihi^ 

I fibat a faog-door for ibe first time; a benutiful 
delicatety sbapeii uniniaJ, about tlie slice of a lutrot 
tnurkeil on the sides with wliite flreaks, on fl dun 
grouiuL 'Hio iogi were rcmEirkably slender^ Tbe 
flesli bad a peeuHar flavour, teaembbng jnusk. 
These aciimaJs become very tume wbon kept for 
some [irue, and are easily domesticated* I bad one 
wdneb use<l to follow me about Uio bouse amf ground a 
as taaio as a pet dog. 

The variety and uumbers of the feline specie^, 
such ns the civet, toddy, and musk cut^, and 

also of the mtingoos-e, the torpiil and oiber venoiuous 
snakes in this part of tlie eouUEryp uro very r^^niirk- 
able and iutere^Cing to the luitnrahsts, but the 
sportsman mml lament thut they destroy great 
quantities of gome. Euglea, kites, nud liawks^also 
eonimk great liavocv <tiid I tlierefore nevi-r losE an 
opportunity qf shouting diem, n priietico wliieh I 
iTould recommend io all s^ior&fmcn^ Du the coast 
there were plenty of curlew' and snipe, but the 
latter birds, when shot in the salt marshes, are not 
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so fill or BO iiigh flarouTcd as tliose tliat arc kiili-d in 
tlio interior. Off the fort of Rarec and Vingorlo, 
we bud some good bnit-fiBLing^ omong iJio rocks, 
espccialty while cfecting the pier and widening ilie 
raoutti of the river at the latter place, wliere a depot 
for military ttorea, etc. was formed. It was tliere- 
fore an object to enlarge the entiunce to the roaiis 
by bloating the rocka, and reinoving otlior obstacles 
which prevented the easy ncccss of loadetl boats ttp 
lo factofy* ^ 

A Eingulqr occtnrreTict tiwk pIncH* rteat our cn- 
curn-pmeoti wHere poultry for die mefit us^kI to 1)0 
kept {luring tbe day. A rivulet wiw hard bvt in 
wbicti wore some dct-p bolea^ whore the geese and 
docks gauerally enjoyed themsoKos* Tlie man who 
had chnrg^e of the poultry could not account for 
Several that were found missing every eveiimgf as 
tlic eagles and hawks only ettack llie poultry that 
remain on dry land. At ]nsi the iTi)^{cry was solved 
by the nccidentol vie w of nn alligator haskiug on the 
banks. A party of pioneers wiis suEnmoned, bring¬ 
ing speanj sap-honkoi and cluh#^ and nfier a Jiute 
time they roused the destroyer of our floek. F!o 
made a rush through the centre of his opponents^ 
upsetdug nnony, and frightening others On regain¬ 
ing confidence^ tlie attack wna renewcfli which he 
tried to evade by burying hiutself in the mud. After 

half aniiour of incessfint cfforis to kill him, it was

found impossible^ os tlie spears could not enter his 
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tnugh and tcaljr sliin, and ser^nil of diDm in U«eir 
Btriigglc to petietrato, were bruken. at Last 
became so exhausted, that lie niloired himsolf to be 
secured by a noose, and dragged on shore, where lie 
almost instantly disgorged four of the lost ducks, 
witli their feathers! He measured ten feet eleven 
inches, and was bulky in proportion; he bad n tre¬ 
mendous row of teeth. 

Alligators being amphibious, travel for cousider- 
able distances in search of food, and this one is snji- 
posed to hare come from the large river by the town 
of Banda, five miles off, where I often used to shoot 
carp and other fish, ftom n platform fixed on |>oles 
in & slialiow part of the river, ejtlier with agtiih or 
bow with the barbed arrow. The Banda river also 
abounds with otters the pursuit of wbicit is not 
easy, as their buriows under the banks form an 
e.xtensive labyrinth. 1 managed, however, to kill 
three: the first was a female, which 1 speared out 
of H boat as she rose in defence of her young, which 
had been turned out of some sedges in tbs banks by 
my d(^ One of my dogs was bit so severely in 
this chase, that he ever after refused to hunt otters. 
The fur of Indian otters is of Jiitle use, being short 
Md thin j the shape of their head is so round, that 
it will throw off small shot, tiood dogs are required 
to hunt these animals, to ensure success, as tlielr 
cfitming liafiics any other mode of pursuit.

Her rcrffidoDce^ five miles from our compi mas 
situated IP a heliowi fomiod by [* group of lulb tbat 
surfou Piled iu These bJlk are covered wilb forcsbi 
and diick jujigleiw The tomn Ih strongly &tockadcd 
wit!i live bojnboo mid other thorny shrubs, &ous ut 
render it a] most iuaceessiblCf except by the gate-

The old lady received ot iii great 4 tiite| the 
seatOfi behind a sereeiif and from her eonversotloa 
she might be considered devernnd intelligent. She 
remained behind it unseen dunng tlie whole con- 
fereneop CapL E+i cocnmanduig the pioneers, gal- 
hiiitly offered hit aid to render tlie way to her capitnl 
passable for wheel emrioges,^ and to form a junetioii 
with the mnin road, but thit politely declined. 
Site dofJared ttiat if a road wasi required it would 
have been made hy her long since; and she there¬ 
fore preferred that matlers should remain in their 
present state, her people had Edthepto managed 
so well without a better system She ahni observed^ 
tliat ‘He is more wise to live as retired and secluded 
os pos4lble« To bo retnoved from obserration weu 
the safest plop for u quiet and proeporous reign, om 
experience had Jntely told her frum the sad chunges 
and reverses those prineca of the I^aiarutmb states 
had undergone, who, hy OHuming too much slate 
and notoriety, hud worked their own downfalL" 
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A Is^geod mformi iixail the A^sm[\ pridcIp^Lity 
of origiiiatcd in a handk leaded 

Djodng tlie pimtcs on thia ooasi. They used to do« 
posit theLr plunder in tliifi and other strong places^ 
until they inerciaj^^d iiisuoh numtiera and strength 
a» to po£«o5a tlienfickcs of thh pun of the Concan. 
and abo lUree and other plam on the coast They 
finally farmed themselves into an independent stale. 
The cotumand of the posses Lending from ttie 
Biahratcah oonntiy enabled them to imiintatn their 
freedom^ nnd their superior knowledge *f the inlri- 
cnLe naidgntion gAve them a decided ndvaritnge over 
their enemieSi for they couLd evade porsuit: by ran* 
ning their small craft among the rocks, luid into 
creeks and other dangeroLy places where the enemy 
could not followp 

While on onr visits a sepoy^ willing at a tortfc, 
bit in the foot, it uas aiipposed, by a snahe^ 
nnd the bite proved mortal. This I Unnk right to 
nodee particularly, bepiuae tlie bite of a wnter- 
fluakc is net genemlly considered of a venomoui 
nature. 

During our encampment at Neemla, Lieut* D* 
of the Bombay ormyf halted a <iay awhile passing 
through; ho had tinder bis dnugo a numi>or of 
Arab prbonen as hostages, given up by the pirates 
io the Persinn Gulf, with whom a treaty wm mti- 
fied; but to ensure its fnllilfnent it wm deemed 
necessary to have some better security tlian ati Arab 
promise.

The expedition ng^ninst the pi rates in the Giiif 
met with D desperate roststaiieej ilte Arabs silently, 
under cover of idgliit frequently approached our 
posts steal Uiily^ and widi Buch fury os to kill many 
of our foen Wfore they were atvare of their proxi* 
mitVi or before effident nld could be udbrdefL. 
Their onset wiw generally sword in hand, ai.veapon 
in the use of which they are very dexterous; Uiey 
were often to be found grasping their victim with 
desperate force, oven though mortally wounded by 
the bayoDCL UKimately the whole of their forts 
were raxed to the gtonudj but a Bnmll parly of our 
troops, who had been left at n point adjacent to 
overawe them* was treadieitmBly ntlacked and over¬ 
powered nl a suL«equcnt period. 

Tliesc Amb prison era were distributed in vqHqus 
smnll villages in the interior, under the fiuoeillanee 
of the head men ^ but a few only survived at tlie 
period when they were restored to their country; 
their &l>sciice from it, and tiiclr different mode of 
living (foe in tlieir ow^ conn try tiicir fooit is priu- 
cipaJiy dntea and h&h), were the iupposed muse of 
the iQoiiiLiity. 

Amhs, as well os most Asiatics, are fatalists; 
their belief in predesduotion inspires a rash, impe¬ 
tuous, and almost n ferocious degree of Euibcity, 
especially when lioighteised. by opium and the other 
iatoxicaiing mixtures they so frequently employ. 

Towards the middle of May our encampment 
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br&ki^ tip, und w-^ left oiir comfortable little cottage 
with regret, "nicae cottage* were invnriebly biiilt 
dating the Muiuoan^ and generally iltoated in the 
most raninntje Bpota. We were ordered to moreli 
to repair the ghaut at Nahenary, pM Belgaam^ 
Darwar^ Chtttledroog, cte- 

On reaching Uie firat-mentioiied place we found 
that the force there statiened hod mored oat ag^riit 
n native chieftains a prince of a turbulent cbamcier, 
und who gave no indicaiions of ftietiHly feeling 
towards the Elrltiah. He did not sabtnrt to lerEmi 
until the foren had uctualfy arrived befure bij 
capitnl. 

At a sub4ec|neat period, Klttoor, another |>etty 
prijicipalilYi Gccufdoned us some trouble t it became 
vacant by ibe death of the chieftain, who left no 
legititnate hoirsL The BocceBsion was elaioied by 
another nolivo, who had no fair graiind for the 
^^ididiiy of I his UBSumptlon, and he was therefore 
opposed by the BrttiEh govemment,—for aur nptho- 
ritica^ccame the lawful inheiitorB by the custom 
• of As many of these pet^ states are 

hereditary^fly lineal deaceist, and otheru are grants 
onginaily given for services and oilier caiues^ ihe 
latter descend only to legitimate olTspring, and in 
default of such issue they revert to the original 
donor. Tlie Hon. E.L Companyjby right of eon- 
quest^ hecume poasessed^ end exercised die same 
power as the P™hw'a, of whose doiDiDiona the 
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prindpallty fonneci a part, and I do not think tJiat 
it ihouid be blamed for enforcaiig its legoJ rights. 

hlr« T,i political ngent and Biip^iior civil autbo* 
tity in this part« e^pecteil tlmt hh presence witli a 
few trwpa might induce ibe aiibmisfijQn of the 
usurper. I’Ue crafiy Hindoo penniLted Mr. T- aiirii 
his small party to approach tlic gat-c« of the fort, 
which were found do^d, and in their attempt to 
force them were repulacdj. by the slaughter of Mr, 

'IV and Captains Bi. and D-i all gallant oCcers of ■'* 
horse artillery, and most of their men, 1 

lids unndidfied and rash attack ivas shortly after 
avengedi and Kitioor fell into our hands. The 
treasure found in the fort was so cousidenible sa to 
give a greater Eliare of prize-money to the victors 
than was declared to those who had served in the 
Deccan campaign, 

Oji nrriving at Cbktledroogp we heard of a most 
melancholy event that had occurred to tw'o oiicets * 
at that stntion a few days prior to our arrival: they 
had been blow ji to atoms hy die explosion of pow ¬ 
der, while viewing the fortifications and works on 
die hill at this place* It is supposed that the acci¬ 
dent was occasianed by incaatiou&Iy fiinging a 
lighted cigar into a deep cavern formed by tlio rocksi 
wUero a qiuiiitiiy of damaged powder had been 
thrown, inntejwl of into a tank, as had been directed. 

I’iie people who were employed for the purpoSfC 
evaded their orders, having fonod llic cavern bo

At tlie Wurda river I killed two hog^ and 1 may 
say generally tIuiL 1 found plenty of game of every 
description throughout this tnarcb* 

At Kollaml^elb 1 starlefi u suuuder* of hog* who 
rmi iulo a deep jungle* which 1 had scarcely en¬ 
tered when I was oucountered by a tiger, "Wo 
both seemed equally atnazod tidtJi the unexpected 
ineeling* and I quietly turned my hurse^ as a spear 
woald have been of little avait against lids animal; 
even when moroiliy wonnded, the tiger has been 
known to indict so severe a blow on his destroyer 
us to cause death. 

After pof^ing Chittledroog, i found the country 
much parched^ and suiTerijig from dreught* as little 
or no rain )iad falloni for several seasotis* The 
villages oa our route, especially Scroll, were nearly 
depopulated, and in some places were altogether

0/1 r?acbing Nundiftroog, I Lenril that a

A subndar (dt naiii'c olficcrj, with hw ^tntlyi 
consisting of hii^ wife and four chiEdren and attend^ 
anUj were on tlioir wny to the Carnatic^ for the 
porpoae of celehimting the marriage of Iik eSdent 
daughter with ft trooper of a regiment an that 
quarter. Tliey were joined by two men^ npparentiy 
tiftvellers like tiiomsel ves, and to w hose compatiy 
they did not object, ns it is oon-iidered for a 

mimber to tmrel together* 

A few day* afterwards two more travellers Joined . 
ifarm, wh o were not reengnised by aay of the party* 
Early one moniing the snbadar was walking In

Imd elapsed since I left this place: recollections of 
many tlioiightless prauksj played in my yoiukrul 
liayfit with equally tvild companions, were often 
hrought to mind.

As cliangc of air was dc^mcffi neetssary for die 
perfect reitonidon of loy hraltli| I obiairted p€r- 
misiiori lo pay a vigit to Pondicberry, the principal 
of tlie possessions which the French still retain in 
India^ The national characteristics of the French 
are nowhere mofi marked than in their Indian 
colooies. * The settlers me a gay^ lively^ and care¬ 
less people^ songs and donees arc the order of 
every niglitf and aonisernerit rather than business 
IS the ocenpation of tlic day^ A centory ago^ die 
hatred between the Frendi and English uiis a 
diousand times more intense and rindiciivc than it 
ever lias been in Enrape daring the fiercest wars. 
Both were at diat time compeiitors for supremacy 
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in India, and capecially in die Decmn^ Heiiee 
tlie pr««idanqf of Msidras wm die j>rjiici| 3 aL theatre 
of their mutual hoftilitlea, niid tbo s^rranta of die 
French and Efi^lLih East India^Cuinpanica wem 
frequently eiigagcd in war when the two nations 
in Europe vrere at peace. The history of the 
struggle has filled many hirge volumea^ it might 
be told in a few words.—^The bcal authonties at 
Madras and FondJeherry eommitted grievous errors; 
the rulers in England and France were guilty of 
e normoiu blunders; but die errors and blunders o\ 
tile French were the worst and die latest, conse¬ 
quently Uie English prevailed. As to the consuin- 
mate statesuuuishjp ascril)ed to the founders of onr 
Indian empire, the \im we say about it the better. 
Chanceltar O^ensdem iacited hia sen to die ditiCLi^- 
siojui respecting the treaty of Westphalia, that liv 
might sec widi wlmt a sniaLL share of wiklom it wm 
possible to manage Europe: had he fient likn to 
Aladras in the middle of the lost century, he might 
have seen the game uf empire played and wen by 
sheer stnpiditj^ This h the view Urn Erench take 
of past events in Iiidia wheuev^er they refer to the 
subject, which i* not very ufterti becattse it Is no 
very gratifyiog refiection to remember that they 
W'crc beaten by blockheads. Success, however, 
covers all defects j and so we may leave tiic follies 
of Sir Hector Monro, and the worse than follies et 
Sir Robert Fletcherj and hi* patrons the John¬ 
ston es, to rest in unlionoured ohUvion.

The sinoll amount 
of trade and commerce in the French colonies arises 
from the limited Oittent of their terntonesi their de- 
pendenee for support on the country beyond tliem^ 
and itijudicioufl cDinmercbl rcatrictioi]& The colo¬ 
nies remaining to France are, ChandcniBgore, in the 
Bengal presidency j Yam^nii Mahi^ and Pondi¬ 
cherry, on tlie Madras side. Tlie jurisdktloR of 
the governors of tJirae severol places docts not 
tend beyond the bound hedges of tlie respective 
toivns. A^iiCorflon of peons h placed round the 
several boundaries to prevent Ltie transport of sudi 
articles aa have trot paid duty, and the tariff on the 
most important articles of consumption is so high 
as to render trade limited and onprofitable. Dis¬ 
criminating duties are levied on foreign, bottoms 
that visit the French ports^ and as France has hut 
few trading vessels in the Eastern seas, these set- 
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tlcmrntit are wordily t& tbe parent suite, and Tar 
from being flourlsliidg cotninuinlies in tlieniscli-e^. 
It Is probable that EngkrKl ti^l%1iave them fcr 
asking t the celebrated traveMPand natnnilint, 
Jaequemonti strenuously' recommended hia eotm- 
try-men to gi%'e them all tip to our E. L Company. 

Pondicherry is about one Jnuidred miles south of 
Madras, tt U pretty strongly forti^ed by a tmll 
and ramparts^ und la Btlll fimlier protected by a 
bound-hedge of tJiorfia and prickly shrubs at a con- 
sideruble distance beyond the walls, alcng tlio verge 
of winch sevenil fierce engagemcnH took place bc^ 
tween the French and Englkli in farmer days. I 
have m a(?cujiite data for dateitniniug lU ex Sent 
and populatioiip but I believe that the luhabitanN 
of all cLosscs within the bounds of the colony 
da not exceed 70,000* Tlie governor of Ponds- 
cherry cxercisM a control] ing power over tJie olbcr 
French settlements in India, and alio, I Iwiieve^ 
over the Island of BourboTi. 'Fhe chief trade of 
Pondicherry is Snih tliut island, and cansraU in the 
export of rice, and nmllar articles of ewsumption. 
Bourdeaux U the ubief, and almost the only port of 
the mothei>-country witli which a coTnmcrcial inter- 
course is mw nuuntaiacd, ^ 

So limited n trade woidd not pay the expenstn of 
administration, though the French have no troops 
except n company of local militra at ronditherry* 
tliough their police force is verysmaUj bat the 
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ilefideticy af i\w revenue h uiude up by an annuai 
tionurt which the Cottijiaiiy paya for tlieir not inter- 
feriHgj iftHth the Hsli monopoly. It lias been sdpu- 
latei)^ tlint in eoh^ecjiience of ihia bonus, no snk 
fihoulil be oiannfaetiircd in the Freneh feltlementSt 
but llmt [t f|uantity sufEdeJit fur their {Tonaumptioii 
ftItQuId he supplied at a low mte- The salt m sup¬ 
plied ia resold at a lii^h rniet and the profib toge-

The state of sodety in ihe'town ts for morv 
agreeable than in tlie English setdemejit%^[iiter~ 
coarse between frien^k and neighbours is subject 
to none of those rcstrlclionB which the tyranny of 
fhaliion and edynutte lias imposed on the Anglo- 
IndhuiSp Soireei axe gii'cn at most of the private 
bouses, ill a tacitly uiiderstODd order» and niiy gen¬ 
tleman who pleases may enter ihem nnitivitcd,^ with 
die certainty of receiving a cardial weieome from 
die host^ end passing a pleasant evening W'ith tlie 
companyi At these B4}cial reammf each guest b 
permitted to choose Im own style n£ enjoyment;

Buence of the sen-breezes, and b well supplied ^iih 
good waler^ Hence it is much frequented by the 
military^ from Cannnnorc, and it is found to bo both 
an economic and a henlUiy place of residence^ 
Honse-reot is very moderate, Eind provisions re¬ 
markably cbeup. Fbli is both excellent and abund¬ 
ant, indeed itfumis the chief food of the inhabitants, 

Groves of cocoa-nuts are planted round the town, 
and are so judiciously urraDged as to form a num¬ 
ber of pleasing and shady ii^alks. llie ramparts 
also fnm^a favourite promenade, espeeidly near the 
Hag-stafft which is the best place for enjoying the 
refreshing inHuence of tlio sea-brcezc^ The rand- 
stend is open, hut it nfiarda a tolerably luife {uiclior- 
age ata dislancG of uboiiL two milci mid a half from 
the shore. The surf h neither so high nor so chiu-

lea^t H-'itli Ijttle dlfficultyi between the shipping anj 
ilie shat^, Tli« Malabar cooit is generally roeky^ 
bat near Make it is indented with several sandy 
creeks, hut they ate all too sIieiIIow ta aB>rd any 
slielter to shipping- I’lie state of society Ia similar 
10 that at Hondit^erry, bat fmm the greater infliis 
of English visitors, tlic peculiarities of French man* 
iicra arc nai so striking^ indeedi ihe EngliWi hm- 
giuige is nndermtood and spoken with great fluency 
by lle^tF!y all the inliabllants. In no pnrt of tlio 
world Is less atlcniioii paid to the politics of the 
mother country; France may change from a repub¬ 
lic to a military despotism, and back agoJiij three 
times a year, tiithout tlie people of Mahe bestoW"^ 
ing a single thought upon the snbjccL lliey ftnuld 
be more intereftled in a peity squabble at Telli- 
cheny or Cannanore, than in a rcvolutian at Paris. 

Sca-bnthing, dint jfreat enjoyment on ibe Most, 
isnoot be practised with safety, on nccount of die 
iiiiinenius sliarka which infest the sliorca of Indtii. 
Tlieir attacks have been of too frequent an «cur- 
renw to look for pleasure in dii* recreation. 1 mil 
here rebtc one of the many iostnnee* of die faiid 
results attending sea-bpthmg. 

LicLt. F. of the Madras llglit cavalry, nccompfi- 
nlctl by Lieut. W. of the infantry, went to enjoy u 
trip in the surf, and the former incnotiously ex¬

The laat gnp^ \niB in too vital a part to ieave any 
ljupo; indeed^ be only survived a short lijne after 
liemg broui^ht on shore. One of his thighs was 
much lacemtedi and the abdomen seriously injured. 
He \vm only able to say that he had been dragged 
ofl* the entamamn by die sharks from whom he got 
free* hut persevcringly pursuod, and again 
f^ixed. He would^ most probably, have been taken 
olf altngelJier^ had he not been lescaefl by his 
fricudj w^hose approach seems to have alarmed tbe 
hharkf iilid iudueed him to quit his prey. 

On rejoining the pioneers, and Laving cotnpleted 
die rojifl to the frontier of the Mysore country, vre 
received the route for our march to the Muhib^ 
c'Oast the Intter part of November, rid Banga]i0ii» 
Seriiignpatnm, Mysore, and Manantuddy, a db^cc 
of about 4OT miles. 

^V'e were detained tlio next str^ tit^JiHlgpLlore, 
in consequence of tiic large lake at llMit place b^iri|| 
*0 full as not to admit of onr cr^ng a 
whieh Sowed out of it. The overflow' was accn* 
sioned by the late heavy rains.. 
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Mysore is llic aipllul uf tlie dominions assigned 
to the ilifideo to wliom a poitioji of ihe kifig- 
ditni posst-^soti by hh anc&atora flavored after 
the overiiirow of llppoo* I bare before mentioned 
Ills lllghoess, and sLali Lave occft^ion to refer to Hm 
tigain^ bui I cannot puss over tliia opperiunity of 
rccoidioij die perfect underaiantling that siibsisted 
cen him and the Kofi* A. H. who wm then 
Hesidcjit. Ttiis gentlcnian's hospitalUy la so well 
kiio™, that 1 need not say oiif detocbmein was 
recf^ived with die erentefit kindness^ and every pos¬ 
sible fitteotion shewn to us clnring ouJf atay. Eveiy 
tiling worthy of nouce at Mysore was shewn to US| 
unci jmatiy things w Jiich would hovo escaped nouco 
wore pointed out by die envoy, whose intelligence 
is not les« couspietjotts than his generosity. 

The Rajah's elephant-earring ea are unadehiyp 
clumsy, and tawdry, but singular from their con¬ 
struction and great aiic: the largest will contain 
tw'o hundred persons* They are not capable of 
entering tlie fort, the Rajnh'e rcstdeoce,—a ck-feei 
^wldcbs I believe, was not outicipated when they 
^cre built* 

^'^bout forty miles from Mysore, we left the open 
plaints and the remainder of the msreh led through 
tliOH' ^ wk.jtu^'lfis and teak foresln that bound the 
western frciudci* of the Mysore country, llic 
^lu rul of the landscnpc also assumed n 

very difTerent aspect from ilint wc bad liitborto 
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psuscd} M they a more juried and inter- 

esdag appeamnee. 

Herds of wild elepbants were oeco&ionpDy seen 
a sbort dU^ce from our line of march^ but diey 
scampered off on getting n full view oF ua. They 
ofeen approached so near our encampment at night 
m to cause constdemble alarm among the foltowers. 
The habits oF Uiese aiumuJs nre to court shade and 
retirement the ugh al certain aeasDns they will 
issue from their native wilds into tJie plaiiis^ and 
travel a considerable dbtance In seareh of food n?hen 
the grain is in ear, TTiey are only vicious when 
found singlyt espeeinlly if the animal be a male that 
has most probably been driven from the herd at the 
breeding season. At such times it is very danger- 
Otis to come in contact with the elephant^ os hi» 
temper is not tlie most placid. 

Tills was shewn in an eminent degree while [ w^as 
stationed in Wynaud. A small escort in charge of 
the pay of the gairison of Manintoddyi suddenly 
came an ii solitary male elephant at a (urn of the road. 
One of the guard who w-^os in adir^nee^ wm knocked 
down and trad on by the infuriated beast; the 
remainder of the party had time la make a ispcedy 
retreatp while the elephant venting his nige oh 
Lis unfortunate viciitn. The body presented an 
unshapen mass when it was bruiigbt into Mauin- 
toddy by the comrade^ of the unhappy sufferer*

bad tlic cflTect of driviug him n^vay ffora the hod^f 
but not until he bad ttampkd out every vesdge of 
tlic buman frame. 

Cotiataiuly during the OTg}it wo Lcard ttie irum* 
pedjig of elephants,, the hoartc call of bison and 
elk, with t!ie sharp cry of thesptittol deer, relic veil 
by tlie occasional Jow^ growd of the ligeia, as tliey 
prawled dose round our louts; sounds wdiich tciuled 
in no way to promote our slumborL Tlie aiiJiniiL 
wortd seemed on the move nt those still Uour!i of 
restj and by tlieir fearless approoeb appeared to 
consider us as iotruders wdthiii the precincts of their 
primitive abode. During the glare of the day most 
animals retire to seclnded placi^ generally on tUo 
banks of rivers, which are invariably marked in 
itiiUa by a greater degree of vegetation along their 
courscp 

1 was very succesaful throughout this murcli m 
tlio pursuit of most itcscriplions of geme, though 
often interrupted by uiiejfpeetedly eneauntering a 
herd of elepbanta. Pea and jungle fowl were abun¬ 
dant but shy, and difficult to be apprtmelu'd, except 
ill the evening, when they get on the trees to roost; 
they then discover ihcuwelves by a peculiar cry that 
<lire£:ts the sporismaii to the spoL 

Early one monung passing through a thick w o^, 
I came on a large wild which was so in- 

lent rooting under a tree, tliut it did not perceive 
my approach dll i was witldn n few ynrits. My first 
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iEiScliB.rgc brotsE^ Lia farc-^lQ^j and m irritated JiLm 
tbal iic eliarged at aic and die do||fA I ^vididiMctilty 
eluded hlDl by getting beliinci the aJid uiifor- 

Eu [lately cwuitl not fire tuy ^eoand barreb as die cap 
Lad got jnpwt from tlic Ifcavy dew^s, that Lung on 
die apray. At Ja&t he duuIo off, followed by did 
dogj, and [ reloaded a^ I went along* I'lie cbose 
continued tbrough forest and brake for upwards of 
a lailo ; my courae was directed partly by the bark¬ 
ing o f the dog, and partly by the occasional dropti 
of blood falling from dio wounded leg. At lertgLh 
[ fuiiiid lijm at boy umlcr some bushes^ iuto whicli 
ho retreated. He got out of sight in conseqiience 
■ot the extreme densciiesa and tliorny nature of the 
(^ver. So close was the Jungle that 1 found it most 
dil^cult to penetrate even by crawling on alUfaui:i. 
\Vltli much Eubour 1 got near to the place where be 
had his lair^ and a fortunate shot put an end to his 
further njoi'emcuiSj at which the dag scenied to 
exulL 

Wild boars are numerous in the country betivceii 
the bouDilaries of Mysore and VVyoaud, as whole 
acres of the monisscs and parts of the uplands arc 
turned up by them, gr iibhing for food. 

The view from the summit of the Pariah poas^ 
Is imposing and extensivCi Three tboiisaiid feet 
below it lies the province of Malob^^ preseninig a 
con I Used imtss of hilU of all si^cSi covered with a 
rnml lu.turiiiiit folinge. From diis the eye wanticri 
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on to the fica-cDOSt, where the shipping and some of 
the priticipal buildmgE of Catimuioro are risible on 
a clfMt day, though tliirty mile* disi.-iflL On deatsnd- 
itig this pass, the diffcTeiice of cJimaie was very 
great; a» tlie tlierropmctcr me ten degrees higher. 

Our encaaipnaent was formed wiiliin fi ve miles of 
Connanore, 5n the midst of groves of cocoa-nut trees, 
whidi are very immeraus all along this coast, and 
produce a coosidcrablc revenue to govetiimenL 
The vnrious purposes to which this useful produc¬ 
tion b applied, dcBcrvc to be mcDtioned. 

The wood, when seasoned, is used for building, 

‘ etc. j the leaves for thntchirg boiues, mahing um¬ 

brellas, and as a substitute for wTiiiug paper. A de¬ 
licious cabbage b found in llic centre of the head of 
the tree, on one side of whtdi may be seen dusters 
of cocoa -11 utSj and on the opftosite a vessel to receive 
the juice, called toddy; which can he converted 
into a spirit, or else sugar may be extracted from iti 
Before tlic kernel of the nut u formed, it contains a 
refreshing beverage; which is nearly absorbed when 
tr, ilie null become ripe. From the fibres of tlie husk 

of this nut, coir, an excellent substitute fur cordage, 
is mnde, nnd the shell is considered the best mate¬ 
rial to make cbarcoal for goldsmiths' work; it is also 
used for various culinary pnipoies; and driuhrag 
cups, spoons, Me. are manufncturcd from it, which 
are easily adorned with carved W'ork, nnd capable of 

receiving a high polish. 
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Cocoa-nut oil is not only employed for liglitin its 
natural state, but it has lately been found useful in 
the preparation of soap imd candles, and it is not 
unlikely that for this purpoee it will be more exten¬ 
sively used. Tlie refuse, after tlie extraction of oil, 
is made into a cake, and used for feeding pigs mid 
poultry, 

■ Early one morning, at the request of a native^ 
Lieut W. and myself started for his cottage, to 
slioot a clieetaJi H-bich he bad caught in a trap, 
fixed against the gable end of his bouse, and baited 
with a kid. The chcGtah was on the point ofesi^ping 
from the trap, haiiag broken some of tlie bars, and 
this circumstance had induced tfie man to call us in 
haste. We soon dispatched tlic animal, which the 
villagers said they dared not do tbemsclrcs till the 
J^abintiis of the place had gone Uirough some 
absurd ceremonies, for which they became entitled 
to half tbe reward given by goveriimcnt.

SJoon after my Bm^Til at Cnnuanore 1 met in a 
tliOOting excursion, two natives, of tlie Konknny 
caste, a tuale and female, who were viedras to that 
gpeciei of leprosy which the French have tuitncd 
fc mat range, but which we generally call Eleplmn- 
tiusis- Tliey were employed in herding tbc cuttle 
belonging to a village in the neighKouThoml of our 
encampment. Nothing could l>c conceived more 
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siDg^or Olid more repulsive ihiin tlieir appeanmee- 
Their &kla \tm perfectly red, their liair and eyes 
were of Uie same eoloorp, and their voices were sliriJl 
and nasal. At firat they were shy, nii<l seemed 
sofipldous ef my commisseratlon | bat when 1 gave 
diem some copper coin, diey beeamc more commy- 
nicatJre. They told me that they were brother nrid 
water; that tliey were bora in the state I saw them; 
and that in eomec|uenqe of dioir misfortune, they 
were regarded as outesLSts, and obliged to live npurt 
in a butt separate from the residence of the lainijy 
in whase service they were. 11] e Hindoos believe 
that thta disease is a punishment inflicted for idiis 
.committed eilhcr by die sufrerers or their purenu 
111 this life, and that any person dying of it is liable 
to a return of the tlbcase in his xi^xt birth; an evil 
^Uiat may be averted by means of valuntary death, 
wliich becomes an expiadon and ntonemeiit for ail 
former crimes. The mSercr Is born eleaii, 

and no longer subject to die tume disorder^ 

VV tint are called Albinos, or White Indians, are 
often met with in the more inland tmets of the 
peninsula* Their colour is that of a dead Eurojiean 
of a very fiilr complexion* They arc almost blind till 
brought into some dark or shady pbcc, so sti^p- 
tihie fife they of the cx^mmon light of day. Their 
coiistituti^ arc extremely delicate; dioy are ibr 
the moil^part timid und irresolute, and are sel^ 
dom knoWii to live to an adynneed ago. In these 
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respects the Konk&nl^ 1 have menticni«l were 
almliarto ihe Albinos theyakared the degracln- 
t]on of these miserable beSiige* FeTtiiimE.eiy the 
females mrely bear children s but, when they (fn, 
tlieir ofTapri ng is of the nDtural colour of the tribe 
to whkli they belongs k however ylwpys inaiilTests 
a strong constilutionol tendon ey to lopraua disease. 

About the time that 1 rebelled Connonore^ a 
acrions disturbance took ploco in Mttlobati otiiiigto 
Ihe attempt to levy a new tax on iho growers of 
popper. This wus considered a grievous hordshi]! 
by the proiincers; they declared that if government 
persevervfl In lei')'ing the obnoiioua impost| they 
would nbandoD the growth ig pepper aitogether 
and destroy the rincB. Nor wia. this on idle thrent: 
the pepper-vines were actiinily pulled tip in various 
parts of the conntryi and of courfe there was rea¬ 
son to dread a serious dedication in the revenue* 
Mr. G., an able civil sen ant of the Company, was 
fortunately selected for the purpeae of investigoting 
the question. He dcraonstratod the injustice of the 
measure, which was quite unpriMStilcntcd; tin such 
tux having ever been levied by the wnfSC of forn^r 
governments in tlie worst of tlineSd He shew^ 
that the pepper crop was the chief resource of the 
Inhabitants to provide clothing nnd other articles ot 
comfort for their famil ies. Final ly, he j||ieweii? that 
the impost was impolitic, a* less pepi»cr would be 
grow n, and the goveniiiicnt would lose far more by 
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tlie €onso(|iieiil diminuUdn of the ejtjMrt-diity, tJum 
it would g»iu by the tax oil pTOiluction. 

SaflScicolly obvious an b the truth, that a tax on 
the production of any article neoeaflarily limits (he 
amount produced; it ia ojic of which our Iiidiaii 
rulers have unforttinatclVih too often, exhibiteil the 
most lamentable ignorance, Nearly all our taxes 
fall directly upon the industry of the country, tvhe~ 
tber agricultural or miuiufocturing; hence produc¬ 
tion is diminiBhcd: indeed, Jti manuluciurcs I mny 
say that it hna ceased altogeliter; but the govern¬ 
ment itself Suffers for it in the end, for exportation 
diminishes as rapidly ns production, and the cui- 
tom-bouse returns are Jowered to a point whieli the 
auppMcd increase of land revenue cannot oompen- 
■ate. Til is is acting over ogaiji the fable of the 
boy who killed the goose ihot hiid the golden eggs 
ivith B vengeauce, Ksceliuat tuboceo, as I have 
elsewhere obscmil, might bo grown in Mnkbar, 
to almost any extent, but its cultivation is strictly 
prohibited in order to maintnin a monopoly, which 
after all is not very profitable, ond which certainly 
does not eompensale for the Loss of the. re venue 
lliBt would result from a fair duty on the open 
trade. 

The Bibce, or Queen of Caunanon^of the Ma- 
pellah castO) formerly possessed a portion of the 
country round, but now receives only a moiety 
of the revenue, She has some possessions in the

Tbelr ouir is parLicnkrly valuabLCi mid from it iIlg 
best corfloge used in western India is made. From 
the sale of ibe coir and nuts tbe queen derivei die 
principal part of ber revenue, isbe was not indis¬ 
posed to receive the sisiU of the Biilkh officers 
especially if accompanied by tiicir wtresj pnd was 
nlvmys ready to appouit a diirfioror audicDee for 
ibe purpose. 

Her palace is of consiidenible extent^ having fine 
gardens in fron ts tmd ibe sea in tbe rear^ A guard 
of bonour is regnlarly supplied from tbe xnilitmry 
station at Cannanorei mid she li very strict in 
cjcacdng tlta bomi^^e to ber ranb. Her socicty»

Knnja rnckco k nn eminent mercbojit and ship- 
owner lit Cminanore, whose wealth and eiiterprisc 
give him conaidcrable influence. Borne of his vos- 
sob are of n laigor siie than is eommon la the 
coasting trade of India i one of them bemg seven 
hundred tons burthen. They ore not only enguged 
in the coasting trade, but make regular trips to 
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ond tbc prindpa] porla on thf 
Persian Gulf. I foujul Ijim a y^ry intelligenE and 
^fiierg^etifr little lonn: tEougk frequently ac?eu!^ of 
nvuricei { believe liitn to be capable of the mo^t 
generous nelions. He lis a Maupla^ auil of course a 
Meliuntmedan of the Soonnee sect; be bow- 
over, far from being bigoted, and be is not un- 
idlling to raniotain a (rjendly inteireeijrse with ibc 
English^ llicrc arc Mverol Paraeos nt Cuananore^ 
wIjo display tbo sanio commerdul abill and industry 
that their countfytneu mutiifest in Rom bay. They 
are tbe priodpal importers of European iinlcle«, 
which they rtLspoge of at a modemte profit, to the 
ufhcens at the adjacent stadons.

On perceiving the carrion 
oimI one of their own species, they descend with 
rapidity to the spl, where snares and nets have 
been previoiialy laidj in which they soon become 
entangled, imd Uie fins dotiTi is plucked off from 
under tJieir wings and breast, when Uiey are again 
let free: this article brings a high price; it is 
chiefly nsed in the manufacture of muffs and 
tippets* When at n loas for carrion, the natives 
kill and cut up a vulture, and the birds are found 
perfectly ready to prey upon Uicir own apedes tims 
prepred* 

A class of the natives of Indb excel greatly in 

catching and enticing most bbfa and beasts; their 

power of imitating the call or note of birds and 
luiimals is wonderful; this, combined with the ut- 
most peiseveronce and patience, enables thciti to 
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mMEor tlie moit wuryand tby* Tbeij- mecboda 
are simple nnd uDGi^pensive; ibey are tliefefbre 
able , to supply game at a Tcmarkably taodemte 
mto, ajid at tho same tiiae la siippart large fai£iilie«^ 
for ibeir mode of life is sparing and rriigal, Wltlt 
reference to thh descriplion of pooploj a dreum^ 
stance occurred while 1 wus m a visit to Cot, C,^ 
wliich desert^ea to be noticed^ He had repeatedly 
warned off a number of tiieiDi that bad caugbt and 
destroyed a quantity of ganne in the vidoity of 
Honsoorp but tliey still refused to tlesiat They 
wore caught in tlio midst of ibcir depiedalions av^d 
brought before ua; miii all the game wbicb tJiey 
hod with tliem, amounting to a rery conddomble 
quantity and \Tiiicty, were let leose^ They re- 
Tenged tbomselveB for this fay breaking open during ^ 
tbo [iigbt| tJio teaJeryi or teal-preaerv^e of my friend^ 
and purloining all it eontnioed; and with their booty 
they decamped too quickly to be overtaken^ 

About tills time 1 heard of a very perilous ndven^ 
tnro, in whieli the life of n dear friend was expoaed ^ 
to very imminent danger under circuiOfitancci that 
deserve to be foeorded, Mr. a gentleman of 
the civil service, who held a situation at Collieatj 
on ibe Mulabar coasts bad gained the respect and 
esteem of tbc EuropcBo community by Lis aminblc 
dispDskioti and liospitabLe coniluet ; lie not Jeoa 
popular with the natfrcs, whom lie treatecl with 
nndevlalinglcindnesft, both in official and private 
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ipttrcoursc. Hift attachtncnt tp ficld-ftportSi wlijcli 
he indulj^ed whenever liu official duties perwittcdj 
brought Lim into very c1(we ooiitaciwkh ibo Koirs, 
a people, as I have already noticed, remarknbie 
for their eagerness the chase of hog, liccr, and 
other game, consequently disposed to sh«w all the 
favour in their power to persons who have a taste 
for similar piinniiKi. Mr. H. Imd long and vainly 
sought on opportunity of eiicauntetiiiga dgeralt 
tlic rivnl sportsmen of hisacquainiaiiee eoald tell of 
Imir-hrendth 'scapes and perilous encounters with 
the lord of tlie Ifidiaii jungle—he alone had no tale 
of wonder to harrow np the feelings by a descrip¬ 
tion of the danger incurred, or to eitcitc admiratiop 
by reciting the courage and presence of mind which 
averted the pe ril- Tlis riosifc of nice ting n in 
fact amountcil ta a passion; lie went to the densest 
jungles, and most suspicious thickets; he paid 
fieverol natives for discovering aqd marking the 
lairs where ligein were known to lurk; sllU months 
after monlJis elapsed, and Mr. ll. was nnable to 
meet a tiger in the field. 

Illness compelled l;im to apply for leave of ab- 
neneo, and lie obcniiied permission to go for a ■short 
to the Neilgbeiry hills, whose value as a sani¬ 
tarium hod not then attained the notoriety which 
they possess at present. While sojourning on this 
beautiful range of hills, his desire for an encounter 
with a tiger, so often bafiled, wa* tftieipectedly 
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gralificJ* Indnmtion lia^ing^ been received that 
the lair -of an icnmenBe royal tiger had been dis¬ 
covered in a delacbcd piece of a party num 

formed for the cliase^ and Mr. li. wTia uimnitnouilj 
eho«en as leader^ He o^-ed tliia distjjictioii not 
only to Ids notorious uoxiety for meeting a tiger, 
but also to bb superior skill in Indbn field^port^ 
his long eiperienee in the perils and difSculdesof 
the jungle* mid the coolness ho had aheuTi tn 
YanDns perilous eomunters with chcetalu and wild 
bog*. 

The necessary preparations having been made* 
tbe parLy proceeded lo tlie grove where the tiger 
was hMf and each of the huntsmen took a separate 
post in order to attack ibo beast on whichever side 
It broke from cover, Mr. H, selected and occupied 
the peat of greateit danger. It vms not without 
much didieuUy and deby titat die tiger was foroed 
to leave the thicket r inilepfi tigers geiieroJIy are 
most reluctant to i|uit their Inirs* and this dreum^ 
stance greukly increase* the clanger of the sport* for 
it b rarely poEsihie to prcd.ict tJie moment when, or 
the place where, tliey nih make a rush on their 
pursuers. At lengtli an angry menacing growl 
was h-eard, and the beast insteaii of making a spring 
advanced alowly nnii inajestically towards Mr. H. 
Ilie novelty and unespectodness of thb oecuiredee, 
which, so §ir as t have ever beard, is without a 
parallel in Ae history of Indian ficld-sporb, so sur- 
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prised Mr. 11. th^l lie reznainEij inoLmiiless for a 
f^w momcnE:^ aiid tlien titkiiig delibemie mm eUqi 
ttiu moi3alfr dend. Tliia ii llie oaly inatmice I 
Lare ever hciktd af,, In wliicli delay or iie«itation 
hm BQt prQA’ed fataL 

Eveu wliea a tiger lias beoa RpprentJy di&eibied 
by ball^ it ts not lafe to appitiacb Lim, for, like ihc 
catp iio is very tenacious of life. Tliis was sadly 
illustrated U\ the unlmppy fate of LieuL M"M.^ 
near Jauliiyb^ at a period Hubfleqtieiit to tliat of 
which I am treatings The lair «f a tiger iiad l>eeii 
markeii at the distance of aboui four or live miles 
from tbe dUfiten ments at Jaulnaii, and in formation 
was given to the oSicejs by some uotivet who had 
suffered ver^^ severely froM tiu depredatjons, There 
is no retturd giren for tlje destruetion of tigers in 
the Ki^m's eounuvi as there is in tlie territories 
directly under the governmeut of llic Company ; 
but ihc sportsmen at the station generaJiy remu¬ 
nerate thoae who bring them inforinatioii of their 
haunts. It has often been remarkedj that ihoae 
wljo have once felt the e^dtement of a perilous 
encotmter wick thcae femciaus aiiimala prefer die 
chase of a tiger to any other spedes of sport The 
party..from JauInaJi went out in high spirits; the 
tiger w^ driven from cover and attempted to 
escape; he waSp however wounded by several Ijalla, 
ifonc of which struck a vJial part, though the 
sportsmen continued iLejr fire utitit they had es- 




pestled bIL their itnimuaitiap^ PthOr fiedng 

Ui€ aiiimai disabled and bJeedin^ from several 
woupdst seized n spear and rnslieJ forward to attaek 
him I but the tiger audclcnly reviviagp sprung upoa 
the gallant offieer, flung lifm upon tbe groundi and 
kept biiD down hy tbe weight of his body^ none of 
the party daring to attompt the o^tricatiun of their 
eoitipanlon. Tlie tiger reiuained in this pod[joii« 
growding Over and mumbUiig lila rictitni^ until a 
messenger who hod been gent to JnnluaJi rotumeil 
with ammunition. Even in iho agonies of death 
the furious beast did net reiinquisli hh vietim; the 
uuforLunote ofEcer reseued too late from Lis 
dreadful situation; be died cm Ills way back to the 
cantonment. 

Ill justice to Mr3I*M/s companifins 1 mnst 
mention^ that the tiger always turns Lis fur^^ against 
tbe last assailant.. This was fatally C 3 q>erienceii by 
LicuL H. iu die Mysore eountry. He had been 
stationed in a tree Ut wateh the dger ; die beast 
broke cover and stfiick down a sepoy j ^eut* H. 
tminediately d^cended to rescue tbe unfortunate 
man from ids clutches, but the dger ot onco left the 
sepoy, sprung upon LieuL md killod him before 
any assistanee could he given. 

One cirenmstanoe connected with the fate of this 
brave and beloved u^cer eacited much attention j 
be bad a presentiment of his dcatli, and often told 
bis oompanions that ho knew he should bo killed by 
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a tlgvt. Tliw imimsilif alKiunded rdand tli<^ station 
where LieiiL H, wa# postini, whkh wus' quite n 
new posi^ jEist esUihfibhed in the norlherti part of 
iVtysore-: he wna liiclelutigmbie in their piirauit, and 
-u'bon fomoiifttraricos w'ere rnnde an the reckless 
daring and extntordinnry mshness he displayed in 
^Tirious encomiten widi the feradaus boustSi he 
repUud that no man could anticipate or cLan^ 
dcidiiy^ tiger had been severely wounded 

and apparcnEly disabled, before it attacked tJie 
sepoy; and, like Uent M*Mp, it appears that 
Licut^ fL did not make siiffioknt aJIowance for the 
teDueity of life la the feluie spedes. h ia melan- 
cboly to add tliat Lis lifeless body wm brought home 
to his young widovr and orphan clilldren^ tho latter 
being hdlplefis infants. 

Mr. H., whom 1 have mentioned already in this 
chapter, also Enonlfested a remarkable presentiment 
of approaching death- A little nftor hii oneoutiCer 
with tlie tiger, he nblamet] permission to return 
home on sick-leave^ But before his embarkation he 
declared Jiis convictioii that he shottM never rench 
Europe olivet and actoally ordered Ms coffin to he 
prepared and plneotl in his cabin, flis prophecy 
was fulfilled f he died a few days after qintiing the 
land* 

Of the ferocity of tigers eonntim anecdotes have 
been recorded- At a village on tlie borders of a 
jungle, a hoy employei:i in cutting wood wag seized 
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by qne of tiicflc forocloui ifi, whm the moUitr, 

attracted to the apqt by tlie acrcaint of ibe cliildv 
fuelled formurd and aeked hiio by the lega. In Uie 
9t4niggle that enHued, the tiger vraa victoHoiis, and 
succeeded fn carrying off lu* Hclifii into tbe jungle. 
Uiit the most ejtmiordiDBry aocoml 1 baye lidard^ is 
tliat of a tiger boarding a vease]^ which 1 sball give 
in the words of UouL who qonnniwidcd tJie 
ship; die letter wub oddre9S«J to a gentJenuin in 
Caleutla coodccted with the public pres^ ojid has 
already nppeured in print in India, but it is not 
generally Itiiown u\ dik country. 

«I Bend you an acoount of wbat took p1ac« on 
board the Kxperimentnl Flat, wben nt Ufichor astern 
of die l^inna steumerj tJirce bundred iiurtbi from the 
shore, in the rircr Arpungaswer (Sunderbunds). 

“ 1 tiifiied in nt ten o’^clodt, and about three-* 
quurtcri of on hour after, was awoke by n disturb* 
ance ork deck, W'bjeh^ from die nien rushing back- 
U'ardo and forwnrdst appeared to me to be on attack 
on the vesael by dneo-m I immedlnudy jumped 
out of hmi, drew my bwurd, and was rushing up the 
hatchway^ wlieii 1 received a tremendous blow on 
tho Ueml and neck; at the same time my clothes 
wore torn from my back, I wm knocked down the 
hatchway, and found myself instantly covered with 
bloocl. Seeing a ditrk objeet kinging over the 
liatchwnyt and frant the blow, I was confirnicd in 
the idea ihat wc were attacked; and tlie acuilie 
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ajid diaturUaiice still Mntiiiulng', 1 tJiouglit we were 
in a very fair way of IcfoLii^ \hc treasure^ anil our 
lives. About a mioale aflCTwartls, wben I Imd in 
floinc ineasLire recovered tlie Htuntiiuiif effecLs of ibe 
blow, 1 heard Copt. Linqulst* coinmaiider of the 
steameri calling me as loud as he couliL 1 then 
made a second rash* aiui* an arriving on deck* oaiv 
by the lijjjilitahce of the torches the oieii had by tliai 
tiino procarcd Uio body of ray unforluiiate bearciTj 
lying aloag the starboard side of the hQtcbit'&Vf 
horribiy mung led by a dger. The aiiimal had seked 
hha, while silting smokitig his habble-habble ncjir 
two sepoys, who were likewise sitting fishing by the 
larboard after-gangway. The u a fortunate nmii 
WTiSi perfectly dead* having Ilia neck completely bit 
tliroQgli and through, besides a severe wound on 
the right breast The animal Imd first got on the 
dingy belonging to the steamer, which wm fastened 
on the after-gaogrt'ay* and thence on the fiat. One 
of the men belonging to tlie dingy, and who was 
then in her, was in fiucb a fright diat be foilawed 
liie^ger upland in piissing hiin got a severe woand 
uiiiler die right arm* and some Beratebes on the 
baoki Dll exaTniaiag my own harts^ I found ibat 
they were tw^o icratchee, on die right side ot my 
uedc* one on the right ear* a no down die bend, one 
over the right eye, and my face terribly brubedi 
'l\e aniami liiid left die print of his right paw* with 
the blood of the uiifortaaate man* on die back of 
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ifty shirt, a$ h& loiT itoffi Had I bc^ca ono $t«p 
higher up the imtchwuyf I nuist have been killed, 
BS he had, ID making the blew, cut tlie top step Uie 
ttigJiih o( an iuch deep about two inches and a-half 
from the edge, \iith one of Lis clew^ Fearing 
that, from having tasted blood, it was more than 
probable he would pay us njiother visit should we 
remain, we weighed anehor, ami sLearned up live 
miles, where we nncliored for the reumiuder ef the 
nighL*^ 

1 tiiink It right to state^ that UeaU htaEsball h a 
genileman of the highest honour and vemeity, and 
tiiut there cannot be any room to inspect his state¬ 
ment of eiaggerado/L 

While I remaiued in Uil# part of the country, 
1 was much tnterested by wiuiessing the ayitcm 
adopted by divers, for the recovery of vdJuables lost 
in the tanks nnd rivers^ 

Their method is as follows:—A ict of divers cou- 
sists of three persons, iwo of ii'hom dive by turris, 
while the tliird aits on the adjoining hank« The two 
divers wade to the place pointed out, if wdlkiA their 
depth, each carrying with biin a circular dat^bol^ 
tomed w^oodun basin, wilh sloping sides, about seven 
inches deep, and two ami a half In diameter. \Vjtl». 
this the diver descends, and having scooped into it 
as much of the surface of the mud or sand as it will 
eojitiun, ascends with the platter and sends it aftliurc, 
where its contents are carefully washed and ex- 
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amiiiefl by tht ihiril person. If tlic wiittr he not 
deep, when one mail ha* stooped ander imter^ he is 
kept down by Jiia |Mirtncr placing one foot upon bis 
nock or shoolders, until tlio platter m filled; ou 
wbioh m signal is tnflde, the foot h wlthdmwnj tuid 
the man rises to tlie surface. But when the depth 
af water will not admit of such armngemeot, the 
diver links a grapnel or beuvy stone from a csiaae, 
and itien descends by ihe rope, When he ascends, 
the platter is lifted into tlie hoaty and there ex- 
arnmed. In this way they eotiliuue to work for 
hours,, each diver descendiag ill turn* until tiiey 
have oiaraincd the whale siirfiice of the mud or 


sand around^be place pinted oiii and very seldou. 
fail of Bucieesii, if ordinjiry iafotmatioo be only 
lUforded, us to the spot near which the artiele has 
been lost They remain under water fratn one to 
eae and a half minute at u time; ofuimea ntore, if 
the water be deep. They adopt the same iy*tent 
precisely, whether in itiJl water or in a running 
Stream; only Umt in the latter of course their labour 
is mflie severe, their success more precarious^ Their 
remuneration depends solely on success; the ordi- 
laory salary being oue-third of the extricated value 
of the lost article%.lihivh is divided in c<juai prriofts 
among the set« 

In all the districts which I visited, it was gene¬ 
rally asserted that the dbtrcjia of the Jalioiiring 


classes utis on the increase, and that their prospect 
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for the future wiis even more gloomy thoti tJieir 
pre«ei)t eandidoti^ Such a sEatemoDt descn'ci to 
he very carefully iiivestigatcii. 

I-iOt us see whether tlie fiuincrous hupruvcnaeuts 
iJjfkt luave been made in DUichlnery, not only in 
l]idi% Mfliere but few jmprovements are but 

also in EuropPi where every day sometldiig is [li¬ 
ve ncefi to chunpcii labour, Lave anyways trndecl to 
increase tlie poverty of the Indian ryals^ The 
effecta of improved machinery for the manufacture 
oF cloth a]|i;l tliread, on liic industry of the liulian 
ryots, urc mono extensive than oue call at the hrst 
light perceive, k is welt known, tliQt since the * 
itnpruvemeiU of <5oth manufacture tlie ej£|>ort trade 
of India in this staple article has been wliolly 
ahand lined, and thus no incoiiHulerable ii urn her of 
weavers has been thrown out of employ* But it is 
not only die abandonment of the export cloth trade, 
but the iiitrorlucliou of Kuropcan cloths, w'hich being ^ 
uf u 6iier texture have Uirown a greater uumber of 
w^eavets out of employ^ Some, indeed^ cuiitiiiue N 
to follow' the trade, and make shift to coni|i^ with 
the muchinery and steam - engines of England (a 
hard nnd uuetpiaJ eomlpat fur the poor Hindoo), by 
chaiigiiig%Llie fasliian uf the Wd^ rs and Bowsers of 
their ciuttm much more quicklyT^tid more suited to 
the predominant ta*»to of the times tlmn tlie dis^Umee 
of the Eiiglbih toftcufkcturcrs from the place of con- 
sutnpuou will allow' them to do| but by fur the 
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^L-ater portion of Lbcso people bad been foreed to 
nbiuidon Vimt thick and follow some uEJeer—cbleHy 
agricnltarc. Tims, on indux of lilkr^ of tbe soil 
hEM tended to reduce tbe rate of tbeir u-Qgc.% or to 
IncreoM! tbe c|yaiiLum of kboor. lienee^ jicfi and 
Ollier produce laivc become cbeap, and do not make 
aucb good returni m Uiey u^cd to do before* Tliij 
calamityi ^vbidi carmot always coudfiue, would not 
be eo gciienilly felt if tbe woavera wore tlie only 
people wbo bad to compete wiib tbe macbiiiery of 
EiiglainL It La well known that clotti woulcl 
formerly bo manurnclurcd not only for home con- 
sninpiloiij but u\ho for exports, from threud jpyti 
by native woaien of every elusa. From the Umb- 
luin to ibe llary—from tbe weaJtliy zemindar and 
merdiont'a wife to the wife of the poorest ryot, 
eacb Iiud a cbarkJia for bcreolf, and every fumale iu 
’’ tbe iainjjy^ Heturn of profit to each womiui 
more Uian suificient for ber sobiibteocc, and tliua 
one-hnlf of tbe population used to'^livo by spin¬ 
ning. Since tiic introduction of Europeau tlircud| 
so Bup^rlor in quality and cbciip in price, scarcely 
a nbarkba is to be seen ill the country. Not 
only tbal, tlic returns of tliis rude spiiining- 
maebiae arc not now cnougb to muiatain tbe 
spinner, but cannot cover even the emt of cotton. 
Under these cireumsmiices, it is no wonder that 
a poor family Umt used to eommuiid the indiiitry 
of four bnndsi having' two rtiidcrcd uUogetbcr 
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unproducdire, must suffer penury. Hence the in¬ 
crease pf poverty among tbe ryota and other poorer 
classes; an erU wbkh am nnlj be remcriied by 
seek mg out ibe beat meana of developing the agrf- 
cnUural resourcea of Indiot anil eucoiLraging the 
culdvatien of those artJelea of produce} such m eot» 
ton anil tobacco^ which India eonld supply better 
niid cheaper than America^ were a Juiiiduua systein 
of protection nnd encouragement established.

J thercram embarketl on bann) tlie Cornwallis, 
di] the 30 th of April, bound la Madras, to convey 
n wing of IL M* 8&1I1 tegimejit diet was destined 
to reinforce the troops employed in Ava* Our 
voyage wm abort, and we aiiehored iii Madras roaiL 
on die 7 ili of May. During my stay at this place 
1 lived with jny worthy friend Dr, P, While tnahiirg 
prepamtiona to return to Europe on sick-leuv^ 
accounts were received of Messrs^ failure ut 
f lydembudr id whose firm the funds 1 pcsseased to 
meet the necessary expenses of the voyage w'ere 
vestiMi, I was tlicrcforc obliged to relinquish my 
Intention- 
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Mr, P. htid adv'nnccd a very Jarge sum to ojiabte 
the nizam to ftend hh adpuhited coDtingeut to 
take a Biiaie in tlie Decmii cumiiaigii, and necord- 
Ing to die custom of Intlia had demanded n'hat iti 
thia country wouiil Ih; deemed o vnry exorhitant 
rate of interest. It musE, however^ be remeinber^d 
that he was Jiimj^lf compelled to burrow (he gtenter 
part of die sum reguired^ and diat the mktng of a 
loan in Itidia la a much more dfjficult operation than 
in Eurape^ The (us^ain mortgaged a portion of bla 
revenues to Mr, P, a» u security for the payment 
both of the priiidpaj and jnteraAt} a transaction 
which had die laeit sanction of the governineut at 
the time ; and Mr. P. appointed his own collectors 
to receive the revenues w'hieh bad been assigned 
to htnu No sooner^ howcTeri had the Aturquls 
of li, rctumcfl to Europe, tlian Ida temporaiy 
suceofisor condemned the whole affair as tisurlo[^, 
and peremptorily ordered die revenues to be re¬ 
stored to the iii^uIt without makicig any reserva¬ 
tion whatever for the repayment of anything beyond 
the priiieipai of the loan.

able ■ooneeit," 

Jly brief residence ni Madras m Lhb occii^ion 
was rendered pulafnb by obserrltig* the mjany 
brcacliet whfdi <leulh and departures for Etirtipe 
had rnacle in the oeeinl circle which 1 Itod found m 
my first juri^nl. The burial-gremid reenlleil to ifiy 
miad the natnee of several brave, geiieroiis, mtd 
apoii-lieartfHl frieuds—« not lost," but, as I trast, 
“gone beforef Md the cholera, wbleh at thb 
pericKi raged in the city, was Gist swelling the num¬ 
ber of sepanilions between thtae who hod been 
fondly attache<L At such dines 1 have e^^perienced 
how strong a hold on our best fceliiigi the eastern 
80 strongly reprobated by Protesmnts, of praying 
for the dead posatmo^ aad I cotild not codderan it, 
though I ftEn iar fVota recornmending its adoption* 
I am aware of the dangerotis superstitions to wbicli 
]£ has given rise,of the abuses to which it is pecu¬ 
liarly liable,—of the perils that mny arise from de- 
femng repentance and satUbciion uniil after death; 
itill 1 cannot but feel that It la an amiabLc 8 ii]>ersti- 
tion, and that theitie b a melancholy consolatton in 
the species erf tuterebune it seems to maintain be¬ 
tween the hearts of die survivora fuid tlic souls of 
tile departed. 

“ Strangerfi," mys an inteIHgeiii writer, ™iting 
our Eujitern terntorie% cannot lail to be impressed 
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wilh painrul feclingisiia they lumy the gleramy r^- 
cEptoclii^ opprupmted to those Cbristiam who are 
ilesdned to broatbe dieir Ielse in exile. "Hie poriioii 
of ground condemned and act nparl m the fiiml 
restltig-pluec of tbe EyrDpeon resideiiU, is leldoizt 
sufEciently extensive lo give * ample roam nod 
verge enough^ for tbose ^vho seek ro|>{»a within 
il* gtoomy ptcciueis. All are ever-erowdedp and 
jmmy exhibit the most frighiful fentures of e ebar- 
tieUhoQset dilapidated tombs rank vegemtioa^ and 
unburied bones whitening in the wiad. The trees 
are iiifestcil with vultures and other liideoiiA carrion 
birds; huge vampirO'lj^ti nestle in the wails which 
too often prcflont apertures for the adnussioo of 
wotvea Olid jaekals crowding to their nightly resort» 
and tearing up the bodies interred wntbout tlie ex¬ 
pensive preeautions ncceSBary to secure tlietn from 
such frightful desecration. The grave tmisL bv 
deep ; eoveredj, in the first plocei with heavy planki, 
and afterwards with solid masoiuryi to preserve the 
mouldering inhabitant from the attacks of wild and 
ravenous beaiU. lu many plnees^ il is tiiicessary 
to have a |;;uard posted every night^^ tinul the founds 
ntiou of the tomb slmll be completed, h is not 
often that the admiratien of the vuUtor is exdted by 
the monurnental remaini ef tfie Christian eomtnu- 
iiity ill India: Uiey consist, for the most part, of 
clumsy obelisks, stunted pyramids, iiondescript 
eoiumni of a great confusion of orders, and ill-pro- 
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pordoned beonng ail sorts of ums. 'Hio 

most elegant and approprinle nre diosc wlnoh me 
built 111 imitaUDii af the mferidr closa of Mnsaid- 
nmiinee tooLbs^ oansisting of a sarodpliagus, nuHcd 
upon on etaTaU'd! pEatfonn, approaclicd liy Iiondsome 
fiigbta of steps, ail cl having a domed roof supported 
upon pillara^ Uot even when tbcjio znonuments are 
as large and as handsome as their models, llie eFeet 
is injured by the inferiority of tlie si tun don.. An 
aitraeUve site is altnoat invariiibfy ohos^n by the 
AIosLem far a place of sepulclire-'* 

1 was particularly struck witli the picturesque 
beauty of liie Mohammedaii bnrial-gramid at the 
Cape of Good Hope, which beloiigm to a colony of 
Afalays that Imve located themselves in southern 
Afncfti and bas been found a useful acquisition to 
the settlers. I’lieir cemeteriea are ranged in a bend 
of terraces on pue of die deelivides of die range of 
the labJe Afountainj and ore kept remarkably neat 
and clean^ My attention was particularly directed 
to them one night, when the whole declivity was 
illuminated, producing nn effect that seemed (lice 
enchoiitmcnc. On inquiry, 1 learned tliat the Ma¬ 
lays illuminate the tombs twice in the year, and on 
such Docasioiis m^semble to pray for die souls of their 
rclativefi, and to lament their 1q«s. 

!t is very rarely in India,*^ continues iho author 
already quoted, ihougli the disdpl«i of the Pro- 
phcL dwelling iii the neighbourhood may be poor 
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anil feWf that tlic tomb of a br^tliei* is ne^l^t«l i 
^mc pidu» hnnil ia found t& sweep away the dost 
and litter, whieL iiroiild otbem'iac aeiriimulate aroand 
itf and ti> strew fiowers over the rCEoalna of Ju per- 
tmp» nameles* tenant* Indeed, the reixrcnee for 
the dead^ enlerUiined by the Moliammedan naUveSt 
ejtteiiiis te persons of all countries and religieiUL 
Tliey, who in their lifetime liave acquiredo reputa¬ 
tion for tlio virtues most in esteem amoiipt Asiatic^ 
will not be forgotten Ui the grave. More ilian one 
Christiun tomb lias become an object of veucradon. 
in Indift, receiving die same respect and homage 
which the children of the soil pay to dto^ of tlieir 
ow’d persuastoii w*bo have been esteemed saints* 
Even Hindoos, though shrinhing from contact with 
a corse, will reverenee the slirbics of the warlike or 
the tirtuous dead. It is strongc that so touching 
an eitample lias not been foliowe<l by the Etiropcaii 
residents who, nt a very small ecsEj might render 
die places of interment destined for their brediren, 
for less revoking than their present aspect. A few 
labourera atEached t* each cemetery would keep 
die whole in order| and as flowers spring up spou- 
toiieoiisly ill many places, Hide care or cultiviiiiOR 
would be required to convert the coarse dank grass, 
whidi seems t^i afford a harbour for sufikea and 
odier veuomoua reptiles, into a blooming garden i 
and ihougb, in consequence of the number of 
tombs, which are crowded^ as in England, mio die 
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same cnddtsurc^ and tbeir infenc^nty botli iif 
finfgn, md b^tityof ilia tnaterial^ n Chriatiaii 
aematery navar cowld. be rendereii so impeding and 
attractive as ibosa spetoaa Aud carefully-tcndcf! 
pleosu re - groii n ds surrotiTidin^ tba tiiaitsaleiiiiis, 
which add fio inucli to iJie architccturfiJ displop 
of India, (hey loigbl be made inore a^ecabJe to 
the eye, and objects of less horror to tlio«c who 
bn VC little hope of living to re turn to their Jiadvc 
land. 

In a conntiy where European stattons He at 
the distance of many days^ march from each other, 
tiotnetons ifuitances occur of deaths upon jonrneySt 
or in remote places, whence it would be impof^iblei 
in consequence of ilie rapid demmposition prochiced 
by the clsmate, to convey the body to corusecrated 
ground. Upoosudi occhsioar, the coirse is usually 
iiffirrcd 'upon die spo^ and Iravellccs frequently 
find those monumcnial rematnB, in wild and jimifly 
diitricto, which shew that there the hand of death 
has overEnhen an Individiiali pereliance journeying" 
Onwards mnth the Bamc confidenoe whicli nninaates 
dieir own hreastii'^* 

In Borne porta of die country where no Chmthin 
buriabgroMnd has been consecrated, sepiiidirea ore 
frequently erected in garcleiis and pkaaure'gTOiinds. 
But this pradiee is attended wjdi coiisiflerabla in- 
con veuience, in consequence of the very stroiigo 
supers Utm ns w^hich the natives have respecting 
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liepurtcd epiriiJ. Tli^y not infrequently identify 
gho^bs widi pish^iftni or demons^ and attribiitc to 
them the atrangpit enpn(M!s and paMiont iningin- 
able. 1 once oceupieii a bungalow erected on tlte 
ramparU of the deserted fort of St. David j in tlie 
trendi boneadi aeveroJ aoMietfl bad b««p buried, 
akin m die vidoHy during die tfuti between the 
French and Englkh^ in the early part of the last 
oentury, At night 1 waa invaiiDbly deserted by 
my aervtmis; they averred that the ph^taikiM rose 
frenn their grave* at the wilching hour of night» 
lud fought alL tbeir battles over agatn^ aitd that if 
they were iatemiptctt they iavariably turned dicir 
rage against the in Wader*. Tlsera wtts o ne ghcert^ 
quite OP Alexander in hill tiny^ “thrice he van¬ 
quish ed all hh foe% and thrice ho dew the slain^^ 
and this very formidable pi^uah had^ it appears, 
taken Europeatia under hi* proteetloni while he 
exceeded all tliC rest in hostility to the nativei* 

One night ! porauaded a servautj with great dif- 
£culty» to crcpupy a maltrc** at the foot of my l>efL 
It $0 happened that a violent frtorfp aio$e, obaut 
mid night} which foieed open all the doors and win¬ 
dow* of the bungalow* I had to get up and close 
tljein myself for my servant ims in such a pitiable 
state of U?rror} that be waa unable to move. In 
the morning be told bb fcllow-servaiita the moat 
frigiitful talc of the great piiAo^h Laving come to 
tear him from bk bed, and how be bad been only 
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Naj^j lie actually apjJC'iiJcil iJitf for a eonfiriiJatiori 
of bb testimony^ and seemed utterly natouiided 
tt'ben I deebred that there was not u ward of truth 
ill it from begijioing to CiicL His worcli bow-erer, 
was beliercd in preference m mine j ami tlit? tiilei I 
Luyc ijodaubti is still received as one of the most 
autlieiuic ghost steries in Imib. 

A srimibr trait af superstition is recorded by the 
author of Sketebes of Indiau Sotdety A bunga* 
low in Bundkelliund wa# iaturiahly ilefertecl at 
sunset by all the semintsof the establifihtnent^ not- 
withstutiditig their attachment to a very indulgent 
ranstcr, in oonsetjueuce of ii Chris lian in rarity of 
some three or four years ohk being buried in Uic 
garden. It if«ts suid tliat the ghost of this |ioor 
child wnikedi and at a parlicular period of the night 
approached the house and made a aiudest demand 
for bread and batterj—nn incident too fall of 
horror to be borne I 'Fhere was ho reme^ly uguinst 
tlie panie occasioned by this noiioii. l^Jie bujiga- 
low occnpicd a wild and desolate site on the top of 
a£teop bill* infested by tigere and otJier BavBge 
beasts, and every night its solitary European in¬ 
habitant UTM left to the enjoyment of the i^ild 
lerenades of these aiiiateur performers, the servants 
decamping en moAic to the village at its base/' 

On the other haiid^ 1 have frequently known 
sepoys moimt guard tn the vidnity of a cemeleiy 
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where iBeFeml HiiropNilaii ofEeer$ were interred, and 
wimt jii r«Lthcr eurlous, ih&y used present ami* to 
tlie i^tiosts ttl a particular Lour of ihe nigJif. The 
nativi.^ al Miidrika freiiueatly visit ihe European 
buryio^-groundj and some of them perform po<^^ 
or roli^aus reverence nt the grave of m (avotinte 
masUT or mifitress. 

The loss of many dear fnembi the mi^ry ariB- 
iiig from ti^ie elTeecs of a recent fnJtiniVi and the 
ravages of ttic cholem, made me ooxious to quh 
Madras- and 1 vcrluoteercd my services for the 
Biumeio war^ They ivere not accepted; a circum* 
stiiJsec which greatly grieved me at the time^ 1 
am not however qn it this subject without rcfemftg 
to a circumstance which Ikas been often inbrepre- 
DSOTitcch and doing justice to the memory of a brave 
and houDufuble insiu. ^ 

Major S-, die first cammnndijig officer u infer 
w^hom I servedj and whoHC aaine has lioeii more 
than one® inojstioned tn these pages with merited 
respect, was sent by Sir A* C- witii ii detiicLmcat 
of mktive troops to attach a strong position ncoo*, 
pied by tlie enemy* Aivare of the iiireriority of 
ibe sepoys to the BurmeKC* Mjijor S* reqiwiitcri 
tliat buck a jiortion of Europeans should be joiuod! 
to his force as would give confitlelice to the sepoySi 
and ensure tlie succor of the operations- Mis 
reasonable request was refused with something like 
an iasinuatiun ogsdnst the molivoe by which it vm#

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aictatcd. Major & though well aware that h\% 
force inadf^oato to carry a etockaded poaitioa 
occdpted by a superior force* aod defended by 
ineo who looked upon ihair assaibnU as an inferior 
race, nevertheless resolved to bastard the enterprise. 
All the officers displayed gr^t courage and ran- 
duct, hilt the sepoys could not be indaeed to sUmd 
against t^ic BurmeJse* whose physicnl strength, as [ 
ba%'e okeody observed, Ls greater than tliat of any 
other Aaiatics. Thev broke,^ and all efforts to raJly 
lliemwerc iiiefTecltifll. This unhappy afFair, whieh 
was clearly oi^'lng to the wnnt of u European 
fletuebroent to support and give courage to the 
sepoys* wTis made the suhjeet of unworthy and 
injurious cofoment by Sir A+ C. Aitlioygh Major 
S. completely esoneruted Idmself in the minds of 
all fair and honourable men, competent to pro- 
nouuee an opinion upon the subject, yet the cir- 
eumRtunco weighed so heavily on his high-spirited 
and neofiitive mind, iliat he never held his hli||ul up 
aftcruTirtls, but gradually sunk into the grtive, the 
rictiin of uumeriied impuUitions^ 

Hie recent famine greatly increased tlic pructieo 
of tnendicity, which in Ttidia h a tax the most 
hamssing and %'exutious. Beggars in tljat country 
so easily get a living, that all sorts of idle nTui loo*e 
characters ptiUst tbem^elvea assuclu and prow] aboil t 
the streets c.vtorting uiiwdlling charity* Several 
enu^ have tended la bring about tlvts slate of cir- 
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cua3stiinc«Rp TUq nqtiirQl fettility of the kojf Icadifig 
to an ab LindEince of proriuceji hibnar ii held cheap^ 
riH the of Supporting life are found wiUioor 

difficuky. The religion and mannors of the people 
iriculcQting charity ita a Tirtne of the fin^t unfer, 
there nre not ivHntinjr idle men to avail tliomsefvea 
of tlie pretcnoe^ and ao we have different org^- 
isccd bauds nf mendicants, who regularly feed nud 
fetten upon piiblSc alms. In feet, the success of 
ttiesc men is so grmt that we do not wonder to sec 
men, who were labnufcrs at one time, tum into 
regular beggnrs. Besides these, we have regular 
frequenlers of marriagcfi feirs, ami festivals of all 
klutls, w^ho are sueli stuniy villnsns that they do 
TKit scruple to every means, pewimsion, en- 
treptj'r threat, and abuse, by turns, for the purpose 
of eitnrtjon- BmliTnias are found in greater pro- 
portiua among beggarj than any other caste of 
men; anrl w^hen such a wretch besets us, it is not 
until tfter he has eshausied every term tn the 
beggarvocabulary, be it to petfnaife, to soften, 
or to threaten,—'to bring down bl^^^ings on the 
bead of us and ours, or Co shnwer dow’n curses ftinl 
dammation,— timi he will lt*avc os. 

Of the pertinacity of die beggnh? I liad ample 
e?tperienee on my rofid from Madras to %^eliore. 
The misery I tiad left behind in the cit>' wws fully 
e< 2 i^nlled by that which I met to the country, one 
scene of distress fellowed another witli frighlfi]l 
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lapitlity, an^ a tUirvirg population interniingle<l 
with the trading mendicant-i I liavc described, beset 
my passage, and impeded my progress. At one of 
tlic stage* their numbers wore so great, Uicir peti¬ 
tion* so clamorous, and i belie™ their rnauts so 
pressing, that I was obliged to employ some urtificc 
and management in order to get on. I sent one 
of my peons to parehaBe a qonntily of rice and 
distribute it at the opposite end of tlie village. 
Thither die ctoffd flocked, and in a very short titno 
the place where I remained wm deserted: t seiaed 

the opportunity of pnsbiiig fortirard, but I hsd gone 

ip a cOBsidembte diatimc* before 1 wM out of henr- 
iiig of die babel of soumia raised by the damoroiw 
petitiotieis for a share tti this dlstnbiilioa. Nothing 
indeed, could ejicecd the misery and woe I wit¬ 
nessed at this period. 

Objects of pity, principally women and eliildrcti, 
were to be fotiiid wandering about almost in a slate 
of nudity and smrvatian in die ptinripul village*, in 
bond* of one and two buudred, eiistlug on the 
grasses and herb* of the field, and such meagre 
clutrity as die belter provided natives, and cluincc 
Kuropean travellers, emild afford to deal out to 
such ijamcTOuB jipplicant*. 'nieir numberi 1 should 
suppose, anioonted to many thousand*, who if left 
in their wretched and lielpliiss state, would sliortly, 
as the scttwm iif sickticss ami rain was then ap- 
pruoching, disappear from the face of the eartlj. 
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1 reainincd a ikyi at Bungalare wiiU mjr <■]{! 
frionfl Dr. S,;—! found tlie atadoii Mucli Improved 
sineo tl]« period of my former visit, botli in the 
builditiga ami in the fesrivltics for n^Lich it is re¬ 
nowned throughout India. Several limey balls were 
given on a gtartd Kale, mid Uie licaiitifol little 
theatre at tlie end of the assemhly-rooias wot oecu- 
pied almost every evening by n imrps of ornateara 
whose perfornumces were far above par. 'ITie sliff- 
iie», formality, and rigid etiquette which ofc in ore 
or less the banc of Anglo-Indian Hociety appeared 
at tills time to have been conoidcrabty lelased, 
though they hove been since tesumed with more 
than iJicir former vigour. 

From Bangalore I proceeded to Mysore, and 
liere mV further progress was arrested by the resi¬ 
dent, tho Hon. A. H. C., who insisted that I should 
remain witii him duriog Uie remainder of my sick- 
leave. Those who know die excellent qualities of 
bead Aid heart by which this truly esUmabk gende- 
man is distinguished, will alone be able to appre¬ 
ciate die gratifications I derived from this visit. All 
India about this lime rung with tlie feats of a cele¬ 
brated juggler, who uswl to sit on dm air without 
any apparent niennii of support; the curiosity he 
excited wna fully equal to thnt which n-as occasioned 
in Europe some years ngo by the perform^ecs of 
the automaton chess player; drawings of him were 
exliihitcd in the Itiduin new-^pera, and various 
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conjectured liaxarttcd aa to the mcDtia he employed 
to produce hb woodroua exhibition^, i hud un 
Opportunity of wltnedaiog bis pcrforQiaiicei during: 
the cclcbmiioii of the Dtisscnih ut Mysore, though 
at a later period ib&u that to which my narmtirc has 
arrived, but 1 simil desexibe it here, because the 
exhibitioM of jugglers are among the most hitero*!- 
ingof the public amusemeuts at Mysore. 

The juggler was a thin, spare Brahmin, a native 
of Cuddapat; he was accompanied by foar or fire 
attendant to the plncc selected for the exhibitiDii, 
which was au open space in fii>i]t of the British 
resideucy. A numerous company assembled tu 
witness the performance, and occupied seats in the 
porch^ The Brahmin made the u^ieeiI sahuun, dia* 
playing rather tiiorc than an ordinury share uf dig^ 
iilty and aelf-poMefLiion. A square spot was then 
enclosed by curtaius, iu which the juggleraud hb 
attendants remained quite concealed uuiil the necea- 
4 ary preparations were c?ompIcted. These prelim i* 
uary armngemcntB lasted about twenty minutes,, 
during which time some haiumeritlg was heard; at 
length the curtain was withdrawn, and tlic man 
appeared at his ease, sitting cross-legged ffi the air, 
with no apparent support save the crook of a ham- 
hoo about five feet in length, which he grasped with 
one hand, wduk he counted tlic beads of bb rosary 
with the other. In thb position lie remained about 
lialfan boar, during which time several of us w^ked

round hlm^ and endeavoured to conjecture hy wliut 
ineaiiH lie could contiuue in «o &tnui^c o posture. 
The curtaliis were llieji replaced, tbe □pporatua 
removed^ and d\e pcrformcrp ap^inreo^ly tfuffcrio^ 
Uttk from faugue or pdiiful e.iertloii;i repeated bt^ 
j^laam to the company^ 

Tbe only appunitus used id ihk exhibition were 
a stool, a pretty stout bamboo* crooked ot the eitre- 
raity, and a mallet. 1 lia^e beard Bcveral attempi-^ 
to explain this cimoits exhibition, but the only one 
appeunng to have any plausibility wa^ diat a steel 
bar wms contaioecl wnihlii the bamboo, and in some 
nny coDoected n^nib steel plates concealed In tlie 
performer's dress- Even thii% bis position must 
bovo been moat constmiiicd and unoomforUiblet and 
be must have tnaatered many diUcyJtiea before he 
could obtain the art of bnhincjii^ and equipoising 
bimself in so wondrous a manner Tim explanation 
is not without its difficulties, but I think h derives 
some coiifirinntiofl from the fuel th&t the bambofi 
™ driven firmly into the ground, and further 
secured by pnsfling through a liole mndc m the 
wooden BtooL 

In no part of ludk are the jugglers so expert as 
m the Madruii presideocy, purticularly in tlie My¬ 
sore country and the Carnatic. The bodtcft oftlie 
Madras juggkri are so btht and supple as to re¬ 
semble those of serpents rather tliun men. An anist 
of thU kind will place o ladder upright on the grotmti, 
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and wind liimself in a»d f»ut through the roitndi tinlil 
he reacliea Uie top, dpscenditi^ bi the tame piaiineri 
keeping the iitdderi which htu^ no support Arlmtevert 
In a perpcniliciilur posidnn. Some of tlie most 
accomplished tumblert will spriri^ over nn enormous 
elepimnt, or five enmebt ptaced abreast: and in repe- 
clandn^ tiiey are not to bo outdone by any of the 
wonders of our minor tbentres. Swallowing^ the 
aword Is a common operation^ even by those who are. 
not considered to be the moat expert \ nud they have 
various other cxplorts witli naked weapons of a most 
frightful nattircp A w^ontoD—^for the females are 
quite eqiml to the men in this kind of feaU—will 
dip the point of a sword in i^ome black pigment, the 
hilt is tJiCii fixed firmly in tliegTOund^ and after a 
few irhirls in tbe-air* tlie tokes off a portion 

of the pigment with her eyelid, A iw^ord and four 
daggers: are placed in th#^ound, with their edges 
and points upwards^ nt stfbh a disumcc from each 
other as to admit of a man's bend between themj 
the operator then plauUi a scimitar firmly in the 
ground, sifts down behind it, aii<| at a bound tirow-s 
himself over die scimitori pitching bis head exoedy 
in die cejilie between the daggers, and, turning 
over, cleans them ond ibc sworI* Walking over 
the naked edges of sabres seems in be prrfcetly 
easy; and some of these people will slick a sword 
in the ground, and step upon ihe point iu crossing 
over iL A more agreeable display of the lightness 
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and nctivity^ wliieh would ttii? pcrtmmm to 

tread o^ cr Bavi'er^ wiihnut beiiding Is sbcwii 

upon a piece of thin lindd cloth 'Btretchud out 
j^lig-htly in the liatirls of four per»on9, which hi 
traversed witliout rti^n^ 14 or forcing it from the 
grasp of the holders. The lifutig of heavy weights 
w'ith the eyelids h anotlicr very dlagustuig exhibi¬ 
tion* Somo of tlie optical deeepdons are ONcecdingly 
■eurioiis^ nnd inquirers are to this day puzzled to guess* 
flow plants, Bow ersaiicl fruity ean be instantaneously 
produced from seedi;. ITie Mudcaii jugglers travel 
to all parts of India, but it is not oficM that tho most 
celebrated are to be found at a distance from the # 
theatre of llteir education* llie serjiciiU-charinerii 
alio make a great figure in all pith tie festivals at 
Mysore r I have ftlrtaiiy described their perfonn- 
aiices, and need uot add uuyThiiig on a topic so 
repeatedly discussed* ih^e is no doubt tliat they 
* frequently practise ingenious deception, but I think 
there is just os liLlJe Toom to questiou their know¬ 
ledge of a more efficacious protoetion agaiiistsiiake- 
poisoii than any with whicli wo arc yet fopiiliar.

Since my reiuru to Europe I Imve had wme 
opportunities of obeerviiig tlic effi<My of Kyou^s 
process in preventing the destrncLive effect of dry 
rot. ' 1 am perau&ricd that it woiiid be equally useful 
In rcaUling die rav^ea of the wliite antSij and 1 
would strongly recommend diose who ur^ about 
visiting Jndiu to luivc their trunki matlis of Kynti* 
ized wood. No one who has not suffered under 
die infliction of this plague cao form a notion of 
the c^ctent of damage w^liich muy he wrought by 
tlic^ destructive injects in a singEe nighL 1 have 
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myaeLf c^tperi^nced great Ich$ 3 and pcraniiaE I neon- 
veniptice from tlicm both at Bangafore and MadraSf 
in spita of iht gr^tusi care and moat vigilant pre- 
cautiofis. In catimaUng the ainnunt of Iosjk we 
iDUit bear in mind not only tbc cost dF the arUcle, 
but also the difEcalty of replacing it, especially ux a 
country station. The eipemie of Kyaiiizing trunks 
and bo,xcs would not probably be very grcnij and 
the ultimate saving b really beyond eatculotiDn- 

I think also that the K^ttniEiiig process ough! to 
be applied to the wood tisctl in building Indian 
liouses where teak is not to be had^ or can only be 
procured with great ospenso nnd dtffictihy. The 
w'ood most commonly used jn India b of a toft 
white ilescriptioni such at these ii}sectt prefer* At 
to fludi prceautioas attar, pain4and stacea, 1 tliink 
them quite insufiadeiit, and 1 have already said, 
that watohfuhim is balSed by the rapidity ivith 
which a swmrrq cflix'cta its deprti^atiunt; there is nn 
warning of th&ir approach, na viaihle Indication of 
tlicir incLnity; the enemy ij not dbeavered untiJ 
tlie miin:hicf h done, 

White anta are not found in die Nellglicttics, 
norj t Relieve, in any of the ranges of Indian Jiilb 
that hove a coiidderable elevation. Thh b nut 
the least of die bicssinga enjoyed in iheag mare 
favoured regions^ nnd it deserves to be taken into 
uccount by tJiiHe who propose to settle in India, 

During my stay at ^lysoret I nccompnriied Cap- 
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ulii P* t&sce Lliefblh of tin; Vmveryt ^liuared on 
an islatiJ ScM-esi^inuilriam, nbout forty 

to xhu ndrtli-ca«t of Myaoxi\ virhete the r«main» of 
aatiquity nzid tlia ruins of numerous temples evinced 
that it Imd been u place of eome note and conauler- 
abJe sanctity in former times. 

That interesting spot was for a long time deserted* 
und overgrown with jungle j fortonotely it h-ha 
gnuited by die nynt of Mysore to [lam-Eamoiyp 
au^aincd Modcliar, a tide neorty eqnivatcnt to our 
esquire. This highly patriotic and public spirited 
individual Imd been attached for many years to the 
British resiuletKy at Mysore, and the mjoJi rcwnnJtHl 
hb aorvicea by a grant of die iskiid of 
driam^ wh^e sanctity gave it tlic highest value ill 
the eyes of every pious Hindoo* When iLam- 
ffiiminy came to take posaessian of hta gnititj he 
found it u tungled wild, tenanted chiedy by wdld 
l^easts; its stately pagotks were desolate and moui- 
dcring by grudunJ decay, and wreti^! huto of die 
moat wretched of ryoh^ were biiik over the ruins of 
magnificent structures. He reqoLved to devote all 
Lis energies and all Its wealth to remedy the 
catunridea that Lad overwlicloicd a place biice lu 
Aourisliing. Hia only motive wns an anxiety for 
the public wealj since there i\’m no prospect imme¬ 
diate or remote of his obtaining adequate retnune- 
miion for die large expenditure required. ^Jlie 
Jaiigte W'os cleared awayi the jiagodas were re|iairedT 
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and a respi^ctah^jj^hDuKtry erected. But these were 
the letul of his I^quis ; he united die island to the 
mainland by twe atode bridgi^ of ndminibic atrne- 
ture. Tlie la^^^er uf them is u thouNuid feet in 
Icn^^^thj having a roadivay thirteen feel in breadth, 
secured by wooden battlementj^ it b$ supported 
by font huitilrod gnuiite pillars let into the native 
rock, and where no rock waft fodnd piera were con- 
fttnicleil at ^reat expeose. Tbo average Iciigtii of 
tlic Ignite |itlhirft h about twenty feet * each pillar 
h secured in its bod by iron bolts. The bridge is 
not ftlraiglit^ but bt^nt into a curve* the convex tide 
of which Ift opposed to tlic current, which is very 
nipid, i^rtieularly dnria^ iJie ruidy ftcasant. 

Hie Britisli government evinced iU sense of Ram- 
ftndmiy Modeller’s libemtity by bestowing on him 
a grant of Luid* nud uii huiiunity title* (Jurntparam 
Curtfi^ **a benefactor of mankiiid*") illustrative of 
the boneBta be had bestowed on die public|. wlilcli 
he vuined stilltupre. The esdmated cjtfjonse of all 
the iniprovemeiits cJTected by iliis excellent tuaii 
WAS mure tfian tuciHy tbouftaiul pounds. 

Hie falls of the Caavcjry were only visited by 
a few enterprising Indjdduabf befum the erection 
of those bridges; the only mode of ucceu to them 
wm by ehunbering over rocks fuid precipices, wbieh 
M-ere exceedingly dangerous, imd which cuuld only 
be passed whyu the river wns at iu lowest level, 
and cunsequeiuly when tbe lalls were least wortljy 
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of a vh\U falls arii at each jitfu of tJia iBlanfl 

of Scvespnnadriain; om h four ^ndrod aud sixty 
fi?eC in tlic other about three buuidred md 

fifty. TLe vetume af wnter in tbe rainy eca^nn is 
very great, espocklly ia die larger fail; it rolls m 
one sheet over a ptedpitoiis lodge of ruekj with a 
fcartul and stunning somid^ wlnoh mny be hoard nt 
a very tonsideitdiile distoaeo^ 

The works at Sevesemydruun were nearly twenty 
years in progress; more than that s|:»ace of liiue 
elapsed bottt^eou my first iind Jiecond vml to the 
Ihib of the Cauvery, atid I never beheld a more 
grallfyjKig change ivryyght in any country. The 
jungk was cleared the kuid vms brought Into 
euUivation; and a thriving population oeeupied iho 
fields whicb liiul been formerly almost tenanlless 
from iruibifhi- D tiring my firat visitt tiie reposo of 
myself und iny eompooiona bad been duiturbed by 
die low decjJ growl of the tigerj, the inoantful bowl 
of the bycna^ die hoarse eadi of the elh^deer,. 
relieved oec^lurtally by the diattcrlng qf monkeys 
and the scr<.>umii of pea and jungle fowl; Uicse 
souiida were now succeeded by tjje baying of die 
liouse-dogp tliD lowing of cattlCp and the busy hum 
of men. I a shorty the ne w occupanti had all but 
extirpatefl die farmer tenants, and what I had left 
a desert [ found a patadbiC* There is a singular 
legend conneuted witli tlie falls of die Cauveryt 
which I bearfL on the sjmt, nnd which I sLnIL here 
relate nearly as It mm to!d« 
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THE EEGEJTD OF THE CAUTERY. 

** Ik tlie i^Soriouf tlaya of liindusbinj when iu 
mallve princoi alone tuM tbe land, and nil iub*- 
hitnfit^ were goverDiEil by tbe wise in^titudons of 
Meou^ dicrc lived a king, wbo bad a daughter of 
fluch eKqQisiLe beauty, that till Uio neighbourLag 
lajaliB sought her band m marrisige. SJie refused 
all these siiitorSf fur bve had already sobrid her 
hearL The object of her aEectiuns was a poor 
blftchsioitlt whom she had nccideiitally seen from 
the teriXice of her fal flier's palncOi By means of a 
fiurse who wts fondly amiched m her, she opened 
a coniinuni^tion witli her very hamble Jovetj and

**'Fill? morning of the appointed dfiy dauTicnii 
from tile different prtiieei who Imd been 
suitoojp Olid creu some ef Uie prinees tlieni&eivcft 
nascjiiblcd roiii]i;l the pabice^ while multitndefl from 
iliD fturrouiidbg country and from the city ^-ntne to 
gnie at aucli m gorgeeua fipecUtdo. TJie gates of 
the pabice were threwn open^ and id a momcDt the 
linil of audicneo hus thronged ulmoi^t to stifTocatten. 
lime passed on llowly and hi^avily^ wt it nln'uys 
does when ejrpectatioii is bigjily excited; murmurs 
at tlio delay wen? graduullj rising into cbmiouts, 
when tbc king nppeareth clotbcd in a mourning 
robCf with dust upon Jiis hendf and aiiimuncei! that 
tbo princess hus nnwboro to ho found f For u Jong 
time it wm impossible to diitcover any Itacc of her; 
none of her servan ts had been taken into her coiifi- 
deneOf and though they were tortured^ they had It 
not in their power to gi^e the slightest clue to the 
causes of her disuppeoiunce^ At length u i^nihmiu 
noticed that her nurse hud not been subjected to the 
stern iTH|uisition j the ugeti woman was supinmned;

^'^lizinieiisc fowards hnd bean olfered tkroiighQut 
ika whole of Hindustan for any ipforTnatiori whidi 
would lead to thedboovery of lha fugitives istfiircli 
was of course made in every direction: after a long 
time tha lovers saw a troop of lioTSC m die l^anka of 
die Canvary, and witnessed tkuir finding tbe vdil 
and tite apron^ Persuaded that the princess and her 
panunour liad perbhedf Lite horsejnen ioiEnediatefy 
witiiflrew't upon ivhicli the hkcksmitii exulted as if 
all danger had Wn for ever averla^L The princasg 
on tlia ndier haiidi felt Bqd prasentiments of eril; 
aba told her lorer that she considered caution more 
than ever necessary | and she engaged him to join 
La a promise, that if iheir existence and retreat 
ahouifl ever be discoreradji they would throw iheat- 
selves together down; the Fnlli of tba Cduvery^ 
^^Miiny moans rnllad away^ and the lovers remained 
nndbeovered in their relraatr One moniing as they 
were sitting on a rock width cflmnmjidedi an exten¬ 
sive view, they saw a gossein mendicant pursued 
by ft tiger, apparently with little prospect of escnpep 
The blod^mitK who was a keen ftporiimaiip setKed 
hiu bow and arrows, halted to ft little akifi" which 
had been constructed some time before for ocesr 
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ai^tial trips to tho maunlaniij and reached tlie lutok 
j(Wit fls tlie gos^win liad sirti^ down by the 

ferocjDiut bc^L An iirrow from Uie blacksmitb'a 
bow brought tlic tiger down before tlic mendicant 
had received any mortnJ linrti bul the unfortunate 
man scrutched and wounded tJiat the blach- 

AiDilh ferried bira over lo the island-retreat^ in order 
to give him abelter until hk strength sbould be 
restored. 

Frtiin tlie very first moment the princess felt an 
instinctive and unconquerable disUkc to her uiiweJ*^ 
come viMilon Ho was garrubiis and inquisitive; 
there was aa insidious expression of cunniiig In im 
sharji features, and nil ovo^*^QCtcd fervency in his 
voluble expressfons of devotion such us are alw^ays 
found with an accompl^bcil by ponrite^ TJie bbick' 
sinithp bowever, w'as completely dnpeil by the very 
circumstances w^hjcb should have awukcnod liis 
suspicions; tbougli he did not directly entrust the 
gossein with his secret, he allowed him inddvutally 
lo learn drcum^mnops wbicli, coupled with the 
general notoriety of the elopcmentT easily enabled 
die mendicant to discover the ctumictcr of his bostu. 
The princess early detected his knowledge of her

I Itna'-v of cniy one 
similar example; the orectioti of an trnn EUffponstoit 
bridg:e over the Kalce Nndee at Kliodagutige, be- 
tween Agra and Cftwnporc* Kot baling seen this 
aiructnre layseif, i give the cleocffption of it which 
oppeored ITI (be native papem t—"‘riiifi Etriielure tmi 
iiB spirttwl founder^ the Nawnb IlakeeTn Mohndee 
70*000 rupeeii, and wai upwards .of seven yeara in 
progresH. The original design for n suspension 
bridge, biit during the flak vein's abseocc at Luck¬ 
now, it wfts changed for n native bridgOi and so fer 
bad this nUeratinn been acted npont ihtti m 1834 a 
nlimber of wells had been sunk for the foundations 
of the piers, two of which were completed. At this 
perimip Captain Boileati wtis called in to erect an 
iron suspension brhlge which had ticen sent up by 
Captain Thom*oii| agent for iron bridges \ or rather 
the greater portion of one* for one curve bad been 
sent up years previously by the engineer who pro¬ 
dded Captain Boileart* This hriilge utls to have 
consisted of three curves of 150 feet chord aiiiej hut 
as a very large sum had been expended upon the 
well^, and as the adoption of Captain Thomson 
desigti wuiild have involved the negation of all the 
work finished for one pier, Capt. w*as obliged to 
alter the whole arnuigemcnt of the iron work* and 
to divide it into four full curves of feet, ond two 
half curves of 34 feet B inches. The platfonn is of 
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wooden plunking* and h liori^ontjiL I'he widib if 
16 feet between Ure drop*lmi?s witii a rim in the 
middie of inches. The heaviest cart* searcely 
make it vibrate, and in a recent trial the pEi^^3^lge 
over U of the nawab^a larac^t etepLanl prtxbiced 
no perceptible motion* The moat laborious of the 
whole opojtitions was bringing ibo river iskto n new 
cliannel rut for it under tlio bridge, bat this liua 
been perfectly done, and the increased stream 
now runs in its new' ch&nnel as if it hod done 
Ed for cctUnrieSh It cannot be denied that mnny ^ 
of the public structures erecleii la ancient times 
by the Hindoo imahs mul Mohammeflan Nauubs, 
or, na they nre eommonly called^ Nababs, were 
erected more froui motives of ostentation and 
devorinn than with any direct view to public 
utility. So much wn^ tlds the Cftse, that nothn^g 
is more common in nil Mohammedan con nines 
Lhnn to see unfinished eilifices, Kimmeitced on 
n scnlc of great magniftcence, in the immedmie 
vieiiiity of much inferior buildings* fhe reason i®^ 

that in the east every erliliee bean the nnme of it» 
founder, uiid should he die bufoie the fttmeture is 
completed, no one is disposed to finish berause 
he will guini no fame or cfcdiii from that which has 
been already irrevocably given to another- Still* 

^ tliia tendency to aixpire Fame by public w^rks is one 
ffbich I Ibiiik til*? Uritali govemnatnt ii bound by 
every inodve of (sound policy to eiicourftge, espe* 
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cially of laic yi-ftrs it hirt clone tery Uttl* itself, 
ekLer hi makinji^ impTov^^CTCJiti or mnintainiiig 
and fune wiiiK the works of iitUity erected in former 
o^eSf many ef which are now" Cdiing to decay by tlie 
p^mdusd de^"asttitiom of liine+ l^erlinps gtantfl of litnd 
may not in nil cn^ea be adviimblc^ but tkics of liotiour 
distributed w-ith lyutiidnns and sparing liand would 
be icareely lesa effectual m an incentive- 

Heraldic diRliiictlon^ have in tins country fallen 
into a state of dinropute from wbicU tlicy can never 
be recovered t in ibe €?ast they are still vutued, and 
toi^fUt very easily be made a means of slrengtboning 
the flritisli govern roe nt I am persuaded tbatf^rcat 
gottl would result by ennciiiign tlwt any native who 
bud performed a renurhable public se^ice idiould 
be eutided to the Bn|^lish title of c^uire^ ai]d the 
prlvjjege of having^ and using b heredSutry crest aod 
coal of arm^, Wliy should we not liavc an order 
of knightlinod for Indioi open equally to ualivcsand 
Europeans? Assuredly Hin<lAslnii is mill or more 
entitled to such a distinction Uian the Ionian islands 
WTiile the country w-as under Urc exclusive domi¬ 
nion of the Company such uu institution wouhl have 
been obvieiwly impracticable^—for a mcrcamiile 
ussociatioii wmihl have been mther a comical sore- 
reign of a clih’atruus institution; but now’ that the 
Governor-gen craJ is regarded as the direct repre¬ 
sentative of the crown* I m.n see no possible objec- 
don to a plan so obviously likely to gratify easteru 
pride* and condliate eastern prejudice. 
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Many pc-nmna that if Iniiia rcsnain con- 

licuted witli Englanfl* il miMt nt Jio dbtant period 
bare a local le^isluture of same kind or otbtr: the 
tide of coloriixaiion (they observe) la beginning to 
turn towards IlinEl^taii^ ajid English iottkn^ rarry- 
lug with them their constitadonQl feelingSt wjd 
long rest ialbiied tlic enacitofn^ of a pollin’^ 
ment holding its sessions in Leadenhalbstreet The 
Anglo- Indian* are n rising and already an influential 
badys they liavc newspperi in which the question 
of self-govefiiroent has been frequently mooted and 
argued with sound tonstiiuliomil kiiOH'ledgeTand us 
yet fidlli tha catnvnesa mA temper beloiigiiig to the 
dificttflftion of points regarded as merely specaktke. 
Nay mote* similar discufisiona have appeared in tt^e 
native papers, hut nobody Jsas yet prapfwed the 
establishment af Hindoo houses of brda and earn- 
maus, and prabably such n pro|iosal would at the 
present be rccclverl with shouts of bughter* I think 
that the questioit of local legislation Lo India^ by 
provincial houses of assembly, is us yet ft very dis¬ 
tant speeulatioD, for nssuredly the country is not 
sufficiently prepared for the arduous task af self- 
government. 

There is, no doubt, at ihe pTCMnt Cfinc io Indio, 
a considcmble inaltcotion to the repair of public 
Vorks, and to the decoy of those which were 
constructed by the native powers, though mopy 
of them, if rebuilt, would mero than repoy ih* 
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outlay. I allude partli^ubrly to tbe repair of public 
higlivh'u)^ choyltiiei or caraTODeariiM, aud the dams 
of reservoira con.itmclod for die purpose of irriga- 
tioo. At preseut civilmna leave ibo care of these 
aod such Hke matters to the uiilltaryi—the mlJitary 
transfer the charge to the artiUery, Uie artillery to 
the eiigtoeer% and die engineirs to Providence! 

Since the rcnewol of the charter in maltem

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Tkcrc can bfl no doubt (iMst tbit rigid aiipwroacy 
of tlic Supremo Couiiril iito never inton dod by the 
Legislature. The principle of centmliraiion has 
been found innppllffible even to a oountr^ of such 
limited extent as England: hov then could it be 
applied in anparaUclml strictnes# to dominions ex¬ 
tending overnmilfloirofsquare mile*, nnd tenntited 
by nearly eighty miliums of inhabitantB, exhibiting 
everywhere the greatest diversity of religious 
usages mtd Institurions? Uniformity is not always 
an anquestiunahlc good; iJie nncienl tynmt I ro- 
, ■ erustes bad the honour of proposing the first act of 

nniforraity, which he applied to the bttnuin stature, 
by lopping off from ilm tegs of those who were too 
mil , and stretching on the rack the limbs of those 
who did not come up to his standard. One might

TJie pay of 
the foot-snhlier b of course less (hail that of a trooperi 
but lib duties are more llmti proportionally JighL 
The soil of Mysore is peculiarly adapted to the 
cultivation of eoflee^ wdiicli would he v'ery eitlefi- 
aively grown were it not for the unjust uiid vexa^ 
tioui tnfipmt^ levied under the name of n transit 
dutyi as if Mysore were a foreign enuutr}% Since 
Mysore has become virtually an integral part 
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ftf Hritifk India; it ia gtivenied by our oSictf^, 
garfisonni by our troopS) and taxed by our col- 
Lecton. 'ri*c pretence of iU being a foreigu coun* 
try ie neitlicr mere nnr lew tltoD mwebievau* 
nouscnec. The tax ia not only oncroaa ifi 
but most lurawing from tbn mode in which it » 
collected. It occostona veiatiom delays onil diffi¬ 
culties on the road; the pereona to whom U la 
brrmed out, codcafo'ur by additional imposilion* to 
iuercase tlieir goina during their year of oecupancy, 
and they often oocaaiou great detriment and loss by 
the carelewiteaa, and wtae times by the prepense 
malice, they evince in the scrutiny. Mysore coffee 
is nlso subjected to on extra duty in England, 
though its Rnjah is virtually deposed- Tliis^Ycxar 
douB distinction is to me perfectly inexplicable, 
and I cannot imagine that it would he msinbiined 
if the mattcp wore once fijirly brought before 
legislature of the eouniry. Half the produce, which 
is paid to tli€ government as, rent, and the regular 
export duty, are taxes olready sufficiently heavy 
without the addition of a transit duty as tlie coffee 
comes down for shipment, and aaother extra diarge 
upon it when it arrives in England* 

These and similaf anomaUes may he quoted as u

great benefits on tbc cultivator. 

1 may avail myaelf of ibb opportunity to lay a 
few wonJs on a subject tJiat bits been often mis¬ 
represented; I nieuji the employment of military 
officers in civil adjniuuiration. So far,from believ¬ 
ing such a cuBtom injuriousp I Imve known it to 
produce the most bcncBcial results. The iiiflueoce 
of old Iroditiona and bud syEtems Is stiU felt in the 
bureaus, w'here a writer aers'cs bii apprenticeship; 
tlic trained civilian is fettered by a mass of prece^ 
dents and autlioritles, wbieb prevent him from ex¬ 
ercising the powers of Lis own mind. From such 
ioduences a soldier ia generaJEy freei he can see 
what Is before him witliuut the aid of presidency 
spectacles,” and Lc goes forw'ord to Lia object,

a deEaebmcnt of inbuitry, and two gtins, witb whieli 
I was stationed at Manintoddy, These quarters 
were admimbly suited to the gcjieral heat of my 
disposition, though the command was not lihcfy to 
he prolitabiF, owing toils being the great thorough¬ 
fare from aJI parts to the Neilgheny hitls^ and at the 
same time in a remote and isolated district. 1 was 
necessarily subjeeied to unanoidable expense in the 
support of a t^Ie for those passing to and from 
the Ncilgherries, who could ortly obtain suitable 
refreshments at toy quartern. After a year's 
residence, 1 found myself inyolred in debt to a 
considerable amount. This rircumstaneo induced 
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me ta mcmoriiilke j^ovemiiieiit for on iidditional 
alJow;Ljiee^ l& iiideiniiiry' aod enable me te meet 
future e.iigencies^ but do aitentiou wrut then paid 
XQ my rec^ueitt and wLen 1 swbsequcaUy renewed 
tijo applicatluiii it waa aimllarJy treated. At leng^tb 
wltboiit my iatcrfcrcncei ttc matter wi^ brought 
effideiiily before the bigUef aulJiortties, nnd u 
moderate caEnpeuiation was mailer but not one 
adequate to the cireamstatioe^ of the casOi 

'fhe Wynaiid distrbt^ Rituated above theueateni 
cea^t of fndin, in of a very unequal and hi Sly sur¬ 
face, intersected by nuiueifouR narrow valleys moslly 
employed in the cultivation of rice. The bases of 
the hills are covered wiih wood and juiigle^ where 
the soil ifl deep and rich* and some of them to the 
very suxnraLta. 

I'he features of the country are Id general pic¬ 
turesque; tlicre are parts where the tceucry is more 
grand and w^Ud, from the towering height of the 
lUDUDiains,. with their sieep dolb and tuvUigs, tu 
which tim most atstcly timber grows. The country 
is not populous^ the Naira of Wahihur are the 
principal land owners, especially on llic weglern 
and northern sides: llic Koomhers* a ehiss of Hin¬ 
doos, occupy ttiosi of the other ports i they have 
displaced the nboriginca, namely, the Courehers, 
and Pttimrs- The bow and arrow’ are the national 
w eapon of the former, iu the use of which they are 
very expert. 
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Maliatuin, dr tbe coast of Malabar, dc-rwes its 
name from the native word Malian, si^ifyin^ biLls^ 
for ihetc ronn Iho clmraeteriigtlc feature of tlio 
country^ H is divided into northern and southern 
Malahnri and though both arc on tiie Gide 

of Ijiduk, they are under the government of Ma¬ 
dras* The entire district is nbout one hundred and 
fifty miles in length; its breadth varies from forty 
to sijfty miles. It lnw the province of Conam on 
the iiorthj tliat of Travaneore on the souths the 
district of Wynaud on the east, and the sea on the 
west^ A span of the western ghauts sepamtesi 
Malabar from WjTiaud and Coorg* whicJi Ho above 
Uio mountain chain, and Malabar occupies ihe base. 

The soil, climate, ontl people differ very mate¬ 
rially from those of tlae interior* The aspect of 
Llie country presents a succe^ion of hills and up- 
lands, with little or no plain, except in some small 
spots of table lend- 'riie bills pro composed of 
strata of gravel, resting on beds of bierite, which 
somoUmes approach the surface, and arc totally det- 
ticuto of vegetation. I'his spedes of sionc is quite 
soft when first uncovered, but it hardens hy ex¬ 
posure to the atmosplierc^ aTifJ forms a tnosc durable 
material for building. Moat of the uplundi are 
covered witli a thick and almost imjwrviotis jungle, 
intermixed with irees. Tlie intervening valleys are 
covored with a light joili which lyeiiig enriched 
by the deposits of vegclnbld matter washed into 
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tbpm during tli& liieavy pcKcHlicd rains, k weU «il- 
cLi lulled for lUc culrivikiJUA of rice ainl other Indian 
grain j the edges of llie vdleya arc fringed u itJi 
grorcs of cocoa-nat, jaoki and tnatigo treei^ uniler 
the shcluir of which the hamkts of the imdvcs arc 
erected. ThoftC hamlets have a very pleasing cffect« 
from tlicir quiet and sequestered oppenrance They 
suggett to the mind ideiw of solitude and security 
aiid are quite unlike the aggregations of cabins in 
other parts of India. 

The iiabitaticms of die peasantry lo Malabar 
displays ilegree of cleajiUness, ncatneiss, and usie. 
very pleasing to die Lnropean visitor; they arc 
infinitely superior to the dwellings of the natives, 
even of die better ckssS, ia other parts of India. 

Tanks, or rH^rvoirs, to irrigate die riee-fields, 
are not required in Makbar, for there is a coasiant 
supply of water dowiiig down the vaUeyi from 
springs ill the liilk Neidier is ihe coimUy subject 
to diose frequent droughts which in other ports of 
India buve so frequently baffied the biboum of die 
husbandmim, and produced fiuninCj with its attend 
ant miseries 

The natLiml features of die country, and the lw- 
ciuMtanees of iia posiaon are Buch as to afford great 
fuctiides for ita defence against iiivctsionp It offers 
many ItKalUle*, of whid, it mlglit be aai.! witboat 

eiaggeralion, 

A huodred men. «qlii hdd th^ pMti 
Wiih hsidihocHl agdinil S hwt 
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Tlie climate^ is ¥Briable thsA. Ld other por^ 
of IndiSt End the sudden vidfisitude^ of tempera¬ 
ture, &a cam mod id otJicr parts af the pedinEulii, 
are alniast wholly udkpDM'n. The llicrmotdeter 
rwigca with Jiitle variatioa from 75* to 80* of 
FaJircdbeit throughout the year. Pepper and arraw- 
TQot sre of indij^enoiia growth; duDoiuon aod coffee 
have been recently Introduced by enterprisjiig spe- 
culatodSj add both thrive wolh Tiie bot winds so 
injuriaus to vegetable and animal life in the inte^ 
rior and on tie eastern side of Hindus tan, are not 
knowTi [a Malabar, 

Die natives are a stout healthy rocej and are 
rarely attacked by tlic distempers most destructive 
10 other Indian^ especially since vneciDc hiistituh 
lions have been estabiishedi and lupported by the 
local government. Thoae Lave checked the fearful 
ravens of the smalUpox, whose penadical attacks 
i«cd m ho floarceiy less destructive titan those of 
the plague in western India* 

The traditions respecting the origin of Malabar 
and its nthabitants are Like those of most countries, 
wild fables. The highest caste is that of the Sudras, 
a race of Brahmins, under which there ore several 
inferior grades. The Sudras formerly monopolisied 
all power^ botli lenijKiml and spiritual. The other 
most remarkable castes are the Chatrysi the ^airs, 
the Tiers, etc,; there are many subordinate classes 
of little note or consequence. As in the rest of 
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India, profiffisions and tradet are liercditary in ibcM 
casteti, and intermarriageii between the different 
daaes of society are forbidden. 

The Kairs furmerly held their land on the feudal 
tenure of miliary service and homage to the Itajaha. 
Tltc country ifBJi at that time divided into a num¬ 
ber of petty priacipaiillfl^ and teas rendered weak 
and mhierable by the conlcstB between these small 
stated for the eovereignty. 'I'Jiese feuda exposed 
them to an invaston froro their Molianunithm 
ueighboura. About tlie year 1740, Hydcr Ali iiv- 
vaded the country, and partly subdued it; his son 
Tippoo atrenuotisly exerted himself to complete 
the conquest, and at the same rime eiideavourod to 
convert the inhabitants to the hlohammcdan faith. 
The means he employed were ertid and sangniitary; 
thous;indB of the UJiVorluoatc inhabitants lost their 
lives for refusing to abandon the faith of their fore¬ 
fathers at the behest of this despotic and bigoted 

prince. . 

The lowest caste in Malabar, like the villeins of 
the middle ages, are slaves altadicd to the soil; 
they arc supposed to have been given to their supe¬ 
riors by a deity named Ishhunam, who, oceording 
to the traditions of tlii* simple end credulous people, 
rescued Malahar from the oeean- 

Prom the billy nature of the country, the abund¬ 
ance of forest and jungle, and Oic prevalence of u 
ffiavdlvsoil, Mftlahnr is not miapted for pasturage: 
the cattle ere few and diminutive; buBkloes and 
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^oats thfire, b«caus« durixig a gn^i port of die 
year they sutrtiLst hy browsing on the tender shoots 
and folmge of the trees j the tlieep ore few nnd 
poorj so ore the honefs in consequeiice of which 
grain IS itiually’ i^rried on tho heads of cooliI^8^ or 
porters. This is^ however^ not very Boiisibly feJl 
osodis&ilvDutogc in Malahari for* on aeeoutitof the 
great nil tuber of narigoble rivent in the province, 
the meanA uf trimsporc by wulcr^carriuge are toler¬ 
ably Obuilij4U1t. 

Government alfords great encoaragemcot to the 
clearing and eutdiig don^ the forest and jungle, 
giv^iog the redaimed hind rent free for two or three 
years to the person wJio has brought it into eulUvu- 
tioii. But tliougfi mudi new land has been thug 
nuule avuiiabie for agricultural purpoaes, the soil is 
™ that after Uiree or faur croj^a have been 

lahen it becoeui^ exhausted, ond is allowed to rti- 
vert to ttfi original wild slotu. Such is the mpidity 
of vegetoLion jn Mulabiir and %Vyi3aud, tliot those 
trees which ijave been simply cut dow*ii^ and whuac 
roots htH'O neitlior been grubbed out nor destroye<l 
by lire, will grow' ugsin, and in the course of four 
or five years uttoin n height of ten feet, or even 
more; so that if the ground he neglected, it will 
soon o«)ioine m original ajipenrance m part of the 
flurrounding forest. 

The high classes of the Brahmins and Nwts of 
Mnkbar exact and receive Uio greatcat degree of 
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Itomftge and and obeisance from (He inferior closacs. 
Slioutd one of an inferior caste meet u |»rwn 
belonging to ite privileged ciasaes an the road, lie 
must turn off it, anti not allow bis “ be^riv nn- 
liaiicUome corpse to come within the wind and their 
nobility'' at a neater distance than thirty jiaces- 
The most Btogntar custam of Malabar is that llie 
Nair women ate allowed a plurality of huabands, but 
it ia n wessary that they should all be btolhcia' The 
presence of one of these husbands is piarlted by 
his ilippets being placed at the threshold, and when 
this is dune, be is safe from the intrusion of any 
of the Otlieri. Property in Molalw descends only 
in the female line* I muy mention thnt mus- 
tnchios arc nut worn. 

in evi-ry stream nnd river which descends from 
the Coondlth, Neiigberry, and M'ynaud momiiains 
w ilie w estward, as also in the sand alnng the sea- 
shore of soadi Matalwr. near the debouchure of the 
rivers, gold is to be foand more orlc« abundantly, 
while on some of the roauntaina in the Ernaud and 
Wymud mlooks of that province there are «]» 
mines from which the same precious metal « ex¬ 
tracted. These latter are scattered over a coiwt- 
ilerable exteat of country t bat none hove iw ye* 
been found very prodaclive, alti.ougb some Lave 
been worked with more or less success for upwards 
of forty year*. On some of these a small tax is 
levied, but the entire revenue rcalixed from this

source is rery trifling, not exceeding 2^200 rupees 
a-yciir. Noun of tlicee mines arc worked die 
entire year round, nor arc tbey worked by any 
peculiar rBce; but die occupation of laining seems 
to be resorted to by the ryots of die couuiry during 
such periods of die year as cannot be devoted 
to ngrjcnltursl pursuits. It docs not appear Uiat 
any peraan bas ever been known to abaiidaii the 
wbolviome pursuit of ngricuittire for the unwliolc- 
soiiic and precarious one of mining, which » a Strong 
albeit iiuUrect evidence tliat the emptoyment affords 
hut indifferent prospect 'of advantage, and they 
simply employ themselves at tbe mini's when other 
oecupiitioDs cinnot be fol lowed i at tome during the 
heavy mins, in odieis during the hot season, after 
the harvest is cropped. The condition of tlicso 
TOiicrs dais not appear to he more cooiformble 
than tliat of their neighbours, so for as can bn 
knoi^ from the state of Uieir bousi^ their dress or 
their omamepts—and they seem merely to be en- 
abJed to purcUusc n larger portion of lobaeco, salt, 
and betel, which to tlieiii are aetusl necessaries of 
riiere is not ait instance on record of any 
nuinJjjiving become rich hy miiiingj and nitliongh 
labour ts so cheap throughout the province, that a 
Moly can be hired fur a padoga a moiitlt, there is no 
insUmM known of nay person possessed of cBpitsI 
investing it in working the mines. A few sun. 
con are aecasiunally in the habit of advancing small 
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eiJtns to tLe workmen, diargin^ iuterest on tlio 
nnd buying up tbe goM afc h cortAin prico* but 
tiwy liave never been known to enter on tbespccu- 
ladon on their own aeeeuiit—a strong orgument, 
if not a pitjof, tlmt it k but little profiUible. 

It k obviously difficult to aseormiit with ftny- 
thiog like aecuracyt Uie quantity produced in Mai* 
abar from ito several mine* nnd rivere, but Tram 
every coucnirent circinnAtcmee, from nil the infor¬ 
mation that luis been acquired, the quantily anim- 
ally parchttsed by the government agenti and the 
testimony of the most inlelligent aoucar* and mer¬ 
chants of the province, it ha* been estimated not to 
exceed 750 ox., or 00,000 nipecs per annum- To 
procure this sum, from 400 to 500 persona of all 
ages arc employed a certain portion of the yeaf» 
The gold is very seMom found but la the most 
minute graiuB, and that only after considemble 
labour. Tlie proceffl itself » iiiffiei«i»ly 
laborious, but 1 am not aware that it wuW 1» ma¬ 
terially improved, save by tbe applicatioa of oAten- 
ritc machinery. By such □pplicaticn it i* p«bahle 
that oue man might be enabled to perform os much 
fli is at present effected by the labotim of foijr or 
five, and the ptoilaee be increased in tlie same 
Ate. But such is the poverty of the ore, that 
there are no grounds for belief timt tbc angmeu 
produce by such improved method would counter, 
balance the w«ir and tear of the mnebinery em- 
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ploypA Tlie Low^t efttimate of aucfa wat ^ould 
be 120^000 rtJpeea (2000/^)—tawbich muat be added 
the charges for efficient aapcrlotendedce; and the 
insalubrity of the dlmate for nearly half the year 
Is such fls to prcseai on Inatirmouatabb ohataele to 
the ejrerdjie of European kbour, energy, and skill. 
I belie're that jit one period it was in Oonten]plat] an 
by' tliu (^overnm«r)t tft Work iJi«e mines at an nx- 
periment, but nii n [borough inquiry and reference 
to every inforttiadoD that could be acquired, the 
pTtMpectuuH nut luffidentlycncauiu^Rg towaimnt 
such ftn outlay of public moiieyp and the idea was' 
nbundonecL 

On a tour wLich I made tlirough the Boudiem 
diitnctn of Wynnud, 1 saw the varioua procewes 
employed in collecting gold dust from the beds of 
nullahii, and sepnmtiiig it from impurities by the 
process of filtration. 

Considerable veins of gold arc found in the liilla 
forty miles to the souch-east of IVIan in toddy, which, 
in former days were worked to a groat extenL 'rhia 
is fully apparent from the escarntioni, which are 
very extensive. 1 undersiood that Jiumbera of 
helpless natives were forced to work in these mines^ 
under their former despotic chiefs. The system ts 
now discontinued by the British government, in 
ootiseqitence of the unhealthincss of the place. 

The collector of tills district levies at present, 
merely an inconmdcrable Hue of about ISO/, per

They D]>en small drains along die summits imd 
sides of ibc bills t end in tbese are wasbed down 
juirticles of gold dust mixed with Ciirth, by the 
periodical rains. When the dcpomt is collected, the 
ore is- separated by pnttiug ihc earth into wooden 
troughs, and coirttanlly ttiiiiiig it, adding fresh 
water as the dirty water i* poured away. A. blaclt 
aediiocnt, which sinks by its giawty, is foniid at the 
bottom oflhe vessel, Inta this a very minute por¬ 
tion of quicksilver is put, and rubbed until it forms 
an amalgam; the efficacy of the mercury in nttract- 
ing and consolitlating the most minute particlts of 
gold, appears very earioui to the uninitiated. The 
amalgam is separated from the sand in a mass, and 
being exposed U> the action of ii«, the quicksilver 
evaporates, and leaves the more precious metal in 
ita pure siate, 

The spontaneous growth of cardanium* in 
Wynaud, forms its principal «iurce of revenue, half 
tlie produce being claimed as a rent or lai. TLa 
is farmed out annually by government, at from 
30,000 to 40,000 rupees (about 3000i or dOOOi) to 
the highest bidder for the crop. Tlic purchaser b« 
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iJie sole monopoly of tlik viilimblo spice for die 
fr&asoni and Le nut only receives Imlf the pnxliieo 
from the iiutire, but ia ivUo en3pDivcre<L to purcLutiu 
the [DDiulnder ot n price for below the market vulue 
of ihe ortklo. This iniquitous monojKily h not 
refilled witli Lostilky by the Nmrs^ l>ecaufie it h 
fill ojictent ingiiiutigiL, find nJao becouse some of tbe 
n«i^hliaiiring^iMitivc (jovcniaiente, bulcspcdally Uio 
RajuL of Coorjf, wi 2 o the whole crop of cardaiDuma 
vriUiout mnkjiig any remuueraiian ta the Ittiiclcd 
proprieior. 

Utider til* more generous lystein, comparatively 
apealiing, c»Eabliaimd by ilie Rrilkli govcnimcar, it 
bcooiaci tlio intcieat of Uie prupHeiar to nsalst and 
. do all 111 \m p.iwer to ijiercjum the growtii and 
quantity of cskritamuiiUL TLey are produced from a 
amull slirub^ wbicb tbrivea best on tlie aides and in 
tbe delis of iJ»e mountains where the mysofibe 
sun me comlli-tely excluded by the slmde of the 
loftiest Lreeswd wberc a rich deep soil exists from 
the deposit left by the aecumulatioii of vegetable 
matter. U'Le only measures necessary for the pro- 
ducupti of iliB cardamumB, are cleoring away such 
bruaLwood and weeds as miglit impede their 
growth} the see<l is so light ujid minuta tliat on tliC 
buraliiig of the pods it is eoaily spread by the 
wind. i’Jje shrub is furnisLcd with a long *j,ear- 
likc leaf, and gron-s about three feet in height At 
Its base smull shoots are throuTi oat from tliu 
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Tftots I t1s^*se rest tbe ^oundi nnd pT‘cduE?e the 
csrdamiiTn-poilii. 

BeAifles thift spice, tijcrc nrc wious dtHieriplioiis 
of |:umit, CApeciiilly pynec, er ^e^t^table talli>w, 
which is cnpnble of bem^ used for manj psirpftieft^ 
ai U irmlccfi a fine vcirnMh ^ also turmeric 

and honeyi ars? indigenous to Wyiiaudj^ and 
contribiitfl eonaitlerahly to ihe t^veniie. T3ie fever 
which erroncously stippoflcd to ptevnil tisroughoiii 
Wynauil, is confined principaJly to its boundary line 
on the Tifalabar and Mysore sidc% bot more espe- 
dfllly the latter^ where the country is flat, nitd dis+ 
plays a black, rich, nllmial soiK genemlly covered 
with ojHcnsivd forests of teak and other trecii In 
these parts, ibe inhabiinnts arc pictiireiK>f disease, • 
frotin their yellow and bloated oppoafTwoc* The 
ridiest and most productive ^'alleys a^ loft in a 
primitive state of wilrfnc&s and ranlwcgelatioTi, 
owing to the scantiness of the populaAi. 

A Nair cldefbiiii, with whom 1 fomed an tnti* 
maci'^, and wlio was much atlnched in field sports^ 
shewed me a novel mode of s!ioolIiig at nigbti The 
night on which 1 tried it was particularly dark, with 
a dri 3 ?iling rain, which he observed na stoning wits 
in onr favour, ns most animals then lm%^o thoJr 
haunts and coverts for the open parUi and valleys, 
to feed, and to avoid tlie dropping of the trees. 

A stout tmtlve of the Mapelln caste, who had 
some small hells attached lo his arms and legs, car- 
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ried a basket on bb bead, tunifiirl on its side with the 
openingnn front; in thiSj on a piece of ebattf or 
pottery^ r^ted &gota of a re«mouA description of 
'K'oDdi whicli burnt brightly, and threw the lund 
glare of cJicir flames to a coosidemble distance for- 
VTRTd, It WB3 perfectly dark behiod this man, as 
the interstices of the basket wore completely filled 
up by a coatrng of mud. The sportsmen with their 
guns followed him cJoaelyi and as nearly as possible 
in a line. By which means no ray of light reached 
and tliorefore oar movcmcjita were perfectly 
concealed in darkness. 

After passing aeveml ralleys* we at length cftoie 
on a email herd of deoTj, whose eyes in tbe glisoin 
had a strange Iiistroiw appearance ; and these first 
attracted oor nodee;^ cv-en though their htKlies were 
not visible* The abimaU gazed on the light witla a 
stupid stare* find were so scared by the glare as to 
permit oiir near approach. Before we could fire* 

■ however, a large doe made a rush, upsetting the man 
trho carried the light* tliis wm exdngtiished, and we 
were kft ia |>erfect darkness. Shortly afterwvi^ we 
heard him call at some distance* and on reaching the 
spot, found that he had overpowered and secured 
the doer^ by which he had hecn dragged through 
tile morass* Though somewlnat scratched and a 
good deal bruised, he firmly held on. and succeeded 
in brooking the neck of tlm powerful animaf* asto¬ 
nishing US very much by the vigour he displayed on 
this occasion. 
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Havipg b^n la visit CaUcut, on my return up 
the Cotiody 1 \€&t ene of my dogi ; it ivni 
seized by b dieetehj and diougti only a (^w pace* 
from tac I wm upabLc to reietie it, the forest and 
jungle were so thtek and impenions^ 

'^I'he Coliady ghaut mm the scene of bard fighting 
in former days^ when tha British troops suffered a 
severe iosa of ofl&cem and Europeans from an aiH’ 
buscadet and the obstinate attack of some Naira and 
their foUowera, who were attached to the cause of 
*Hydcr'a famiJy. The pass is at present Impracti¬ 
cable for gonS} or for wheel enrru^s.

and toss we sustained in a former siege. But the 
orenTliolming force and quantity of ordnance em- 
ptoyed under that gallant officer Lord C. Boon made 
ns masters of i^, with TOmparativcIy little loss. 

Jn Movcfflbcr, I was promoted to my company, 
after a serrioc of e^^hteen years, Accordiog to 
right and junticc, 1 should hnve been promoted two 
years sooner, by the aiigmentation tliat took place 
in the army in I 82 d, at wbieh time n vacancy 
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aecuiT«4 by tlie deotJi ofC^pt W'. Thh b<?neE!ted 
not nie, but my junior of tfll yture, JJeuL 
wbo obtiiiiied pr-uuioiiol] ]mn]eifiiitt«iy, 'fids uro^^ 
froifl ihc batciilion« bctiiig formed into sepurate 
re^imetite; tlie promotion being cofiferred to eacb 
regimenit wentaecordin^ to tbe dule fixed for ibe 
sejmrutiofi of llio butlalions. TJiis ftC|iiiiration 
allowed to Juive ft retrospective effect at 
and the batEolJoiis were treoted ns if they lutd been 
ftvpamle regimen ts,—for iicveriil days lleforc the 
order to tiial efTect was promulgated, Lient. B- 
liud got next me Iti the same regimen4 owing to 
tLc Dumber of cuAnaltk'4 tliot bud cccirnred iii the 
corps, the efft^cls of wur, diolero, resignEitionit, und 
other fortuitous euu&c^si mid then gut before Eoe» 
by being Jn tbe setrond battidion. while I remained 
in the Hrtpt. 

A nnrrow escape which I hod ut Miijiintoddy^ 
shortly after m) urrivub is wortliy of notiee. 

Walking out curly one murnisigi the dogs dig- » 
turbed a wild bogj not having any balls, 1 did not 
lire, but re tamed after bFeakfuit ulid sneecedwl 
ill finding the animal, ^\'hile w-ftiting on bide a 
thicket, the boast ruslicd oat so anespectedly as 
not to allow inc time to level my gaii, at the same 
time upscitting nnd attempting in gore me, w^hicb 
fortunately be was untible to do, by the restitaiice 
the ginlle I wore offered, and which prevented 
bis luskii from cnicriug^ Notwithstanding, the 
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bloofl mv^ prQdu»>il by my stomuch being uligliLly 
scratched. Having quickly rcgamcd my t 
mountcci my horse ami gflllo|>ed m the directiDn 
llie hog took; he hod been oharply pumned by the 
ddg»t whose barking hrotighi me to the spot ivliete 
diey were worrying him. 'Fe this I soon put an 
eiifl by shooting him while cfaargirig the 
From his aIkc uml strengdi he iiiu>«t have been a 
ver)' old boar^ and Jong lord of the forest. 

On my reium home, as 1 waa making n short 
cut am*i a valley witfi an apparent green smttrrb 
about the middle my horse sunk so deep as not to 
be able to extricate himself. I jamped ofii mad 
Ecniii]l>led out of the mire, ft was iieeessary to 
prcctitie u hurdle for tny steed, on which the poor 
Jiorse tied nll^foan^ ami then with much diffi¬ 
culty he wiijs drugged to tlie bank. *lhefie quag- 
iDiri^ which resemble whol in Ireland is called a 
shaking bog* are common in the valleys tbroiighont 
# Wynnud, and most daiigemus to paw by persona 
iiie^vperjcuccd in the cowntfy* 

I wili here take the liberty of bringing to the 
]]ntic?o of my readers a remarkable ctrcumstajice 
wliich occurr{?d about this period, h demotintmtedi 
that where a feeling of hostility exbla against an 
indintiuulf let hia acts be ever so laudnblc, the 
niDtivoa tltat induce them are not linfrequentiyi 
throujfh the medium of prejudicCj mii^interpreled 
:md pervertedi ^I’his wn& the case in the instnnce' 

I am about to mention. 


I wna ^cquulntefi witli a gcntbmnn holding ji 
higJi and rc$p<irLEShk liitiiation in the judicial de- 
portnieiitj vreH kiiot^^Ti for jii^ teal as one of the 
most effieientr upright seri^nt^ the Coifipciny pos^ 
&rs^d. in private life hts manners wero fmnk and 
pleasingp and particularly coucieseending and kind [ 
in the wLok tenor of his conduct tatt'ards the 
natiire^ he waa so far from exhibiting anything 
like ha^^]iness nr haughtiness^ that perhaps he 
evinced AU over partialiLy« During the celebration 
of s&tne festival, a disturbance took phree at 
Mangidore^ hot ween the Hindoo and Mu^tilnvm 
populadon : the Hot increased so fast ihat it was 
evident if not Hmely ebeched it mighii end in blood- 
ahe<l, especially as bnith parties were animated by 
the most violent spirit of fanadciia] and religious 
7cni» [n formation Iiaving been feeelvcd by tbc 

magistmto within whose cognis^nco th# aJMr 
rested, he shewed tlio utiuosl indilFcrence and su- 
pinencss^, refusing to take any trouble or interfere ® 
on the oecasian. llie ^utlemBn to whom I have 
allndod happened to be present^ and volunteered 
his services^ as his presence, fronrt hl*J well known 
popuhirity^ w^ould tend much to suppress the fraens. 

He pniteeded to tlie Bfwt, and by die firinoess he 
displayed put an end to Hie affray^ innccomplhsliing 
which he used a ^sinoll anie on one of the niofit 
turbutciiL Shortly ofterj the magistfQto made hi» 
appearatice wnib a party of the pulitaryi but ftmllng 
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his sorvicet won# not regukecl, he feh ann&ytd and 
anhaiued tliat the individual m que^uiart filiuald h^ive 
iufrin^ed na Lis pravince;^ and alnd iLat be Lad by 
his pursonal exertians ormiij^ed niatterii witlioiit 
iiiterferenci?. The niiigistnite was moreover urj^ed 
by others ivLo bore no giKid-will to tliisgentletDJiDi 
to jiistfgate the native who hud been striiek to Jay 
a prosei'Mtion in the uourL The case uns brought 
Co trial, and a vordiet given lu Lia {Htc iiutive'H) 
favour, with a fine of BL awarded by the c:ourt fiir 
tile assault. The judge Airtlicr remarked^ on pass¬ 
ing seiitOMcei “that Mr.—— wm Laed merely for u 
breadi of the rt^gulnlions^ and tliat fio Ulamu could 
be imputed to him, as the mativos lliat induced 
him to strike the blow was Ja some measure justi¬ 
fiable, inasmuch os he was simply iusti^ted by 
anxiety to allay tbe tumult before It produced fiital 
results.^ 

In ortkr to vindJeote Lis character and conduct 
in the transaettou^ Mrp B, prompted to appeal 
to die Supreme Royal Court at Madras, wLicb is 
the highest court iu India. He w'os ajixious to 
have the verdict set asides not so mueh on account 
of the paltry amaunt of the hue, m from a sense of 
injustice and wouiidetl feeliiigip His iegol advisers 
assured him duit on a proper represeiituLion of the 
drcumsEaiices to Uie court the Judgment would 
assuredly be rev'crsed* To the great surprise of 
most persons^ the ^sentence of the court wai cou- 
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firmcflT aUliifiiTgli h was dcuriy s^lica'-D that Uip crun- 
plainaDt wns an actii4U riotP^p untl that noilnn^ but 
Mr, 11/b intprferenee cquIA hnve avpf^pd ilangpmtij 
MTi»equcncPS. i rpgrpt to nddp that Mt. H. not 
only \mi a con^demblc suni in law eapenEe^ but 
that he H'aa nho rlppdvtiti of Ins situation^ 

Public opinion had just takon a lutn^ and the 
necp^fflky of affording: protection to tbe natives 
aguiniic EiiTopean violence waa the popular topic of 
the diiv* Under «ncb a state of feelin^p an action, 
winch in other titnos acid drciirnstances would 
have been cflusiilered innocent, if wot kurlahle^ was 
tfCftlwl ns n crime of the first mngnTtiidn. The 
government was simyed by tlje popnlnr prejudice, 
nnd gave up Mn a* the scape-goatp to Inrar tlie 
ini<|u!tteR of a thousand ntliers. 

It is prebnble that the appeal was regarded by 
^me of the CompanyV oiBcers as nn aggravation 
of the offence. "Use Indian government 1ms nlways 
* looked upon the interference of tlie royal comis ^ 
with a Jen lots eye^ and the officer who peeks their 
protection from nny ivroTig done by the Company's 
own court, is not unlikely to find the door of pro¬ 
motion fJotsed againRt him. 

I have nlresidy mentioned tho most remarknhlc 
pectiliarities of the Nnfrs in Malabar,, and have 
borne testimony to their manly beiuing, liigh spiritf 
and peat regard for cleanlineffs and persnnni up- 
pctirarice; but n closer itiliinacy shewed me a 
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marked diflerence between tUosc whn live in tlie 
rural districti^ and dioae who are fonnd in die 
vici/iity of Jorge llie latier are idle, eitra- 

vsagant, and diariptcd^diej seem to regard the pnr* 
MiJtn fif trade m beneatli diem, while they obandan 
tliemfelvea to loxuridns mdolenee and iiuliiigedce', 
Hcnee the cotnmorte of Malabar b almost eseb- 
lively possessed by die MoJiamniedans^ os it was in 
die days of Como* 

"The most remapkabb of die Mohanunedan eolo- 
nbub the Sept, op tribe of dio Mapellns, whose 
tpaditioj^ origin b very aecuiately described by 
Camoeim.

from dm inother, and to die diitdreiiof ihmr lieLera 
and maternal aunts, and to all wlia are itesKiul^d 
from die iDOlber^ mid not to the immediate ofTspriiig* 
And thifi peculinrity of exeluding die imincdiiite 
oiTspring Ilelh been adopted by the gteatej- port of 
the ^Mohammedans of Cannanorei and those who 
are depemlcnt oa them in die jicighbourhood of 
that place*" Hie Ambian autboTj whose object 
was to persuade all the Moliamaicdnii princee of 
Indhi in thoeorly part of the nixtcenth century to 
join in a league for the expuUian of the ChristhinSj 
after enuEneniiiog airrerat towna along tho coait 
where the Arabs luni settleiL conUunea, Now^ in 
all these places the [lepulation became much in¬ 
creased, and the namber of buildings enlarged, by 
meojis of the trade carried on by the Moliamme- 
dans, towards wham tlie chieftains of these places 
abstained from nil oppressions; and notwithstand* 
iug tliat these mkra and tbelr troops were all 
Piigtms, they paid much regard to dieir prejudices 
and customs^ and avoided any act of aggression on 
the Mohammedati^ except on sonie extraordinary 
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provocation; tlitu niDitayc feeling being tbc more 
remarhable from the drcMtntttanco of ttio Moham- 
TDodans not fbriDiiign tenth pan of tlie popuiatmn.*' 
Tlie Mapellna, or desoentlaiit^ from those sontefs, 
are in tie present tttty a woaitliy, enterprising, and 
inteJiigont claw of jEon, They engross tlio greater 
part of the conimerce and imffic throoghout Mala¬ 
bar, and me exceedingly jealous of ony interference 
with trade by persons of any other class or deno¬ 
mination. They are industrioiu and specidative, 
and. on necount of thdr enterprising spirit, may he 
forded m a very valuable portion of the commu¬ 
nity. They are, however, npecioiis and greedy 
usurers; they have acquired considembto landeii 
property by leading money to the Hair proprietors 
on mortgage^ at a high rate of interesL So long as 
money can be had oti any terms, tiie Hair raoprieu 
tors spend it, without bnitowing a thought on the re- 
payment; in this extravaganee they are encouraged 
by the crafty Mapellas, until tliey are so involved 
that die only means of their extrication is by the 
sale of their estaies. 

Unlike the Hairs, the MapeJJas are remarkable 
for their disregard of personal appeamnee, 'n,ey 
am dirty in their bahits, careless of cleanliness 
either in dress or penmn, and there is sn appeao- 
lOiW of cringing and cnifdness in their deportment 
which is very ofeiwivc, when contnuted with the 
high bearing of the Huiis. Their hobitationa also 
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are fiWiy, hkkI tlidr fluly can: to bp to collect 

money, iiai fur the Kiko of pnjoyifi]^ it, but to 
^mtify tliP fionliil feelings of ninrice- 

'llip poculTMidc^ of tlie nativefi of Mnlabar and 
Wynjiiid are most striking Ey displayed at their 
anniiaJ fiiira, wbicli are gencmlly held at some 
place Qplebrated for its peculiar sanctity. Whoa 
the time for holdings the jisscmbiy appnsochei, the 
H^liole country retiiid aiisuinps a most anhnntiiig 
aspoet* The road is eovereil for miles with travel-p^ 
ling parties: rich, pooTt of both sexes and all nge% 
crowxl to tliia orieiilnl mmivolt and there is scarce ty 
any part of Asia irhich itoes not send forth a 
dcputiilion^ the eomiDcrcial Rpecnhiiions and traiHt% 
incidental to ihe fair^ being quite as aitmctlre to 
the u>^orIdly>mIiiided m puriRaition to the dcvutct^ 

Iti former times the meedng of so roAi a muld- 
tiide vran prot! active of many liMtile collisioij^. 
The mge of difFcreiit fiecis ms excited against eaih 
oiher^ and qiiarreb were followed up by blows and 
blot^dshed. The recounts given by the few Eiito- 
pcaii ftpcctatoTs whOi l)eforc the occupation of the 
county by the Bridsli government, chanced to visit 
the stnsngo and womlrous #ecne, were ahRolufely 
terrific. At that time, holy mendieants, and men 
who etiiild command bands of armed retainers, 
lyrannbed over less fortunste per^iis^ while pro¬ 
fessional robbets openly pursued llieir callingt 
pluiiilering with impunity tho$e who were uuable 
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to dcfentl iJicmselv^, ASiiiiB now wetir a tntidi 
more ppoici^aiiie nspect, pjid the ordEt aiid imii- 
quillity whicli prc^nlJ redact the g’reatefit crudit 
tipon the dril and ntilitury outhoritiea^ upon whom 
Uio tmk of majotaliiiEig^haftnony mnidstsiich jarrinj^ 
materials devolves. 

The fairs of India didier in many pftrttciibrs from 
tlioso in Europe; dioogh jugglers oud tnmblere 
arc to bo fotuid^ together with Buake-chariDcra and 
others who procure their aubelsteiice by the 
bitioa of oleight-of-band or Uitbi of euiiiiingt titere 
are, properly speaking, none of the shows whidi 
attFQct so much attention at ikome. Ihe artides 
intended for solo are armoged with more regard to 
oanvcnience tlmp tastCi either atrowed promiacLJoiisJy 
upon the ground, or hidden in the tents; the 
various wild aniiaab, which form a part of the jner- 
diautV speculatioiii, are openly export to public 
view, and iliough gosecl at wiLli wonder and omaKC- 
ment by itrangers from distant lands, ore not ren¬ 
dered more prolitable by being exhibited for motley. 
Iljc passion for eight-seeing may be equally strong 
in iiidiu as in Engbnd, but It is chleBy eonfiued to 
the jiugeants dbpluyed at fcstivahi;, and as yet 
curiosity has not been iriuch excited by the wonders 
of nature, 

1 shall never forget the nnnual jetlim, or fairt 
which uas held at a place cummonty called the 
Fish PiigcHhi, on iho batiks of the river about two

to liimaulf fi wild motif, appurciiUy dpitiiuie of 
humtiri liabitntiou^ hut moBsive ruins of 

rudo and nncient tomplcis, almost lotully hidden by 
forest and jiiDgle^ Here, during die greater part 
of the yeof, ** deiolatioii reigns enthroned in soli- 
tudOf''^ but when tbe nniiual day of the festival 
arrives, I he plain h covered hy tliousnn^ls of do- 
votees, who regnJe ihemselvea on rice and vege¬ 
tables proA’idedgratintougly by tho Bnihiiiuis+ They 
generally furni ibemaelves into groups along ibe 
baiikii of a torhid itrearoj Jinwiug over a rocky bed 
nboiit one Initidred yards wide, which bounds die 
temples on one side; on the oppoiite bank the 
ground rises abruptly, forming an eminence of a 
singular aspect. 

The Htiabmbis appear very seduloua in their 
attention to the devotees; the poor people have 
platters of leiavos neatly sewed togctJier wilii fibres 
of gnua. 'Ilioy have neither spoons iior forks, but 
ctftw iiway their vlctuali with tJieir hands, aj>pc»ring 
nevertheless very' cheerful and eontented^ I’hoy 
arc perfluadod that the food thus prepored h blessed 
by their deities, and that ihcir purtahing of it will 
tend to obtain iheoi clemal happiness^ Thai may 
he rogar^tl as one of the most comfortable ardcles 
of Hindoo fuJth, for feasting is assuredly o more 
pleasing passport to lieaven than fasting^ 

'I’hc part of tbe moor retnute from die river is 
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occupied by morchanti and t 3 ffidere who have come 
to diapoijc of iheir %i7irc^ ai5d hy iDDuiitelmiik^ 
tnznblciBp dancers^ jilgglcpa, anake-chtirmCrt, etc-, 
^dioftc various aodca and trickm afford dcti^Iil to 
croft^f of spectalom. Mbed ivith llicie a?e catUe 
of every dcscripUon, the vender# of wliicii cla¬ 
morously proclaim the merit# of ibeir bei^is, and 
^tiemlly demand for them at least ion times ilieir 
value, "Fhc eliaffertn^ 1‘wtw^eeii tliem ond the pur¬ 
chasers occasions a confasion of sound, a jargon of 
langnnges and dialects, and a nlaDniilg clamour 
ivhTrli would beat Babel all to nothing- 

The art of selling a horse b as ivell nndemiCKoi 
hi India as in Englandi and persons ought to ho 
well iicijunintefi with the secrets of Uie irtidc to 
deni wdlh such eicperknced jockeya, I’he dextA^rity 
vritli which they show off the nnimars accomplish- 
ments, and the oxtraontiiiary degree of tiaining 
and doctoring whicli they undergo, deceive the 
inexperienced and the presumptunu# youtlis w4io 
fancy that they may credit Uio evidence of tl*eir 
sense^ An inoorrigihly vicious hcnsl, which no¬ 
thing but a native of die Pampas could ride, is 
druggeii widi opium until be appears to be of lamb¬ 
like gentleness^ while stfmalaJits ore administered 
to the weak and sluggish, wliich give thipi a tern- 
paniry shew of vigour and activity, 

There is iiothiitg like neatness or order in die 
arrangement of the booths mid stalls in which Uic 




menrhnnti disploy ihcir goodfi. All ninnii^T of 
articles are lieaped togeLlik't pramificiiouily, B.nd a 
European is pustscled to dbcovor how either buyer 
dr seller can fiiicl die urdcle itnmcdbiiely wiuitiiig. 
Thif confusion fifiords a tempUn^ oppdrltiJiUy for 
the e-Tercisc of ^lacoily, arid nowhere is ilextority In 
tKicvinj^ more highly displayeii than at an If id inn 
fair. The nrtificeB pmclbed by tluoae who covet 
their aeighboiir^ft goods are without isunilwr, efipe- 
cially after niglit-fnll- It jb said Umt| like die 
vampire-hat, whieli lulls its victim to sleep hy gently 
fi^nning him with its wings while it siutrkB I he vital 
ciirrent from his veins, these aceamplwhetl mamtidera 
employ some tootlilllg art w hich dee pons the repose 
of the sltimbcret, while lUty pwuiess tliumsctves of 
overv nrtielc belonging to him, even to die very 
sheet on wlikli he may be lying; stripped to die 
skin* and their hodles robbed with oil, ua sritike 
can be more smooth and supple, or more qoiet in 
iia tnovcmeiitflk 'Iliey will glide into n tejii, in 
spite of the utmost, watchfulness of tlie sen duel 
appointed to guard k; and so impossible k it to 
prevent ilie cntmiice of snch iniriidcTs, tint the 
only method to preserve the property is to keep k 
all upon die outside, under tlie charge of dieaentiy, 
who mm^neithoT slumher upon bb post imr stir 
for Et slnfft instant from the spot 
No trade, how ever, flouriahe* belter at this fair than 
that of superstition* ’^Ibe pilgrims are seen crowd- 
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ing to make otferlnga at tho iliniie of iht Aptly 
whose gocNl will they lire onxiotis to propitiate. 
They generally give aiima of money more ]>rDpor- 
tionefi to their devotion than ihelir ctreumatances; 
but mute tender erablenmdc devicei of gold and 
diver* In return, the Endiminfl bestow their bene^ 
dJetJon^ oit the dcrotees^ and recite jnantrim for 
their wc|Sir« from the duiatera* 'Oiey also bestow 
upon them ccruyii ntmulcta and charms r rlifMCftro 
caboJiEtic vencf written on that is, a part of 

tlie leaf of tlie eocoa-ntjt or palmyra treOj on which 
the cliaruciers are traced with a stylus, or steel pen. 

Tile entire scene is very animating, for on these 
ocm^ions all the enthuffiastio elomeiitji of the imtive 
cbaiactcr are called into actioiif tlie pilgrims and 
mordianu are lively fuid energetic beyond the Hober 
oonceptioriy of tint English apeciators, who look on 
baJf-stnpiRed by the clamour, and nil nitoiiishmcjit 
at the power of ilie Imman lungs oslubitt^l in a 
manner almost exceeding belief. Thp noise* inei* 
deata] to a crowded Indian assemblage have been 
too often described to need repetition here; but 
they are so supereminently astoitndiiig at Hardwiir, 
Uiat no Hcoount of the onlinnry din and dissoimnca 
can afford llie fninlest notinn of the uproar which 
prevails. The ringing of bells, the firing^ cnnmm, 
and the loud Jiuzsiaa of European muliiEimos, how^ 
CTer deponing, are nothing to tiic wild and con- 
tinous discord which assails tiie ear at this meuling^ 
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Tliv bawliPi; and drumming of Utc fakirs never 
appear to cease during a single insioiiL; tlicn* in 
addilieu ta tke most Lorrid btaata tLe direst trumpet 
ever blewi we iiave tlie Bralmunical alielt) tlie 
nobut, (be dhole, und die gongp The iitiltnalsi 
terrified by the canfusion nreuiid iliem, neigl), 
bellow, grunt, and roar with more tlion usual velie* 
mence, uiid this tumult continues, night and iky, 
witbuut tlie slightest intervul of peace. 

Tlie fair lasts ten days without a single intciral 
of total quietudiS The nights are devoted ta pro- 
oessions, wliicli arc accompanied with a doniorous 
cxullatJOii impasaible to be described, llie last 
procession is more Imposing than iIjc rest, and 1 
will endeavour to give my readers a faint idea of 
its " pride, pomp, and ckcumBtaiice." 

About eleven o'clock at night the c*remenial 
begins by a clutter of tom-totns, a cltn of drums ot 
all abspes {md sizes, u blowing of trunopei*, collury 
horns, and otlicr brass instruments, upiiareiitly 
selected for the discordniice of their sounds, wldch 
combine to produce a hottiblo jarring dissonance 
that would drive the frcqacutera of our opem out 
of tlieir senses. Were au luilina musldan buried 
within seven initea of the place, ho would indu¬ 
bitably jiit ht» grave to escape tl«J worse than 
iuftrtml 

Tlae gliirc of fiambeanx anJ torches ia soon afttif 
seen ihrocgh the dense foliage of the forest; and 
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nothing «an be mom singulai^ Rtirl more pktiiri^ue 
than the efft-ct of tln-ie moving li-^hta in the dciublo 
gloom of night ttnd iJtndy trcea- Thw ^oei 
reveal ten or twelve elephaDts ricJvIy oipaji^onedi 
on which nre tnoiiiited the lilj^li'priest ntidl t}»e 
Rttendant Bm.1i mi ns. They are all dressed in white 
niiHizn robcfi, and wear high conical caips of the 
lame matenaL They dUpky bnnisers ami images 
of the Hindoo deitiefi worg}:kip|>cc! in Uieaurroiuniing 
pagodas^ and flngsomamenteil with symbolic rep re¬ 
sen (alioas are Ijoriie before them by in tenor attend¬ 
ants. In this guiw they make a eirenit of the 
ground on which the fair it heldj nmj nko viiiit 
some of the temples which are at a little ilistnncc. 
Most of thcHie who visit the f^iir nccompiinv the 
cavnicade^ niid testify their npprobatiuiii by letting 
off 6reworks, or liy udding to the noise of the 
hnnible music that I have atrendy mentioned. Tiie 
proeessioii hists about three hoars j the perforiiiera 
then return to the temple^ ntid in a very few 
minutes all is hashed into sLIenco. 

Asiatics ore indopendeot of lodging-nHims the 
rich carry their cainoss dwellings along mth tlAemi 
nnd the por are contented with the slicEtor of a 
tree, 

Ilie iifiitnal crcRlion shares in the enjoyment of 
the jethru, for during its continuance tlio h^li to 
the river w*f re fed most abundantly, not only with 
the flagmen E3 of the feast given to iJie devotees, but 
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(ilw with rice, eocoa-nuts, onH other matteni pur- 
chased for the purpose. The fishes are a spe«e» 
of carp t it was sinjjalar to see the fiMirlessuess and 
nviHity with whteli they seiied tiw provisions fur* 
iiislied tlicid by the He voices; sojne of tiiom WTcre 
even to hold as to feed out of the hanH. 

A portion •>f Iniids is assigned for the enpport of 
every Hlniioo temple, ond these gmnta are gene- 
nllv very extensivCi beeaitse they Imve not only to 
support tiiie priest and hit ossistonts, but also the 
expenseo of the annuiil festival. At tlie temple of 
JagganAitB, or Jugpemout, itcor lOjOtJO Bruhiflins 
and ttwhs arc employed to prepare food for the yait 
mnltituHcs tliat flock to that celebrated slirine. 
During thwo annual festivals tlie dislinotions of 
food, particularly those relating to the eaclutlve use 
of that prepared by persons of tlie same caste, 
appear to cease. It ta supposed that no pollulioti 
can esist within the hallowed preciacts of the 
temples

extremity of his hands have tooched, and n*mg 
rests his feet niwn the spot, and, again proatmting 
himself, repeats the same process. Five years arc

voliintccrvil for a ceruin lum gf tDoncyi the waj^es 
laein^ mint scrupulously earned by tbe person who 
undertakes die duty. 

'iTie borroti of Jiii^g;icn)aut, its inonstroiu idft fs, 
and its GXDcralrle car, beneath urhoso wlieeta so 
many luimiiji rteiluta Jiave hecti crushed, ure too 
well known to he described here. I tnust, how- 
eii'cr, gunnl o^iiut any misapprehension fiotn 
hu^'ing' mentioned them in conucxian with die 
fair at Manihtoddy. The exhibitions )#.dic l-'isii 
Pagoda ore abundantly absurd and ridicuTons, but 
they are free from the pnlludiins of lust and eruchy 
which form so coaspicunna and bo disguituig a por¬ 
tion of the worship of JnggcruaiiL 
fiiome of die exJiihtdons at the Indian fiiiia are 
wry pcpuisiee to Europeun taste; amortg such J 
may notice the feate of the sheep-eHter of Bengal, 
which were witnessed by several ef my acquaiue- 
anw*. The sheep-eater woh a tall emaciated man, 
with a very sinister aspect; he was eJa-aysaccom- 
panietl hy a guru, or spiritual adviwr, nnd either 
believed or pretended to bejieve that his preter* 
iiHtural appetite connected with the presence of 
this holy man. When a duy was fixed for the filthy 
exhibition, the sheep-eater uiul his guru appeared 
on the ground with two sheep; when a signal was 
given that the speetutors were rcoily, he threw one 
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tLe uuioiats on its bacii. $traiigl«l >t in an instant, 
tore away with his tciit.li the skin from the chest t* 
the fltiiil^ and taking; flut the hnwcU, thrust his 
head into the carcass, to drinh the blood. Ituring 
this operation he nsed to lift hti head with cannibal 
•Bti.sfncUon» and eihibit it tn the spectators he- 
Atneitred witli ^orc. He then tore the flesh from 
the hones, wbidi he picked as clean as if thojf bad 
been under the aharpest knife. In tlia manner be 
has been known to devour at n meal (t aheep of 
thirty pourwls* weight. He concluded always hy 
chewing ioine cathartic herbs, and rolling himself 
upon the ground, more like a gorffwl boa-con¬ 
strictor than a human being. 

At some of these religious fhirt European mis- 
sionaries occosionaliy appear and take odvanta^ of 
the asseniblage, to preach the doctrines of Chris- 
tiaiiity. They mi^t just as well hartuigue the 
waves or the winih as a multitude in the fall swing 
of fanaticism, with every circomsiancc possible 
ofouiid tliem to excite their prejudiew and confirm 
Uieir bigotry. While I commanded at Maninioddy, 
i received a visit from Messrs. Tyreman and Ben¬ 
nett, who had been deputed hy the Mtssiorairy 
Society of Lofidmi to visit and report cm the icvetJ 
nussiona establUhed in the Soutli Seas, <md in 
various parts of Asia, I heard from them with 
great delight tliat the islaiidefs of the Pacihe Ocean 
after having long restsled the iiifiucisce of gaspel 
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had finally yiVlded to tho judicious ninl pe> 
severing cflbrts of the inissioaaries, and embraced! 
Clinstmiiity, But when these gentlemen in tlieir 
inquiries re.perti,,^ Malabar and Wynaiirf, nshed 
rt botlier there were similar prospeeta for the Hiifceas 
of onr holy rel^fnn in HmHfisfae, 1 fared to 
ons^r in the negative. To prevent any misan- 
preheimon or tnisrepresetitatitm, t gTiall here suite 
my reasons for believing that the conversion of

Nothing like tlic lyiine ^iut^ of affairs cau be 
fyoitd iJi India. To begin WJtU tlie Molianimedan 
(NUrl of tlie population : tliey bnasi tluit like ns tbey 
have *' a religion of ibe book,'' dnd, ibey ahew a 
reverence for tbc Korun gienter tlian tliat wbacb 
CbrbatinEis exhibit for tbe Bible. Jiloreover, they 
more rigidly perform tbe injuuctiaiis of tbeir pro- 
pbet respecling fasting mid prayer, lliait Cbristiana 
do tlic precepts of the Gospel Ofbtni have 1 &eea 
AlohEun n^eduiis engiigetl in Lbo most earnest enn- 
veraalioiit attending la tbe mast importaiit bnsiiicBS, 
wbeii tlic voice of tbe nute^zin from tbe nearest 
minaret, gave warning iMt tbe time of evening 
pmyer Lad arrived. Instantly all warbily affairs 
If ere aospemled, the little carpet was spreuil^ eacli 
lie van t Moslem knell dowit^ and performed bis 
devotions with an earnestneM and fen'our wbicb 
could only be tlic result of sincere coiiviction* 

I may he told [as 1 often have bes^n) that ibis is 
merely an ontw-ard form* tbe same objection taiiinoL 
be urged against the reverence which the MiwIeJia 
shew for the holy name of God, and tbeir direct 
reference to tiic superintendepce of Provideiite in 
every action of their lives. « BtsmUbdi T (in tbe 
name of God) is devoutly uttered at die commence- 
menfi of every enterprise, and written at tbe be- 
ginning of every letter. Far be it from me to place 
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upon u level with ChTUlionity,

to the Korati^ are not ho immediately evident ns 
ut once to be mmle luaDifest to Uie Moiminmeiian 
populntion by tlio mere pre^^hiu^ of a missioiiory^ 
The Btaliminicnl religloo, diou^b far less pure^ 
iias u still timer bold upon its voturioji^ for it enters 
hito the minutest relations of public ond pHvatelife» 
^ So ciofiely iH tbe fiyotem of caste iptcrwoveni witb 
the whole frame-work of Ilin^ society^ timt even 
Chnstiaa cniiverts have not been able to resi^it its 
induenee^ I tieed only inendon the uojuippv con¬ 
troversy which arose on die subject at 1 anjore, and 
the deplorable scenes wbieh it occasioned. of 

eafllc is in some purts of India an actuiil dcprivatiaa 
of die means of e:Eistciice; ihe influence of the 
Brahmins is complete in all its parte, and we can 
only encounter tt by ofgajiiziii|r a cquolly 

cofd^lctCj and equally extenHive. We miisi attack 
not merely the Hindoo reli|^ion:| but the Xdindoo 
system of ci^iiiimiioaj we inu^i oppose to it not 
only the Chrisdnn cree<l in iia naked simplicity, 
but Ch^dnn education^ Christiaa nmingetnentB of 
Rocicty, and Chrisiian arts of life. 1 am gkd iliat 
I can quote the high audiefity of Bishop WifsoD 
for the soundnefis of these view-s, ea^hj !□ bis 

charge to the clergy of Calcultu,—“ w*uiit die 
CJiHsiian arte of life^ for wdiat is to became of the 
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convc^rt^ bikpti2cd from year to year? Wiiat <if the 
youn^ aiiftilttcd into our sohau!i WJior« oro dioy 
to find iiiatructidn in ibe orfj f What la to 
form them to diligence ? Wbat to brcok the habit of 
depending on ibeiF teachers for lempoml support? 
W'hat to deatJCiy Uie h« 3 y of money, and im¬ 
plant Belf-gavorameii t and diligent eiertion ? Wfeai 
ii to ereate foretfionght, and a desire to tnaintzun 
their families by thoir holiest labour? Whnt to 
|>rcvent the relapse to Ileaihenifltn, when temporai ^ 
inducemeriES are wiffdrawn? When the aclioolB 
Iwc trained the children, who and what ia to pre¬ 
vent tho Bisibniin from resuming hia iiifitieiice? 
Tlio next step noems to he wanting—Christlun nrta, 
Chrktian trades, Cbri^Lian innTiuraetodes, Christian 
viliages-^o that employment, diligent babies, steady 
advnnccs in civiluation, may be maile. We vmiit 
something like tlie celebmtod settlements of the 
United Brethren wlildi adorn Germany, and l^vc 
been reprodticed in Boutkem Afnca,^' 

Before quitting this subject, 1 cannot refrain 
from giving utterance to a ^nbt which has fre* 
qaently pri.’seotcd itself to my mitid.^ If the 
natives abandon Mohamaicdflntjiiii and Biq^caoism, 
are wo qufto sure that they will ombmee Cliris- 
tianity ? Is there not a ilaiiger of the speenladve 
deism silready fashionable among the young Bmh* 
mins of Cntentta becoming prevnlent? May vro not 
produce a kind of negative religiun, an indifTerence 
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to iill positive creeds, and a rccklei^iioss of every 
form of devolion ? Tliis is n dunifer to wLicb tha 
zealous advocutes of coiiversioq seem totaJly bllad; 
but it Is a donj^er much aggravated in India by 
the Lostiliiy of Cbriatiao aecta, aiid especjaJiy by 
over-zealous misaioaones representing tlie Eommi 
CaUiolics as Jitde better tlian die Iieailjen- They 
forget that tbe Hindoos have sufEeieiit knoii'Jtdge 
to wy in reply to iLeir eshormtioiis, « Why should 
0 H't' become ChriaLuios, when yoti tell let that diree- 
fourtlu ol the ChHsiinn ivortif have adopted a CTets:l 
no w^ay saperlor to our own?^" 

I Iwve fek it my duty to uiiike tbvae obtprvBtiuji* 
un tlic p-cat {irobkm of tlie convvrsion of I Jiu- 
dustuii, to iJiow liiBt its solution rt-quires moro 
wiatlom, more patience, mid more cautioji, tlwn is 
usually Applied to it. At the same time, I trust that 
no person will be offended wiUi me for tbe enndid 
expri'Mion of my opinions j whether corjroct or nut, 
they are the result of long experienco, and ditiii- 
tercsted obser^'ation.

I ex¬ 
tended my pbtntatiaii^ eon.’^iderably while I remruiied 
at the Biadan^ oq a-wrtumirig from impartial and 
pood judg;es (i.*spedaly Hiiliop Tamer* who had 
toated the coffee)^ that it poMmed the flavour and 
arofna of the Bneit Moclio berries. 

For the culture of coffee* die climate tmd fvoit of 
Wynaud are undouhtcdly faroumblo^ The pmut 
moisture of the atroo^bere* and the tenacious 
nature of the prouadare sulHtient to afford ziourish- 
ment to die plan Is without the aiit of Irripatioii* 
except when in tlieir liifuiicy. 

t have no hetiiMition jti recording my opinion* 
fkOAcd nri erperience nnd ohserwilion, that any spe- 
culadon in e.iten9ivc cofee plaiilationB undertaken 
in \V%’natid* as atiio on the’western frontier of die 
M)iw>re country* would^ uinter proper mannpemeiit* 
be biplily protiuedve and proUtuble.

The ruUog powers tbeniselvesohoukl never under¬ 
take e^cperijccDtal plans, jn ail of whieh they \mve 
Invariably failed^ and have been finally fotiful to 
relinquish their projects after Uit medfice of huge 
fnilurcs ore mainly owing to the 
ignonuiee of those entruited with their execution, 
to a ra|iaeioiis deoLre for prcfoaturely deriving 
profit ffoiii the spectiktien, and to the absence of 
that great incentive/' sclf-interestj on llie part of 
tlio^ placed to control and superintend tJic under¬ 
takings U'his hiis been excmplifieii in Truvancuie 
and MalahaTh where the culture of ciriiuimoti from 
Ceylon was tried hy goveminent at a great exjiensei 
but finally abfuidonedp not*being found admii- 
mgeous. Yet this very CJC^wriirient succeeded when 
undertaken by individuaJ enterprise j and the eiai- 
namon plantations of Malabar arc at present a 
source of considerable emolument to the indivlduuls 
isiio purchased them from gciverum cnt for a in ere 
irifie! 

The resources of liitlxa are maniroblf anil only 
require capita^ energy, putience, and industry ta 
bring them forivard* The fostering caio and sup¬ 
port of government should be readily extended tu

or 50,00(1 head of cattlCi is considerable, as they me 
all colleeted and tlirowii into die laniiery of Hun* 
sooirex ut no cost- This supply of the raw matc^^l 
free of expense, die proximity of the teak fnrcstR, 
and. extetibive iructa of ferule pasturage throughout 
Mysure^ together wdth die 5ne ctimufe, have com^ 
billed to promote tbe prosperEty of die enterprise. 
Its success b of the highest iimportance, and pro- 
duedve of the most beuelicidt reaults to the slate, 
h has rendered the Gervice so cfGdent and Inde- 
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p^^nilent^ that at the Huii»i:tf>Te can 

supply all the requiaitea for an anny of 5D^0tH| or 
&},000 moD. 

Eaiace I lefL Wynuud, tha calUvalioa of the tea- 
plant has been intrcidijeed« and willi very reasonable 
prospects of success. Ilowcver* the discovery ofllie 
lea ifTOwing wild in A^satn renders lEs ttiUure in 
VV’ynanii Icse important than it otherwise iivould 
have been. But there are many other articles of 
commerec which might be ndranta^oatisly produced 
on the western and sou thorn coasts of Indk^ if the 
labours of the Hindofn were directed by EuropqaJi 
enterprise and inlolligeoce. Two of these are of 
so much iinportaiicc^ not only to India but to Eng* 
land, that t think it necessary to examine them in 
licUiil; I mean silk and cotton, for the supply of 
which in iltc r;iw oUite we arc dependent upon 
foreigners^ though both, I am firmty persundedt 
could be iibundantly euppLied from our own terri¬ 
tories in Indio. 

To commence witli silkp I find ft stated in the 
Last Report nn the Silk Trade (“a.ij. t8Q2), that the 
quality of raw silk produced in Irttlia has gradually 
detenorated^ and that the Indian cocoon only runs 
yards, while that of Italy runs 630 yardSt 
furthermore, the [uduin silk is described os >vcHk 
and deficienL in fibre. Kow it ia well know’ii to 
natumlists, that there are rartous species, or at least 
breeds of sitk-wanOi^ whose diflerenMS are very 
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fiUTiiJLe^ ai3tl indeed can only be dijrCrfnied by a 
practiJ<ed eye. One drcumstaiice^ however, fleeroR 
at once to prove that the Europeaiii nnd Indian silk‘d 
wornns are of a dtflferent breed, for the cocoon pro¬ 
duced in Turkoyt Itniyi and the south of France, is 
globular, wbile the East^l tidmn coedon h ^i^neniJly 
shaped like nii egg. I say *Vgenenilty," becsni&e 
there arc globular isococuis proflneed in India, but 
tho worm which spina them is not so abun^kiiit ns 
that whicli givea the oval cocoons. Tlencc it seems 
very probable^ that the breed of the worm has not 
received the flame attention in Hindustan, tbat it 
has obtained both in Fmncc and Italy* Iiiriccd, it 
b atiUciciitly iiatorious, tliat no care of discrimina¬ 
tion is exercised in tlie sclecttoii of tlie cocoons 
wbicb arc to be reserved for the purposes of re* 
production, and this. Independent of all effects of 
climate, is quite siilUctent to account for the dege¬ 
neracy of tbo worm^ Those who throw all the 
blame upon the climate, forget, that owing to the 
great varieties of elei-atioii in Iiidii]!, there is n very 
ejcteuaivc choice of climates; and tbat lAiiiic of 
succcbfl in any particutnr local]ty is far from proving 
tbat the experiment may not be profitably tried in 
some other part oftlic peninsula. As yet no satb- 
faelory register of experiments has been kept, and 
consequently the dnla are Insiifficienl for determin¬ 
ing the places most favmmible for the prodnclion of 
raw silk. But whatever situation should ultimately 
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iw toand it is I tbiak ftbore all ihiaga neccs* 
sury ID attend (a tbe 5[3«i;ie3 of warm e□1p]oyJ^t4 ^ 
sfle-ETt die Dggs designed to bo batched witii great 
care^ iP reject sucli fts ere likely to produce weak 
ojid defeedve caterpil!iiri| and to continue a iscriw 
of l-cgtsterod c^EperimenU ttt different places, until 
dme and observation sball point out tlio best inoiii! 
of ireatmenti 

Tlic artifidal improveniontof tbe sninial race by 
care, Wiitdifuljiess, and attention, is so faioUiar to 
English breedere of cattle^ that they would deemh 
an idle waste of words to rccoinaiend si milar mea¬ 
sures of preeaudun* But in ibo East, tbere is no 
sitcb attention paid to tbe se lection of brec<b 
Iiciice Uie anlniftU exported from Europe arc Boon 
found to degenerate* We have procured for the 
iiiBtruetion of tbe silk^growcfs, mtiiule directions 
respecting the feeding and treatmetit of the worm i 
but 1 never saw any advice given on the primary 
point—the choice of tbe worm,— though this i^ 
notoriously one of the most important objects of 
attenpoa to tbe ailk-growers of b ranee and lta\y\ 
Cotton h a ftiU more important article; in Eng¬ 


land it is scarcely less eMonlial tbafi corn, but 
would be the condition af Manchcfttcr, Glasgow,^ 
Pmton.etc., if a war with Americi^ or a revolt ot 
the wlnves id the souilicni states, suddenly cut off 
the supply? It ia many years ago siue^ tbt^ 
stock on hujid at Liverpool ti'us not adequate to the 
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E^upply of tii^ maxkufiictijrefi far tlx w>^ekEi. Had 
on OiiraTotuable wind delayed die arrlEti] of the 
Amcricaii rossels at dint dme^ the operatives of oar 
iJorLbcrn camitif?s mast at once have been deprived 
oi worki and iiif^eulabb evil infiicted on tbo eom- 
miuiity, Tliere are niany coutiDjreneiest some of 
them but too probable, which render die rtepeniiencc 
of oar manufacturorB on tbo Americao sopply more 
iiuoeurdous tLao is espedient^ aiifl the only remedy 
for the eiil It a proper enoaiiragemeiit of the growth 
of eotton IP Iiidk 

TJie abort staple of the native Indian coUon is 
tlio firet objection mode to its geiierai use by our 
loantifnctarepL But tliougli the staple is abprtj die 
fibre it strongi aud in the toaiiiifaeturea of India 
the native cotton is preferred to that which is im¬ 
ported from Aincrien. Tbe Be'Crboii cotton, which 
Laa been tried with great success in India, Ims a 
finer and longer staple Lban die ruittve cotton^ and 
it baa produced a very fair, indeed radi.er a high 
price in the English markets. It inay then be asked 
why it it that India docs not supply good cotton ? 
The reasons of the failure are not very^ difficult to 
be found. Firsts little or no cure is exercised in the 
selection of seiL Cotton will not gton' Lu India §o 
os to remunerate the cultivator unless the sail cou- 
taiiiB a large propordun of lime, fifteen per cciiL at 
die very least, aud also unless the iron of the soil 
be n black oxide, so us la give die appearance of 
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a rich loam. Ujit cotton is often pkiited in poor 
yellow loams ; the tree dien proclncet little beyond 
leaves and wooi^ and the staple will rapidly de- 
^ tcriorate. 

AgniiJi Llicro is great Carelessness displayed in the 
selection of &eed| and tn the treatinent of the grow¬ 
ing plants. Tlie American cot ton-growers compel 
dicif slaves to eaterdso incest t vigikonee over the 
trees in every stage of their growth; the lodiaei 
proprietors generally leave die whole matter to 
natyre, 

la deariiiig the cotton the East Indiana arc also 
far less careful than the Aiccriniiis^ the seeds sue 
imperfccti V separated from the wool* And this is 
the more reprehensible ns ilie sectls alFord excolteitt 
iintriment for cattle* 

Tire entire system of agriculture in Wynaudi 
and indeed in the greater part of the interior of 
lodio^ is very slovenly; the plough used is very 
alight and fniilf iind it is ini^riaUJy drawn by osen, 
for the horse is deemed too noble an tudmal for 
agricijltiinil purposes- Rice la not grow'ii to any* 
tiling Like tJie extent that it is in the Carnatic^ 
because tlierc arc not rcscrvoifSi tankas^ and ^aJlcye 
daintneil up^ to supply tlic necessary irrigation. 
Owing to tho frailly and jmperfectiou of the native 
plough p the rice grauneb are gencmilly overfloiiiTd 
several days before the opr ration of plongb ing com¬ 
mences; and 1 have often seen the bnUocki ami 
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buflaJocfl working tlioir tliTOugh liic grocmd up 
to dicir kneM in aiwd. kdestTvce to bo noticed 
that the rico ia traiwplontod by hand iiiLo the 
^Dund thus prepared^ frani bods in whicb it lilts 
beoii previously eowei, so crowdnb tlint It woold not 
grow unless tmnspkntod^ TLiia ial>our uiuolly falls 
upon the women and ddldrca^ 

Instead of rice, make and other dry grains are 
cultivated in die ceded districts south of the Kistnahi 
"Fhc may be considcjed the staple food of the 

inhabitants,—it is a coarse grain, but contains much 
natrimeut Tliey have also the chiuini, commonly 
callcfl Bengal gminp and the jiiarriet a grain resem¬ 
bling [loarl barley^ which sometimes attains the 
height of n mati on horsebacks The stalk of the 
juarrie is A^bable for its saccharine qualities^ which 
render it^a gootl and DutndouE food for honK'S and 
cattle. ^Iie gmin k ground in to dour, and used 
like oatmeal Ln ScoLLaiid, both for cakes and por¬ 
ridge. Wheut and peas are only found os we 
udvoncs to the northward, and in tiie same districts 
HiLi mid 2>oppy are ealtlratetb as I hnvo already 
Jiotiecd, to the cccoimt of the progresa of the arinv 
of the DccGaiij north of flic Nerhudda river. 

ITic phciiomeua of the inoiifioon on the Malulmr 
ewk are very remarkable. The cloiids formed 
hy the immense evaporation from the Bay of Bon- 
gal, arc intercepted and attracLcd by the lofty mngos 
of the ghaat^ whose summits arc enveloped in mist 
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far soma lime previous to tjie commcDccmentiif diti 
' periwiiciHl rains. At this period tlie atmospliefe 
appeal^ surcbur^ed wiilt electnc matter^ diere £Wv 
frequent fliusibct of vlvtd sheet Ughmiog, gcperBlIy 
but Hot alwayis sccompBJiiod by d tow gruuiibbn^ 
thunder:^ resembling the sound of u dlstiuit SLortUd 
As the Uionsoon approaches^ the thunder becomes 
loudetf utid the ligbtuin^ marc vivid, until the raliia 
fairly in, generally about tike commencement of 
Mays wLcfi the eieetrio phenomena arc suipended, 
IzUinediaCely before the close of the mcilsooiiB, the 
til under and lightning are renewed witli greater 
iatensSty than ever? they are dien called elcphatita.. 
No description ooulcl give aoy udoqtinte nation of 
the effect produced by the crashing pools when 
reverbenited by the countless echoes of the tuouiw 
luin-^haiiis that gird Muhibar^ 

Tho mouBooD is the most uii comfortable ^^riodia 
Indian life. At any otlicr time of the year a rainy day 
h hailed with pleod^uro, as tending to allay the dutt, 
and give variety to die moiiolany of the well-defined 
seasons; but rainy day jn the rams” ts perhaps 
one of ihu uiosl wearying, annoying, au<l harassing 
things to bo met with in the course of a man's e^iat* 
ence. Mbriuen andi mermaids may endure it, but 
not Christian people; cloeksi geese, and other* muy 
bear it, hut ali other beasts of tlie field and birds of 
the mV ure in as much pcfplexUy ns tliey were at 
the camcneneemeiit of the gcjierul Deluge* nic 
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rain crimes witli ft m^lif rw, and hear[3^ good 
willji and ftccaoAto rasembk tli^se deLugei m wliicb> 
m Timon eaya, “each drap wm a river," Our 
heavy ahowen Iwar na more praporUon to it llnon n 
Scotch mist to a tliuader-storni. U you venture to 
iuok out you ^ifl scarco seo a ve«t%e of any livid|^ 
things Here and there yea may discover a Holitnry 
ftdjatant; not an officer^ bat a gigantic emne^ stand¬ 
ing kncc^eep lu mud, and apparently bowing bid 
bald head with philosopbio resigaaiioiti to bide tli^ 
peldng ef tbe pitiless stotrn^ He enacts tu perfec¬ 
tion tbe port of Lcorj in the aniimii ercatioii; but 
instead of wbiaiiig after \m daaglitors^ he is calcu¬ 
lating on the cbaiiccs of the frogs and ddhes to be 
found ia the pools when tbe watei^ begin to abate. 
Tbe four-footed creation lias not sneli u preapect to 
atone for present tniaery; all get adder cover ibat 
caiij the rest will not even take tlic trouble to ehake 
ilie water from their hidcft* /Fhe fowls^ in die 
cfirajMiundi. get under cover of tbe wulls^ and fix 
thcmscJves in n poBitlon wdiicb miglit give some 
perplexing problems to pliilo^phers, for tbeir 
eentre of gravity has apparentJy enugrated to tbeir 
(ails> 

At such a time an indescribable lassitude per¬ 
vades tlic frame^ It is impt^iblc either to work 
or readblinds are shut, if indows dosedi and tJie 
whole house involved ^n “darkness visible/' I 
have already noticed the miseries of “ a day in the 
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Jiot winds,'* buE Aucb k «f mrc occurn^r»ce an Mala¬ 
bar and Wyuauf}^ litey bivc ^‘ niJiiy dsyi 

during thi! rains"' in a sEntc of undesirable per¬ 
fection. 

Taking nil clrcumatances of soil, climate^ and 
people into coiioidcralion, I ihiiik dint ihe table¬ 
land of VV^ynaud is one of the mosi iinproviible of 
our territories, and that ucicter a judicious Bystem of 
JOanagement its rei’eilue4 iniglit bo greatly in- 
cr^.’ased. 1 am unwilling to enter hern upon the 
great question of colonization; 1 think it lim been 
discussed too cxcluBively in reference to the indigo 
planters; there arCf as [ Lave itminatcdt nutny 
other aideles of cemineree, nol le^s important, 
which are now neglected, but which might be cul¬ 
tivated with great proht to tire speculutors, and 
great advnnUtgc to the govemmeiit. In addition 
to ibcttc I have already mendoned, 1 mny specify 
Eu^r and tobuccOf for which India posscswti great 
capabiliLies. The qaesuau of Slavery iu VVyoaud 
will be bi.'St understood from exuaiining the mawem 
1 se lit to the offi ciul queries addressed to me, w hich 
I have inserted at full lengtli in my Appendix*

On my return bte oae^veniiigi I broke the leg 
of a deer, which I pursued to a considerable dktance,

biitkitig guided my stepS) diutj^li he wns uii- 
able to pull tlie uiilmaK down. At last 1 got near 
e lie ugh lo kill tlie deer^ but \i^ obliged to DlianHoD 
th|^ bodVi hantig no ineau^ of carrying it honie+ 
Indeed^ ] experionecd conaicleruble difficulty In 
Anding my Huy myself^ both from the iDtricacy of 
the OtiiiEitry^itnd nliofrom the darkness of the flight, 

[ ultimately sueceedeil^ with the awistunce of my 
faitliful dog^ who gonerully preceded fuid guided my 
pudij otherwise I mmt have remained all night ia 
the juugle. ] arrived ahoot nine o^dock P.si. at the 
shooting liu^t. By early dawn 1 started in quest of 
the turciis.s^f the deer, and enubled to goin die 
spot by aid of the dog* and abo by broken branches 
of the trees, which I tmd token the preoaution to 
tcurdow'n here and there on my way home the night 
before, Wbed I reached die ijjot, 1 found die body 
mi&singr but traced U nlutig die ground for more 
dian a niiJej over Jiilb and ravines, lo where it by. 
Port of it wujs dcJ^troyed, Close by, a Coureber (a 
native of VVynaud) espied a royal tiger skulking 
awuyi at wdiieb be shot an arrow. The deer, 
although very large and hcavj't bud been carrjctloff 
by this powerful aiiLmal. 

WhiJe out shooting ]□ tlib quarter, amwtdia* 
ngreenble imoll attracted my attention* 1 directed 
my steps to the quarter frotn which It proceeded; 
1 wus induced to do so by tbo hope of discovering 
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Uie bfidy of an elephant, whose tuska mi^ht |>c 
woitli scpuritig, as tJie males not nnffe^ucnlly kill 
one BROlher in their cncomitcts: it turned out that 
the scent was occaAioned by tile carcass of a huge 
boa-coastrictor, slung ucross the branches of a lofty 
tree. It wiis apparently about tiO feet long, tliougii 
I could not ascot tain tlie exact diaienstoiis, from 
its situatiuii, and high state of decomposition. I 
learned afterwards that it had been shot witli arrows 
while in tlie act of devouring a hog, wliieli it had 
found eutanglcd in a net, luitl for tJie purjjose of 
on trapping deer, hog, etc. 

IdeuL D. happening to fall in with tbc carcass of 
a tiger, exlracied the Jarge teeth or fangs. I be 
native who had shot it, slmrtly after came to our 
hut, and requested their restoration, saying, tltey, 
as ulsD the tail, were nveeasary to produce to the 
collector to entitle him to claim the reward allowed 
by ^oVfrniiii>iiL 

Tlie custom in ^\’yunud and Jfuhihar, of never 
Hkiiining lire tiger, differs from that iji other ports 
of India, where the skin is invariably pro<ltic«l to 
identify the deslrucdou of Uie auimai. Tlie usual 
mode in Wyimud otid Malabar, on killing all vom- 
cioua beasts, is to suspend them from a low deserip- 
tion of galJotv^ wiili ropes tied round tlie ch. st and 
loiua, and a piece of slick tlirust into the mouth, to 
keep the jaws wide open. This ceremony it inva* 
riahly performed as near the spot w'here the luiinml 
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lioA been killed m pci«aLblp. The carcass then re^ 
maiiis suspended in tar&nnirt^ till it falls ti> pSeir^s. 
Wild doga are ceminari ih Wyiiatid. They are af 
u fearless nature, as I tiavc frequeiitiy see a a pack 
<jf froni fifceetl ta twenty foakiu^ an unccneemedly 
at n ahart distance^ apparently neticiag; &ur wark^ 
%irljile taking Uie afTal from a deer or any other 
auimat^ to whidi tliey composedly walked up on 
our departure, ntml commenced partaking of it ere 
we wero out of si^ht- 

Onee, near Catapartiniba, 1 shot a very fine wild 
dogp while it and Several otiicre were rejjolinjr 
ihemseives on the enrenss of a bullock. Tlieif size 
is tliat of u □liddlirig: foi-houndj they an? of a red- 
<li9h colouFi with some long* black hair lowanhi the 
end of tlie tml^ which appears more like a brnsh i 
Uiey linve the ears erecE^ nod a formidable row’ of 
teeth. They are very liardy and strong. In \Vy nand 
I used frequently to sU up on moonlight nights^ In 
w’ait for animids, sometimes without getting a sbot» 
One nighty a little before daw'iii as I woa almost 
despairing of sueccas^ an elepliant issued from some 
grain fields^ and forlunately passing under the tree 
in which I w“ns pcrdied on a platforin among the 
branches, a lucky shot I mado;, bit him above the 
eye^ and proved mortah He fell on his knees for 
some minutes, and then rolled on the ground. These 
anlmalu commit great dcvastatioii in the rice fields, 
not only froai what they caE, but aJio from w-hat 
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tliejr t™d into the ami Wbon thus employed, 
they ore ioaih to quit the giuinj unless on tho 
report of ftre-arms. m they do tiat heed the alieuts 
of the people left to wauJi io tiie fields.

«c«d seventy pounds' weight the pair, ami will 
fetch III the market about one rupeei w two shiliings 
pcf pound. 

Having learned that a tiger had been entrapped 
> some viti^m aiateen mile* to the eastward of 
Manintoddy, the novelty of the sight, with the hope 
o getting u shot, induced me to go to the place. I 
ere ore started, in the company of two other 
whan we reached the place we found a 
piece of underwood, about thirty yards in 
^eter surrounded hyst^orig nets ihirlecn feet 
high, and supported on stout poks, wdj secured- 
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Neariy ont luinclrird people statioiuid sti inter* 
vals round tlie polefli eBcIi nrmed with a l(in^ftj>ear. 
A portion of them kept couftiuiil wnteb during- the 
ni^htond day^ to prevent on eieape^ which the tiger 
nUempted several times, especiully at nigh^ by 
springing ngaimtt the netijng^ to the menhe# of 
which lie dung, till forcred to quit bb hold by the 
spearmen. Two days and nigh is ebpsed before we 
ooiild iniluce the people to make on attack. Our 
anxiety was great, hut the hemi men told ui we 
must wait patiently until the Brahinins fthould per¬ 
form certain ceremonies that were obFolutdy neces¬ 
sary to propitiate ibe aid of their gods, jn order tbot 
no accident might oecur to any person. At the 
same time they addetl, tlait not a shot con Ed bo 
allowed, or even an arrow discharged from the bow 
qc ibe tiger, ns spears must be the only u'eapont 
used. The delay 1 alttihute to the wish of getting 
a larger coneaurBc of people* as the headman of 
the village levied a contribution proportioned to 
each persoiffl means, ostensibly for the piur|ioM!! of 
providing tliem witll food* and sacxifieing to the 
deities. 

Wbco the final arrangements wore completed, 
ten men entered tlic jungle with bilt4n>okii, itnd cut 
a "WTiy towards the centre of the plaae where the 
tiger WM siippofled to lie* They were guarded by 
twenty able RpearmeUji and on approaching towaJtb 
the middle of the jungle, ft splendid royal iigor 
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rushed Qiituith Ei ronri arid sprung over the men li-hij 
were cutting the bnudiwood^ but lie aitis received 
by the epeanneii with grent covine!»^ ntid traosi^xed 
on tlie spot, [o Jils death-^truy;j^le lie broke off the 
hiMicU of ttevcml speatSi wttfi oh inticb eaisc as Lf they 
bad been tw\g^ During this lifTaif^ much the 
ustoiiifiLment of all, a ligtvsai spriiiig agninst tlie 
Jiettln;^ or the opposite side^ but ntia quickly 
repellvd by the y|>earmeri outsliU% She rctrcatctl 
into the iie;ir the |>uriy outtia^ tt down, tind 

, after a little iitne, mnktn^ anotJicr effort to spring 
o^er the nettings ^hc and her cub were ilispatched, 
hut not irithout u desperate struggle. Ke umdeut 
oociiired^ as. Uie greatest order and regularity was « 
observed^ 

It Appears only oi^e tiger hud been onginidly 
traced !<i ihie thicket, after it had killed a buffalo 
and iiB calf. Ko auspidon esisteil of the tigress 
and her cub. No doubt the want of food for fifty- 
six hours io some nteB>>ure blunted die energies of 
these unimais} else they must have severely injured 
the hunters^ and perbnps caused J<ks of lifo. They 
suffered from thirst R9 w ell as hunger, for they muld 
only procure water from a rJmle; that ^nn 
tlitough the phee in which they were cunJined. 

After a ia|5sc of nearly two years, I rroeived n 
reply to my memyrial, from government, for an

The commandsr-in^ehief, Sir G- W., 14^4 
udvoenced my liiat appeal moftt handsomely^ on sub¬ 
mitting it to the favourable consideration of the 
governor, Mr, L, 'riio Bombay goverunacTit also 
shortly after wamfs eaiiie forward uridolicitetb 
most liberalsv\ with a furtber anas a rcimbnrae- 
ment to meet the ncccss&ry expenses incurred by 
p tlic nuuober of officers of that presidency who hfl4 
T'ccejvcd attentions on passing Uiroiigh Maninlmldy, 
I'he pleasure of my usual vL^it to Hunsoore in 
imSp wTi^ d 4 imped by & most melancholy occurrence. 
One of the geiUJemcn composing our boiuH society 
lost bis life by the jiccidental explosion of his gun. 
He harl been out quail-shooting in my company, 
and I observed that hk spirits were unusiinlly low, 
and hii ttuinl agiinted by somcLliiiig like a present^ 
itient of dcalb. I parte^l from him, and went towwds 
die liDus* wliere w e were bodi to snp* Suddenly I 
heard a shot, aod turning rouoil I saw a peon run¬ 
ning towarih me in gfcat alarm. On going with 
him to tlie pkec w here 1 Imd left my companioii, I 
found the unfortunate gentleman extended on tt.e

ttiiiBtc widoW) anil ho far ns lay in his powder alle¬ 
viated the dilhculdes wiiich necessarily arose from 
her suditen bercavemput. I remained at tin? place 
until tlio fuiiieral was overj the body was home to 
die grave with military hanoura, and the beautiful 
service of our dmreh most uffectEDgly read by Cok C. 
'fborc was no blaukM^rtridge nt the iUition, and 
consequently the usual saJuto wris nut fired; an 
omission against which die sepoys remonstmtefl, and 
seemed n’^luctaiit to leave the burlaJ-grouud) tiudl 
the cireumsiunces wore e3|>hiliied. 

Of kto the oheetaha had become very numerous 
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nbout th« vicinity t>f constantly kiJUtig 

cattle wbiie oat As the tlnckcts wejro too 

4eiiic niid lliick to pcnctr|lo, lo shoot thcfOf tnips 
were ae^ baited with Pariah doga or gontfli in wLidi 
several were canghti I lost dogs at different tiincSj 
when pumoing liores or other n^me into t^ieir haottla. 

A cheeiBb iilso manaj^ed to carry off a v'cry fine 
Hpoited pet deer, over a high wsdb kept in iiii en¬ 
closed yard close lo ray frieod*s house^ The variety 
of game ftt this station ennhled me fieqaeiitly to 
bring homo eight or ten flortei sucIi as partridge, 
quail, rock“pigcons (the Indian grouse), pea, jnnglei 
and spur fowl, florikin, and harej and of wet-sboot- 
ing, in the Reason, duek, teak widgeon, aaipe, and 
plover. As this variety does not exist in the same 
degree in Europe* it affords a wiiler and mare 
cUvcisiHed scope to tbe held sports of India, ivliore 
a blank day seldom oceura io a fair shot, especially 
north nf the Kiatnah and GoJavery, 

efame is generuUy most abundant in places re¬ 
mote from tlie haunts of Earopearis; but though 
llaasoore is a crowdetl and active aiatiorij it ia 
well suppHcH wkh cover, enjoys a fine ctimate, nnd 
ofTcn many facilities for the elaise. I’he country 
beyond the Kistnah is. more favourable for bog- 
bun^Qj^* and frequent eseumons, to enjoy ibis 
sport, are made from Hunsoore. 

In no part of the ^ladrai presidenc^^ are the 
gardens of flowers* fruits, and vegetables, bo beau-

liful^ and 10 pitxliictiv*?, m abatit Ilnn&oore. Tlie 
»oiJ wai on^nalty a porttieable isandj but it has 
be«n #a ennched by dn?,obEiridflnt manure from the 
caltle depot that it rivals the best in tnijiu^ There 
is flW a plentiful supply of water from the ad- 
Jaminif river* Nowhere have I seen sudi large 
and ivelJ-£uvoured piuea. These fruits^ 60 highly 
mtued in thb cauulrvi niiiy be had f>^i^ litUe or 
nuithing^ though of a siie and quality stiperior to 
ouy ever seen in England* 

In the greater part of WjTkaud pin^ grow spon- 
taneoii^lvT but they are not equal in flavour in 
thone af f-llitisoOTc. 1 hod tlieiii in sucli abiinilance 
at Manintoddy, that 1 made them the ehief fond of 
my piga during the mduihs of June and July, 
There wftg a hedge of dry bushes between the 
garden and Ofchardj, on which some soil and weeds 
had lodged} thrown there liy the Inbourers when 
cEearing the garden; on thk I acerdenrnlly flung 
some top^huots of llie pine^ wliich struck mat, and 
actually bore fruit in the following year. This k 
the more remarkable^ as pines cannot be raked, 
without dilfleiiliy in the tuljoining districts of 
i%Iy6ore. The diflfcrence fs occn.sidned by the 
greater humidity of the climate of Wynaiid? in 
other fruitSi Mysore has thoadvajiLagCf partieitlarlv 
in itrawbemeS} peach es^ omfigesi and Jimes, 

W'ynaud has fewer snnkoti and TCpdlei than 
Mysore, and most of the serpents are devoid of 
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Tenam. 1 once went in to my kitchen# or mther 
cDokiti^-house# and saw tlie head of o oiiake peep¬ 
ing out from under the tUoo. 1 asked the cook 
why he did not destroy it?~he replied# that the 
orenture ww& not venomous^ and that it wasf od the 
contrary^ a fieri ieeahle friend^ for it destroyed the 
rata and other vermin# which, uttlesa tbud checked# 
would render the ptnee uninliabitahie: subsequent 
observation convinced me that the cook's account 
was perfectly correet- 

Many are »o with a dread of tjgm 

and snakes, that they lose aJl relish of 5cld-i|>orts^ 
This terror 1 soon found ideal j itcilher one tinr * 
the other will be the aggressors, an they generally 
endeavour to shun a meetings When tlogi are 
used# they give luf&cient warning to enable the 
sportsman to avoid dangcrons encomiiterB* I have 
always mode it a pi»iit to shoot any snakes, and 
liave often killed two cobnis together, while en¬ 
twined in an erect position. The shooting off 
elephants in not very common in Wyjiaud# but I 
liave snmctimea naed these tmimak in thick kw 
jungle I the sport It very agreeablej and after some 
practice, it is easy to bn'isg down sach gnme as 
hares, partridgea, etc-, but the elephants make m 
much noise, that deer, bogi, etc* fue warned, and 
make their escape. 

Un the frontiers of Coorg, I happened to pass a 
small stream that took Sts wiirse through a black 
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6*iL 1 observed that the banks were perforated m 
soveraL p3nces* TliiB 1 wtis inform ed had been 
done by dephants, buon^ deer, ete, for tbc pnrpoee 
of gettmg at the earthy for which they Imve a 
predileciion at a peculiar Bpoaon^ on account of lis 
sal me qoulities. Acting on the hinti 1 took poot in 
its vicinity on a plntform fixed in a trcoi where 1 was 
much incomcnoded by the heavy fogs and dew's, 
'rbwe were frequently so thick and heavy na to 
prevent my distinguishing any object, though the 
iinimahi could plainly be heard close at hantt 
However, oitc fine, clear moonliglit night, nbout 
ten o^cIock, when I had just shot a biaon, and 
kardly regained my station after covering his Iwdy 
with the boughs of trees, a number of etephanis 
eommenced thetr operations, boring the banka. 
While i vi-as reloading, the native w^ho was with 
tne killed a male elephant, witb a fine pair of tusks 
that weighed 4S lbs, 

1 shall never forget the eFect produced by Uie 
^isirious notes of thediFerentnnimals, os they struck 
on the ear during these wiitches: they w^ore eehoed 
through the depths of the woods, till they gmdtialiy 
died Dwiiy in the distance. 'Fhe gloom of night, 
heigh lencd by tlie lofty forest ond primitive wild- 
iics,% of the surrounding scenery, tended to excite a 
chill and involuntary shudder, which gave a power¬ 
ful effdet to the varied sounds. The instinct of the 
nipacians beasts lead them to liits bank to leek for 
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pTfly I diey lid in waU far tlic dedFi u'liwo aai^ure 
1 Lave repeatedly nitcesseJ, 1 Lave frequefidy 
ahat die spoUed deer and janglcHjlieept a ipccica 
of deer aa called frooi its Llcati on tLe banks of 
this salt rivakl^ 

1 once umdo on excurmoo, with Mr. and iwo 
other ofiloerai to eiploro tho high nutge of lilils llml 
divide Wytsaud from the Coorg country^ The 
ascent was Steep and rocky \ we were obliged Co 
cut our way thtungh the junglei which reached 
nearly half-way up the hilts. However, we were 
atnply rewarded, on attoloing their suniipiitst about 
hOUll feet in height, by the agreeable diveruty and 
change of scenery, and also by the mildness of ihe 
climate contrasted wiUi the vaileys at their base, 
Conriderable tnicts of open table-land, with occa¬ 
sional belts of WochI, formed the principal features 
of the prospect, and some jmna were not unlike the 
Neilgherriefi. The open spots were covered with 
abukidauee of grass, where several troops of elk 
were gruiing? on our approoch they stanipercd off 
before u shot could be had at iherai We returned 
late to our lents, with only ft few" pea-fowl, though 
[lerfectiy satisfied with our trip, and the novelty It 
afforded. These hills arc worthy of being eur- 
voyod, for if oit easier acecia could be discovered, 
they might form u aanatarium to the siniions of 

t Ji n fian nra aud Mftllgulore- 

In order to make up for our bod spurt lliis day, 
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d^tcnnined on trying our ebnnc^ diiring the 
inghtj whiirli proved favoumhlo for our purpoflo^ 
rtcpanttion^ wore made acmrdiuglyt but aa the 
moon did not net tib oi1drught» two of our party 
who had gone to sleep eonld ml ho induced to rise 
nt so Late an hour, ns tliey were not recovered Irom 
tlidr late fatigue^ 1 therefore started in company 
witli Lknit B* it wn* as darJc and cloudy a night 
m EouLd be unshed or imagined; not even a star wm 
?hdble» In pDosing a pagoda, the Hindoo attend¬ 
ants halted a short time* in order that eertnin 
obeisances should be made to their deities to propi¬ 
tiate them* which they told uji was a necessary 
measure to ensure success An old Brahmin* who 
wm attached to the pagoda* said ** it was an ad¬ 
visable preliminary* otheruds# our work was in 
Homo meoflure deemed sinfal* by tlio mode we 
adopte<l to deceive the poor besjtu of the forest 
with lights, an attribute only of their gods, oi tliey 
were in & n^nner illumijialcd in ifkeir own persons^ 
and niglkt was tlie rime c^uiseu for their peregiiniv- 
tions, when tliey were ntteddod hy ail die animal 
creadom Beasts and turds were tlierefore comk 
dered under their peculiar protecriani and our de~ 
struedon was sure unless we secured their pardon 
beforehand by propiriutory oblations.^' Such ure die 
lictionH by which the Brahmint deceive diis simple 
people* in order to boEd them in subjection to their 
»iva>\ 
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We pui^iiefl o^uT way ior about half a mW^t aiui 
wbik passing^ some rice-fields unexpectedly 
turbed a herd of elepliant^x irumpetiiig 

evinced tbat they did not mucli relLdi being di^ 
tufbed from tbeir ogreenble repaat in tbe gmia 
fieldS| where they were leisurely feeding. A* die 
iiativcs ore someH'hat fdjirmed uL [neetjjig these 
ojiimaK we took a dJSerertt dlrettiop^ and for some 
time lost the intended tracks and gat entiingled in 
ail citenaivc mamsSf the deep holea of which were 
partly filled with mud and partly with water, into 
which we often plunged iiii the dark. At Iml we 
came on a herd of deer, but tliey pssed us at full 
speeiL 'llii* wa undervtofHl to be caused by some 
onlifial in pursuit, and immediately after the growd 
of a tiger was heard* which again so frightened the 
people that tliere wm some difficulty in making 
them proceed any further. 

W'e also encountered a >soundar| or herd of bog, 
but, stnuige to say, these animulj are not in¬ 
fluenced by tile light# in the same manner ns. deer, 
elk, bfiies, etc.: whether thb arises from their 
ioidnet, or difference of visionp cannot be deter¬ 
mined, but in my Tarious night cxciirmona I have 
never been able to get a shot at any of the wild 
hoga, as tliey make off on the approach of tlie 
lights. 

The too premature anxiety of my friend, in 
shewing himself in advauce of the fights, frightened 
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away a h^rd of dccTi but tbe mm who earned the 
torcti kept after tkeiD at a sinart paca^ eautioriin^ 
UB ID a low topo tP keep immediately m bia track. 
We Eoon came up wttli them j the blightaeaa af 
their eyes first attracted noiice, and on sppfoachiag^ 
within twenty or tliirty yards^ the uanal diBianee 
to fire wjUi eerUuaty^ our four barrels brought down 
two Bne doeSg atid -wounding a large buck^ which we 
traced by its blood into some recfk an the banki of 
a river. Eetuming home^ we Idlled another doe, 
and arrived a little after two o^'clock a.m, Twn of 
the deer we left in the jnnglei for want of liands^ 
till momiiig^ Our two friends, on viewing ouf 
spoils repented not hsTing accompanied us^ ospe- 
cially as drcnmetances prevented our remdoing 
another ptghL 

Such is the timidity wid watchfain^ of the 
spotted deer, owing to the numcroui oneinieSi tliey 
have, tliai it is with tlie greatest dillculty and 
caution they can be approached to be shot at with 
certainty during the dayj therefoto their pursuit 
most be eonsidered at best but preenTiom in the 
day-time^ though success may be feJrly calculated 
on in the night-work. I have shot biaon^ elk^ 
jungleHibcepi and hareSt in this maiineri during uiy 
residence ia Wynand.

Wynaud ran^er^ fonneii by draughts of Uic Serin- 
gnpatuiTL local bnttaliooj. on its b<UJ]g disembodl^iL 
Xbpy wcro a fine body of riftOf^ staiith and weLL 
disposed, and ROOik besitoe intelligent and aedve, 
exhibking always tJaal fttlf-confidonce And penw- 
vemnee so essential to make a good and efEcitoi 
soldier^ and ivhjeb enable bim to atrC wdtb prompti¬ 
tude when left to bis own fcsourceSi ilicae qunlides 
are greatly developed and strengihened by the 
occasional e,ierciae of field ipertai aa tbe following 
drcumNtanccs, wbldi I may relate witbaut egotkm, 
wilt sbevr^ 
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Ihe CDlle^tor of Calicut fountl ihc police fopte of 
Kolcara [i»uf&cicfit lo check tlio EioiDggli Kg'which 
wai cBiricii ttn to a ctinr^iilerable eJiteiit between 
^fyBOTe and Malnbarg by numerous gtingi of 
Mapillcis. 'rhesc free tenders set the irrcgularB at 
dehance^ and lottodueed vast qiinntldea of con- 
tinband tobacco from the Mysore conn try into 
Moiabor^ where they ooM it nt a great &dvnnt[ige» 
and a pro^Niftionate \im to the Teccaiie. The 
l^oycmineiit, m w generally known, retMn5 the boIc 
monopoly of the sale of this ardelc within their ow^n 
territories. On its way to Mafnbar^ the tolwcca 
paosed through the iDuchern pam of Wynaud, 
where tJie country b most difficult to be kept under 
strict obscr\Tidon, on nceount of Its hilly and woody 
nature. 

Application being mode to me by Mr, SL^ the 
ooUcclof, to biford him aid toui'nrds the iuppreasion 
of the iliictt tradp, i accordingly made the neces¬ 
sary prepanition4, and selecting ^Ighity men, pro¬ 
ceeded in the difcction indicated aa the most likdy 
to bring me in contact with the freebooters.

to watch gome lo the joDgle^ and to attend to the 
signals for njiidug strength on a pardcubir point, the 
rangers net only met buL andciptitcd the attack; 
they cJiarged tlie Alapillos^ dkperaed Uicm after a 
slight reektanccj killed eight, and took thirty-six 
prioorters. Sixty bales of tobacco were the pri:te of

lltia mishap taught the smugglers cautiou; they 
made a freih attempt to crosfi our Jiues,. and it was 
only by exemsing the stratugeius used against a 
herd of decr^ that they were Udfled.

treat; they w^i^re forced to surreudef at discxetiou, 
and all tlieir e«ntml>aa{l were token, 'Ihe 
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amount; railed from tLa pracct^le of the confix- 
cated tobacco gai^e eacL ^poy a aiim Bufficieat 
to slimuUiLe him to bo zoabui m ptotcctiiiK the 
revenue for the future. 

I have been lodueed to narrate thia adventure 
from an rnixioua desire U vindicate the hiir limie ot 
the routers, 1 rejfrptted on my return to Judin to 
hear that their cooduet was Homewhat blamed^ 
dnrii)^ the dmc that a part of the force was exn- 
^ ployed in the Coorg war. I conhdent that ihU 
-j body of men wm ns truBtwunhyt ^energede^ pad 
fidthfub as any other in the Company's service# and 
therefore any ihilurc must have arisen from circum- 
Btauces beyond their cohtrnL 

I saw tried die power of die Wynnud bow on 
many occasiocL^ and I wili here give an iuEtnDce of 
its effieic^ncy^ A poor cultivator who resided close 
to ^linEntoddy# lost one ot thn budnloos he used in 
bis plough. Aud this wm to him n severe niisfor* 
tune# for his team wm the principai support of him- 
seif nod his family^ He hnew diut the tiger whieli 
had killed it woidd como at night to prey on the 
carc&SiS# and he Uiercfore lay in wait behind a sotmll 
Sfircea within a few yards of the earetii^ The tiger 
caine os he expected; he tiisdinrged hm arrow at the 
beast# and so correct his nlcn, and such the 
itrcngiJi of his arm, that the arrow pierced to the 
dger's henru He toJd us that die beast when struck# 
bounded high m the air and fell dead on the remains 
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of iilfi victim. For rlu« fcit lie recoirii-il die ii^iial 
allowDiice i>f 00 rupeei, or 0^ I0 j.| vliidi cmbled 
bim to buy two other buiiilues^a re^iird lie Bo\\y 
earned. 

The extraordinary bolilnm of kttei aod crawi» 
in Jodia h worthy of notice^ Tho former will 
often oome ilito the «ittiiig-room, acd take olT the 
table breads butter^ or qjiyiikiDg else of wbjch they 
ean lay liold. I have also frequeaUy sec a kitet 
soarinj' aloft on the louk-out for the dinaeri or ^ 
other mialp w^idi tu Indb h cooked in a houie U' 
distinct ffuro tlko dwelling; if a dish E>e left for au 
iiLstant un^arded^ they will dart down nnd taki 
off a eiiickeni or any small joint that they can 
carry off in their talons- In Eome phtcos their 
audacity was so great that persons were obliged to 
be in attendance ^ ith sticks to keep them otL 

Myriads of fire-fUcs are common at particular 
seasons in India, preseming a novel sight, espedaily 
when seen iit trees, which then have the nppeamiice 
of being on tiro. They frequently mi^kad the 
benighted tmveUcr^ efipeciaily Bhonkl hb way lay 
over low marshy groundSj where they nppear mare 
brilllatit and an moron* tlian in any other situation. 
T'licir dvlnsivc effoct more than once expe^ 
ricnccd by myself* when in night escursion* I have 
been pu^xled to get deftr of daitgeruus placea* Ac 
such tUnea I have been often iuduci-'d to follow 
diose insects under the suppositioo that the light 
came from some friendly beacon* 
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Dense fogs are conimoii t^miigliout Mysdre and 
Wynaud during Nov'emWr^ Deeembcr^ and Janu-^ 
nryr tliey will put tbe mast expeneacred traveller 
in the localiLieo of tlio country at fault to Hnd hie 
way. These fogi continue sometitnes duHng the 
niglitj. and often do not disperse dll die mn is at a 
considerable elevation. 

AlligstorB are only found in purticuler dtsmets; 
ilicy are most numerouB in those rivers where the 
.r*%stream is not rapid^ whctlier salt or fresh. Their 
JJ^rindptl food, like lliat of the otter, is fish; to 
which both are equally destructive^ though the 
litti^f is inferior in VDiacity, I once witne^^sed a 
singukr instance of the strength of iho oHigalnr^ 
While rowing up the river from Telliehcrry to 
Angorecandy^ I saw a small cow aeisced by an nJli- 
gahir while dritiking, and fairly pulled under water 
before we could render it aasUtnneoH. 

These animulB may he seen basking on the banks 
of rivers with their jaws extended, in apparent rn- 
joymept of the sun's hcams when iu its lenith, btit 
tliey are olwuys close to the edge of the water, into 
whicli they glide with un awkward but rapid mo>ve- 
mcriB on being disturbed. 1 have frequently shot 
them while thus basking, when there was sufEcienC 
cover to screen my approach. The ball will ordy 
ponetrate under the fore leg or neck, as'ulJ the 
other parts are bidlet^proo^ being covered with 
scales and tabcrdeSi. In the mornings and evenings 
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they generally float on the aurface af the water* at 
a diEtance from the banki^ and they then roBooible 
logs of wood, I Dfit% diecovered several of the 
alligulor'a i?ggs in die sanily bed of ibe Maiiintoddy 
river» 1 foanif tbem oat hy seeing Eoioo of the 
young ones in the saodi ibout four iirdo^ long, 
nJtitiing about near the spoL The eggs w^ere par¬ 
tially hhldcD under the sandt they were much 
larger than goose eggo^ and were cohered with a 
tough soft skin ; the following day ihese eggs pro-^-^ 
duced young alligators, active, lively, und 
at whatever they could Layjiold of. 

At one of my shooting htiEs, a short dl^ianee 
from Manintoddy, after a hard dny^i sport, 1 vat 
awakened about tnidn^ht by a villager who brought 
me information of a hog feeding in his graia holds 
dote Bt hBiid. Lieut R., who wm with me, volun¬ 
teered to undertake the diase alone, and as he was 
a steady good shot, 1 did unt deem it necessary to 
accompany him; shortly after he left me, I beard 
the roporia of both barrels of bis gun in succession | 
he had only wounded the aiiiinaJ at hTit, but as it 
w^s a clear moonlight nighty lie was enabled lo 
overtake and finoliy kill it. I'brae animab, e*pe- 
dally the male, moke a peculiar noise while eadJig 
their food, by llto apper tugks grinding igoiust 
those in tlie lower jaw. 

i cannot omit mentiouiiig a remarkable escape 
whicli 1 had about this lime, while riding down 
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tlic Parioli a Liide before tiw dfty dawii«<L 

Owin^ to an extitioirdiiinry lit of dronr^ine^ 1 per>- 
mjitcd my borse i* approach iliat iide of tlie road 
wbicli ovortmng a iteop precipitc. Down thtj he 
rolleilf till hU faitlier pruft^^ess was Btoppcfl by A 
tree; I wm caught m 0oma hmhe$t and we baij no 
amail clt^uUy in getting extricated from our awh- 
ward siLualloti; we could icnrcely have succeeded 
blit for tJic afisUtnnoe of two efticersi who accom^ 
panied roe* 1 only iccciyed a few scratcliei and 
trjfiing bruises. 

1 may here relate on iusbanea of the credulity of 
the natives of ^\■ynalJ£L A mpAt extraordinary 
panic prevailed for about ten daya in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Mania totfiiy^ which caused ii temporory 
scarcity of provinana, m the Till.»g;eins dared not jtir 
from their homea to briag gtaia and otlier Bupplicfi 
unless I i4Mit on escort of sepoya to accompany 
tlinm 0x1 inquiry, I aseertaiiicd tJiat a report bad 
been fti?read by some eviUmiaded pciaon diat the 
English govern meat wm about to build a Cbrwthin 
church on the Noilgherry hilli, and duat the author 
riti^ deemed it it necessary taeasuro to offer up to 
their Cj<k( a certain number of heathen heiuiaf and 
dint emiasorie!i were secretly employed throughout 
the country to obtain them ! 1 bad seme difficulty 

in ^Jiaying the ferment caused by this al)surd report* 
At one of the Hindoo teiaplea near Maaintoddcf 
A doaiciidc fond b die miial ofiering; it is presented 
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on uficafliDns qf fitch or otJier calami ly. I have 
freqitcntly ficea die jachaU runQiag oS with tlicm. 
The dcctriacfi of the Iliadoo failb induce ltd ad- 
licrenU U> avert the wmtli af their deifies^ must 
whufii are, &a they tma^nej of a mulieloiiH and. 
ruveageful eharaeter; they are supposed to reside 
in ihc wildest and most sedtided pkee^ whore sitiall 
tempLofi arc generally foimd erected to their wor¬ 
ship, A pie-uic party defied one of tliese, by 
eating dieir di inner ill the entmtict-V and had to pay 
about hve pounds to luivo it purified with certaio 
abJutioaH and ceremonies by the Brahminsp 

One of the most interefltiog ovelltfi whieJi took 
place during my rcsideiico in Wynaud* was the 
arrJv'ul of ihe governorj the flon. Mr. L.^ on his 
tour through the districts aubjocl to the prriiideTicy 
of IVIadaia. Aoaioui equally to Advance the inte¬ 
rests of those under W'bom he servedk and to pm- 
mote the lnippincss< of tliosc over whom he ruledp he 
minutely impecu^d every depertinent of die public 
ficri’tcoit, ].wticularly iuquiriag into such errors and 
abuses m were pio^t likely to hear hnrd on jho 
native. Rarely lias Jxidia bsd a governor in wliom 
Brmiiess of pur|iase and mildneso of demeanour 
were luare hnppily nniied- His irMignificent retinue 
and stnwly siMie were far less imposing tluui the 
affeetieiuite veneration shewn him by the country 
people:, and the rcAiUncss with which the imtivo 
autbontics rccogniaeii the wtsdoto and rcctiiude of 
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h)9 d^daiohf* C«in plain ta wrc made by ^me ol 
the caJlei^tnfi timt nuinbera of iLcir eukivnt'orf bad 
abneoiided^ qjiiI laken refit^ in llic My tor o sad 
Coor^ muniryt and iJmt the uiilboi-ities refa^d to 
restore theia. Mi'. L. promptly titnd wisely replied 
that die ml lector^ in preferring such a eomp lointt 
proiiotmced oondemriatiob nn their own conduct, 
for chat such migrations eauld oidy be the result of 
ill'treatniejit and Kystematie oppression^ He de* 
clarcd tiiot he had neither the power nor the incli^^ 
nationj nnder any dreaautAoees, to en farce a system 
of compnlaory Jabcijr]i and he peremplurily rejecCetl 
the claims of those who demanded the serrices of 
the cultivators as jf they hsd been Eiavesr atlaehed 
Co the lorid like the villeins of ohh and like cattlei 
the property of the Jor^b of the soil 

I Joined the Hon. Mti Li at lib second stage^ 
and was receiveil by hioi with all die kindness and 
urbanity for which he has been ever rcmarkiible. 
He gratified the natives by oflertng small prizes for 
the practice of tlieir natioiiaE sports- We had a 
exhibitian of archeryt in wdiicbj as 
1 wre already said^ the croachers, t>r natives of 
Wypoud^ arc wonderfully expert. ITiey seldojn 
miBsed hitting a rupcei whldi is about die size of a 
chitling, at the dbionce of from sixty to a hundred 
yards. Their arrows always fell sufEdently near 
to cover a man's body j and when I witneased their 
expertness, I could not avoid coindding willi 
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in tJie Qpinlen dint llic total diinfie of tlse 
bow for the pur|>oseii of war it nol io dcdded an 
iMiprov^meiit U aomctimos auppo^od^ and that, 
und^r certain circrunislaiic 0 % it Would bo Jio bad 
iubfltituto for Uio musket. 

Soon after Mr, U"a lour, tbe Btale of my hedtb 
compelled me to make preparaUons for a visit to 
Europe. My oppliondoii for leave of obKcDce aia 
gran Led with very complimenlnry reodinosai and I 
Hoon ooncludeil my arrangemouta wiUi Capt. 
wlio luceoedcd me iu die coomiBod of tlie Wynaud 
rangers. While theao matters were in progress, 1 
had leistiro to visit some of the mngnlfieent ruilii 
which attest the former greatness of Indio, and the 
extiaor^linary perfectioii to which the uftst espe¬ 
cially that of architecture^ atlaiiied under the i:aLdve 
prinees. None of tliese were more interesting to 
me than the mins of Bejoporei which, bat for the 
absence of marble, might vie with Agm and Delhi. 

Though not so totally ahsindoned m acv^eral other 
once famous eitieOi the city contains a very scanty 
population, compofted cbieJly of ^fobommedpri 
priests and reiigiooH beggoia, allathed to the dif¬ 
ferent mott|iies^ the poorer cbt-iaeB of Mohrattah^ 
and a few very orthodos H^ndoee: the latter re* 
joice greatly in a small tank eontidnipg liquid of a 
mtiky hue, which they ossert to be the true water 
of the Gangea, brought by a pious Brahmia to the 
city, and renewed in aft in sanctity, Jsowever large 
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tlie cansumpdon inay bj iome minictitotii pn>- 
cMp Tbe diy conButft of two piirts^ bath *ur- 
rouDded by fl wbIIi tiint pardon wliich roznpmes 
ibe eitudoJ ii mneli more itrun^Jy fortifiod tban tbe 
nsL At a little dj^Cunco tin? sapoct of the dty 
does Dot betmy the min anil desoladna wtiloh lark 
mUtifi f cannon slilJ bristle iipan tbe basdonsf nnd 
tbe immense as&embJa^Q of to went, donics, pinnn* 
cliss, and minanels, which shoot up into the iky* 
portially iDiermlxed nidi tamarind and other 
deceive the disiant ipectators, wbo cannot ima^oe 
that they are abont to enter a vast wiLdernc^ where 
nearly all the homnn babitatfons have crumbled 
into dust, leaving mosqiica anil niausoleuma to tell 
the tale of former glory, llmngb the paliic« 
which once graeed Bejapore could not have been 
Inferiar in uplendour to any of tlie imperial resi¬ 
dences add exisdiTg la India, they have anlTered to 
a for greater extent ibui the lomhs and temples in 
their neighbourhood; many of the latter sdll bdng 
perfeet, tMid promisiji)^ to aurrive many centuries. 

The waiUo^^dio dtadd and the principal builds 
iiiga of die rfty aro of hewn atone i the tnaterhil 
employed is atueeptJble of a very high poliab, some 
of the inleriora shining with alt the ipiendour of 
marble; the masonry also is well wwthy of notlcCp 
many of the finest spedmena of ardntecture being 
put togeOief witLout the jiid of cemenL At tlio 
close of tho campoigns under the Duke of Welling* 
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toPi Bejapore wai given up W tlie rajnb of SatDrb^ 
mnd since tfiat p^fUtd tL# progrcsa of decay bat 
been partlnhy ai™teit* 'ITio revenues of foroo of 
the neighbemrtng villngeii have been tel apart for 
the nudatenance of the attendants at the tombs and 
motquefi, and though neglect ia but too vtaible^ the 
vbntora are not diaguated with the impuTities which 
90 speedily collect where bats and birds ore per¬ 
mitted to dwcb unmolested. There would* I be* 
lieve, be little difficulty in rettoring the greater 
pordoii of tlie decaying tplendourt of BejaporOt 
oltliougb some of iti finest edifices ore past reealL 
The tomb of MahmotKl Shah* from some dt^fect in 
iti construction^ b in a very dangerous condiiion i 
the foundation has sunk* and the walls in more ibin 
one place are jpUt from tup to boUofo. This 
gigantic* but some what heavy pile, tnay vie with 
the finest cnthedrald in Eumpe^ both in size ond 
g^mndcur * tlhc great dome, mlled by the notivea die 
Buetb Oumboixt* is larger than die cupola of Sc 
Panrsp and only inferior in dimenaions m that of 
St. PeleT^s at Rome. The propo^oiis* bowofer, 
Lave not been accurately preserveiC^ and ibo iiM 
baa mtlicr a heavy and unpleosant effect. 
It li Buid that a silver shrine faraierly covered the 
remains of Mali mood Shah, w hich are liepostted in 
on Lmmeuie hail bencoih the dome, but the preckmi 
mutai (lecamo the spoil of die Mahrattah^ and the 
■areapliogi of the king and hia ^mily ore now only 
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remarkable for a very ugly, iboygli biglily ciieemedT 
caatlLLg of holy oartb^ brought from Mecca^ loinglod 
with sandal-wood duet, and formed into a coane 
pbeter. The durga of Abou-at-MuzxuffL-r differi 
very widely id Its slyk from tliat of Muimivod 
Shab, and though mi immenao pil<^ U durliuguiBbed 
for the JightJiee* and olvguiice of its archi Lecture. 
The interiur ie e^quiaUely ornnmedLed witli ena’* 
mclling of gold upoa a blue and a black g'rouadj 
tlio latter being polished so highly ae to look like 
gkeSt It ie said that ilia whole of the Kanin Is 
coDtalned in the emhoJlUliinente of this splendid 
ediUcei epihlazaned in large crimractor^ intermixed 
with arabesqueftp tastefully seniptured ui elegant 
coai^inations of fruit and flower*. IbraJdin Adil 
Shah, to whoso memory this superb inaimoleutn is 
dedit^tedf was one of tlse most popular of the 
sovereigr^ of Bejnpore. He has left a name be¬ 
hind him equally rovorenoft:l both hy Moslem and 
Hindoo, and his ahrinc k viaited by the worshippon 
of Hrilim as well os the diseiplea of the Priqrhe4 
each regurdingjiim as a sojiit to whom their devo- 
Uona may be pmd with advautege to tliemselTw, 
The corrupted itate of Mohammedanism in Indb 
is strongly eshihited at Bejspore, where the true 
believers* now few and of no weight in the commu¬ 
nity, are little better than idulatom. 

Bejapore is celebrated for its tamarind trees; ihe 
groves which have arisen amidst il*e once populous 


and tlioroughfiLres of tbw extonsire capitaJj 
lnaTc not cotopletoly Usurped tiic soil, or become 
the Dgenfc of defloktioD; the gf owtli of Tegetation 
jfi slower in the arid plains of the iJeccan, nnd the 
green cnnopy of the trees, and the omtl liiaifes 
betiealh them are pnrtieiikrly agreeahJc amidst Uie 
immense masses of boildlrga. The inhabited part 
of Bejapore hears a very imall propoirtinn to iJie 
space which la almost wholly deserted^ large tracts 
occur entirely covered with rainSf the remnants 
of dwelling-houses long laid prostrate on the earth; 
emcrgirig from their dreaty-looking fragmejits, 
we come to some splendid htjfidjng still entire, 
and while passing through Lmmense quadrangles, 
watered by fountains and adorned with flowers, 
w'e can scsrcely beUeve they aro situated nraid a 
wide waxlo of ruins. Tlie fort is ganrisaaed by 
a few Mahrattah aoldiefi^ who keep the guns in 
tolerable order, and every season increases the 
number of visitants attracted by the report of the 
arehiteetural wondem of the place^ There are 
several fine tanks and Teaervoira of water kept in 
good prcBervatioii; otie of these, which heara the 
name of the Tn/ h a srpleudid pieM of 

workmanshipi surrosinded by a choultry* or eara- 
vansAry for the accommcKliition of travellers, and 
approach ed through a noble gateway. Very little 
of the ground which is unoccupied by buildinga has 
been brought under culdvition* and the whole of 
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of tLe ccmntry around the city PiWbits maTtA of 
The inhubitimUi who nfe not nonsproufj 
are perbftps too poor to repair the ravugos of wafi 
or they Imve not yet acquired confidence in the 
security of property* The noble ambidoiit wbieii 
would Jood to tlie reatoraticni of fading splendour, 
does uot appear to belong to the native ebaracter. 
Thougb displaying'a passion for the pomp of archi¬ 
tecture, they Itove no pieftaure iu preserving the 
works of otherm from deiayj eompjiratJrcly slight 
exe-tilons would suffice to avert the into which 
seeros impending over Bejaporo, hul^ if left to the 
public spirit of tim ruling powers, we fear tbM 
there is Little chance of ila ever regaining any of 
Uic advantages H has lost, and it is impossible not 
* to regret that this beaniifiil dty beUitiged to ilio 
ceded portian of the district 

lleligioua tnen dican ^ obound in Bejajwrc; these 
are chiefly of the Moliammcduti peisuBsionj aU 
though, brsidcfl the small pond aup^msed to contain 
the holy water of die Ganges, there is a Hindoo 
temple^ of such great unUquity as to be said 
to be the work of the Faiidoos, the ardiitectt to 
whom the catliedral-like ejscavations of ELIore are 
attributed. This temple ja extremely low, the iwif 
rettliig upon clustera of pjllare formed of single 
ittonei^ and apparcnLly belonging to m age caiHer, 
or at leant ruder, than that which prodoc<Kl the 
magni&beat deilgns nod rich sculptures of the cave- 
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temple Many of the faqyirs b«rare mentiD^ed 
»ab»iait enlir^ly upon casiiai cliartty, bavmg notblug 
from th<s relii^biM cdiRcrs, which they have made 
Lheir eboclej e^Ecepting the nhelter of a roof^ olJiere 
receive a regular E:£ipend from the government, nad 
it ifl to their teal thnt tJie tombs tmil moiqufe are 
indehtiMi for the deanhnc?9s which a true belkrer is 
aJwaya desiroira to niainmiu in every abrlne. 

Tile chief euppen, however, of the tlindoo and 
Moslem prleata b derived from the few rupees they 
obtain from tlie EsiropefiD vUitors far shewing the 
cll^iclnt^l^s of the place. Among these, for the 
most celebrated h the w monarch 

ef the plains/' no enormoui piece of hrass ohlnancet 
supposed to weigh forty tons. Tliis ti re aerated 
na A kind of deity j adoration is offered ta it by all 
elasses, and a peculiar sanctity is attributed to the 
sound it mokes when stniehi which is louder than 
that of the loudest bell I ever heard. On some 
particular days this gun is adorfied with flowerSf 
and sacrifices oiftred to iu I have beard t hnc this 
gun has only been once fired of late years j the 
rajah of Sattam having consented to give this mark 
of respect to Sir J. M,, ihe gun wm fife<l when he 
visited Dejapore, but the esplosion produced sudi a 
coacas^ion tlmt aeveml of the public building! were 
shattered, and the eS:pcrimeiJt is not likely to be 
again repeated^ 

A little before 1 left Manintoddy, Bekker AK 
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Beg, a luperauniiiited general ef dUtinclian, whp 
had served under Hyder AU and Tipiw© SultM, 
Mnt hifli »n to request that I would favour him 
with an audience. He was on his way to Mc«*, 
having late id life formed the resolution of naming 
a pilgrimage to the liejaa, or Holy Land, wbicli is 
considered 6c highest act of dcvoliou by nil pious 
Moslems- The young roan came wi6 a train of 
attendants, bearing preserved fruits, sweetmeats, 
and o6er delicacies. 1 gave my consent to the 
proposed interview wi6 ns little form the isourte* 
si« of oriental diploroacy would permit, and in n 
short time the vetenm general made his appeotaDCC- 
He came in n palanquin, escorted by a numerous 
and well-appointed suite, Lududing state elephants 
sumptuously caparisoned, kettle-drums, trumpets, 
horse and foot guards, and 6e other accompani- 
inents of oriental pomp. I found him n grave and 
vcDernble old man, upwards of seventy years of 
age, possessing an expressive and pleasing cast of 
countenance, and displaying a vigour and activity 
quite unusual at his advanced period of life* His 
eonveraatiou oviiiced great Intel Itgence and an in¬ 
quisitive turn of mind. He talked with great 
rapidity on a variety of subjects, and among other 
suhjeeta expressed deep regret for 6e downfall ol 
tbe Moluunmcitan dynasty of Mysore. He altri^ 
bn ted 6is misforlune to the stubbortitiess and 
wrong-headed ness of Ttppoo, whom be described 
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03 far infErior ta Lis futlier, botli in cdntage and 
pnid«RC«« 

He A(>oke of Hyder witli that mixture of ptitte 
and affection whicJi the old soldiera of rranco mani¬ 
fest whenever they mention Napoleon. Many of 
the little anecdotes Lc mentioned reminded me of 
tlic chnracteriitic tmita of the French emperofi 
especially Hydej-'a Bteninesa to llie anperior ofBeerSt 
contrasted by his femiliari ties with his more humble 
foiloivors, atid his frequent reference to Lis lowly 
origin, as a proof that Le owed bis ekeallon solely 
to his own merits. The old man dwelt with much 
force and feeling on the length of time that he had 
sensed both father and son j he addedi that now, 
when the dynasty to whicb he owed allegiance was 
passed away^ Lc felt that he wtin done ii'ith nil 
worldly nfLunip and that he was on his way to dedi¬ 
cate the remainder of Lb dap to the service of a 
higher powder. 

To me personally he more complimeniary 
than I wish to record- He said that he had been 
induced to risit me, because he had heard tliaC I 
w&s tolerant of religioui differences, and never

that my spirit of adventure was too doringi and 
that my life might be taken nwoy in some sudden 
ami mtoxpected attack, iric reqaested me not to 
expose myself to sack frequent peiila in the wild 
jungles, far that the tigers of Wyuaud were pro* 
vcrbially treacherous, and had destroyed many of 
Tippoo's soldiers while he was on service with them 
in that country. At parting be bestowed upon me ^ 
a benedicrioD almost parental and 1 regretted very 
much that I had no prospect of ever seeing this 
intcTcsring veteran again in this life. 

The assertion ibat the tiadves of Wynaud took 
a sincere interest in mywelfiuc, was, I am proud 
to say^ not a more cooipliaient. Eefuro 1 left 
Moniii toddy, every ebss—^high and low, Moslem

close under the bulbous capsule which cun tains the 
rudiments of the Bower^ From this incision the 
opium e:cu<los in tlie form of a gurn^ and is gathered 
by the women and children. It is, how'cver, very 
largely adulterated^ ta increase its w^eiglit, befoia 
it is brought to market* 

The poppy thrives in most pnits of ludip, bu| 
fp^ows best in Fhtria and Malwahj w'here the finest 
opium is produced- The seed is used as one of the 
condiments ia the preparation of ctirry-pow'deri and 
it 15 also employed as a vegetable for various cab- 
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it^ purpo«ei. It Is qultt h&rniless, and p<m&ssps 
none of Uio daDgorous soporific effects usimlly attri¬ 
buted to it

Canoaiidre for EiiropOj on board tlic « Sir Edward 
Paget, " Our voyage homeward wna eiceediagiy 
pledfiant^ but produced qo event W'ortby of being 
recorded.

Ireland waa at this time excitod by the diftcns- 
sians respectitig the Coercion Diil* wlitch w’bs then 
under the eomidonition of parliumenU Long nb- 
seuee from Europe had broken off all connexion 
with the political parties of Great Britain, and the 
habits of observation w^hich 1 had formetUin India 
prevented mo from seeing things with other eyes 
than my owi]» In no part of the world is it more 
necessary to diatinguish botareen whit a person 
hears and what he sees* Uian io Irelands Faction 
and party-spirit have engendered habits of exag- 
genidon* I might almost say downright fakehood* 
w'hich render the flccoonts a person receives, espe¬ 
cially from partisans* very ttispicious^ My int|uirieo 
nt the ttmo led me to conclodei that the Coercion 
Bill was an unnecessiwy and impolitic uieaHure; it 
struck at the effects of evil* while it not oaliy left the 
causes untouebed* but even tended to aggravate 
them« I trust that 1 might say widmut offence, that 
the worst evils of iTolustd ore beyond Uio rench of 
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direct IvgklaiiDii. Heipect for life and pnjperty 
cannot be jji^cated by acto of parlmnicat; TaJue 
m lift be givcD to all Ij/l^ and ^curity to all pni- 
perty* or else botJi wiU cootiDue exposed m 
Tbe Talookibrs, in tlie temtory ceded to tlie Bridah 
government by Seindiat cojiicoititJy complained tbat 
life and property wm Insecure, owing to die demo- 
rolhadon of tlieir ryoCs^ or tenants. But when the 
Morqnis of Hasdoga investigated tJje complain i, it 
W’aa fouml that these TaioohdarB^ or middlemen^ net 
the example of disregard for liftj by turning out the 
ryots to starve, after they had dniinecl them of 
money, health, and atrength; and that the rights of 
property were dia^egaideii, because the ftm of alJ 
property, iniiustry, and the labour of iitiman bands, 
were noli tecuretl by id equate remuneiadon. llisl 
eii%htened governor changed the system of Jiuid- 
letdng^ and siaee then, those dktricts have been 
pnogresaivcly odvanciJig m truiquiUlty and pros- 
perity. How for this J^^son may be applicable to 
Ireland, 1 cannot presume to decicJe, hut mre 1 am, 
that eoereion hiJb and insiLrreeUon aeia are liJte 
quack medicines, and aggravate the dbea&e they 
profess to ciuv. 

I say noihjjigon theiabjeetof rcligioa lii Ireland* 
for after all religion esn have very IJtiJe to say to the 
matter beyond perplexing and cojifoutiding all those 
who mix it up with their iavesti^dons. I have 
lived loo long among diverdfied creeds not to know 




that the ]o$i n government meddlee with a religion 
the better. Truth cun only mfike lu wsky m iatel- 
lectk developed; the cure for the evik of igDomnee 
li the diffufilon of generui knowledge; persorti cun 
have but little eofifideitce in the rectitude of their 
opinboft who wUI not aJbw them to rc^t upon their 
mentii but inskt that they ibould be supported by 
force^und the idfluejtee of powefp 
I wn* deeply miercitcd by the debutes on tlie 
renewal of the East India Company's charter; and 
I chink tliat cnoGt of the changes then made in Che 
gavernment of Indiii a^re bigbly benebdal None 
interii^Ced me more than the establisbnieiit. of a 
fourtii preiidency at Agra* and die Appointment o( 
Sir C. Metcalfe to the new govemment* I have 
already mentioned die benefits which that cnligbt^ 
ened and able stateiumn conferred upon the niiam^a 
couiiCry while he held the odide of resident at 
Hyderabad. Hisabiiitiei were not less conspicuous 
at Agra add Delhi; to every chiM of the eommiinit]^ 
he was equally deajj and never was an Appoiatfoent 
more utiivorsnlly satisfiictor}' than his to the govern¬ 
ment of the Agra presidency. I’he following ad¬ 
dress presented to him by the native community of 
Calcutta, ifl highly creditable to alf parties, anti I 
insert it bi^caiite It strongly eonfirfns the vtewn of 
the Hindoo chocaeter which i have endeavoured to 
enforce in diese pages t —

On tJib we 
dwell m the leading feature of your public life; for 
oar great Teacher telle us, that in a ruler, love of 
Justice IS the first of rirtuet. But it is not this 
alone that calls for oar parting testitnoriy. Your 
ear has alwaya been accessible to our petitions and 
repreientntiona—your hand lias ever been open to 
the distresses of onr cquuirymen—oar inslltutions, 
both of ehazity and of edacatlon, have ever found 
in your bounty a ready resource. Without flatter¬ 
ing our vnjiity, or indulging our caprice, yon have 
ever studied, both in your public and your private 
conduct, to avoid oflence to our habits and preju- 
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dices, liioug!! all consldcradons make u^i 

look upon your departure's the loss, &i this part of 
ladloi of the firmest frierul to tlio amJvo loterests^ 
yet is It a eousoJation to know that yoa will not be

From the itatcsmatilike reply to thii graUfytdg 
address, 1 am mduced to make a brief cxtrtiec» bo- 
cauie 1 am delighted to find tiiat my sentiments on 
the important aiibjoet of intercaurse between ihu 
EurapcaiLS and natives are in perfect acconiance 
with those of a gentleman who may be regarded a^ 
the first aadiority an Indian affairs now in ejtUcence. 
The seearity of our empire in the East would be 
greatly strengthen ed if tlic Hindoos could be 
brought to regard u« ns their feJlow subjects, not as 
their masters or conquerors, and our fuaerianarics 
would abandon, or at least canceel, those notions of 
White supremacy, which are frequently absurd, and 
always oFensire. Sir Chari rs, in his reply, said, 
greatly lament tliat a difference in religion 
and cnstcms shanld opemte, ns it dees, in a great 
degree, to prerent the beoefita of social Intcrconrse 
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between tbe imtiTe Eordpean comffl nni d &a In 
tndui; aiwl conieqnently to preclude ibat pensoiml 
intiouicv^ end that knowledge of private cliafacterii 
wbicli arc the chief oemeats of mutual aitacbmenti 
You cim neither abare in oar coriTivial enjoymenls^ 
nor take an iotereai in our aniuaeffiietits t and it Ia 
□ laeh to be regretted that nothing baa yet been 
dcTuedf wbich^ being saiteii to the habiEa and tnsLes 
uf boiL parlieSt might lead iiatiimily to that fre¬ 
quent)' of LntercouTBe whieli is m much to be deairedt 
as tending to unite aJl in the bonds of a^ecdon* I 
truflt tJiat time will effeet tbla desirabie result, and 
remove Uie obstacles whicdi retard it- Notvrfdi- 
standiag this defideacy of pcrsoonl intimacVi you 
liave^ with marked liberality, presented me with this 
testjniony of your esteem on public ground^ such 
us cannot fbil to make it higfily gratifying, 1 hope 
that you may never see reason to alter the favour¬ 
able opinions which you e:spress. The liiai wjhh of 
my heart is that 1 may be instrumental, b the office 
to which 1 have been appointed, towards the welfare

On this occasion^ we deem it inctimbcnt apOD 
iLifi to express to yaii eur humble but iincere achoow- 
ledgmcn^fur the aervicea which you liavc rendered 
to the Indian eommunity^ although dreum^ 
stances have unfortunately coneiured to make us a 
fteparnte cIeiss j and we only state tints to allude to 
the hict, that, as a peraou in office and authority, 
you have had to deal wttJi us as a separate dasa, and 
tliat your proceedings towards ns huve been marked 
by the highest degree of UbenJity and klodpesa 
The public record of your favourable sentiments, 
which have been the more priml by us because 
they were so rare, lays ns under the deepest obliga¬ 
tions to you.

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apdii our J-c^g^d aud affetrUoo. Tli*&c are tLe dr- 
cuo^taocea wliicli lead m to cojisidej-you our friend 
and beuefactor/' 

Li hU replyi Sir Cbu-loA boro tbo foilowing bigb 
testimony to tbc character of the East Indians i— 

^ TJiat you should be considered^ or consider 
your^lvest as a separate class, Ja gwatly to be 
lamented. Not leii is it sor that tlicre should be 
any distinctions or separutiono of any kind in Uiii 
empire^ It miiat be the unxlous wish of every 
man conuecLcd wjtli India, that all clasiies, native 
East Indian and Europcon^ should be united in 
one bond of broiberly love. If any feelings^ too 
natural to be wondered ot, causetl by tbe doEninion 
of foreigners, or difference of religious cuatoms, 
mainierS} and cducaiion^ render this union at pre* 
Sent difficult or unaitainablei with restpect to our 
native bretbren, wo con only hope that sucb diffi¬ 
culties may in time be surznounted by good goverd-r 
meat aud the enjoyment of equal rights^ But 
^ere ii no reason why East ludiausand Europeans, 
if equal Justice be dealt to boUi, iJionld not be 
joined in the moat cordial uiiion^ or why aoy dis* 
tinctiou between tbcin should ever oxifL But if 
your community, gentlemen, were to be regarded 
03 separutCj it is one of wbicli you liave tnucli 
rieason to be proncL Judging from what has come 
under my own observation, I am not ait-arc of any 
eommunity in which tlierc is more respcrclabllity of

Tbe greatest error committed at tbe renewal of 
the charter, ™ the adoption of a system of cen¬ 
tral izadon, and tbe transfer to the Council at CaU 
eutta of the power pteviouHly possessed liy the 
local authorities at ^ladras and Bombay^, I have 
more llian once alltiilcd to the dUadTuntogcs which 
have arisen from this cliaiigep and I reed only add 
herCi that the neglect of public worka of utility, 
wbt^ value and importance can only be esdtnated 
by persons resident on the spot, will produce the 
most ruinous reiidtar unless an ade<[uate Tomedy he 
pravided by the legiskture. The improvement of 
the roads in India is a measuro so obviously de- 
sirablep thut I need, net add more to what 1 have 
already said on the subject, further than to remark 
that niflterials arc abundant and labour chcaj^ but 
that both are neglecfceilf chiefly owing to the 
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trouble and delftjr of ba?in^ teperls ami explana¬ 
tions forwarded la the Supreme Cauncil. 

It Li to be regrettedi also, diat during the dbcua- 
sion of the cbaflef little alien liaii was paid to the 
internal improvement of India, and the dcvelepmcot 
of il£ natnral rE?£oiirces. The qnesdeii was debated 
ag if tbe onJy parties concerned the Company 
and the people of Englajiii I trust that w heti neat 
tbe matter is agiiatcfi die intemta of tlic Hindoea 
will be brought more prouiioently ferwaid^ espe* 
™|jy m now that Uie press is free, the debotea in 
parliament, on Indian topics^ are carefully scanned 
and made the subject of comiscnL tbroughout Hin- 
duHtOii* 

IDuriog die discussions, my epidien was fre- 
quendy askedt as to the expciliency of tninsfernng 
the patronage attd govcrniDcat of Hiftilustaii from 
ttic Corapnay to tbo Crown. My firm belief is 
that sock a change woiUd be equally pcrntcimis to 
India and to Engliuid, A miaiatry jtossessing the 
enomauB patronage of India would be irresistible; 
parltameniaiy diiriusioh would become a mere 
farce, and the gorerDment would be despotic in 
every tltiijg bat name. The revived plan of Hr. 
Fax, to efltrnBt the admiDutradon to a parJiumeD- 
taiy cotamiaaiou, ia scareely leu objectionable. 
How are the oonucbaioncm to be chosen? and 
what is to bo their tenure of office ? If elected by 
puliameot, they wonlii, under ordinary cirems* 
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stances, be the tiominecs af tiie minister. If half 
were chosen by the Lords and lulf by the Com- 
tnons, they would^ at the present day, only meet ti> 
Aquabbie at the Council Board, oiid u'hile they 
were battling over the politics of Europe^ the 
affiiirs of Asia would go to utter ruin. If die 
comfuissionen were changed witli the miuhtryi a 
dangerous ^^ilhition would be introduced into a 
governnient whose liability depends mainly on im 
permanency. And if their offices were for life, k 
might BO happen that they woald be in opposition 
to the tniniitty, and that the intcreit of ludia 
would be brought to bear against the goveramenc 
of England. ' 

Far be it from mo to assert that the Court of 
Director Lb more infailibk thm a papal consUtory, 
but even granting alL tlie erron and uaomaliei 
which have been nUributod to it by its adversariei], 
I can sec no Babatituta possessing anything like its 
izitolUgenoe, adequacy, and efficiency, which can 
be placed in it* sumach Most of ibe Directors have 
a persoiml knowledge of India; all hare a pecu¬ 
niary interest in its wclferc. Above alb they have 
acquired the aptitude and habits of business ansiiig 
from long praciiccj and no other body could be 
found fxissesslng sudi u fund of expeiience and 
knowledge derived from bahit and observation. 

Tlib proposal to have India represented in the 
Britisb parJiument appears, at ibo lirtt vtew^ 
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plausible enotigb; but £ shouid wbb (o know wbo 
ttm to be represented—the Eoropeou eettlon;, or 
the oatires ? If jJio former Daljj aoihing will be 
gBiued, or mther^ matters will bo tiiiade worse; for 
the interests of the settlors and the oadves ore 
frequcntlf nc mriance^ and the interrerenoe of the 
Court of Directors is more generally employed 
in bohdf of the rmdvca than Europeoiis, If the 
nativea are to be represented, I sliould like to know 
who is to act the part of oriental interpreter to the 
Speaker^ and what portion of dme the House of 
Commons has to spore for the conrso of leetiues 
which will then be necessary on Hindoo Mylho 
^^ohammedaii ^Ibeohigy, the lnsUbJtes of 
Menu, die TnadJtioiiB of the Prophet, to say 
nothing of geography and statistic! ? 

There appeors to me no choice for India betwim 
the government of the Court of Directors and nor 
tive government India is a long, a very Jong way 
from being prepared for the btter* Hie worst 
administered ilistricrt subject to the Companyi b in 
every element of go>oil govern men t* far and ji way 
superior to the very beat that reioaLua under the 
guidance of native prinoes. 

1 he last topic connected with these debates to 
wfaidi 1 shall allude, is perhaps the most imj>urtaJit 
of all; I moon the removal of the censorship on 
the prem. This measure, which was fimilly com¬ 
pleted when Sir Cbsrlea Metealhe became die tern- 
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porary dilef govemor of Irtdim aftor the departaie 
of Lorri WiUimi Bentinck^ been canvasacd in 
a very iincancUd epirlt hy several priitiirers of the 
oWed time^ and even by men in other reipccts ir- 
markable for the liberality of iheir epmioDi. Indinn 
fudciioiiane^ and^ indcedi official peTSons all over 
the world, have a nervous dread of the press; they 
look upon it with die satne terror that the savage 
shewed when first made aeqnainted with KobinsOd 
CrusoeV gun i they humbiy supplicate ** that it will 
not go olF and kill poor Man-Friduy.^ The great 
objection niged against Sir C* Metcalfe^s measure 
was, that a free press did not Imnnodiio with the 
other iiifrtitotiona of llritish India^ that the Hindoo# 
were in a state of idtelleciual infancy, that onr 
govemment ninst be despotic, and jnnst long con¬ 
tinue so, and that blii Indian anrestneted press 
must ever be hostile to the continuaiicc of a foreign 
domtnatioii supported by the swotd- 

Tlie facts of dte case are decidedly in opposition 
to these reasonings: the native press of Bombay was 
long,perfectly and none of the evUs predicted 

by the oppooen is of liberty atoaein that presidency; 
the censorship was removed in Madras several 
years before it ceased in Galcotta, and the change, 
90 far from proving prejudtdah was found to have 
the very centnny effocti Sir C* Metcalfe thcreforo 
tried no new experiment, bat only introduced into 
Calcutta a measure tested by experience in the 
other prcsidcnaies. 
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So lA a frtu prm from being incotiabtaRl 
with the ctreiuBttancei of British India, that pet- 
haps there ia jio part of the world in which such on 
institution is more ndrentageous to the mien and 
the people, both in ointudiig^ legUbttvc enactments 
and in con trailing- the condnet of public fijnetied- 
wies. Legbhiiioii far India miut often be entrusted 
to persons ignorant of the vnst varieties of creed, 
custom, and institution, which will b« affected by 
proposed change. Even the wisest stales- 
meii that ever presided over the destinies of our 
Eutern empire, hare frequently periled the tran- 
quilJjtyof the country by edicts and regulatioim, on 
iwints txmng in themselves, hut important from 
thetr conacrion «Hth the preiodicc, of die Moolcms 
and Hindoos, Discontent bad then no organ for 
remonstrancej its only resource un, violent oppe 
Biooo j Urn govemmcrit had no means of discover¬ 
ing itB error undl its conrae was checked by re volt 

With a free press the grierenees likely to arise 
my proposed change of law are directly 
brought under the notice of the government; there 
who feet themselves aggrieved, are sure tliat dieir 
compbint. will be heard, means of commnnication 
arc opened between the rulers and their subjects, 
opd an opportunity alforded of «,a,i.,g ^ an amt* 
cable nnilcrst^ding on all disputed poinm. 

But such discussions have a more eitcnsive and 
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mor« bcnefickl When the natiVc 

begin to examine their ancient inj^ilutiDikt and 
bercdiEary usage?, and to cojnpnre them with any 
measure propoHfd by the goYemifient, they arc 
irreHistibly led to subject iheir preJudiceB and their 
fioperstiUoiia to the test ^ reason and argument 
They Gnd ihcmsekea unable to maiiilain absurditiet 
by asserting ib&t they formed port and parcel of 
the wiMlom of their aneestuffl. The Hioilooe are 
Irrevocnbly fixed in. the cletermination of teaching 
thetnselvea. Now, there is no ii^isdoin equal in 
eflicacy to that whieli human minds, indiYiduBlly or 
eoUeetiYcly], work out for themaclvet^ and to dc* 
prive JiumanUy of the means of Urns effecting ita 
own regenerntiou, would be a tyranny whidi no 
pvetty expediency could excuse^ and winch eould 
only be juiitifted by Uio most rigid and urgent 
nocesdey. On this head the rewmiug of Sir C. 
Mctcnlfe is irresistible. 

** It reaU with the opponents of a free press to 
shew, that the oomm unication of knowledge is a 
curse and not u benefi t, and tiint the irm^nce of good 
government h to cover tlie land with dnrknes; for 
otlkerwiie it must be admitted Ui be one of the most 
imperutivc duties of it govemment to confer the in¬ 
calculable bleasings of knowledge on the people; 
and by w liat meoiw con ihU be done more eflfectunlly 
than by the unrestrained liberty of publicadop^ and 
by the stimutua which It givea to the powers of the 
nund? 
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** If their tirg^iimeht be| tliH,£ the spread of know¬ 
ledge may even foally be fatal le our i-ule in IndH I 
close with them on tfitit poLutf end mointBin^ that, 
whatever may be the comequencej it is oar duly to 
communicate the benefits of knowledge. If Tiidia 
t^utd only bo preserved as a pan of the British 
empire hy keeping its inhabitFints in a alato of 
ignorajiee, oar doimaatiori woald be a curse to the 
coaniry* and ougfit to cease. 

** Bat 1 see more ground for just apprehension 
iu ignorance itself. 1 look to the increase of know- 
ledge with a Lope that rt may strengthen our 
empire; that it may remove preJadiceSf soflen 
asperities, and suhsdtute a mtional eonvlctien of 
the benefits of onr gov'ernmentj that it may unite 
the people and thdic rulers iji sympathy; niid that 
the differencfjs which separaLe tliGm may be gra¬ 
dually lessened, and ultimately annlhilatedi What¬ 
ever, Jiowever, be the will of Almighty PrOT-idenee 
respecting the future government of India, it is 
dearly our duty, ns long as the charge !)e confided 
to our hands, to ejxocute the trust, to the best of our 
ability, for tlie good of tbe people* ITie protnolioii 
of koowledgie, of w’hidi the liberty of the press is 
one of the most effieient iofitruments, is manifestly 
Oft essential port of that duty. It cannot bo, that 
wn are permitted by divine authority to be here, 
merely to collect the revenues of the country, pay 
the estabiishmenta occessary to keep |K^sesaion, and 
get into debt to supply the defidency. We arc 
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doubU^ hero for bi^Ler pnrpi)9c«| otto of whidi la 
to poor the etilight-i^uofl knowledge and 
tlie am md sdencea of Europe^ over tic land* and 
tiereby improve the Dandition of the people^ No* 
thing «urcly j$ mote likely to conduce to thc^e ends 
than tlie liberty of thepr(*s.’* 

On the second heed—dm control exercised by 
the press over the eonducl of public fiiiictioimries* 
I mult necessarily be brief. The Europeandi en¬ 
trusted with die adminiaiTDtjDn of justice:^ die col^ 
lection of the revcpuej nod such other executive 
duties^ nre thinly scattered over ftn immemte extent 
of country, widely sepnmted from eadi othcr^ and 
removed to such a distance from die supreme 
goveniment, that anytliiiig like an elective check 
or siiperinteiideoce^ is momlty impossible. ! be^ 
lieve* that taken as a body* the public functiortarica 
of India are at Ic^t equal in ability, iotegrity, and 
zeal for dielr employers, to those of any govem- 
jncjit under the sim. But tlie Company hcis no 
aupernaLural power to direct every selection of its 
j^rvanC} ^ there must of necessity be som e persona in 
its employment with reasonable giounit* for the fear 
thot “the gun would go off and kill ^Eal]'^riday/' 
Under such drcii instances a free press sets oa a 
wbolesotne mtnunt, and not only protecta the 
people, bat lemb effective old to the government

Dviuso my Mj0uni in England I bd become a 
bmband and a father; tlieee dreumatances usually 
render a jwrton less inqui*! live and more rcflectirc, 
novelty cease* to charm; the mind Jove* rather to 
da-ell OB that wbieh it already fmssetsc*. When 
my leave of absence was expired I took my passage 
for India on board the “Duke of Euccleneb,” and 
a very lavourable vojugu, reached Madras in 
(^ber la34 Great clianges had taken place in 
^ stale of society since £ first knew the Preai^ 
dcinjy i loQio for the better, some for the worse; hat 
10 me the bttcr appeared to predominate. A rigid 
Bswtism was become prevalent, wMdi made no 
diowiuices for the errors or frailties ificident to 
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liuniiin rintiirci any denadon froin a Htanilard of 
morola devised by certain cotcnea c:rpo^d tLe di^IJii- 
qiient to a which was tiic more didiciik 

to be resisted^ ns h w-bs exhibited only in shru^ 
hint^t and insitmationa. There were people whn^ 
overHo^iii^ goodiicis could only manirett in 

a torrent which would sweep away some unfartmmte 
wighi that came aecldentnlly in the way of its 
tapriclona eouree^ In shorty a knot of very semldvc 
and Bcrupulous iadivlduals had ostabUshed a species 
of moraJ lynmny which could only be propitiated 
by an occosiofial eacrifiee. 

In two remarkable instances, the prejudices raised 
against young men by these very zealous and woli- 
meantng, bat by no means considerate persons, led 
III the infliction of very severe penalties, far beyond 
whal the Justice of the cose required. In the latter 
part of 1835f an affair of honour took place between 
an officer of my eorpa and one of another regiment^ 
which unfortunately proved fetal to the latter. A 
party was formed against the survivor; in utter 
ignorance of the circumstances of the case, a cla- 
tnonr Was raised, and the most unjustiffable in¬ 
sinuations disseminated, by person# who seemed to 
suppose that a noisy zeal for religion precluded tlie 
necessity of exercising Clirtsttan charity^ Charges 
of wanton pro vacation, of unjustifiable obetinaey* 
and even of unfeimess, were circulated, and lliese 
were propagated the more industriously, as the 
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djxiQ of trial dr^w jiigli* Tbe ^videnc^ giv^n before 
tbe court DegatiKed the^c calumnies; tbo of&cera 
wbo sat Dll trial Mly viiidlcat&il tbo character of 
tlie eurviving prindpaJp ond botlt seconds | tbey 
werej howcvcr,i soRtcnccd to n year's imprisonment 
in consequence of tbc precnpitntlon witli wbicU tlic 
meeting took pinoe, nnd tlie absonco of certain 
formal prcLiminaricfl uaim] ia afTaim of Jsonour. 

I bavo been ever opposed to dneUing; I deem it 
a relie of old barbarisin^ f^dy as absurd ns mi appeal 
to tbe fiery ordenl^ or tbe ancieiit dccifiioDs of law- 
Eiiiini by single combats But I am not bo mueb in 
love witti ail abstract principle m in make no aUow- 
anco for circunrstnuces. My fricndi LteuU S,* was 
attacked by tlic deceased in imrsb and contutneliaua 
Jungimgc, whkh would Imve provoked a [lorson of 
a ^ less semltivc temper, and when once terms of 
defiance were ipterebanged, t!ie rigid code of mili¬ 
tary bonour rendered retreat Impossible. I rejoice 
to ai:1d, tliiit Lis sorrow for the acaJtjely voluntary 
crime^ and Lis ojrcmplary conduct subacquent to 
tLc fatal event, Itave won Lim golden opinions from 
those who Lad spoken of lijm most Lamlily ; be hns 
lived down calamay, and I trust that a bright career 
of usefulness ond Lonour is before lump 

Tlie second instance of u victim to prejudice and 
cloumiir I§ more recent emd more lamentable, Lieut. 
O. D* ix was convicted of monsluiigbter, under cir- 
cuiusiances^ which if they did not quite render the 


aise justtfiahlp liomicide, at I™e ftiroialicii jynUm* 
tions lliat aboulcL greatly liave naidgatcd iltc penaltv. 
Yet not only wai Le ^cnteiiced to m imprlipanDicnt 
of two yoari and n half, but die home autlioritiej 
kafe taken the uijprectMlented step of adding to the 
penalty by dismi^eing him frnin the service f TJie 
facts of the case are simply ihcMLieut was 
Bont irith a detBcliEaent of his corps on a special 
service into n revolted dUtriet The vicinity of the 
enemy rendered it necessary that he should be 
continually on die alert and strictly maintain dls- 
cipHnc nad sabordJmitioii, One of the sepoys, 
already noted for bad eonduct, behaved M insn^ 
lently, and created such a distnrbFLnee, that the 
example was likely to prove of the most pen]idQU!i 
tendency^ Having vainly remonEtrated with the 
refractory individuat, LSeut. S* sent for Lis rA^oid, 
—^the only dreumstanee on adiieh Ins condemnation 
WBS grounded—With thU he menaced die refraetory 
sepovi and •while he only intended to temfy him 
into submission^ undesignedly gave him a wound that 
proved mortaL The best proof which can be given 
of ibis olhcer's general bearing lUid conduct towardi 
those under his commaneb ^ tliat the commdei of 
the deeease<h who were oyc-iiii messes of the trapme- 
dorii hare of their own accord sent forfraid peliiioiii 
for his restoration, to tJie poblic nuthoridcs^ anrl 
tliat those who were the first to blame liTOi^iavc, 
on more tnaliiro cciisiderationi and ftirlLer know- 
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i«fdge flf nil the drcujtdt^aces, retracted tbeir pre- 
nom erpinioDi. 

1 trust that I may be dllowed^ iFiUiout offence^ 
to express a liopo ttiut the Court of Directors* 
iiskmg into recount tlie 9;ealeiis aiad foithful iieryieea 
of this officer ilurtDg a penpd i>( ton yearSi his 
* aerere sudeiiogs from a year's eoDfinement in the 
cotninoD pfbou at Madras, the injury his health 
has sustained from men Lai and bodily pain, will 
exercise tiieir prerogative of mercy^—^perhaps in 
this case J should say, perform an act of substoniiaJ 
justice,—by resduding tlidr former order, and re* 
itorJng LieuL S. to the semce^ 

I have fipokeii freely on these two cases, because 
[ feel strongly^ Nothing will more Impair tlie 
efficiency of the fier^dee, than the eondiiimnce of a 
system wbidi icehs every opportunjiy of hundng 
down some victim, and in its periudical fits of 
caprice selects a scape^oQt, to bear all the sins ot 
tlm Presidency, past, present, and to come. I cannot 
see how sudi a systom h in uccordance wiUi the 
charity wliicli ^^tJxLnkclh no evil, and rejoicetli not 
in iniquity,'^ hut such diarity should prevent per¬ 
sona from boasting that their rigliteoa‘iucs8 is very 
superior to tlmt of their neighbourii, wbidi would 
be very inronvciiicnt to many good sor t of people. 

, During my absence, the Hujuli of ilysore, whom 
the English had placed on the Musnudj of which 
his ancGitors hud been deprived by flyder All, on 
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the paciRealign of ibe eouniry In 1800| liod been 
deprived -of political power^ and rectiiccd to the 
station of mediqtizcd ptince."^ During hii 
in in on ty, the governnienE hml boon ably ndaiiniA- 
tered by Poomeah^ a brahmin of ei^lraardinoTy 
*kill and sagacity- but when the mph took the 
reins of govemnient into his own hainls, be dis« 
missed this able minister. Tiie artful bmhmina 
who succeeded Poofticdi in the confidence of lie 
young prince^ led him into a course of extrava- 
gancci which greatly embarrassed his financea, and 
at the same dmc procured from him grants of 
public land to such an amount %\mt bis territonal 
revenues ^vere inadequate to the expenses of the 
state. The resident, the Honn A. whc«e 

friendship and prudence were fully appreciated by 
the rajah, checked the ruinous career of the prince 
by his advice and remodstrances; he recommended 
a senes of cautious measures, by which the mjah^ 
without increasing his embarrassments; was enabled 
to pay his annual subsidy to the British govern* 
itient without allowing arncarfi lo aecnmubtei and 
at the same dme he repn^nted tho conduct of the 
rajah in the most fuvoumble light of which it was 
suscepdblA to the English authorftlei. "rhoogh 
many years have since elapsed, the mjah retairrs a 
most grateful recollection of the advantages lie 
derived from having such a roaident at liii court.

Anotlier resident came; a revolt took place in 
die norilivin parts of Mysore^ and a portion of our 
troopa was ordered to aid the lajah^s forces a^ingt 
ihe insurgents^ I was inrorEUiKl by Bam*'Sammy 
MedeliaT} whose high qhameter I have already ile- 
senhedf dull die mjali Hna averse to severe mcasuroSj 
and had actually advanced aev'cral marches from 
lib capital to propose tonus of pactftcationi when he 
received from tlio resident a letter tAmderuniog hix 
leniency in the moat unequivocal terjns. The tneiv 
ciful prince cnlLed for wnter^ and washing hb kandi 
m the piesencc of hio courl^ protested that he was 
iiuioccnt of die blood about to be shed^ and imme¬ 
diate Ey retraced his steps to Jus capitals Notwith* 
stondjug this protest^ the guLIt of an indiscrimiDate 
nuifflacre perpetrated by the troops was throws 
upoa the mjithp in the representation of the adair 
forwarded to Lord W. B+| then govemor-gencra].* 
Lord VV» B, appoloted commbsioners to und'S^t'^ 
lake die nmnagement of die afibirs of Mysore^ a 
result for which the resideiU wiis quite uopreparedf 
Bfl he speculated on having the whole authority cif 
the coimtiy pbeed in his own hands. He eudea- 
"voured^ when too iate^ to paJJiato mattery, ond 
soften the e£ect of his former reprcsentatioriAj but

I may mention «ie in^tonce of ihc anneceBsary 
iotermcddlm^ of tiiiB gcnileinaii white rfsidetit at 
Mysore. A poor Jtijionint iswiss dock^nmkcr cnme 
Trom MuJn^^ to Mysore with a BUK^k of gilt mid 
onimnented inusicol clockii, on the purchaso mriii 
propomiJoD of ^bidi lie jind staked his little for- 
time. The goods were Bold, hut not paid forp when 
the resident board of the tranAaction^ and beamie 
his perm iffii Dll had not been previously obtmned| 
he ordered die Stiiss iinmediatcly to deramp with 
Ills var^ seaPeely allowing him time to pack thein 
tip. I'he poor man was forced to retum a distance 
of oue hundred and twenty miles, In an unhealthy 
oeafionj oirer bad foaihs with a rapidity which de* 
stroyed his fmil artidcfl^ and of eonne reduced him 
to misery. 

The rajah felt bis dbgTace so keenly^ that he 
had vowed not to quit the fort of Myaore, in wJiich 
Ilia paluce is Bitualod, until at Least a prittlori of bb 
authority slioukl be restored. He hns only once 
deviated from tins rcsolntioiii fjy visiting' Lord W. 
B. when passing through Mysore^ in the Lope that 
the governor^general would listen to his uppenh 
The gentlOj but firm denial of Lord W* B. has 
almost drtveti Idm to despair^ und mince tliat time 
(1834), he bad lived in lota] seclusion. \^Ticii t 
visited him^ 1 eoidd not help lainenting the vicbffi- 
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tyde of fortiuie^ ajid reflecting on iho vehemence 
with which the con duel of Ilyder to hts fBitiily has 
boen copdeenned by tho^o who have ndoptod nearly 
the lame coarse le wards himselfl 

The govemment of Mysore h now" administered 
by CoU M^C,, w'hose rule is truly boaelicial to the 
country. He is an able* inieliigent officer, and has 
had the bepoflt of experience resultiiig from a resi¬ 
dence of iLirly^U ycn» in India* One proof of 
his w'isdoin 1 % tliut he has eondnued the systein of 
Punchayet, or Hindoo catirt of arbitration in civil 
nwea^ and the iimpk Mohumineduii i^c for crimi¬ 
nal juriapmdencep One of the greaflst emora ever 
comtnitted wiia the introduedDR ofoiir common hw, 
witJt all its fbrmaliiies and technicaliticSf into oiir 
first acqtiifiitioiii in lodia. The Hindoos are very 
litigious* Dnd even w'hen they have a. bad muse* 
they are easily encoumged to persevere by the 
counsel of interested advisers. But of late years 
this spirit has a good deal abated* as dear-bought 
eiperiencc has made the natives more wary and 
cautious i besides their estimation of the specious 
opinion and advice of the lawyers is materially 
lessened, 

Trin] by jury, in crimiiiql iijattcn^ uundoubte^lly 
unexevpdouiiblf, but it Is only practued at Madras, 
8cngal, and fiombay, the seats of ^vorninsnt, 
where tbe Into ui trod action of natives to sit on 
jiifJM is a great improvement, 'I’be Company's 
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judicial dcpartmeut ill the interior^ is in every wtLy 
dofectivc; tlicy liavc odopied tlic Eiigliih iaiv^ 
wliicli b tOD complieaied oiiii dilatory a for 

the cDiuiiryp nnd H'hioli lu some has been 

perverted- Jt leavcA an opening to earruption and 
bribery, «o common in Indta^ m\d Is therefore not 
suited to the people- llie venality of tho iiirt?rior 
native oScen about the provJnciid and zilloh eourta 
in proverbiah and tbei^cunning and tact cnablctt 
them often to raise lar^e conlributioiiA from lucb 
unfartunsite por^miig as arc obliged to have recourse 
to tbem. "ilie long attendance required at these 
courts entails' considerable inconvenience on tbe 
suitor^ he Lb forced to leave hii family and a^uins 
and also incur tlm heavy expense nttcndaiit on 
delay i after all of wliich he is frequently obliged to 
return widiout ejecting his purpose. The arrear 
of civil suiia frequently extenda to many yeom, 
leaving the uiiudjuslmeiit of many pressing cases 
highly dcirimenlal to trade or business, and retard-^ 
itig tlie fsourse of jLisdce, OS all caiis^ must be tried 
by ibcir seniority on the file* ITie expeoBci inci¬ 
dental on the present judldnl de|MTtcneni of the 
Company is conjiidcmble; a less sum better dis¬ 
posed would ensure the due admioistralion of jus- 
tiee, and a more rendy redreai of gnemnees- 
llicre k little doubt of a reform being much 
required in the present coiisiilutiQn of the Com- 
pajiy^i judicial a}'stein^ although lliero is a most 
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vqliiminoiif collection of regulations to guide thofe 
entrusted with tlieir execution. 

Intelligent natives, under the iiumediiite control 
of Europeans, might 1)0 usefully employed to sift 
mutters in dispuie, us all know tliat they are quick 
to diseeiTit luid must natumlly be more competent 
of judging correctly I in some casesp tJian the gene¬ 
rality of Kuropeuiij ; for they are converaeDt with 
those motives invariably influence the acta acd 
conduct of their own country men* 

These iientinients ore not put forward on liasty or 
interested views, but are founded on facts collected 
by Jong oi^crvntioD, duriitg an unreserved inter- 
course with nutives, capable of forming correct 
nodoiift on the elScacy of oup Jurisprudence. 1 
record my opinions wiili the sincere hope that dicy 
muy tend to promote an Inquir}',, and lead to die

The pig aflhlr (as it is called) at Bangalore 
occurred iooii after the cbangci In Mysom; h was 
designed to make die MohanLmedans rise nguiast 
the British auUiority; several men having confessed 
its purport prior to their execution^ The conspirti- 
lors hud pbce<l a pig^s bead, its blood, and also the 
murks of the cro&if on a budding devoted to the 
Aloliaitimedjin religion, by which the edifice wbb 
defiled. These imcendiiirics pri?suincd that this act 
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wuutd be aCtribiJit4N] by nil i^Ius5ulmaD» U» tbe 
ED^Iishi and ajuiribecl lo tbe parpen of degftidin^ 
and tlirowiiig^difrepute on the Mdiammcdun creed. 
They liopcd t* exelte in ibe brcimift of ite believer* 
sucL Imtjod to the British m would lead nil Moa- 
Icma to uDiiie in ihroi^iiig oi^ their alEegiancet 
raising tlie fitondard of rebeJllan to Avenge and 
vjtidicate the enuse of tbeuf dacfdy imultcd religion. 
Till* feeUng would be^mponded to by many us a 
maitcr of coiisciencei who would no doubt resbt die 
ioeultf und defend their crcifd at all riaJub Had not 
the people been undeocivedi and the tumult timely 
diin^edf till* ebuiliiion might have ended in the 
worst ffpcciea of warfare, die invaiinblfi ulteiidantp 
where the pafsions are stirretl up by reUgioua 
frenzy I 

At n iubBcqacnt period, a similar attempt was 
pmde at Hyderabad, but not on fo exteuf^ive a 
scale. Its conBequeuccs were averted by timely 
intCTference. 

1 have reaion to believe from the ioquirie* wbic 
I madcofcor my return to JnduiK that this affair wna 
de vised by some Ikvoutiles of the injub of Mysore, 
whose ciiaumSj or grants of land, were cnnecllcd 
when the BritUh govertimeiit nsaumod the direction 
of that pi-iJice^ft dominioim Peasioas were giv on to 
all who had cquitahle claimSt but no compenfla- 
tioR was given to those w ho had prcMfiued grouts by 
flattery or frand. These adventoreri w ere eager 
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for rtYcngie* and pc^Hiap^ hoped la got eomedikgin 
the general ^cimnble coii9ec|nent on m outbreak i 
tiiey endeavoured to arouse llio MoHanime<kn« 
rather cLan die HLndoo9> becfitise the farmer are 
DOtich mere easily excited by feel i nga of bigotry nod 
religidua enthysiasm. 

! have already rcouirked;^ that a comblmition of 
the MahairiEnedans la the only tnui^ for aov ftiwin 
for ibe safoty of otir Indian empire i but na their 
population i§ not euffidetidy uunterous to enable 
them to cope with ns^ they omnot endanger our poa- 
sessfons, as the excitement k not likely to extend 
beyond the range of those places ehlefly iubfibited 
by professors of their creed. 

Tn my early days nt Madras, curiosity prompted 
me to attend a religintis ceremony, and eJm one of 
the notive plays, or farces, disguised in a woman'i 
eestumc. By this means I obiaitied admittance 
with a Crowd of musicions^ some of whom aided me 
to avoid suspicion. The former I w'lis nnable to 
witness, as the musicians were not admitted into 
the temple, being obliged to confine themselves to 
the precincts of the outer yard. The pky, or 
rather ferce, was well iiistalnetl in all its parts, with 
the exceptjon of the black foces of those natives 
who personated m English man just landed, and 
also the broken English of the pcrformcrSt But the 
costumes and gestures were correct. The oUier 
characters were a Madras dubasb, maty, and drosS' 
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ing boy, Tbc ^oditors were very numerous, and 
many of tlicm npparently respectable. Fbc scene 
was a bed-rootn, wItU the usual appurtenances, 
trunlts;, ete. The gentleman appeared dressing be¬ 
fore a loobing-glass, and after the usual attendons, 
tailed for clothes, several articles of which were 
brought from die irmilw unil rejected, being of tcM 
warm a description. When the EogiBbmaiihiui tom- 
plctcd his toilev thedubaab observed dint the wwni 
clodiing nnd blankets were of no furtber me, on 
which tlie gentleman directed them to be thrown 
away. He then order* n palanquin, to which the 
duhash replies, » No money gotl ’ hia msuter prof- 
feta some guineas—the dubash inquires if he has 
any more, “ as be can cosily gel pagodas and rupees, 
die currency of U« country, in exchange." The 
gold being given, die dubasb makes his exit, and 
during his absence, n desultory conversation takes 
place between tlie gcndeman and other servants, 
not of the most delicate tendency. On the return 
of the duhash and pal-inquin, die gMideman care- 
fuDy counts the cliange, among which are some base 
coin, it being moreover short of die proper rate^ of 
eicliauge. After depositing the whole, and liking 
die box, be with die acrvniita proceeds outside to 
the palanquin. On entering it, the duhash takes on 

opportunity of silly ftbstmedng the keys from the 

gcrtleman^s coat pockeL Some orders ^ then 
given relative to the time of his returning from 
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dining out, otc., when the iluhaali and other ter¬ 
ete riMJiitcr the room, where a scene of piJiage 
is enacted, the trunks being opened and rifled of 
dieir most valnahlo contents [ 

A native play of rather too amorous a eomplejcion 
to admit of its narration, was also acted. Of course 
*s mj- presence ims not knua-n, nil restraint and 
reoerve was banbhed. I therefore witnessed a full 
and undisguised dispUy of imtiTe mimicry of tlie

welcome my return. In consequence of the col^^ 
ael's reffloml to aaoUier corps the cetnmmid of the 
* waimcTit devolved for a time upon me, and I fee 
bound gratefally to record the effiaent aid and 
ready kindnea I received from my brotber officer^ 

^ amongslwhom I bad ™nc almost a perfect stronger. 
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A tktie before my arrival, die Coorg^ war bail 
ended, wliicli had been provoked by tbe cruelty, 
tyntotiy,aiiil incomprehetuible iaaolence of die mjah* 
He wu'i of tbc Lingayut or Siva-Cljuktar caate, 
wbo are very numerous in Mysore, and arc disdiK 
guisb^ by woarijig die Jinpim, tbc object of tbeir 
worship, tnclosnl ja a mivei- box, tied round dicir 
neck or arro* 

Couadess anecdotes bare been related* of his 
cruelty, aid in no part of tie woril hut Hindustan 
-would Slick a wretch have keen petmiited to dis- 
giice a throae. The very commencsemeat of his 
ITUS iiiaiispidou* ; for, it b«in^ sus]]octed that 
kia fitlbcr. Lingo Rajah, had Hied by poison, the 
rajah ordered the suspected person. Pundit lUmaya, 
to submit to the ordeal of boiling oiJ; to which he 
consented, and bis hand, as might have keen ex¬ 
isted, was dreadfully ,«ddcd. In vdn he pleaded 
that this was the Kali-age, aod diat ordeals were 
no longer efficient criterious of guilt; die rajah, 
from au upsinim vemudab in which be was siidug, 
gave a signal, and those who were standing by 
struck immediately dicir spears into his body, and 
Jjfted him up in the air. Eleven other Brahmins 
^ were suspected, were wmpped up in mots and 
beat to death. An old man named Tiiatri Narna 
Bhuit, and his mr Vishiion, not being aerjuainted 
with these drcumslaaccs, came from die low country 
to Muraua, to see Pundit Ramaya, who was a 
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friend of thoii^ Upon their asking a bmlmiiliit 
“whether PoniHt ilaranya wm well/* the brahmin 
fled in horror, and the quesUon having been over¬ 
heard by two watch men, who reported it to the 
rajalt, both the fadier and ion were snnnnoned into 
the rejah^$ pfesencei nnd beat to deatli* Andlher 
persani named Knfihnor Shastri, who whs IgnoTant 
of Pundit Rninaja*# dentli| was called by the rajEih, 
and upon bis replying to n question, ivhelher Pundit 
Ramaya *'‘was a good or a bod man/" that he was 
a good onei, liad hb etira and nose cut offi In 182©* 
or a nam^^d Hoi^ee, was alleged to 

owe the rajah 40,000 rupees. He went to bring 
ibo motley, nnd left his brother in Coorg. The 
rajah, in order to extort the money, caused him for 
six months to sloop in the open air on the top of a 
mountain. Ho aubseqnenily ctmsed n person to 
strike him wUh hb knee on the hack every morning 
and ev'eiiing; and finallyt *ts he positively refused 
to pay the money, bis feet were tied* and bo waft 
dragged through the town till be died. 

The rejoh had formerly five wives, of whom one 
was a Bnihmiti, one a Lingayul; and three of the 
Coorg reate. It being an abomination to the 
Brahmins atid Coorgites to give their daugbtera in 
marriage to a person of Lingayut it followed 

that the morriageft of the rajah were contracted 

against their will. In ^ 

add five Qiere wives to bb establishment, and for 
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thie purpose employed lits dewan, Boloo, a,>d Ka- 
trcar Htmrnpjm, to Joot jj^j- p^op^f penwa*. 
Tliese, foolishly, Jet out tlie secret, »ind on the vety 
day that tlie news »|>read amongst the Owigite^ 
CTery laBn-mgeabledaughter was given in marriage. 
The rsji^ wia highly indignant at being disap¬ 
pointed in his object, and immediately mused liie 
ilewnn, Boioft, to be Hogged and beat in auch a 
^ner that he died in a few days; Biiswappa eat 
ha own throat; those wiio had given their dnaghtem 
■HI mnrriage were flagged, bad their aim tmt 
off, and thooe wim gave informadon of the rajah’s 
mtention had their lips ent oE 

&vcrnl penwns of high mnlc, including the 
mjah s owe Sister, sought shelter from his tymnny 
m the British dominions; be demanded that tliev 
slMuld be given up to his rengeimce, and when 
this was refused, ho tJirew one of Uie native agents 
ef the Hroideoey into prison. The remmistninecs 
»^e ^inst tueli an atrocious violation of the Jaw 
of notions were unheeded, and tJie Madras govern- 
inis forced to issue a declamiion of war. 

Many pemons believed tlmt the mjah w^, insane, 
thiB to provoke a eontci witJi a power so iafioitely 
sitpenor to Jiis own; hut he probabfy trotted to the 
Mf oral strength of hi, country, which b exceedingly 
Aftcnlt of ao«^ wms b«,id„ stockaded with 
co^irferohle skill. The British troop, entered 
in several divisions: the principal oppmitfon 
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was at tlie Ijanier of tUo Bctlory Pelt, aiwl at tlie 
Buck Btflckfldc, a. work of m^isonry, witli a tiitck 
iin<l stockade in from, where Hyder Ali was dii- 
comfited in tlio kst cenlury with considerahlc Ions. 
The coiisequetices of the repulses nl tJicsc places 
miglit liavD been very injurious hml llicy not l>cfln 
compensated by our success on oilier points- I he 
principal ngeiits in the defeat of tbe British nt tlie 
Buck stockade were a liavildar, wko hud been dia- 
cliarged from tlHi Slst regiment for theft, and u 
Patiin butlon-mBker who had fled froci Bangalore 
to escape the oonseqaeiiCM of hia share in the pig 
affair, winch 1 have already dvseribed- 

The nijah, fortunately, vra# a coward; on the fatt 
of four or five of liis chiefs he liccume quite dis¬ 
heartened, und surrendered uncoudiiinmdly to the 
Brituh forces at Muddnheny. His priucipl minis- 
ter, who was supposed to have instigated the war, 
fled into the jungle, and was found after some days 
suspended from a tree, hut it could not be deicr- 
mined whether er not be died by his own hand- 
T-Tic ngoh was sent as a state prisoner to Benares, 
the residence of so many dethroned ilindoc prince*, 
and tlm territories of Coorg were united to the 
British dotainioii*. iSoine writers in the Madras 
papers endeavoured to excite eommiseralion for hi* 
fate, because his predecessors had been faithful 
nllie* of the British in the wars agsunst Hyder Ali 
and Tippoo 13aluin, but alt the offiwts who served 
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in the cam|iiu^n decinnjd that the Coorgttu gene- 
ndiy were wcaty af his tyranny-, and eager to be 
received under the milder an-ay of the British. 

One cfreuinstance is very extnioriUtiary,^ltitit in 
every t-ilJagc our troop* passed, although there were 
no men, yet all their women nnd eliiidrcn were left 
Itw DuJd be iliflicult to find a more remarkable proof 
of their eanfidcnce in our ijisciplinc than that act 
isplajed. Jt is one which should be marie hiiown, 
for it reflets high honour on the British character. 

The priz^money gained by the troop* in dij* 
bnof CBmpnign was very great, ejcepding fifteen 
ties of rupees- but ihe reward was not dispropor¬ 
tionate to the service, for the Cooi^ country was 
tlning both by nature and arti ijad it been obsti¬ 
nately defended, success would have cost us very 
dear. It h but ji»ti« to mention, that tie rtn- 
ucl of the officers ttLo eamnumded in^the tin- 
fortunate affairs of the Bellary Pett, and Buck 
ntockade was investigated by courts of inquiry, and 
aT* "“nuinders were completely cjioneratcd 


llio duty at Bangalore, when I returned to my 
regiment, was rendered equally severe and vcia- 
noiis by the (requeticy of courts-martial, principally 
l^ing ftom the discovery of « „ri«, of frauds in 
the office of the commissary of stores, then under 
e eoutro of Capt. 0, J need not enter into the 
particulars of this unhappy affai,. CapL D. esetped, 
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but wns brought tTicilp and gontoDced lotmnB- 
portatiou t lie was Bubsequentiy pardoned by our 
late ftoi'efeign. Tbe brunt of the charges fcH upoo 
Soobroyab Moodcllyt the hcaii-ft’ritcT and cash- 
keeper of the eoium^BariaL He woa arrested, and 
for BoDie time kept a close prisoner; tlio invcstiga- 
tion of one of the chargen brought ugainst him 
oeoupied the caiiTt-niartial maro thau two monthsi 
when the court wiia oblJg^eil to be dissoli^ed^ in con- 
floqucncc of the iUness of its inembem* A second 
court WHS osaeoibled, and after protracted inquiry 
Soobroyah was acqiiktcii, but not uolil he bad suf¬ 
fered a very tedious and very strict imprisonment, 
and spent a very large sum of money in kw expenses. 
Ho did not long survive his libemdonj though 
apparently in the full enjoyment of healtbjr he 
dropped dead while eating some rirse. Oiipleasant 
rumours were cireubted lespecling Uie cause of 
his death; it was said that he knew too much of 
the pri^-ate history of individuals who had amassed 
brgo fortunes while in the service of the Company* 
A far more probable report was, iJiat when first 
arrested he had divided his treasures among his 
nearest relations, in order to evade confiflcation, if 
cenvietedt and thst when ho claimed Uic restora¬ 
tion of tlio money some of his family eontrfvM that 
he should be poisoned. Not having had an oppor¬ 
tunity of investigating the circmnstances, 1 will not 
venture to offer an opinion. 
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Tbo fi-equcncy of courti-inartia] at this pefioJ 
were a ficnous iojEiry to the spmee* from the num¬ 
ber of officers withdrawn from their rcgJuientn] 
duties mouth after TnoDth^ frequently, to inveidgate 
tlic qtuirrck and fiqimbblw of indivuliuils, which 
might haTc been urmnged but for a B|imt of per* 
verse obadnacyi and an unbeDding- peraevenance m 
apiniofis once fonued* Another evil arose from 
this; officers present when a dispute arose^ forbore 
to lnterferof even when the moit uujtistifable pro¬ 
ceeding took place, because they Tooked to a eourt* 
martial at a remedy of caay attainment. Those 
who remember the sj^onei which took place in the 
hitliard-roDni at Bongalote in the December nf 
imi, an ti which Icfl to the Ciwhierhig of two officers 
of the 8th Light CavolTy, will bo at no loss to com¬ 
prehend how injuriously the frequency of courts- 
martiul affects the eanJuct of oflceia m dioir inter- 
cauiEo with each other* 

On die arrival of CoL W. from England, I lost 
the commaud of my regiinent, and soon niter I went 
on a visit to my friend CoL C. at f lunsoore. Old 
rcmijiisceiices were reiived by Lhia visit, and the 
ftports which I enjoyed in my favourite haunts und 
prcfervca were heightened by the revind of former 
aaaocmtiotiB^ When the time for my return oune, 

I resoiveti to bolt at Seriiigapatnin, in order to shew 
my dear companion u place so nficmomblc in the 
historj- of British India* 
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Tlie biand of SciingnputziiD ia surrourttli^ on 
evorj' flide by Lbc Oauvery, a wide mpid rivort to 
H'bicli the Carnatio owes its apIcultumJ wenttJi. It 
is a piacc of great beauty nnd fcrlility [ but the re- 
minbccnces coanectetl with It ore of a nature ton 
oTorpoweriiig to [^cniiit tlic taincf to dwdl upou 
minor circumstances* I'lie fort b In the centre of 
die island; it contains the palaces of Tippoo and 
Hy^er» and several mosques^ rcnmilialilc for their 
tallj slender^ and graceful minarets. 

I'ho gardeit-tiouscs and pavilions of llppoo Saib 
arc freqacndy occupied by European office whom 
military duty or cuiigaity leads to Serfugapjatimi, 
and who of eoursc receive the most courteous atten¬ 
tions from the reigning family^ 

Tippoo''s mausDlenm is a Jiandsome structure of 
poibbed black marblei approadiing to granite | 
round it are the be uses of severai faquirs, who 
attend die tomb, and doily red tc prayers for tho 
dead and chapters of the XoraCf as is usual at the 
shrines of Mohammedan saints. The Britisb govern^ 
meut: make a liberal allowance for the support of 
these honours to the memory of their deceased 
enemy. Scrolls, containing votbcs of llie Kotad In 
gilt clinmcterB, are carved round the walls, and 
have a very pleasing effect. ^FLc attendants chant 
the prayers and surata in a low monotonous voice, 
which is iu strict keeping widi the jnehiiiieboly of 
the place.

Since the days of Hyder Ati and Tippoo^ 
the popnlotieii of tbla place and bland Las dn'Indled 
oncHfirtieUL. Many of the [nhabitonta migrated 
to Mysore^ subaef|ueiit to its becoming tlie seat 
of government in 1800- The walls of tlie fort 
still bear the marks of tlie breach miule III 1709- 
No other station on the Madras presidency jxrt- 
sesses sucL attractive scenery i ye t persons can now 
indulgein a sajoum in the Dowlut Baagh^ or grand 
garden, withoui eJtpciienciiig some injurioma attack 
of disease; the whole bland retains its fatal power 
over European constitutions^ and from time imme¬ 
morial it lias only been the native# of tiie soil who 
could successfylly resUt the dcJeterioii^ effects of 
cilmate- W e axe told^ that out of many thousand 
natives cafnpulsoHly brought by Hyder and his son 
from the Malabar coji#^ and forcctl to settle in the 
new territory, only five hundred survived at the end 
of ten years to relate the story of tlieir tragic expul¬ 
sion from their own homo# t and five yeai# atiificvd 
to reduce the iiumhcr of European officers and 
artificers, iu the sultanb service, imported from the 
Isle of France, from five hundred to twenty-five* 
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Finn kin iJiooting in the vidnhy of Ekiiigslorc, fji 
133^ and tS3€, was exeelleoL Upwftr<ls of 5U(I 
couple are supping to hme been killed during the 
iwn season^ wbicli commence the bttcr end of

The great heats thni then vacceed^ render dm 
fipart not so agreeable^ pnrtieidurly a^ the gross 
and cover which these birds frequent now become 
scuntyi and such high winlU pre^Tutp an to render 
game shy, and diOicu El of approach. 

I shot 109 couple diirijig the three years 1 nmi 
last Etadoned at Bangalore^ and abould have been 
more AucceBsful Imd 1 possessed die power of going 
oat more freqiienlly* But miUtniy and oilier duties 
were so incessant, as to Interfere eonsidcni^ with 
most reereadons^ / 

I have frequendy smrted on horaeback at two 
o^dock in the caorning for the flarikin ground, eight 
or ten miles distant froni the cantonment, and after 
shooting till nine o'clock ji.m*, bod some dJlEculty 
to get home, swallow my breakfast, dress, and be in 
time to attend the sitting of the coun^martlal at ten 
o^clock A.M. I therefore had not much loisore for 
this or any other sport. 7Tie flesh and flavour of 
the florikin is peculiarly dcIiGitCj porlaking of the 
tipland and lowland game. Its habits are not gre¬ 
garious, as the birds fight desperately when they 
meet. They arc often found la pinrs at the latter

cataNtrophe, he inquired for his diildi when^ dreadful

The asao- 
fiiation ip not, I bcljevp^ yet extinct and their 
superior organization rondera them ^ery forraldable. 
Their numbera are said to be very great; they admit 
men of every classy and have emissaries in every 
district. In disguiEe. Some of the gnng are to be 
foand in every kind of gDvemmettt employ; they 
bnve among them men who are cnpl^ wriLcns of 
Per^bn, Devnflagroo, and Bicdeet^—anri^ in feet, 
their system is porfeoL They receive the moat 
• comet informaiion of the steps to be takeo agnioat 
them^ and have n tliorongh knoudedge of tlie regu- 
tntions of government, bearing upon them in any 
wayi and, long before they cany any plan into 
eaeeiitioni have properiy arranged every neccisary 
precaailon to avoid detection^ They tire by tio 
means blood tiiir^ty; on tlie coDuary, avoid k as 
mueli Ds possible, hut fell not to carry their point at 
all hnzortH where opptaod. Tliey do every thing 
with money, that money can effect, of which they 
are most Hbemij ns well to pay for protection and 
informntioti, sa to carry their pointn in the courter 
shouhl they nt any time be caught; they expend 
large auma among the amkh of nil the dbtrieta 
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within tlicir reach- 'llieir denlin^ fixe marked by 
the strietcAt honniity ; end when their fundi run 
abort, they r€^I]y procure logins from Ahruffs, to any 
amount^ luidcr the rote. The iyitem of repay mont 
kf that, kt them keep ihcmonGy ever ao abort a 
timei even for a aing^lo day^ tlie return in two for 
one; ood, although tbe lender muy^ at tioiea^ be ou 
of bii money fur Aeveml yearn, he k aore of gctlinjjr 
it bock doubled, eventuallyin this tlicy hove 
never been found lo fail, IntcrioT robberiea fornii 
uhOf a part of the Buddik system^ and moat of the 
depredations commUted on cnaipa are by their haiidii 
hwma of tbeSr gang are to be found at all atuticnii, 
m the pn^ate employ of ofEccni, a§ kitmutgars^ 
ay CCS, etc* Among their gang are men of all eapa- 
cities and cocli has bis pardcubr port to play^ TIte 
party employed for the aotiiul capture of any booty 
ia ^uite disdnet from the reat:—aa aoon m they 
liave secured it, oUicrs arc la rcaiiineas to receive 
it; and the operating party, ain'aya a amob one, mi\i 
u iorpt de rmrm, disperse^ 

A more daring outrage than uny I have reeordMl 
kd to au open revolt in Canara, a diatriet wJioac 
inbabitaiitaluive been long mote celebmted for their 
courage than any of the surroutidiag Hiadooa.

The insurreedon drat broke out ut Belbiy Pett, 
where the treasure untter tlie ehiiTge of the tinti ve 
ooJlector w;is fte]zedj, uiii! that functionary ittipri* 
soned. Jnforoiaiion wm tent to Mangtiiloni by the 
civil Bio^aLratCi and Major IX marched to aujvpresa 
tlie rcvolXt with a detachmeut of about one hutidml 
and fifty men. On reaching Pftioor it wuA titifor- 
tuoatcly decfned inexpctUent to attack tfic insar- 
gejiu with ED small a Aittci a retreat commenced* 
und wofl effected with tUc loss of about forty men- 
This success sptx^ad the flame of revolt so widely 
tint it Htis supposed by some that Msngatore itself 
would be abandoned, and in auticiption of such 
a rpEult, the women and children were sctit to 
Cannanorc, This circmnEtance cncauitigcd the 
Mapilhis of ^langalore to insuU the sepoys, to 
plunder the houses of sevenil officers, and to en¬ 
courage the insurgCQtB by sending them promions 
and liberating their companions from confinement. 
Major D. Eelectcd tlie most dofen&ihle pi»ilion be 
could find* w'liicb he Becured ns well as circum- 
stELUcefl would admit* ainl placing the ptibHc trea¬ 
sure within It, calmly ftwaited die advance of the 
enemy. He WVA soon attacked by large bodies of 
Cauarese and disaffected Coorgs, but every effort 
of the assailatits was repulsed with equal cooluess 
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and galtantry^ The uniTal of a ttreng reiuforef^ 
mcfjt iiDdcr Col, G* induced tlitj innargenU^ jUready 
disheartened by repeated dofi^at#^ to retire with 
precLpi Cation. 

Exitggenited aeeounts of this reeoU were sent to 
Bangnlare, and troupe were put in motion Co aid in 
iu siipprcsAioiii# The pegiment of which I was in 
eommondt was ordered t* advance on Caimm bv 
forced omrchesy but we had tcareeJy proceeded one 
hujidred miles when we were eonntermanded, ojkI 
directed Ee haateit to MercarOt the cspftal of the 
Coorg country, whore alarming symptoms of dis* 
affection had also appeared. WJien within a stage 
of Mercmn wc were Dgnln coujitermanded, and 
ordered to resume our former routes 

Oof road lay dirough a very wild and diffieiiJt 
but highly picturesque coaotry; we had to cross the 
Besly ghatitf by a sleep paast over whicli tt was 
very fetigufng to drag the guns. No fippoaition 
WM Made lo our descent, but when w e oirived near 
the summit and began to go down on (he other 
side, through wery intricate paths, we found our 
progress impeded by several stochadei, erected 
aerw the defiles through W'hicb oar rood lay. 
None of these were defeniled, though all eoutalned 
tniccs of having been recently oivupiedp and we 
reached the village of Besly without interruptioiu 
Most of the inhabitimts had fled, and the few 
straggletm we found lurking in the jangles, either 
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coaid not or would not afford us any information. 
On llie follnwing fnarning Col. W* directed me 
to advance with a dctachfiiont of otio hundred and 
twenty men, and rceontiohre a very ragged moan- 
tain extending about seven miles in a rooky 
preeipiious descenL We bad proceeded about 
twD-tliirds of ibe way^ when at a sharp turn of 
the Toati we came in sight of a very slronS stockade, 
over which was a high liill very densely wooded, 
and chequered with rocky erags^ From this po&t 
a Hmart fire was opened on us^ and one of my 
party wm wounded* We returned the fire with 
tnofe effect* wociiding tbeir chief and killing hcvc- 
fal of Ilia followers: this so dislicartcned tlie rest* 
that when, after baving received a reinfopcemeat, 
we advanced to the works* they fled prccipitatelyy 
leaving their dinner half-cooketl behind them* 

We bivouacked at the bas^e of tbe ghaut, and 
having been joined on the following morning by 
Col. W.^ wo inarched to the villiigc of Cootgiimk 
where we found the few inliabilants who reumioed 
peaceably dispoaed, aod ready to assist as iw fifrest¬ 
ing the ringleaders of the revolL Tlie aspect of 
the country was a confused jamble of rocks and 
liiJls, in the midil of wood and jongUs through 
which it would be icarcely possible to find a vrtty 
witliDut the assisiancc of native guides. Fhe viJ- 
Ugert directed partka of ouf sepoys to ibe haunts 
of the insurgents; several prisoner! were arreatedt 
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by th^ir aid, amoiigitt oUici^ Bupgsr^ one of {he 
principals in tJae revoll ui Bdkr)^ Pett- They abo 
brcQghc In ane hundf^ed and fifty stand of nrais 
mott of theta niatchlocki of the rudest and most 
idferior dcscriptioRj and a quaiidly of oearso am- 
mtmitiota. So little in'ei-e the Canaiese fitted for 
the contest tJiey had provoked^ that their bulls were 
only pieces of IhuI^ and were not tinfrcqtiencJy 
found in the centre of the cartridge. 

Our scecrnd mardi vtrs to Cuddah, where^ much 
to our Einnojanee, we found that the rcbebj nniid- 
paling OUT omvaJj had fired the public bungalow 
erected for the uccommodution of travellers. The 
Bames were stili smouldering in the Large timbers 
of the roof whew we cume.upt bat they had mode 
toe much bavock t* reuder the kbour of extin¬ 
guish iiig them available for any useful purpose. 
We were forced to breakfast in our teu^ which 
uBbrded but a feeble protection against the interne 
heal of a burning sun. Just as we had Binfthftl 
breakfast and diYcsted ourselves of a pordon of odx 
military atdrcp a villager from a neighbouring ham¬ 
let come in, and offered to guide ns to the ouemy^s 
bivcuaC| which he said wus in a jungle about sue 
miles off, on the banks of a river. Though fa¬ 
tigued by tho recent marchi strength and spirits 
Were restored to all by the prnfipect of a skinotih i 
W'e were scKtn ready to udiunce in light marching 
nrdet; our only difieulty uus to loloct guaida for 
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43nt ca[Dp:» all so mger ta besir a part la tbe 
cxpccliHi fmy, tliat iid otio^ if lit could help it, 
would stay bebiudi Elephants, caaitb, and other 
beasts, were put la rcquldlioii to tiausport nur 
guns arid ammunitioitt ajul doolies were pravldotl 
for die wounded; in the Irurjy of prcpiiradon, 
black and white troops, horse and foot, were jurn- 
hted louetJier ia extreurdiiwy coiifusioni uniil the 
signal was given to fonn the lin^ lu striirt silence^

Short JUS the distance was, several of our men 
fainted from the seorcliiug heat of the day, and 
our inefltcul men were obliged to use tlie lancet 
very freely. All were rejoiced w^hen we were per¬ 
mitted 10 hdtf and refresh ounelves with some 
watorj found in the boles and shady portloni of mi 
almost dry nulluh. TliO column of attach wnjs 
formed, our conimniider drew his sword and waved 
it Dll higb^ cncnunigiiig hia men by word and gea* 
ture I the rest of the offieeri, especialJy tho^ w^ho 
had maiden blades^ followed hi!* exam pi c^ aad w^e 
emerged from our Cfover ready to sweep our foes 
from the earth. We descended a gctidc declirity 
to the bonks of a river,^ on tlie of^posite aide of 
which tlie enemies were auppoicd to be posted. 
When we come near the river, our advanced guajrd 
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l^efctfiviiig Home peaquBtA scaiii|lerillg away, vnli- 
took them for the scduLi of tke ooemyi ond most 
injuiiickiisly opeti€da Atnagglliig TUo i*?tainplo 
i™ iofigctiosjJi,—in spite of nil reiin>i»tnmco die 
coluo;iD ID the rear began Vo fire over tlio LeaiU of 
the advanee^ to the great aJonn of bdido troops of 
rnoiikep. but to the iojiiry only of a poor iDEiocezit 
broJimiii who was weeding in his garden. Into the 
nver we aU doshodi bone and foot, fording, £oiid- 
doring, and struggling Uirougli, to gain some pa¬ 
goda-^ at the opposite ride, which were supposed to 
be oeenpied by the ejipmy. At lengtii we erosseil 
over, bat ml a sciul waa |a he seen. The carnlr)- 
scoored the jungles in every direction ; deLached 
pariivo searched every probable and inioruhahJe 
place where the rebels could lurk, fciut not one 
could be Ton lid. Our heroes were obliged to 
return their anfieshed blades to the Boabbardat ond 
from the Hberal dhcplny made of cliemi. diis vex¬ 
atious, hut very ludierous afTair wo* tidLetl The 
Buttle of the Sworda.’^ 

Fbe jioor brabmjn a^ho hod been wounded re¬ 
ceived every attention and aid that our medical skill 
could affordt but all was vtJn^ die lujunes he Imd 
received were too severe to ndmit of a cure. As 
Some a{oncment|. a huncbomc subscription was mbicd 
for his family* and thb ifitclligcnce’ chcercdl h!s lust 
momenta, aboil L for^t the coujitenaiice of 

the dying man us be lay, supported by bis wife and 
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Lia two sona {quite Awaiting Uie ppproach of 

death with a padeoec' and regignatiooi aueEi lui I 
never before witnesaed. Tboiigb aulfering acute 
torture, pnd though bis fate wa* wholly unmoriteii^ 
he never uttered a word of eomplaint. \\'b«i told 
of the provifliDTi that bad been mode for bzi family^

the gleam of AatlAl^ction on bU bronzed eounteiuincc 
woa exquisitely beautiruh and his look more expres- 
livo of gratitude than tbe words which ho u^s too 
feeble to utter couM have been. Hia wife and 
ehiklreD} tliough overwhelmed wkli sorrowi ex¬ 
pressed tlieir tbaukfl for our bounty with u noble 
iimplicjUy,. and fully recognised out xeal to atone 
fof an injury which they acknowledged to be in¬ 
voluntary. 

We continued our march to Canarai. receiving 
everywhere proofs that the iiisiirreetion was at an 
end. The unfortunate chief whom the lUBurgcuts 
hud prochiimed rajah ngnfnst biswilh noafle liide or 
no effort to fEiaintoin his grouiifL He diimtised 
his followers^ Seconirnending each to shift for h!s 
own safetyi and becatnc

After many narrow escapeSt lie was taken in Coorg, 
and sent to Mangalore for trial. His execution 
was pcrhnps a measure of necessary seventitii 
eren lik judges piiicd his unhappy fate. The few 
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uT Ilia ikLIiiiiviiU wfiDm we cljQ^c1;r wcrt fu^iLiv^^ 
from Dupoo^ tlie di^wan af Canjrgi who bnd srormcd 
the Cannrcse camp, rccovcri'd Uic* UPtmirCf and 
Ub«rutcd Mr, and Mra^ P., who l^ad been urrested 
by the rebcli while pa^dng^ through tiio country* 
They had been rcr>' drilly treated by the unfortu¬ 
nate rajah, who appear# through the whole fau 5 .iiic«i 
lo lokfe been mare tinned againut tlion ^luningj^ 
After 4 dehiy of about three weeks in Cnunra^ 
huviiig nothing further to dop we comnieiiced our 
retrograde march. The ehangie from an intena^^ly 
hot to n comparatively tuihl temperaturei ns we 
fl^Mrendpit the most refreshing. 

\\ e eucniuped at tgoorp in the midst of tl«e moat 
beBUtiful scenery that can be conceiFCiL '¥ho 
Landscape in el tided a isuecefiiton of verdant downs, 
studfleci with dum|>§ of evoigteem uud forest trees, 
intersected with rich vnlleys of rice fiekla;, entered 
by rivcra nnd meonderiiig strenmletA, aJong ivhose 
Imnks grew an ubundfmi variety of lowering shrub#* 
Ip the background was the chain of the wi.^erti 
gJiuuUp irith their peaks of diversiGed form, which 
open Such abundant fields of spectdatloit for die 
geobgisL During the day, the notes of the h lack- 
bin! revived die recollectfoni of Europe and of 
home, which are so frciquently revived in the 
maun Enina of Hindustmi. Houses and people were 
alone vi'anting to the picture, which picture may be 
taken aa a general specimeo of die scenery along 
the wmem frontier of Mysore* 
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Tlie nisurrcctioji of the raj*li of GcMjmiur, in tlie 
liortLoni circara^ much grcoier Jii$ft on our 

forces iLan the revolt iii CattQft^ owin^ to the es- 
tmordiiior^ diHie jky of the conn try ^ and tlio RdclUy 
with ‘ndiich Llic ]>enple adhered lo tLcir chk^fa^ It 
Am eupjH^iid that the rujuli miglii be terri¬ 
fied into aubcuiaflloiij and Jivo co[ni>ajiirs were sent 
to the aopport of ihfi civil aathority^ bat this did 
not aheck the dimScoted. Nexl^ a re^ment, with 
a eottipatty o( a ariilleryp stllL do hopes of sucem; 
tlieit detcdiDieuts amouD iing to alt lo nine coin pa- 
niesj, from difTereJit stations in the norliivra ilivbionf 
aceompBoied by the inajor-generah joined the field 
force^—yet oppositioxi appi^red to incrcaae; and 
finally a member of oouncih two more regimenla, 
and a coinpatiy of ardllerjv were sent round froni 
Madras. But the climate proved more injurimis 
to the troops Uian any atmehs of the enemy ^ not 
less thou fourteen hundred persons were Lo hospi- 
tal togetlierp and sevcml ^'alimble officers fell victims 
to fever, llic most unfortutinte event in the course 
of the campaigtii wna the cuuing alf a delachment 
eomnmuded by Kusign G- Several contnidletory 
accounts of tliis unhappy nfioir were pubLudied^ but 
the following correct statement wa^ furnishetl by a 
geEiileman who investigated all the drcumstanceii, 

“ The party consisted of about tliiriy men ; tliey 
were escorting seii’^n w omen of the late rajah of

parts; immediately on the fight, tlie hilt drjwenrfe 
into a nnllali very fibftiptiy; jungie^ of couTie, on 
all 5ides. ITie position of the Keomk, on the hill 
oeerlvonging the path, where there are itonefi auffi- 
dent to fruah man or heast^ ana therefore most 
adraniiigeoiiv The length of ihe pass is two miles 
and a hnJf, Same of the enemy appeared on the 
top of it, and fired arrows at the detaehmenL Their 
fire was not returned^ because G. had directed 
that they sbould not fire without his orders. This 
wns great mistake^ the men in the tenr could not 
bear to be shot at without returning it* When 
they had come down near half the pass, the Kconde 
began with stones and arrows ; the rear-gtiard, who 
fii^t iolferedi cBlIed out to the main body that they 
were wonnded. mid annoyed, and requested per* 
miK$iern to lire, and a naigue having been shot dead 
witli an arrow, G. ordered th<^ men to fire, Iliit 
by ibis time the Koomls hud acquired confidencer 
finding tlieir own fire was itoing cxeeiition, and not 
replied Co, they dosed In wittf their hatefaets, etc. 
The women being carriorf in dDolioa in die centre 
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qf the p^rtyi ^ BcatCcrcd and icfigfilucrted \h& line 
of marcli, that the men in front could not have 
known much of wliat wm going^ bohitid i fntin 
the nature of the puss tliii ia prohahle, m Utc putii 
winda very mucl^, and an* port of it ia iitilden from 
aaalher by jungle. A pmgue and iwiil;itit aepoya 
were killedi and aereti wonndedt on ikh oCcUiiioii} 
and several of their bodies were found doso lo poor 
G. It wm truJy unfortutiate that thU eaeort wna 
commanded tiy so young nnd lne.xperienccd an 
oiEcer oa ii'L% although as brute and Bne- 
upifited a lad us ever livedi knew nothing of the 
men under hii commandj having been only attached 
to the ctinipany about one month, and was more¬ 
over totally uiuicqaaiiited with the Hindoutanee 
hmgnagci po that I fear the men could have but 
little confidence in him in the hour of danger. 

The tranquillixntion of the uottherji Circatis iViLs 
chiefly owing to the ^eul^ cne^v activity of 
the commisptouer^ Mr. IL He shared iu all die 
toils and privations of die iroops^ and ndmiiccd luto 
the country of the Koonds thirty tnilei beyond the 
fardicst point ut which die English ever had a popL 
Tbese lalmiirs proved so ruinous to his henldi, Uiat 
ho has been obligctl to retum lo Engluxidi and 1 do 
not believe dial u mere fiuthfuL and vidunbie HCfV'iiJit 
of die Cumpciny ever quitted Indb. 

The troop#' werrn neverviy hanumd by the ob^ 
stoelen tli^y Jiad to ciicoumcr Lu die punuit of the

Ipcul knou'led^e of the rngilivcii Jitud their luied- 
eumbctcd mixle of desultory wartsiro, enabled theiia

Tliui HTir cjrdtetl m much interest in the BeiigBl 
pro&ideney as in tlint of ^MadroB, for it was cioeiiO to 
the frontietg| ntid Imd the operadDiia of the rebeb 
hwij in any way successfuli tbe Home of iinjurreo- 
tion wo u Ell probeibly have aprend througli Gnnjam 
and Cuttack 1 -£uid perhaps have revived again tbe 
}>erib of a ^tab^attab confederacy* lieucei the 
tneuHureii of ec verity which were udopted may be 
jantlhed m neccE'Hii'yp uot only to the pcrinnueJine 
of Brkbii but aUo to the pence and prospe¬ 

rity of Central India. An iiisurreetiDn b to be 
dreprecated not oidy on amnnt of the direct loss 
Euid EuJfering it eataiU, bul atso beeauBO diicvca 
and murderera take aitvantngc of Eueb a crisis lo 
odtnmit die most abominable crimi^. The least of 
tile horrun of war ore Uiase of the hnttte iield; the 
worst evils are the acopeaSordvd fuf^be indulgenoe 
of depraved paHkiiis to wretch Ci who have not the 
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courage to fuce aii arin^ CRPinyi hut who 
trste thoir strodtieo on the helplm and unpro¬ 
tected^ 

On the rotiu-n of the force to Bangalore, I was 
ordered, wiib two companies of my regiment^ to 
remain at Ha^n, about one hundred and twenty 
miles from Bangalore. In nnticipatlott of leave of 
absence being granted, I proceeded in ndrnncc of 
tlie corps to Bnngidore, but had to quit it again n 
fortnighE; to assume my commEind at llnssan. 
This HUS n copllal part of the country for most 
descriptions of hunting and shooting* I should 
liave enjoyed the field-sports under other dreum* 
Stances, l^ut the separation from my family wm a 
grievous drawbaek on all my pleasures- 

After the lapse of a month I received permission 
to return to HangalorCt my deUichment being about 
to be relieved by that of another regimeut An 
extraordiumry custom prevails in the vicinity of 
Kassan robtivc to tlie sepulture of the deaii; they 
cannot be buried in the usnni mnoncr if tlie body 
is marked by any Iiw! muse, for there is on absurd 
notion thnt in such a case a famine would eusne 
from the pollution of the ground* The body li 
therefore exposed on a rock, and loose stones are 
piled over it. Hiesc are easily displuccd by the 
hyenas and jackals, who ate attraeted by the Bmeii, 
and tear the corpse Irotn iEi imperfect grave* I 
have ofteUi in my shooting cxeunioiisi, been mutdi 
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Hiigusted by coromg^ m contact witli tbcflc aiTonqive 
Imman romina. 

Five miles from a deep piece of w^tef 

afTotdcfi cxccUeiit ftsb, 1 liave lijul two liuudred 
pounds wefj^t taken tn a short time with the drag 
net; aotae of the fish weighed from fifteen to 
twenty pounds eQch- 

Tn the lotter part of June I337| 1 commenced 
pTFpamtTons for the remoi’al of my family from 
Bangtilnre to tlie sea^caast, the state of their liealth 
requiring a change of air, which \i’as strongly rccom* 
mended by the medical men. The excellence of 
the roads throughaut the collcctomte of Mr^ O. 
redound to ha mdii. ITie advanlages of ihcBc to 
the countiy' are so nmuifesi tliat 1 cannot tefraitl 
expnesBing my regret that such attention to the 
rouds should be of rare occurrence. In fact the 
bigbwnyt are fast falling to decay in most parts of 
the Modna presidency^ especially siiiee die dis* 
memberinent of tliat vdiiable body of men, the' 
pioneers, whose services were deelared by dint 
eminent statesman and soldier, Sir Hionms MourOk 
“ to bo equally ilierni ill pence and W’ar." 

Id consequence of tnformtdon which E received 
of the nviiges of the diokra nt Vellore, E chpnged 
my intendcil rente and proceedied to Salem. Near

Salem, called the Sbwaroy mountains. 

Tlicse mountains Jiave an avenijgie clcvatioti of 
about tliree tbousand feet abore the Icvet o£ Ibe 
leOf and are conseqnently much cooler tban Salem. 
They are a pleiuant place of residence during a part 
of tbe year, hut owing to their tiensu fore^ia and 
vast accumulation of decayed vegetable mutter, they 
are, during the summer tnontbs, the most pestilential 
spot Ln fiidia. 

The forests abound with elephants, boons, deer, 
elk, and boga* llgers and leopards are also nume¬ 
rous, os might he expected in a place eon mining 
such on abundance of food to gratify their rapacity^ 
Mr. F. hat made some attempls to domesticate the 
buaii, but the animallnvariably pines and diet when 
brought down into the plains.
